"What  impressed  me  most  deeply,  how- 
ever." Mr.  Beach  said,  "was  the  inal>ility 
of  the  secretaries  ,n  chai-ge  to  keep  up 
with  the  growth  of  their  organization. 
They  were  greatly  overworked,  although 
native  meml>ers  ar*  taking  a  larger  part 
In  the  organization'-;  work.  No  American 
associations,  and  I  know  them  well,  are 
doing  more  for  young  men  or  have  a  bet- 
ter grip  on  their  work.  I  quite  agreed 
with  Dr.  DeForest  in  his  estimate  of  the 
a.ssoeiation's  position  which  he  gives  In 
his  'Sunrise  in  the  Sunrls*>  Kingdom.' 
He  says:  'From  this  building  issue 
streams  of  Christian  influence  that  are 
felt  for  good  not  only  in  the  capital  but 
in  the  most  distant  provinces.  No  other 
building  in  Tokyo  stands  moi-e  prominent- 
ly before  the  general  puVilic  as  an  index 
of  organized  Christianity  than  the  Y.  M.

« >sborn.  "We  semi  teachers  free  of 
charge  to  the  homes  of  the  adull  blind 
and  teach  them  the  alphabet  the  vai- 
ious  characters  which  stand  for  con- 
tr,ictions. 

The  Chicago  public  library  has  ov^r 
M>0  volumes  for  the  use  of  the  blind, 
comprising  reading  of  all  sons.  We 
find  that  this  part  of  the  library  is 
seldom  used  and  ascribe  it  to  a  general 
lack  of  ability  to  read  on  the  part  of 
the  adult  blind. 

"Those  who  are  born  blind  are  more 
fortunate  than  those  who,  like  myself, 
lose  their  eyesight  at  an  advance  a  ag**, 
as  they  are  sent  to  state  institutions 
as  children  and  learn  the  blind  ali>ha- 
bets  before  they  learn  seeing  ptoyle's 
letters.  Any  persons  under  SO  years  of 
age  can  leai'n  the  blind  letters  and  read 
with  considerable  and  surprising  speed. 
Those  are  the  people  whom  we  aim  to 
aid. 

"I  can  safely  say  that  there  are  8  0 
adult  blind  in  this  city.  The  major- 
ity of  them  cannot  read.  We  Intend 
to  adopt  a  uniform  letter  system.

Grove  Where  Picnic

the  lulling  t>ranches  and  injured. 

Many  horses  were  killed  in  the  same 
manner.

New  York,  Aug.  26.— With  the  death 
of  Clifford  Lamont  at  the  Hotel  Slur- 
tevant  in  West  Thirty-fifth  street  last 
Saturday  the  curtain  dropped  on  the 
last  act  of  a  life  drama  of  unusual  m- 
terest.  Mystery  enwrapped  Clifford 
Lamont  while  he  lived,  and  the  man- 
ner of  his  death  was  in  keeping  witli 
the  kind  of  existence  he  had  led.  j 

lieared  in  luxury  he  tasted  many 
vicissitudes.  At  times  he  dwelt  in  ele- 
gant leisure;  again  he  strove  to  ob- 
tam  a  small  part  upon  the  stage.  His 
reputed  mother  denied  at  times  that  he 
was  her  son.  He  made  a  romantic 
marrage  and  was  plunged  into  the 
deepest  despondency  by  the  death  01 
his  wife.  His  two  talented  children 
made  a  name  for  themselves  in  the 
theatrical  world,  and  reilet.ted  lustre 
upon  their  father's  name. 

There  were  days  when  Clifford  La- 
mont had  his  pockets  full  of  money, 
which  he  spent  lavishly.  Fre<iuentiy 
he  was  depressed  because  he  had  no 
money  to  spend.  The  Riallo  knew  him 
in  both  moods.  For  years  he  was  a 
familiar  figure  in  the  changing  throng 
in  that  part  of  Broadway  and  there 
was  little  .surprise  expres.sed  when  it 
was  announced  that  he  had  passed 
away. 

Suicide?"  was  asked  casually. 
Intimate  friends  of  the  dead  man 
denied  that  there  had  been  any  suici- 
dal attempt,  however.  Lamont  was 
addicted  u  the  use  of  morphine,  and 
it  is  believed  that  he  took  an  overduse. 
He  became  very  ill  in  the  night,  auI 
chocked,  bursting  a  blood  vessel, 
which  caused  his  death. 

•I  went  to  get  him  and  take  him  out 
to  breakfast,  as  I  had  been  doing  for 
some  time,"  said  Charles  Burrell,  of 
216  West  Thirty-sixth  street.  "When 
I  got  no  response  I  started  to  rou.«e  him 
by  shaking  him,  but  he  was  dead.  It 
was  a  great  shock  to  me.  I  had 
known  him  for  29  years.  We  were  in 
boarding  school  together. 

••Clifford  Lamont  had  often  told  me 
that  he  was  the  son  of  Mrs.  Lyman 
AspinwaU  but  I  was  never  sure 
whether  he  meant  he  was  her  own  son 
or  only  an  adopted  child.  Mrs.  Aspin-  ; 
wall  spends  most  of  her  time  in  Cot-  < 
tage  City,  Martha's  Vineyard,  where 
she  owns  considerable  property." 

Mrs.  AspinwaU  was  notified  of  the 
death  of  Clifford  Lamont  as  .soon  as  it 
was  discovered,  and  she  came  to  New 
York  from  Cottago  CMty  yesterday,  ac- 
companied by  a  maid,  bringing  with 
her  the  children  of  the  dead  man — Clif- 
ford, 11  years  of  age,  and  Marie.  V 
yeaitj  of  age.  By  her  direction  the 
body  was  removed  to  an  undertaker's 
establishment  in  Seventh  avenue, 
where  funeral  services  are  to  be  held 
this  afternoon. 

Mrs.  AspinwaU  has  the  reputation  of 
being  a  very  wealthy  woman.  Her 
son  stated  in  court  about  five  years 
ago  that  she  was  worth  more  than  a 
million  dollars,  her  property  including 
valuable  real  estate  in  Boston,  Wen- 
ham,  Alass.,  Cottage  City,  Philadelphia 
and  New  York  City. 

At  that  time  VIrs.  AspinwaU  had 
Clifford  Lamont  arrested  in  Boston  for 
annoying  and  threatening  her.  Goard- 
ed  by  his  incessant  demands  for  money 
she  told  him  that  he  was  not  her  son. 
"Who  am  I,  then^."'  demanded  the 
bewildered  young  man. 

"A  foundling,"  he  was  told.  The  di:?- 
ov>  ned  son  was  put  under  bonds  to 
keep  the  peace,  but  truce  was  after- 
waids  declared  between  the  two  and 
he  has  since  continued  to  call  n^r 
"mother"  and  she  to  refer  to  him  at- 
her  son. 

Persons  v>ho  have  known  Mrs.  Ao- 
pinwall  ever  since  she  began  to  go  to 
Cottage  City,  which  is  more  than  30 
years  ago,  remember  her  as  Mrs.  Arch- 
ibald, who  came  there  in  iha  summer 
with  her  little  boy,  who  was  then 
known  as  Danny  Archibald.  After- 
wards his  name  was  changed  to  Clif- 
ford  I.,amont. 

It  was  in  1896  that  Mrs.  AspinwaU 
gave  the  first  intimation  that  the  boy 
she  had  brought  up  with  the  under- 
standing that  he  was  her  son  bore  no 
blood  relation  to  her.  In  a  letter  writ- 
ten to  him  from  Cottage  City  she 
told  him:  '•Your  insulting  letters 
have  compelled  me  to  tell  you  what  I 
had  always  hoped  to  keep  from  you. 
namely,  that  you  are  not  my  son." 
She  Informed  him  that  he  had  never 
been  legally  adoi)ted  and  had  no  claim 
upon  her  except  such  as  her  generosity 
prompted  her  to  recognize.

Dr.  T^e  Maitre  believes  he  has  found 
the  ri^ht  formula  and  is  awaiting  set- 
tled weather  to  make  the    experiments. 

r.y  maKing  nature  dye  the  cotton  on 
the  stalk,  ihe  expense  of  dyeing  the 
cloth  will  be  eliminated.  Dr.  Le  Maitre 
aver?,  that  the  coloring  of  cotton  can 
be  done  at  small  cost.  The  chemist 
.<ays  fliat  on  tlie  island  of  Madagascar 
the  French  chemists  have  l>een  success- 
ful in  producing  any  desired  color  in 
the  bloom  or  fruit  of  certain  plants.

CLUB   OVER   NEW   ENGLAND. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  nothing  could  be 
more  effective  in  wiping  the  New  Eng- 
land fisheries  out  of  existence  than  the 
culling  off  of  its  Newfoundland  bait. 
All  of  the  squid,  caplin  and  herring 
used  for  bait  is  caught  in  Newfound- 
land waters,  and  only  there.  Just  why 
this  is  true  has  puzzled  many  a  learned 
body  of  scleniific  inquirers.  But  ii 
gives  the  island  a  club  which  it  is  now 
commencing  10  swing  threateningly  at 
the  United  States. 

The  Newfoundland  fishermen,  born 
to  the  craft  and  with  the  singular  ad- 
vantage of  ownership  in  the  bait 
waters  of  the  Atlantic  have  yet  been  at 
a  disadvantage  in  competing  with  the 
fishermen  of  other  countries.  Canada 
pays  a  noble  bounty  to  its  fishermen, 
and  .«o  does  France,  while  the  tariff 
wall  of  the  United  States  excludes  all 
competition  from  the  outside  world. 
The  right  to  fish  In  Newfoundland 
waters  is  of  no  consideration  unless  the 
question  of  bait  be  first  considered. 
That,  therefore,  is  the  weapon  which 
the  island  must  use*  in  securing  for 
itself  sudi  international  trade  advant- 
ages as  may  be  required. 

OPPOSED  TO  ANNEXATION.  , 

There  is  no  sentiment  or  argument 
itmking  towards  federation  with  Can- 
ada from  the  Newfoundlander's  point 
of  view.  Combination  with  the  United 
States,  except  by  trade  treaties,  is 
equally  remote  from  the  policies  and 
wishes  of  the  i>eople.

CURE  SICK  HEADACHE. 


Florence    Interested  In 
Row  With  His  Coun- 
tess-Landlady. 

Florence,  Aug.  26.— Much  interest  is 
being  aroused  here  by  the  lawsuit 
between  Mark  Twain  and  the  Countess 
Reybandi-Massigila.  The  countess, 
born  Frances  Paxton,  of  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  is  the  owner  of  the  Villa  d'Quarto, 
near  Florence,  which  Mark  Twain 
made  in  the  autumn  of  1903  his  Flor- 
entine residence. 

The  difference  between  the  humorist 
and  the  countess  originated  from  a 
slight  cause.  The  countess  urged 
Mark  Twain  to  engage  as  general  man- 
ager of  his  household  a  former  butler 
of  hers,  who  did  not  catch  the  fancv 
of  the  author  and  failed  to  secure  the 
position.  Since,  the  relations  have 
been   strained. 

During  the  last  days  of  Mrs.  Clem- 
ens' fatal  illness,  the  drainage  of  the 
villa  was  found  to  be  seriously  i-m- 
paired.  The  sanitary  authorities  were 
called  in,  and  the  countess  laid  the 
responsibility    of    the     premises      upon 

i  -Mark    Twain    or     his     employes.       He 

I  placed   it  on  former  tenants. 

I     To    this    must    be    added    that.    In    a 

i  small  part  of  the  villa,  reserved  by 
the  countess  for  her  own  use  and 
pleasure,    accommodation    was    provid- 

!  ed   for  a   donkey  of  a  wild   disposition 

j  that  had  not  long  before  bitten  off  an 
attendant's  linger,  and  whose  record 
included  other  achievements  of  a  sim- 

lilar  kind.      Yet  this  brute  was  allowed 


the    freedom   of  the   park   surrounding 
the  villa. 

In  its  wanderings,  it  encountered 
Miss  Lyon,  secretary  to  Mark  Twain, 
and  frightened  her  so  badly  that  for 
a  long  time  she  was  unable  to  fulfill 
the  duties  of  her  position  owing  to 
nervous  excitement.  Such,  in  its  main 
lines,  Is  the  case  now  pending  befoie 
the  tribunals  of  Florence.  Mark 
Twain  declared  that  he  would  fight  it 
to  the  end,  especially  after  being  noil- 
fied  that  the  countess  had  chosen  to 
hold  him  responsible  for  the  condition 
of  the  water  pipes,  etc.,  in  the  villa. 

ITALIAN  j:OLONY 

Is  to  Be  Established  In  East- 
era  Texas. 

Fort  Worth,  Tex..  Aug.  26.— Recently 
there  was  organized  and  chartered 
under  the  laws  of  Texas  a  corporation 
named  the  Cotton  Belt  Development 
company,  whose  membership  is  made 
up  in  the  official  family  of  the  Cotton 
Belt  railroad,  joined  by  heavy  banking 
interests  in  Eastern  and  Northeast 
Texas,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
immigration  and  the  settlement  by  ac- 
tual homesteaders  of  the  unoccupied 
lands  of  East  and  Northeast  Texas. 

Matters  have  progressed  so  far  al- 
ready that  a  very  large  tract  of  land 
has  been  procured  in  Cherokee  county 
along  the  line  of  the  Cotton  Belt  rail- 
road. This  land  will  be  colonized  at 
once.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
through  J.  P.  Spanier,  of  Italy,  for  the 
settlement  of  this  section  by  the  higher 
class  of  Italian  orchardists  and  vine- 
yardists,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr. 
Spr.nier  the  townsite  has  been  named 
Gioiitti,  after  the  prime  minister  of 
Italy.  There  is  already  a  station  at 
this  point. 

In  discussing  the  matter,  Mr.  Span- 
ier said:  "If  the  railroad?  take  up  the 
matter  seriously  there  is  no  reason  why 
they  should  not  populate  this  section 
as  easily  and  as  <iuickly  as  the  Cana- 
dian railroads  have  j>opulated  Canada, 
.ind  the  other  railroads  have  populated 
the  Northwest.  What  Texas  needs  is 
the  agricultural  immigrant,  and  al- 
ready those  who  have  settled  here  have 
made  a   success." 

Besides  locating  this  colony  the  Cot- 
ton Belt  Development  company  has 
under  way  the  placing  of  several  other 
colonies,  one  from  Germany  direct, 
and  the  other  from  one  of  the  northern 
states,  where  the  seasons  and  climate 
are  not  as  favorable  as  they  desire.

The 
generals  "of  the  opposing  forces  will  be 
given  intricate  problems  of  modern  war- 
fare to  work  out,  and  will  be  judged  by 
the  manner  in  which  they  handle  them. 
The  tests  made  with  from  10.000  to  25,000 
troops  at  West  Point.  Ky.,  and  Fort 
Riley,  Kan.,  last  year  wili  be  carried  out 
on  a  much  more  extensive  scale.  The 
maneuver  camps  will  be  ten  miles  apart. 
Maj.  Gen.  Corbin's  headquarters  will  be 
at  Gaine.«ville,  which  is  almost  directly 
between  them.

Nicholas  Roosevelt  married  Hillotie 
Jans,  sister  of  Anneke  Jans,  of  Trinity 
church  fame.  He  is  described  by  the 
old  lecords  as  one  of  the  most  learned 
and  popular  men  of  the  colony  of  New 
Amsterdam,  and  a  man  of  great  influ- 
ence and  authority.

About  Gasoline  Law. 

Eldora,  Iowa.  Aug.  2(i.— The  wiiole  of  th» 
state  of  lewii  lias  been  forded  by  what  was 
supposed  to  be  a  law  requiring  that  all 
recei>ta' ies  for  ga.soline  sliould  be  painted 
a  bright,  fiery  red,  and  the  painting  of 
gasoline  cans  red  has  been  an  epimedic  ail 
over  Iowa  for  the  past  two  weeks. 

Gfisoline  vendors  refused  to  fill  cans  not 
painted  red.  Men  with  buckets  of  fiery 
red  paint  and  with  brushes  have  trav- 
eled all  (pver  every  city  and  town  and  ham- 
let in  Iowa  looking  for  gasoline  cans  to^ 
paint. 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  there  is 
no  law  in  Iowa  reciuiiing  gasoline  cans  to 
be  painted  or  gasuline  to  he  contained  in 
cans  that  are  red  in  color. 

What  was  known  as  the  "red  complex- 
ion law"  was  not  passed  by  the  laKt  legis- 
lature. A  law  was  passed  requiring  all 
gasoline  cans  to  be  labeled  with  a  eard  of 
red  color  on  which  should  be  painted  the 
words.  "This  f-an  is  for  gas(.!ine  only." 
The  per  pie  feel,  however,  that  ga.«olin© 
cans  of  a  red  hue  are  all  right  anyway, 
and  take  the  joke  good-naturedly. 

C.  <^.  Bartiett.  who  runs  Palisade  Park 
at  Iowa  Falls,  declares  that  hp  had  to 
paint  all  the  gasoline  lauiiches  in  the  park 
a  bright  crimson  because  the  oil  man  who 
delivered  ga.'^oline  to  the  park  refused  to 
fill  the  tanks  under  the  old  color,  and  It 
was  necessary  to  buy  a  barrel  of  red  paint 
and  smear  it  all  over  the  launches  before 
he  would  deliver  the  ga.soline.  But  the 
teamster  is  color  blind  and  <ou!dn't  i»-ll 
navv  blue  from  pea  green,  and  Mr.  Bart- 
iett "wants  the  state  of  Iowa  to  |iass  a  law 
requiring  the  state  cil  inspectors  to  pa*,s 
an  examination  for  cok  r  blindness.

NARROWESCAPE 

Of  Party  of  Young:  People  on 
Lake  Michigan. 

Marinette,  Wis.,  Aug.  26.— After  drift- 
ing thirty  miles  in  a  row^  boat  in  a 
heavy   sea  on   Green   Baj',   a   party   of 

two  young  women  and  three  children 
landed  safetly  last  night  at  Grace  Port, 
eight  miles  from   Sturgeon  bay. 

The  members  of  the  party  were  Ger- 
trude Sawyer,  daughter  of  R.  J.  Saw- 
yer, of  Menominee,  Mich.,  Inez  Woess- 
ner,  daughter  of  J,  C  Woessner  and 
two  young  sons  and  a  daughter  of 
Frederick   Baker. 

Yesterday  morning  they  left  Fern- 
wood,  a  resort  about  five  miles  from 
Marinette,  where  Mr.  Eiaker  has  a 
summer  home.  They  rowed  out  uniil 
they  got  into  the  heavy  sea,  when  they 
were  unable  to  return.  They  weie 
soon  lost  sight  of  from  the  Marinette 
shore,  and  three  tugs  and  many  sail 
boats  were  sent  out  to  search  for  them. 
They  could  not  be  found  and  it  was 
feared  that  all  had  been  lost. 

The  heroine  of  the  ad\enture  was 
Miss  SaAvyer,  who  is  a  senior  in  the 
Menominee  high  school.  She  com- 
pelled the  four  others  to  lie  down  in 
the  boat  and  then  she  steered  it  with 
an  oar.

—  The  Par- 
aguayan deputy,  Senor  Soler  (who 
started  Sunday  last  f  Jr  Rio  Janeiro  and 
other  capitals  to  endeavor  to  secure  the 
recognition  of  the  revolutionists  by  the 
various  governments),  arrived  in  Buenos 
Ayres  yesterday.  He  told  the  Associated 
Press  correspondent  that  tliree-fourth  of 
the  population  of  Paraguay  sympathize 
with  the  revolutionists,  and  that  the  fur- 
ther bombardment  of  Asuncion,  the  cap- 
ital of  Paraguay,  was  abandoned  only  be- 
cause the  government  had  taken  the  can- 
non from  the  fortilieations  and  lodged 
them  in  front  of  the  private  houses  of 
revolutionary  sympatt  izers. 

Senor  Soler  says  that  the  number  of 
government  troops  is  wholly  insufficient 
to  resist  the  attack  oi:  the  revolutionists, 
and  that  even  the  troops  are  confined  to 
their  barracks  owing  to  the  fear  that 
they  may  de.«ert.  The  only  armament  at 
the  disposal  of  the  go^•ernment,  the  depu- 
ty said,  consists  of  3(X)0  old-style  Reming- 
tons and  2000  antiquated  rifles  of  other 
patterns,  with  some  ancient  cannon. 

Asked  concerning  the  nature  of  the 
modified  plans  of  the  revolutionists.  Depu- 
ty Soler  frankly  declared  that  the  purpose 
was  simply  to  isolate  Asuncion  by  sur- 
rounding it  both  on  land  and  water.  "We 
already  dominate  the  river,"  said  he.  "and 
hold  in  our  power  Vil!»-tta,  Villa  Oliver, 
Villa  Franca,  Humaita,  Quazchu  and 
Laureles.  In  the  south,  and  all  the  towns 
in  the  northern  region  :£rom  Villa  Hayes  to 
Villa  Conceplon. 

"The  objects  for  wWch  the  revolution 
was  started  have  entirely  changed.     The 

f:overnment  has  fallen  info  the  hands  of  a 
ew  individuals  who  are  enriching  them- 
selves at  the  expense  of  the  people,  thus 
Impoverishing  a  country  which  possepises 
lmmen.se  natural  wttilth  and  700,(K)0  In- 
habitants. The  total  currency  issue  of  the 
country  Is  $2,000.0(10  in  paper,  while  gold  is 
at  a  premium  of  l.lO'." 

Deputy  Soler  nsscrrs  that  Gen.  Ferrera 
will  only  accept  a  piovlslonal  presidency, 
and  that  on  the  coir.plete  extinction  of 
the  present  government  the  revolutionists 
will  elect  a  non-partisan  calculated  to  en- 
joy the  confidence  of  the  people. 

When  Deputy  Soler  has  completed  the 
object  of  his  present  tour,  it  is  his  inten- 
tion to  return  to  Paraguay  with  reinforce- 
ments for  the  revolutloi  ists. 

The  revolutionists  In  Uruguay  propose 
I  to  establish  a  provl.^ior.al  government  on 
the  river  Uruguay,  five  miles  from  Da 
Salte  Oriental  (a  town  and  port  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  raiids  of  the  I'ruguay, 
with  a  population  esri  mated  at  13,000). 

An  Important  engagement  between  the 
Uruguayan  revolutkinists  and  the  gov- 
ernment troops  is  hourly  expected.

DYNAMITE  CAPS 
CAUSE  A  PANIC 

Several  Exploded  at  Race 

Track  to  Assist  In 

Robbery. 

Chicago,  Aug.  26.— By  the  explosion 
of  some  dynamite  caps,  and  the  panic 
that  followed  it,  three  persons  were 
injured  this  afternoon  at  the  Haw- 
thorne race  track.  It  is  supposed  that 
the  caps  were  thro\^n  on  the  floor  of 
the  betting  ring  \\ith  the  idea  of 
creating  a  panic,  luring  which  the 
cash  boxes  of  the  bcK)kmakers  might 
be  robbed.  An  att-ampt  was  made  to 
rob  one  bookmaker,   but  it  failed. 

The  injured  are:  Frank  Williams, 
left  foot  lacerated;  Mitchell  Bruno, 
right  foot  lacerated;  A.  M.  McGill,  re- 
ceived a  severe  scalp  wound  and  was 
badly  bruised  in  the  panic  in  the  ring. 
None  of  the  injured  Is  seriously  hurt. 

The  first  explosion  was  caused  by 
Williams,  who,  while  walking  through 
the  east  side  of  the  ring,  stepped  on  a 
cap.  It  exploded,  tearing  off  his  shoe 
and  lacerating  his  loot  severely.  He 
fell   to   tlie   floor   with   a  cry,   and   in- 


stantly there  was  a  shout  that  an  in- 
.sane  man  was  discharging  his  revolver 
at  random.  Immediately  there  was  a 
wild  panic,  and  while  the  bookmakei^, 
seizing  their  cash  boxes,  bent  low  in 
their  booths  the  crowd  rushed  across 
to  the  south  side  of  the  ring  in  the 
effort  to  escape.  Just  as  the  thick  of 
the  throng  reached  this  side  of  the  ring 
somebody  trod  on  another  cap  and  the 
crowd  tore  back  to  the  place  where  it 
had  started  on  the  first  run.  McGill 
was  knocked  down  during  this  rush, 
and  was  trampled  upon. 

A  third  explosion  took  place  some 
minutes  after  the  panic  had  been  al- 
layed. It  occurred  just  beneath  a 
chair  on  which  Bruno  was  sitting, 
threw  him  to  the  lloor  and  a  portion 
of  the  cap  striking  his  foot,  tore  it 
badly. 

While  the  excitement  was  at  its: 
highest,  a  man  made  an  effort  to  grab 
the  cash  box  of  a  bookmaker  doing 
business  under  the  name  of  the  Chi- 
cago club.  He  was  knocked  down  by 
a  clerk  and  ran  away  before  he  could 
be  arrested. 

A  search  of  the  betting  ring,  made 
after  the  injured  had  been  removed 
revealed  a  number  of  caps  lying  about 
the  floor. 

There  Is  no  clew  to  the  identity  of 
the  persons   who  placed  them  there. 

Sues  For  Husband's  Value. 

Mrs  Merl  Bendis  yesterday  began  suit 
against  the  St.  Paul  and  Western  Coal 
company  for  $5C0O.  alleging  that  her  hus- 
band met  his  death  through  the  negli- 
gence  of  the   company.

On  Augu.st  21  of  last  year,  it 
iv;  claimed,  the  cable  holding  one  of  the 
clams  broke  and  the  clam  fell  on  Bendis. 
who  died  shortly  afterward.  It  is  alleged 
that  the  company  knew  that  the  equip- 
ment was  faulty  and  was  negligent  in  not 
inspecting    it. 

O'Neil  Is  Released.

^•ere  begun  a  few  days  ago  by  John  O'- 
Neil wero  heard  ye-«teiday  afttrnoon  and 
ONeil  secured  his  release.  He  was  given 
his  freedom  on  the  ground  that  the  evi- 
dence  was   not   sufficient   to    hold   him. 

The  case  wa.s  heard  before  Judge  Cant, 
who  was  about  to  dismiss  it  because  of 
an  error  in  the  pleading,  but  the  county 
attorney  waived  the  techr.icality  and  the 
case  was  tried  on  its  merits  with  the 
above  result.  ONeil  is  the  man  who 
was  bound  over  at  Virginia  a  short  time 
ago  on  the  charge  of  grand  larceny.

When  the  dam  was  built  the  overllow- 
age  caused  the  marshes  to  become  sub- 
merged to  a  certain  extent,  and  I  have 
seen  them  cutting  hay,  knee  deep  in 
water  and  getting  it  out  on  poles. 

"Senator  Sawyer  got  a  bill  passed 
which  left  the  matter  of  damages  to  be 
decided  in  the  state  courts  and.  of 
course  at  every  term  of  district  court 
in  the  counties  on  the  river  valley  there 
would  be  about  twenty  of  those  dam- 
age cases. 

"The  land  mind  you.  had  never 
raised  anvtliing  but  v\ild  marsh  hay, 
but  those  farmers  would  go  into  court 
and  swear  their  land  was  worth  fro;n 
$25  to  $100  per  acre.  A  jury,  comprised 
of  their  own  neighbors  and  men  who 
themselves  expected  to  bring  similar 
action,  would  award  the  damages  as 
claimed,  and  the  government  was 
simply  soaked.  I  believe  that  those 
damage  actions  cost  the  government 
somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  $3,- 
000.000  or  $4,000,000. 

"The  conditions  have  changed  in 
twenty  years.  Dredging  of  the  river 
channel  by  the  government  deepeiied 
the  waterway,  and  also  drained  tae 
marshes  so  that  where  years  ago  the 
farmers '  were  wading  in  water  to  cut 
marsh  hay.  they  are  now  ,^utUng  ex- 
cellent hay  on  the  ^^^^  lands  wuh 
mowing  machines,  and  rak  ng  it  \vith 
horse  rakes.  This  is  on  land,  mind 
you  on  which  the  government  has  paid 
overtlowage    damage. 

•in  spiti  of  all  this,  if  there  IS  any- 
thing said  about  putting  a  slab  or  two 
on   the   top  of  the  Winnebago  dam    lo 
I  raise  the  water  in  the  "ver  for  the  big 
I  paper    mills    to    operate,    a    storm    of

"The  la.st  and  final  triumph  of  d't.- 
lomacy  which  I  wish  to  mention  was 
the  attitude  toward  the  Panama  canal 
project.  For  years  and  yeara  we 
had  been  promised  a  canal,  but  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  seized  the  opportunity 
and  made  the  dream  of  centuries  poss- 
ible. 

"The  third  test  is  the  extraordinary 
one  of  the  management  of  insular  poss- 
essions. In  1898  we  agreed  that  Cuba 
should  remain  free.  She  is  today  a 
free  and  sister  republic  in  every  re- 
spect. It  has  been  cleansed  and  re- 
generated by  the  occupation  of  the 
American  army.  Lawyers  may  split 
hairs  as  to  whether  the  constituticn 
follows  the  flag,  but  our  laws  govern- 
ing Cuba  are  based  upon  those  which 
governed  the  Louisiana  purchase  in 
1803.  At  least  the  American  school- 
house  and  sanitary  engineer  have  fol- 
lowed the  flag." 

Mr.  Boutell  then  presented  a  num- 
ber of  figures  to  prove  that  the  Re- 
publican party  had  stood  the  fourth 
test  mentioned  by  him,  the  test  of 
national  financeering.  He  attempted 
to  show  that  in  spite  of  an  expensive 
war  and  the  purchase  of  the  Panama 
canal  rights,  the  country  is  $100,000,000 
better  off  than  it  was  at  the  oitcning 
of  Cleveland's  administration,  alth*  ugh 
he  claimed  that  Cleveland  had  run  the 
affairs  of  the  country  on  a  deficit  of 
$262,000,000. 

In  discusi?ing  the  fifth  and  last  test, 
that  in  regard  to  the  revenue  and  other 
general  legislation,  Mr.  Boutell  out- 
lined the  workings  of  the  Dingley  tariff 
bill  comparing  and  contrasting  it  with 
the'  Wilson-Gorman  bill.  He  stated 
that  If  It  were  not  for  the  negro  ques- 
tion the  South  today  would  be  for 
Roosevelt,  claiming  that  it  suports  the 
policy  that  he  stands  for  in  regard  to 
the  gold  standard,  protection 
pansion.

I  was  defeated.  You  understand  that  the 
bill  providing  for  an  incerase  in      the 
taxes  paid   by   railmads   is  in   the  na- 
ture  of   a   constiiuiional     amendment, 
and    it   requires   .i   majority   of   all    the 
votes  cast   at   thr     lection  to  carry   it. 
Again    in    my    biennial    report    to    the 
legislature  of  190^   (  recommended  that 
the   bill   be  re-enu  ted  and  once  more 
submitted    to   the    people   for  approval 
or   rejection   at   tii.-  polls.       The  ques- 
tion   will    be    voiid    upon    again    next 
November   and    1    sincerely   hope   that 
the  voters  will  rutfy  the  action  of  the 
legislature.       Tlw    increase,   equivalent 
to  33  1-3  per  cent  of  the  present  taxes 
paid  bv  i-ailroad  ciinipanies,  means  that 
the  other  taxpayer   of  the   state   \yill 
be  relieved  of  the  burdens  of  taxation 
to   the  extent  of  $600,000  annually   and 
no  injustice  will  be  .done  the  railroad 
companies.

Whites  and  Blacks. 

Topeka,  Kixn?.,  Aug.  26.— The  Kan. 
sas  r.so.sciation  of  cities  of  the  first  and 
seoor.d  class  has  adojited  a  resolution 
for  maintainin.g  separate  schools  for 
negro  and  white  pupiLs. 

The  resolution  states  that  the  race 
question  has  grown  so  serious  in  Kan- 
sas as  to  make  .some  action  necessary. 
Steps  were  taken  to  bring  the  matter 
before  the  next  legislature.  A  commit- 
tee was  appointed  to  draft  a  law  to 
be  submitted  to  the  legislature,  and 
money  was  raised  to  maintain  a  strong 
lobby  to  work  for  the  bill. 

A  vigorous  campaign  in  favor  of  the 
law  will  be  waged  in  all  portions  of  tlie 
state.  It  will  become  an  issue  in  the 
next  election,  as  all  candidates  for  the 
legislature  will  be  asked  to  pledge 
themselves.

A  Former  Peon,  Now  Mul- 
timillionaire,   Will 
Tour  Mexico. 

Mexico,  Mex.,  Aug.  26.— Pedro  Alvar- 
aoo,  the  multimillionaire  of  Parral. 
Mex.,  wlio  a  few  years  ago  was  a  com- 
mon peon  working  in  a  mine  for  3'. 
cents  a  day,  has  ordered  a  train  of 
five  luxurious  private  cars  in  which  he 
will  make  a  tour  of  Mexico,  including 
a  visit   to   this   city. 

He  will  travel  in  regal  splendor  and 
his  bodyguard  of  100  handsomely  uni- 
forme  men  will  accompany  him  on  the 
journey  and  be  his  companions  wher- 
ever he  goes  while  in  this  and  other 
cities. 

Alvarado  has  just  finished  his  man- 
sion at  Parral. 

His  new  palace,  which  is  the  show 
place  at  Parral,  is  built  of  marble. 
There  is  a  piano  in  almost  every  room. 
In  the  court  in  the  middle  structure  a 
regiment  could  drill  without  rubbing 
its  elbows  against  the  rare  columned 
sides  of  the  portico. 

All  the  furniture  in  the  house  has 
been  brought  from  Spain  and  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.  The  tilings  are  Italian 
and  Alvarado  has  brought  artists  and 
decorators  from  Spain  and  France  to 
embellish  the  walls  of  his  mansion. 

Until  the  completion  of  the  mansion 
he  lived  where  he  had  lived  for  eleven 
years — in  a  two-room  hovel  in  the 
least  desirable  p^rt  of  tx)wn. 

More  than  a  year  ago  Alvarado  made 
an  offer  to  pay  the  government  public 
debt  of  Mexico.  He  said  he  had  ob- 
tained his  fabulous  wealth  from  the 
soil  of  Mexico,  and  thought  he  ought 
to  donate  that  much  of  it  to  the  gov- 
ernment. Tliis  offer  was  declined  by 
Minister  of  Finance  Limantour. 

The  only  time  Alvarado  has  been  out 
of  the  Parral  mining  district  was  l'>vo 
days  ago,  w  hen  he  chartered  a  special 
train  and  took  his  family  with  him  to 
the  City  of  Chihuahua  to  have  a  gold 
filling  put  in  one  of  his  teeth. 

It  is  said  he  will  meet  President 
Diaz  by  a  special  appointment  while 
here.  He  has  a  fear  of  banks  and  the 
many  millions  of  his  wealth  are  said 
to  be  stored  in  a  strong  steel  cage  in 
his  residence,  where  it  is  constantly 
guarded  by  armed  men. 

It  is  expected  that  Alvarado  will  give 
away  a  great  deal  of  money  during 
his  tour,  and  it  is  feared  his  body- 
guard  will   be  none   too  large.

Island,  and  was  considerably  damatred. 
The  course  was  maintained,  however, 
and  on  July  11  a  Pacific  hurricane  was 
encountered. 

The  storm  continued  for  four  days 
and  nights,  and  in  that  time  the  vessel 
was  terribly  battered  by  the  elements. 
The  three  masts,  together  with  all  rie- 
gin'g-  and  the  lumber  piled  on  the  de<'ks, 
were  swept  away.  A  great  volume  of 
water  washed  into  the  held,  and  the 
fact  that  the  schooner  was  loaded  with 
lumber  is  the  only  explanation  of  its 
survival. 

When  the  tempest  subsides!  It  was 
found  that  the  greater  part  of  th^ 
provisions  had  been  lost,  and  that 
but  one  cask  of  water  remained.  Mrs. 
Smith's  clothing  had  been  torn  from 
her  body,  and  she  was  compelled  to 
don  the  jacket  and  trousers  of  one  of 
the  sailors.  The  .sailor  who  provided 
her  with  apparel  was  forced  to  im- 
provise a  covering  from  bits  of  canvas 
that  remained.  «'apt.  Smith,  the  other 
two  mates  and  the  other  .sailors  lost 
much  of  their  clothing  during  ll»e 
storm. 

The  days  that  followed  were  days  of 
hunger  and  tnlrst,  and  finally  honor 
for  those  on  board  the  schooner.  The 
allowance  of  water  was  limited  to  one- 
half  cup  per  day,  and  the  little  food 
that  remained  was  dealt  out  sparingly. 
Two  days  before  the  Tlaloc  found  the 
wreck  the  provisions  gave  out,  and  the 
following  day  the  water  was  ex- 
hausted. The  day  preceding  the  res- 
cue Mrs.  Smith's  mind  gave  way  tem- 
poraiily,  and  she  made  three  attempts 
to  jump  o\erboaid. 

Louis  Kaiser.  American  consul  here, 
took  charge  of  those  on  board  the  ves- 
sel on  tlieir  arrival  here,  and  as  soon 
as  they  are  able  to  travel  they  will  be 
sent  to  San  Francisco.  The  sailors  ac- 
cuse Capt.  Smith  of  negligence  in  not 
putting  into  J^ocorro  island  after  the 
vessel  was  damaged  in  the  first  storm, 
and  say  that  they  will  make  a  ftninal 
complaint  against  him  as  soon  as 
they   reach  San  Francisco.

E.  H.  Smith,  of  Duluth,  is  now  hav- 
ing erected  and  fitted  up  at  Bemidji, 
Minn.,  an  elevator  and  feed  miii,  de- 
signed to  answer  the  needs  of  the  north 

country  in  this  respect.  Thi.s  is  the 
first  venture  of  the  kind  in  that  part 
of  the  country,  and  is  taken  a.s  an- 
other indication  of  the  growth  and  dc- 
velopment  of  the  northern  part  of  tiie 
state. 

The  buildings  are  being  built  by  T. 
F.  Costello,  of  Minneapolis.  They  are 
already  half  completed.  The  elevator 
is  to  have  a  capacity  of  30,000  busiiois, 
and  the  feed  mill  and  warehouse  in 
connection  will  have  an  additional 
capacity  of  500  tons.  It  is  expected 
that  the  plant  will  be  ready  to  beejin 
operations  by  Sept.  15.

E.  church,  now  being  held  in  the 
chuich  building  at  the  corner  of  Twen- 
ty-first avenue  w^est  and  First  street. 
About  the  only  thing  of  importance- 
was  the  re-election  of  Kev.  H.  P.  Berg 
as  book  agent.  The  election  of  the  edi- 
tor of  the  church  magazine  will  occur 
tomorrow  morning. 

At  the  opening  of  the  morning  session 
Bishop  McDowell  delivered  a  brief  ad- 
dress on  matters  of  interest  and  im- 
portance to  the  ministry.  He  spoko 
brlelly  of  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
pastor,  of  the  way  and  manner  m 
which  he  should  perform  his  work, 
the  necessity  of  equipping  himself  in 
every  p<jssible  way  fur  the  life  of  a 
minister,  etc.  The  remarks  were  well 
received  by  the  ministers  in  attend- 
ance. 

The  afternoon  sessions  are  devoted 
exclusively  to  regular  church  services, 
two  ministers  delivering  sermons  each 
day.  This  afternoon  Rev.  A.  Knudsen 
and  Rev.  N.  E.  Simonsen  occupied  the 
pulpit. 

The  main  feature  of  last  evening's 
meeting  was  the  addre.ss  of  Dr.  \V.  D. 
Par,  of  New  York,  secretary  of  the 
board  of  church  extension.  He  told  of 
the  progress  and  accomplishments  of 
his  organization,  and  stateid  that  there 
now  existed  28,231  Norwegian-Danish 
Methodist  Episcopal  churches  in  the 
United  States,  and  that  of  that  num- 
ber the  society  had  helped  to  erect  and 
maintain  13,028  since  1865,  when  the 
extension  work  was  begun. 

"The  question  is  often  asked,"  he 
continued,  "whether  enough  churches 
have  been  built.  There  is  a  greater 
demand  for  them  now  than  ever  be- 
fore, and  the  work  should  continue  as 
diligently  as  ever.  The  erection  of  a 
church  building  in  a  community  is  th'» 
germ  from  which  grows  the  hospital 
and  other  beneficent  institutions."

After  Three  Years  More, 

Unhappy  Pair  Would 

Be  Free. 


Richmond,  Ind.,  Aug.  27. — Judge 
Henry  C.  Fox  of  the  Wayne  circuit 
court  has  some  decided  views  or>  th« 
proposiiion  to  revise  the  divorce  laws 
of  Indiana. 

Judgv  Fox  has  taken  the  lead  in  In- 
diana among  circuit  court  judge.s  in  an 
efton  to  create  a  sentiment  in  favor  of 
stringent  divorce  laws,  and  has  issued 
a  public  statement  setting  fo:  th  hla 
Views,  which  he  will  send  to  the  cir- 
cuit  judges  thi>'jgh>ut   the  state. 

"As  the  Indiana  law  now  .''tands," 
says  Judge  Fox,  "a  person  v.ho  has 
been  a  resident  of  the  st.ite  two  years, 
and  of  the  county  in  which  the  sui»  is 
brought  for  a  period  of  six  months, 
nmay  bring  an  action  for  divorce.  This 
should  be  changed  .so  that  a  bona-tide 
residence  for  three  years  in  state  and 
county  .should  be  required. 

•  The  law  should  be  amended  so  that 
when  an  action  for  divorce  is  brought 
and  the  defendant  appears  in  court  a 
preliminary  hearing  could  be  had.  in 
whi<  h  the  court  should  make  such  or- 
ders concerning  the  property  of  the 
parties  and  the  care,  custody  and  sup- 
port of  children,  as  would  be  juat  and 
equitable  under  the  circumstances.  Th^ 
case  should  then  be  postponed  and  coni 
tinued  on  the  docket  for  one  year  with- 
out further  action.  This  would  pre- 
ye:\:  hasty  divorce.^  and  would  give  the 


that 

decree  should  be  rendered  granting  a 
limited  divorce  for  a  period  of  three 
years,  at  the  expiration  of  which  the 
divorce  should  become  absolute  without 
further  litigation. 

"At  the  time  the  decree  la  rendered 
the  court  should  give  such  judgment 
for  alimony  and  for  the  care,  custody 
and  support  of  children  as  the  evidence 
would  warrant.  Subject  to  the  terms 
of  the  decree,  each  of  the  parties  dur- 
ing the  three-year  limit  should  have 
the  right  to  control  and  dispose  of 
their  separate  property  as  they  pleas- 
ed without  the  assent  of  the  other. 
If  the  parties  should  marry  dunng  the 
lime  for  which  the  limited  divorce  is 
granted,  such  marriage  should  be  de- 
clared null  and  void  and  the  offending- 
party  should  be  subject  to  i)rosecutiuu 
as  if  for  bigamy.  This  would  have  a 
tendency  to  check  the  brining  of  di- 
vorce suits  by  persons  for  the  puroose 
of  enablnig  them  to  remarry. 

"I  am  tiot  enamored  of  the  theory 
that  permanent  limited  divorces  should 
be  granted,  for  experience  has  proved 
that  .such  dl\orce3  simply  invite  in- 
fidelity and  di.shinor.  Human  nature 
rnay   be  restrained,   but_never  changed. 

"In  the  majority  of  divorce  suits 
under  our  pr^*.«ent  piactice,  the  court 
IK  handle  apj.c'l  by  rea.Hon  of  the  ca.se, 
the  defendant  being  absent,  and  this 
often  by  agreement.  When  both  par- 
ties are  bi ought  bt  frjie  the  court  iind 
are  required  to  te.stify  the  facts,  as  a 
rule,  are  brought  DUt.  so  that  the  court 
can  act  under.sfandingly. 

"In  my  judgnn^ni  the  law  should  be 
that  in  all  divorce  trials  where  tlie 
defendant  Is  not  biought  Into  court 
and  exMinineJ  as  a  witiie5>s  the  plaintiff 
should  be  deemed  an  incompetent  \.it- 
ness.  Both  parties  should  be  heard 
or  neither.  It  should  likewise  hs 
granted  ui)3n  the  uncorroborated  testi- 
mony of  ii  single  witness,  but  substan- 
tial corroboration  upon  all  material 
points   shoulil   be   required. 

"The  marriage  relation  should  be  re- 
garded as  something  more  than  a  mere 
experiment.  It  is  tne  most  important 
step  that  a  man  or  a  woman  can  tPi-Ke 
in  this  life,  for  it  is  the  bedrock— ihe 
foundation  of  domestic  and  social  hap- 
piness. From  the  relation  of  husOfnd 
and  wife  springs  the  relation  of  parent 
and  child,  and  the.-^e  two  relatione, 
divinely  created,  overshadow  all  others 
that  do  or  can  exist."

Discoveries    of     Copper 

Making  Fine  Showings 

Are  Reported. 


Houghton.  Mich.,  Aug.  27.— (.Special 
to  The  Herald.)— As  a  result  of  dis- 
coveries made  during  the  past  feu- 
weeks  both  the  Isle  Royale  and  At- 
lantic mines  are  given  better  proc- 
pe<  ts  than  they  have  had  for  yeais. 
With  the  Isle  Royale  the  advantage 
is  derived  from  the  sinking  of  a  new 
shaft  en  Section  11,  at  the  extren.e 
southern  end  of  the  company's  lands, 
where  a  niost  remarkably  tine  showing 
of  cojpper  has  been  secured — in  fact 
one  of  the  best  ever  made  m  the  dis- 
trict. The  ground  opened  is  much 
richer  than  the  average  of  the  Calu- 
met &  Hecla,  and  is  so  rich  that  it  s 
not  expected  to  last  permanently,  but 
It  is  probable  that  such  a  rich  chute 
of  ground  will  have  high-grade  cop- 
per-bearing amygdaloid  in  its  vicinlfy, 
and  the  prospects  ctf  the  Isle  Royale 
are  easily  several  itmes  as  good  as  they 
werf    last    spring. 

The  Superior  Copper  company,  re- 
cently organized  to  develop  a  mine  on 
Fe'  tion  11,  between  the  Isle  Ivcvale 
and  Baltic  mines,  has  struck  wnat  i.«? 
scarcely  open  to  doubt  as  the  northern 
extension  of  the  Baltic  lode,  sought, 
unsuccessfully,  by  the  Atlantic  com- 
pany, on  Section  16,  for  some  yeais. 
At  this  properly  the  new  shaft  is  down 
2S  feet,  a  boiler  has  been  set  up.  com- 
pressor put  in  commission,  derrick 
rigged  and  heist  ordered,  with  a  view 
to  .starting  work  in  earnest  at  once 
t-n  the  sinking  of  a  permanent  shaft. 
The  character  of  the  lode,  which  was 
promising  where  exposed  by  trenching 
near  surface,  is  improving  with  depth, 
showing  more  of  both  heavy  cci'uer 
and  stamp  rcck  as  stability  is  galii\.a 
by  reaching  a  depth  less  disturbed  by 
atmospheric   agencies. 

TlKf  Atlantic  is  in  the  peculiarly 
b^ippy  position  of  being  heir,  in  re- 
version, of  both  of  these  disco\eries. 
Some  seven  ye-irs  ago  the  Atlantic, 
which  owns  .Section  16.  a  square  mile 
of  virgin  land  just  north  i.f  th?  Balt'c, 
began  hunlir.g  for  the  northern  ex- 
tension of  that  great  amygdaloid,  but 
without  success,  though  much  time 
and  conaidtrable  sums  of  money  were 
devoted  to  the  work.  After  giving  up 
the  search  in  disgust,  the  Atlantic  is 
now  regarded  by  having  its  neigh- 
bors donate  not  only  the  long  sought- 
for  lode,  but  another  that,  so  far  as 
opened,  is  far  richer.  The  importance 
of  these  discoveries  to  the  Atlantic  cun 
scarcely  be  overestimated  as  tli-.y 
promise  to  give  the  company  not  oue, 
but   two,    rich    parallel    mines   on   Sec- 


tion 16.  In  explanrition  of  why  five 
years  of  exploratory  v.cik  failed  lo 
find  either  lode,  it  may  te  said  thr.t 
a  fault  in  the  Baltic  may  exist  whcie 
the  crosscut  was  driven,  throwing  a 
few  hundred  feet  of  the  bed  Oif  of 
Section  16  to  the  eastward.  The  lovle 
can  be  reached  easily,  however,  on  the 
Atlantic  lands,  and  development  will 
doubtless  be  undertaken  promptly. 
The  other  rich  lode,  the  Isle  Royale 
crosses  Section  16  too  far  to  the  weit 
to  have  been  reached  by  the  crosscui- 
ting  done  for  the  Baltic,  and  while  the 
probable  existence  of  the  lode  wa* 
known  its  poverty  in  copper  to  the 
northward,  on  the  shore  of  Portage 
lake,  did  not  render  it  an  esoecially 
promising  bed  for  develoj^ment.  The 
situation  has  been  changed  most  rad- 
ically by  the  marvelous  showing  lU^de 
on  this  hitherto  de^pjsed  lode  on  Sec- 
tion 11.  The  developments  on  Sec- 
tions 11  and  15  will  revive  the  old 
theory  of  copper  zones  for  which  ap- 
parently, there  is  mere  or  less  founda- 
tion of  fact. 

The  Atlantic  is  now  earning  b-;ttcr 
than  a  dollar  per  share  yearly  from  its 
old  mine,  or  about  ten  per  cent  on  the 
present  market  price  of  the  stock,  and 
also  has  a  square  mile  of  the  Paliic 
lode  and  two-thirds  of  a  square  mile 
of  the  Isle  Royale  lode,  which,  where 
opened  at  a  nearby  point,  is  the  richest 
showing  at  present  made  by  any  mine 
in  the  lake  district.  The  Atlantic  hds 
long  been  a  widely-quoted  example  of 
a  lean  mine  managed  with  consummaie 
skill  and  honesty,  and  if  it  should 
speedily  develop  into  the  double-bar- 
reled bonanza  that  its  prospects  now 
indicate,  nobody  can  begrudge  the 
millions  that  it  will  make  for  the 
faithful  shaieholders  who  have  .^tuck 
to  it  through  the  lean  years,  with  tne 
solace  of  an  occasional  dividend. 

The  Calumet  and  Cochise  Develop- 
ment company  has  given  up  the  ghost. 
This  is  the  first  of  '.he  local  develop- 
ment companies  operating  in  the  Bis- 
bee  field  of  Arizona  to  throw  up  the 
sponge,  but  there  are  several  others 
that  are  practically  moribund.  The 
Warren  district  is  beyond  question  one 
of  the  world's  very  richest  copper 
nclds,  and  has  develoi>ed  several  phen- 
omenal mines  within  the  past  four 
loo  much  to  expect  that 
at  making  a  mine   will 
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faults  incidental  to  new  plants  con- 
structed u^Kjn  an  exceptionally  large 
scale  are  being  remedied  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  The  defects  of  the  plant  were 
incidental  rather  than  fundamental, 
and.  while  annoying,  can  scaicely  be 
regarded  as  serious. 

No.  J.  shaft  of  the  Franklin  Junior  is 
now  down  to  the  eleventh  level,  and  is 
proving  an  important  factor  in  feeding 
the  stamp  mill  with  the  heavy  tonnage 
being  run  through.  The  Junior  mine 
has  a  wide  but  lean  bed  of  conglomer- 
ate, and  the  only  hope  of  profits  lies 
in  milling  a  very  large  amount  of  rock. 

The  Mineral  Range  railroad  is  grad- 
ing for  a  spur  track  to  No.  1  shaft  of 
the  Aliouez,  and  the  track  will  piass  by 
the  site  cheese n  for  No.  2  shaft.  Local 
faith  in  the  Aliouez  continues  strong. 
No.  1  shaft  is  now  1000  feet  in  depth, 
and  within  a  few  days  a  crosscut  will 
be  started  eastward  to  cut  the  Kear- 
sarge  lode. 

The  new  shafthouse  at  No.  3.  Mo- 
hawk, is  nearing  completion.  This  re- 
plaxes  the  structure  burned  last  win- 
ter and.  when  Pnished,  No.  3  .shaft  will 
become  an  important  producer.  No.  4 
shaft  is  develojing  well  and  shipping  a 
st<\adily  increasing  tonnage  to  the 
mill. 

No.  2  Tamarack  shaft,  which  has  been 
entirely  retimbered.  went  into  commis- 
sion again  this  week.  The  pix)ducticn 
of  this  >ehaft  has  been  missed  at  the 
mills,  but  with  No.  5  equipped  with  its 
second  double  hoist  and  100-driTl  com- 
pressor, the  Tamarack  will  be  in  shape 
to  push  production  to  the  capacity  of 
the  mills,   within  a  very  short   lime. 

Recent  rains  have  improved  the 
water  supply  at  the  Phoenix  mine. 
There  is  enough  water  in  the  dam  for 
mill  requirements  under  ordinary  cir- 
cumstances, but  a  dry  season  is  apt  to 
give  a' short  supply  in  mid-summer. 

The  two  diamond  drills  in  use  by  the 
Calumet  &  Hecla  in  exploring  the 
trac  west  of  the  Tamarack  would 
give  a  complete  cross-section  of  the 
tract,  to  the  western  sandstone,  before 
cold  weather.

An  example  of  the  danger  of  using 
inexperienced  miners  is  given  by  a  re- 
cent accident  at  a  copper  exploration 
m  the  AVebwOod  district  of  Algoma, 
Ontario,  east  of  .Sault  Ste.  Marie,  where 
six  men  were  suffocated  by  fumes  of 
dynamite  in  a  shaft  only  100  feet  in 
depth.  A  single  experienced  miner 
would  have  scented  the  danger  at  once, 
and  would  have  cleared  the  shaft  of 
foul  air  by  running  the  bucket  up  and 
down  a  half  dozen  times,  to  create  an 
air  current.  The  Copier  Qute.i  mine  of 
;  Ontario  has  closed  down.  The  Bruce 
mines,  on  Georgian  bay,  revived  sev- 
eral years  ago  by  Lord  Douglass  of 
Hawick,  are  also  a  failure  for  the  third 
or  fourth  time,  and  idle,  and  the  Rock 
Lake  proi>erty.  for  which  so  much  was 
promised,  is  another  derelict.  The  Mas- 
sey  Station  mine,  backed  by  the  capital 
and  eperixence  of  the  Orford  Copper 
company,  is  doing  well  and  has  reached 
a  pK>int  where  it  may  be  termed  the 
tirst  successful  copper  mlr.^  of  Western 
Ontario.

STEEL  TRADE 


The  Undertone  of  Demand 

Is  Reported  to  Be 

Good. 

Chicago.  Aug.  27  —The  Iron  and  Ma- 
chinery Y/orld,  the  organ  of  the  West  • 
ern  metal  trades,  say.s    n  its  issue  this  , 
week:  ! 

The   undertone    of   demand    for   iron  ' 
and  steel  this  week  is  good,  but  theic 
has    been,   a    preceptible    falling   off    ir. 
the  buying,   which   is   confesrea   to   he- 
due  to  the  reports  that  ruled  a   week 
ago  in  respect  to  unstable  price.-?.  The  i 
reduction  in  wire  and  nails,  .iccordin.v?  | 
to  reports,  were  to  be  followed  immedi-  i 
ately  by  a  decline  in  many  other  fin-  \ 
ishcd    products.    A    week    or    ten   days 
have  intervened,  but  there  have  been  ' 
no    further    concessions.    Just    as    soon  ' 
as   the   buyers   regain   confidence   that  ' 
present  prices  will  hold,  there  will  be  i 
a  renewal  of  buying.       The  action   of 
the  new  producet'S  at  Buffalo  appears  ; 
to    have    been    measurably    conserva-  ] 
tlve  ajid  if  there  is  a  continuation  cf  . 
that   conservative   policy   the  occasion  \ 
for  a  change  in  quotations  is  materially 
lessened.      In  almost  every  branch  of 


the  trade,  even  in  those  that  havo  not 
been  directly  concerned  in  the  reports, 
there  has  been  a  temporary  lull, 
though  one  which  is  alerady  beginning 
to  iiass  away. 

It  is  reported,  though  without  confir- 
mation, that  some  heavy  buying  of 
steel  rails  has  occurred  within  the 
past  week  or  ten  days,  the  outside 
limit  of  those  reports  being  close  to 
lOO.OiK)  lon.s.  And  there  are  good  pros- 
pects for  orders  in  almost  all  branches 
of  the  trade.  Large  implement  makers 
have  been  inquiring  this  week  for 
steel  material.  Little  is  heard  openly 
about  car  business,  but  one  Southern 
line  has  increased  the  order  iOOO  cars. 
And  there  has  developed  some  acliviiy 
in  car  wheels.  The  heavy  buying  of 
structural  material  for  the  South  Side 
elevated  road,  noted  last  week,  wiil. 
perhaps,  not  be  duplicated  for  a  long 
time,  but  there  are  inquiries  for  sev- 
eral thousand  tons  of  material  to  be 
used  in  Chicago  structures,  which  may 
become  ord-r-rs  in  the  near  future.  It 
is  the  large  business  which  for  the  mo- 
ment seems  to  offer  the  greater  en- 
couragement for  activity.  There  are 
no  ci»*mges  in  prices.  It  is  notable 
that  the  reduction  in  the  price  of  wire 
and  nails  has  already  stirred  up  con- 
siderable business  in  those  branche.? 
Producers  have  reduced  the  length  of 
contracts  from  sixty  to  thirty  days 
and  there  has  been  good  buying  by 
many  jobbing  interests.

STEEL  TRUST 

Said  to  Be  Involved  In 
the  Phipps  Family 


Quarrel. 


Denver,  Colo.,  Aug.   27.— Mrs.   Lawrence 
C.  Phipps  Is  now  the  central  figure  in  a  1 
fight  for  supremacy  among  the  manipula-  i 


tors  of  the  $l.KiO. 000.000  steel  trust.  It  is 
within  her  power  to  wrest  the  supremacy 
from  J.  P.  Morgan,  Andrew  Carnegie,  and 
Henry  Phipps  and  turn  it  over  to  John 
D.  Rockefeller  and  Gecrge  J.  Gould,  who 
have  been  fighting  for  possession  since  it 
was  organi2*ed. 

Incidentally  the  divorce  case  instituted 
against  her  by  Ljiwrence  C  Pliipps  has 
resolved  itself  into  a  fight  for  the  con- 
trolling interest  in  the  Steel  corporation, 
as  $]0.0liO,O(iy  of  this  stock,  althougli  owned 
by  Mr.  Phipps,  is  in  the  name  of  his 
wif.?. 

"You  must  get  that  stock,  no  matter 
what  sacrifice  you  are  comi>elled  to 
make."  is  the  reported  edict  to  Lawrence 
C.  Phipps  by  his  uncle  Henry.  Andrew 
Carnegie,  and  J.  P.  Morgan.  "You  must 
settle  your  troubV-s  with  Mrs.  Phipps," 
is  the  order  of  the  three  heads  of  the 
Steel  corpora ;ion. 

For  some  rea-son  Lawrence  Phipps 
turned  JlO.OOd.ftdO  of  United  States  Steel 
stock  ov<r  to  his  wife.  The  stock  ia 
question  has  been  in  her  name,  and  she 
has  been  drawing  the  dividends.  When 
Mr.  Pnipps  began  divorce  prc>ceedings  in 
this  city  part  of  the  suit  consisted  of  an 
application  for  an  injunction  restraining 
the  United  Stat^^s  Steel  corporation,  the 
J.  P.  Morgan  Brokeiage  company,  and 
the  Uniieil  Stales  Tru.^t  company,  the  two 
latter  being  the  companies  that  floated 
the  steel  trust  stocks,  from  paying  divi- 
dends to   Mrs.    Phipps. 

The  injunction  was  temporarily  granted^ 
but  upon  a  motion  on  the  part  of  Mrs. 
Phipps'  attorneys,  on  the  ground  of  Ir- 
regular service,  was  dissolved  by  Judge 
Mullins.  When  Messrs.  Phipps.  Carnegie,, 
and  M-irgan  realized  that  tne  dissolution 
of  the  injunction  might  mean  to  them 
the  loss  of  supremacy  in  tiio  t?teel  trust 
they  immediately  set  to  work  to  get  back 
the  stock.  Thus  far  Mrs.  Phipps  has 
steadfastly  refused  to  turn  over  the  pa- 
pers to  her  husband  until  he  comes  to 
terms. 

RABBIS  HAVE  A  SCRAP. 
Norfolk,  Va.,  Aug.  27.— A  personal 
difilculty  ocurred  at  B'Nai  Israel  .syna- 
gogue last  night  between  Rev.  SamutI 
Goldberg,  rabbi  of  the  synagogue,  and 
Rev.  Heller,  formerly  rabbi  of  a  syna- 
gogue at  Augusta,  Ga.,  who  is  making- 
Norfcdk  his  temporary  home.  Rabbi 
Goldberg  was  arrested  on  a  warrant 
sworn  out  by  Rabbi  Heller,  charging 
him  with  assault  and  battery.

than    British. 

The  Liberal  party,  in  the  hands  of 
Which  now  rest  the  reins  of  government 
for  the  Dominion,  is  French-Canadian, 
^nd  as  such  is  either  indifferent  or 
utterly  opposed  to  the  Chamberlain 
pi m  of  trifTs.  preferences  and  imperial 
oommerciiil  oneness. 

OPPOSED    TO    CHAMBERLAIN 
•^:  PLAN. 

It  is  admitted  here,  for  instance,  that 
"the  Chambeilain  tariff  plan  is  almost 
certain  to  become  tha  policy  of  the 
h'>me  government  at  Westminster  in 
cy3ur?e  of  time.  But  this  admission  is 
atcompaniel  by  a  consequent  opposi- 
tion to  that  phase  of  the  imperialistic 
id  fa. 

The  French  Canadian,  like  tlie  Irish- 
man, is  "'agin  the  government."  And, 
b.v  the  way,  the  Irish  Catholic  element 
of  Qui-bec  is,  politically,  quite  as  active 
tnd  more  .successful  than  the  ultra- 
British  element.  The  Roman  Catholic 
church  continues  to  e.xercise  a  mighty 
influence  in  the  politics  and  commer- 
cial policies  of  Quebec.  The  French 
slnl  Irish  continue  to  be  passivley  hos- 
tile to  the  central  government  of  the 
empire.  When  the  Chain berlain  tariff 
st'Iieme  becomes  an  imminent  proposi- 
tion you  will  find  that  French  Canada 
and  probably  the  Liberal  party  of  this 
Dominion  will  be  actively  and  openly 
in  oppo.-iition. 

PREMIER  LAURIERS  POSITION. 
An  intimate  ac<4Uaintance  of  Premier 
Laurier,  connected  with  the  provincial 
government  of  Quebec,  told  me  this 
nuining  that  Sir  Wilfrid  is  not  in 
sympathy  with  the  Chamberlain  pr«>- 
paganda  of  imperialism.  To  be  sure, 
so  far  as  benefits  for  Canada  from  the 
crown  are  concerned.  Sir  Wilfrid,  like 
all  good  Canadians,  is  willing  to  take 
all  that  can  be  had.  But  when  it 
co'nes  to  conceding  benefits  to  Britain 
the  premier  and  all  French  Canadians 
■will  be  found,  at  heart  at  least,  in 
solid  opposition.

animously wanted.  And  yet  Quebec 
is  pronouncedly,  positively,  and  even 
haughtily  at  one  with  the  great  mari- 
time provinces  and  cities  in  the  faith  ' 
that  Canada  never  again  will  initi  ite  i 
negotiations  with  the  United  States  ' 
looking  to  a  treaty  of  reciprocity  or  i 
free    tride.  | 

This    feeling,    or    belief,    has    nothing  ' 
to    do    with    Impeiialism.     There    is    n'l 
evident  hostility  here  against  the   Uni- 
ted States;   no  eighteenth  century  roy- 
alists,   no    refugees    of   the    revolution, 
no    Boer    war    soreness,    no    regard    of  ; 
Alaskan  dispute,  or  tlag  tearing  bitter-  1 
ness    to    make    difficult    a    commercial  j 
understanding  with  America. 

No  such  prejudices  are  in  the  way  i 
of  a  co-operative  and  mutually  ben*"- 
ficial  treaty  between  Canada  and  the 
states,  so  far  as  Quebec  is  concerned. 
But  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
French  Cana^iian.  who  practically  rules 
Canatla,  is  as  proud  as  his  Latin  fore- 
bears, and  so  good  a  politician  that  he 
knows  well  the  dangers  of  reviving  at 
this  time  any  effort  to  gain  commercial 
unity    with    the    United    States.

•Pillsbury.  you  know,  has  been  playing 
in  tournaments  in  Euroi>e  at  intervals  be- 
tween the  times  he  has  been  giving  ex- 
hibitions, undergoing  a  mental  strain  that 
Wiis  enough  to  make  nature  revolt,  a-s 
she  has  now  done.  He  seems  to  me  a 
nervous  wreck,  and  yet  he  keeps  at  his 
business— si>ort,  1  believe  he  calls  it— 
though  he  has  been  warned  that  the  men- 
tal strain  he  undergoes  in  playing  any- 
where from  six  to  a  dozen  games  simul- 
taneouslv  will  certainly  result  disastrous- 
ly as  It"  has  done  with  so  many  profes- 
sional chess  players.

IMPORTATIONS  OF  TEA 

FALL  OFF  GREATLY. 

New  York,  Aug.  27.— Tea  importers  h«re 


say  importations  into  America   this   year  j 
probably   will   l>e   three  or   four      million ' 
l>ounds    less    than    the    preceding    twelve 
months.     The   pxperts  say  this  falling  oft  1 
is  only  indirectly  due  to  the  war  between 
Japan  and  Ru.-c5ia  as  it  has  had  no  appre- 
ciable  effect   oa    the  trade  beyond   an   in- 
creased rate  of  marine  insurance.  ' 
The  cause  Is  found  in  the  fact  that  dur-  ' 
ing   two  or   three  months   before  the  war! 
began    there    was    .a   wave   of  speculative  \ 
buying  on  the  part  of  jobbers  and  retail- ; 
ers   alike   all   over   the  country.     This   re- 
sulted in  an  advance  of  10  to  15  per  cent, 
but   the  trade   having  filled   up   in   anticl- 
patioTi   of   future  wants,   the  demand   dis- 
appeared for  .1.  time,   causing  great  dull-  | 
ness.   which   has  only  just   liegun   to  dis- 
appear.

COLUMBIA  TO_CELEBRATE 

The  Anniversary  of  Founding: 
of  King's  College. 

New  York,  Aug.  27.— Preparations  are 
being  made  at  Columbia  university  to 
celebrate  the  160th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  Kings  college.  While  there 
will  be  no  attempt  to  make  an  inter-uni- 
versity affair  of  the  celebration,  the  facul- 
ty and  students  expect  to  entertain  2«),00<) 
per.sons  on  the  28th  to  the  31st.  when  tne 
regular  term  begins.  All  the  participants 
in  the  exercises  will  be  the  university 
alumni,  of  whom  there  are  14.000  living. 
There  will  be  a  great  public  reception  on 
the  afternoon  of  Oct.  28,  when  all  the 
college  buildings  will  be  open  for  inspec- 
tion. For  the  next  day  a  football  game 
between  Yale  and  Columbia  has  been  ar- 
ranged. On  Oct.  31  the  cornerstones  of  the 
four  new  buildings  will  be  laid— the  uni- 
versity chapel,  the  school  of  mines  build- 
ing. Hartley  hall  and  a  .second  university 
dormitory.  The  univer.sity  convocation 
takes  place  on  the  same  afternoon. 


The  finding  of  an  empty  revolver  within 
a  few  feet  of  where  Charles  I»avelka  was 
murdered  will  result  in  the  body  being 
exhumed  and  another  post-mostem  exam- 
ination Inins  lield. 

The  revolver  was  found  yesterday  after- 
noon by  Deputy  Sheriflf  Levy  and  Chief  of 
Police  Troyer.  It  was  found  )>ut  a  short 
distance  from  where  Pavelkas  body  lay. 
The  five  chambers  contained  empty  cart- 
ridges, and  it  is  the  belief  of  the  police 
that  Pavelka  was  shot  Instead  of  stabbed, 
as  was  at  first  thought. 

The  gun  was  a  cheap  double-action 
American  pattern  revolver,  and  from  its 
condition  had  evidently  been  expo.sed  to 
tho  action  of  the  we;ither  for  .some 
time. 

Coroner  Boyer  has  ordered  the  body 
to  be  exhumed  for  a  second  uost-mortem 
examination,  which  will  take  place  thia 
afternoon.  Dr.  Linneman  tt-.^tified  at  the 
tirst  examination  that  the  wounil  might 
have  Ijeen  made  by  either  a  gun  or  a 
knife,  but  the  body  was  so  badly  decom- 
posed that  the  examination  was  not 
pushed  further,  and  the  coroners'  jury 
brought  in  a  verdict  of  death  by  the  thrust 
of  a  knife. 

•At  tho  examination  this  aftern'>on  tho 
body  will  be  dissected  if  necessary  and  a 
search  made  for  the  bulh'ts. 

In  going  to  the  scene  of  the  affair  yester- 
day Capt.  R.-.<5che  and  Joe  Pavelka  walked 
from  the  end  of  the  car  line  and  timed 
themselves.  They  made  the  journey  in  an 
hour  and  ten  minutes,  and  there  is  no 
doul>t  but  that  Skerlez  was  able  to  leave 
Duluth  at  9  o'clock,  go  to  the  scene  of  the 
crime  and  return  shortly  after  1  p.  m.

Campaign  Against  Profanity 
at  Berwick,  Pa. 

Berwick,  Pa.,  Aug.  27.— A  campaign 
against  the  use  of  profanity  in  the  streets 
here  has  been  inaugurated  by  the  Young 
Women's  Christian  a.s.sociatlon.  and  copies 
of  an  ordinance  recently  enacted  by  the 
town  council  have  been  posted  conspicu- 
ously about  town.  It  forbids  the  use  of 
profanity  on  penalty  of  $100  fine  or  three 
months'  imprisonment.  Members  of  the 
as.sbclatlon  propose  to  sec^ure  the  strict 
enforcement  of  the  law  and  have  called 
on  all  good  citizens  to  help  them.

Retiring  President  0.  H. 
Clarke  Delivers  An  In- 
.   teresting  Address 

Officers  Cliosen  and  Also 

Delegates  to  National 
Meeting. 


AUho'jgh  the  attendance  at  the  fifth 
annual  conve.ukn  of  the  MiniiefcOta 
Association  of  Luoal  Fiie  Insurance 
Agents,  which  was  held  in  the  sun 
parlor  of  the  SpaKung  this  miirning, 
was  not  as  large  as  had  been  expected, 
the  represemation  >vas  veiy  good  and 
a  great  deal  of  interest  was  maiiil'tsted 
in  the  prcteedings. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
O.  H.  Clarke,  of  this  city,  the  rttiring 
presicient  ot  the  usisociation,  a;i.I  ihv 
annual  reptrt  was  read  by  Henrv 
Nolle,  also  of  Duluth,  the  retiring 
secretary- treasurer. 

One  of  the  Itatures  of  the  morning 
session  was  a  paper  by  ^'resident  <->. 
H.  «l'larke  on  the  general  conditions 
surrounding  the  lire  insurance  business 
In  this  slate  and  urging  aclion  by  ilie 
members  along  lines  of  particular  in- 
terest to  the  piofe.«?icn. 

Mr.  «'larke  said  that  there  has  much 
occurred  in  the  past  twelve  mor>ths  in 
the  business  tf  lire  insurance  to  quick- 
en the  thoughts  of  the  agents  and  to 
bring  out  any  reseive  resources  th-.v 
n;ay  have  had.  As  instances  he  le- 
cited  the  dtsiructlve  lirc-s  at  Balti- 
more, Rochester  and  other  points 
throughout  the  country,  which  make 
the  agents  uneasy,  Vjecause  each  de- 
sires to  make  money  for  the  compan- 
ies he  represents.  He  said  the  tend- 
ency of  the  compaiiies  to  cut  d<:  v.n 
expenses  by  the  reduction  of  commiss- 
ions and  incliiiation  to  reduce  the  num- 
ber of  agericies,  especially  in  cil.es  of 
50,(00.  all  tend  tn  make  the  agents  feel 
more  and  more  insecure  in  their  iinc  of 
business. 

The  Yorkers  injunction  case,  Mr. 
Clarke  character iz-id  as  an  especial 
disturber  of  the  peace  of  the  insurance 
ageiits.  but  he  has  faith  that  order  will 
be  bi  ought  out  of  chios.  through  or- 
ganization and  that  the  life  of  the 
agent   will  again  be  tranquil. 

••The  destruction  of  property  by  fire," 
said  Mr.  Clarke,  •will  never  be  fully 
overcome  so  long  as  property  exists, 
but  much  can  be  done  to  reduce  the 
enormous  lossts  by  close  attention  of 
the  agent  to  his  business.  I  mean 
by  this  careful  underwriting  and  a 
personal    and    cnmplete    knowledge    of 

the  risk. 

■The  authorities  in  the  cities  and 
towns  will  improve  on  the  present 
methods  for  the  extinguishment  of 
fires,  and  the  methods  of  construction 
will  be  so  improved  that  a  permanent 
reducticn  of  the  tire  loss  ouuht  to 
com«^  ere  many  years  have  passe<l. 
•'I   lu^lifVe   v.e   should   urge    the   n.em- 


bers  of  legislatures  to  enact  a  law  sim- 
ilar to  one  they  have  in  seveial  other 
states  and  kn^wn  as  the  'fire  marshal 
law.'  Many  fires  we  know^  are  of  in- 
cendiary origin,  but  because  of  the 
ditiicutly  and  danger  of  compromising 
the  companies  interested,  thorougii  in- 
vestigation is  rarely  made  and  the  in- 
cendiary ccllects  his  insurance  and 
often  times  repeats  the  crime.  If 
the  element  of  incendiarism  could  be 
cut  out  of  the  business,  rates  would 
be  materially  reduced  on  every  claos. 
The  passage  of  a  rire  marshal  la  .v 
would,  in  my  opinion,  help  bring  about 
this  change.  Lei  us  make  it  our 
business  to  secure  tlie  passage  of  such 
a  law." 

Mr.  Clarke  criticised  the  idea  of  central- 
iZiition  of  agencies  and  said  that  the 
fev.-.-r  to  enlarge  one's  bii.-siness  and  spread 
out  seems  to  have  struck  many  mt-mbers 
of  the  rratt-rnity.  He  said  that  in  some 
cases  tlie  eombination  of  agvncies  is  an 
fxiitdicncy  but  with  the  majority  it  l.s 
done  with  the  iika  of  increasing  tht-  busi- 
r.ps-j  and  decreasing  the  v-:pense.  He  be- 
lieves tlial  in  most  instances  the  objects 
.nought  for  are  not  found  and  the  results 
are    disappointing. 

Mr.  Cl;'.rk.e  .«aid  that  In  the  matter  of 
the  Yorkers  Injunction,  he  regards  tiie 
decision  as  most  preposterous  and  one 
that  the  agents  should  tight  to  the  death. 
He  urged  the  agents  to  stand  togetiier 
ia  the  ligiit  witli  th-ir  moral  support  and 
financial  support  as  long  as  they  have 
breath  in  their  bodies  .md  a  dollar  in 
tiieir  pocket.  The  Nati-mal  associaiio:i, 
he  said,  has  the  matter  well  in  h^nd  but 
it  should  be  kept  well  supplied  with  funds 
to  meet  the  ^-xpeMses  of  litigation.  He 
recommenfled  that  the  local  associations 
througiioul  the  state  send  amounts  that 
Ihoy  can  spare  to  the  national  association 
to  help  carry  on  the  legal  fight. 

Mr.  Clarke  also  urged  tluit  greater 
effort  be  put  forward  to  increase  the 
memJ.eisliip  of  the  state  crganization  un- 
til thfre  IS  not  a  fire  insurance  agent 
in  Minnesota  but  thai  is  enrolled.  He 
closed  with  the  following: 

"Finally,  'iet  not  the  faithful  become 
weary  in  w*il-doing.'  but  let  us  strive  to 
do  right  in  all  things,  keeping  the  l"ne 
uf  t  ur  vocation  fully  up  to  the  standard 
that  it  has  enjoyed  for  many  years  pa.-t, 
never  losing  sigiil  of  the  fa  t  llial  hon- 
C'jjty,  Veracity,  and  puncluaUty  are  th- 
three  cardinal  virtues  upon  which  ev<:'ry 
sUiCeessful  busines.s  or  association  is 
founded  and  by  v.liich  the  nusiness  public 
guage  your  worth  and  finally  fix  your 
value." 

President  Clark's  remarks  were  received 
with   every   evidence   of   appreciation.

Repeated  attempts  to  start  incendi- 
ai-y  fires  in  the  district  about  lower 
Garfield  avenue  have  kept  the  people 
living  in  that  part  of  the  city  and  the 
police  in  a  state  of  great  anxiety  dur- 
ing the  past  two  weeks. 

The  anxiety  was  doubled  last  evening 
when  two  different  attempts  were 
made  to  set  fire  to  buildings  by  some 
unknown  person. 

Shortly  after  8  o'clock  last  evening 
the  man  attempted  to  enter  a  barn  in 
the  rear  of  Gt'S  Garfield  avenue.  He 
was  heard  by  a  man  living  in  the 
neighborhood,  and  htirriedly  throwing 
the  contents  of  a  kerosene  can  on  the 
side  of  the  building,  attempted  to  toucii 
a  match  to  it,  but  the  mach  was  ex- 
tinguished and  the  man  look  to  his 
heels. 

Later  in  the  evening  he  started  a 
blaze  in  the  rear  of  No.  602  Garfield 
avenue,  but  it  was  extinguished  before 
it  accomplished  much   damage. 

The  man  was  not  .seen  by  any  person 
and  the  police  have  no  description  of 
him.  A  young  lady  saw  an  unknown 
man  walking  along  the  railroad  tracks 
shortly  after  the  second  fire,  but  the 
police  have  no  evidence  to  connect  hiin 
with  the  affair. 

Detectives  Irving  and  Schulte  were 
notified  of  the  two  attempts  and  spent 
the  greater  part  of  the  evening  inve.5ti- 
galing  the  matter  and  endeavoring  to 
find  some  person  who  had  seen  them, 
but  in  vain.

Some  of  these  wise 
men  asserted  that  it  was  doubtful  if  they  ever 
would  he.  In  common  with  otlier  prominent  mem- 
bers of  the  Republican  party,  ^Ir.  Bout'^ll  is  now 
willing  to  admit  that  the  Filipinos  may  be  and 
probably  will  be  able  tQ  govern  them.selves  within 
a  comparatively  short  time  and  that  it  is  the 
purpose  of  the  Republican  party  to  permit  them 
to  do  .=io  whenever  the  propei'  time  comes.  But  he 
complains  that  while  the  Democrats  want  the  Re- 
publicans to  name  the  day  and  the  hour  when  the 
change  is  to  be  made,  they  themselves  refuse  to 
.state  the  day  and  the  hour  when  they  would  make 
the  change  sh.^uld  their  party  be  given  power. 

Neither  of  these  statements  is  exactly  in  ac- 
cordance with  facts.  There  may  be  some  Demo- 
crats who  are  so  unreasonable  and  so  inconsistent. 
But  real  Democrats  and  real  Americans  of  what- 
ever party  generally  believe  that  there  was  a  day 
and  an  hour  when  ultimate  self-governm.ent  should 
have  been  promised  the  Filipinos  and  the  Porto  Ri- 
cans  and  that  was  the  day  and  the  hour  and  the 
minute  when  the  treaty  with  Spain  was  ratified.

Since  they  have  discovered  that  th:s  policy  of 
colonialism  and  exploitation  does  not  pay  either 
the  nation  or  any  great  number  of  individuals  in 
dollars  and  cents,  they  are  beginning  to  change 
their  tune.  And  Congressman  Boutcll  hummed 
a  few  strains  of  that  changed  tune  in  his  West 
Duhith  address. 

There  is  now  no  serious  disagreement  among 
the  .\merican  people  as  to  the  future  of  the  Phil- 
ippines. It  is  generally  agreed  that  thej-  will  have 
sclf-govermnent  ultimately.  But  the  Republican 
party  still  refuses  to  make  the  Filipinos  that  defin- 
ite promise.  Why?  Because  the  office-holding 
clique  and  the  exploiters  within  that  party  hope  by 
a  long  tenure  of  power  under  American  domina- 
tion to  line  their  own  pockets  with  taxes  wrung 
from  the  pockets  of  Americans  and  Filipinos  alike 
and  to  saddle  upon  those  islands  an  enormous  loa-l 
of  debt  and  taxation  for  future  generations  to  pay.

W.  P.  Kenney,  of  St.  Paul,  assistant 
general  freight  agent  of  the  Great  Nor- 
thern Railway  company,  was  in  the  city, 
yesterday  afternoon,  a  guest  of  the  Spald- 
ing. He  returned  to  St.  Paul  last  even- 
ing. Mr.  Kenney  is  one  of  the  younger 
generation  of  railroad  men  who  through 
hard  work  and  merit  have  pushed  them- 
selves well  up  toward  the  top  of  the 
ladder  in  the  railway  busine.ss.  He  is 
well  remembered  among  the  railroad 
fraternity  in  this  city,  as  the  former 
chief  clerk  of  the  SU  Paul  &  Duluth  road. 
When  the  road  was  taken  over  by  the 
Northern  Pacific  company,  he  became 
chief  clerk  at  St.  Paul  for  the  latter  com- 
pany. When  W.  W.  Broughtoii 
left  the  Northern  Pacific  road 
to  join  interests  with  the  Great  Northern 
company,  he  took  Mr.  ICenney  along 
as  chief  clerk,  and  it  was  not  long  ago 
that  he  was  advanced  to  assistant  gen- 
eral  freight   agent    under   Mr.    Broughton. 

Mr.  Kenney  covers  the  entire  Gre.at 
Northern  system  in  his  territory  and 
looks  after  all  the  outside  agencies,  or 
wliich  there  are  a  number  of  them  scat- 
tered over  the  country  in  the  prominent 
cities. 

"The  freight  traffic  throughout  th<^

"I  have  been  around  among  the  mer- 
chants here  and  in  other  places  and  I 
find  that  there  is  no  feling  of  uneasiness, 
in  fact,  all  of  them  are  looking  forward 
confidently  to  an  excellent  falls  business. 
I  believe  there  will  be  a  large  amount  of 
wheat  to  move,  more  in  fact  than  is  gen- 
erally supposed  by  those  outside  the 
wheat  country.  The  later  reports  show 
that  the  crops,  especially  of  North  Da- 
kota have  pulled  through  pretty  well. 

"The  movement  of  west  coast  lumVjer 
and  shingles  is  giowlng  better.  There 
was  a  dull  period  which  I  believe  was 
caused  because  of  over  production. 

Mr.  Kenney  resides  in  Minneapolis,  and 
his  home  is  in  the  district  touched  by  the 
tornado  a  few  days  ago. 

"1  am  frank  to  say,  said  he,  "that  I 
was  pretty  well  scared  when  1  saw  big 
elm  trees  standing  in  the  street  go  down 
and  sweep  by  the  house.  There  were  a 
large  number  of  those  splendid  trees  on 
the  street  on  which  I  live,  and  they  were 
uprooted  and  thrown  down  by  a  terrific 
force.  When  the  storm  was  over,  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  see  from  my  house 
across  the  street,  and  I  worked  all  day 
Sunday  cutting  away  the  branches  of 
fallen  trees  so  we  could  get  through  to 
the  street  with  convenience.

AN  UNDERHANDED  CAMPAIGN. 

C)n  Tluir>day  Tlie  Herald  comino::ted  upon  an 
extract  from  a  letter  written  from  Denver  by  one 
Max  lioehmer,  in  which  he  attempted  to  justify  the 
prc.->ent  era  uf  official  anarchy  in  Colorado  by  com- 
paring present  conditions  with  tho.se  that  existed 
in  California  at  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the 
vigilantes. 

Doehmer's  letter  was  written  to  the  Springfield 
Republican  and  the  same  paper  of  later  date  con- 
tains an  answer  written  by  J.  Wilfred  Pearce,  a 
mining  engineer  from  Colorado,  now  temporarily 
sojourning  in  Bo.ston.  Following  are  portions  of 
this  reply: 

"It  is  the  opinion  of  many  civil,  mechanical  and 
mining  engineers  of  long  experience  in  Colorado, 
and  who  are  now.  like  the  present  writer,  enjoying 
vacations  in  this  city,  pending  the  settlement  of  the 
troubles  in  the  mining  region  adjacent  to  the  sat- 
rapy of  Gen.  Bell,  that  Max  Boehmer's  statements 
in  his  letter  printed  in  the  Republican  of  this  day, 
are  absolutely  false.  Many  letters  of  the  same  sort, 
intended  to  mislead  public  opinion  in  the  Eastern 
states,  have  come  from  persons  of  the  same  ilk,  and 
have  been  afterward  printed  in  the  pre^ss  matter 
sent  out  by  the  anarchists  in  control  of  the  anti- 
American  crusade  in  Colorado  as  the  expressions 
of  the  editorial  opinion  of  the  best  types  of  men  in 
control  of  the  great  newspapers  of  New  England 
and  the  Middle  states.  Vyithin  a  few  days,  Mr. 
Boemer's  letter,  published  by  the  courtesy  of  the 
Republican,  will  be  sent  forth  as  a  clipping  ^om 
your  editorial  columns  by  the  men  who  are  runiVng 
a  fight  against  the  basic  doctrines  of  the  Dec!a\- 
tion  of  Independence.

Some  of  the 
men  who  have  tailed  upon  Secretary 
Taft  jud  the  officers  nt  charge  of  the 
several  depaitmcr.ts  of  the  army  are 
known  from  -Jiie  end  of  the  country  lo 
the  other,  not  only  for  rneir  service  in 
Cuba,  China  and  the  Philippines,  out 
In  that  far  off  time  when  the  Nortn 
and  the  South  came  together  to  i:y 
out  the  problem  of  state  sovereignity. 
Probably  no  maneuvers  ever  conduct- 
ed by  the  government  has  attracted 
mor  eatteniion  than  the  maneuvers 
•which  are  to  be  held  upon  the  battle- 
field of  Bull  Hun  during  .Sepltmbcr 
of  this  year.  The.«;e  maneuvers  Mill 
b«  upon  a  scale  never  befortf  attempt  el 
by  the  military  authorities  of  the  Uni- 
ted ."States  and  cannot  help  but  be  far 
reaching  from  an  educational  .stand- 
point. Ocers  who  have  distinguished 
themselves  in  our  recent  wars  and  men 
who  have  shown  especial  aptitude  'n 
military  science  have  been  summoned 
by  the  war  department  to  parljcipaie 
in  this  greatest  school  of  military  in- 
struction which  is  to  extend  over  a 
period  of  fifteen  days  beginning  Sept- 
ember  flrst. 

Is  the  great  outlay  of  money, 
viz- 50t.0.0(H)  v.orth  the  (andle?  Col. 
H.  O.  S.  Heistand  replying  to  the 
question  said  that  the  amount  was  a 
mere  bagatelle  to  the  benefits  to  be 
accrued  from  the  maneuvers  at  Man- 
a.ssas.  "Thetie  maneuvers,"  he  said, 
■■>\in  be  no  child's  play  nor  a  vaca- 
ti  >ti  for  the  men.  In  all  essential 
particulars  the  maneuvers  v.ill  be  car- 
ried out  along  the  lines  as  if  a  state  of 
war  existed.  Problems  in  which  botli 
officeis  and  men  are  directly  interested 
will  be  presented  for  solution.  There 
■will  be  no  pUiy  time  for  officers  or 
men.  Umpire.s  have  been  selected  for 
the  two  opposing  forces  which  have 
been  designated  the  'Hlu^.s"  and  the 
•"Broiv.is"  on  account  of  the  uniforms 
whirh  they  will  v,-ear  and  these  um- 
pires chosen  fur  their  etticieiicy  in  me 
several  arms  of  tiie  service  will  be 
called  upon  to  judge  l^one.stly  and  im- 
partially the  mo\ements  of  troo;")S 
their  handling,  their  dispo.sition  and 
their  victories  and  defeats.  The  man- 
euvers, in  my  mind,  will  tend  to  ainke 
better  soldiers  and  better  otficcrs. 
Nothing  wiil  be  slighted.  From  the 
mwnfcnt  a  regiment  is  ready  to  eii- 
train,  regular  or  National  Guard,  the 
entraining  will  be  done  under  military 
rule.  Tlie  train  carrying  such  regi- 
ment will  be  under  military  contiul 
and  the  detraining  of  the  regiment 
will  be  done  with  that  precision  pre- 
scribed by  army  regu'itions.

retreat,  as  conditions  may  warrant. 
"Is  all  this  outlay  of  money  worth  the 
candle?"  miii  •'ol.  Heistand,  'most 
assuredly  it  is."  he  continued.  "The 
government  cannot  help  but  be  the 
gainer  for  it  will  teach  men  bearing 
arms  for  the  United  .States  the  va'ue 
of  discipline  and  the  right  and  the 
wrotig  way  :>f  doing  things.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
Potomac  river  is  not  navigable  for  the 
large  ships  of  tlie  navy,  it  was  found 
iinp<Jr>sible  to  send  the  Texas  and  the 
Massachusetts,  which  are  part  of  the 
squadron  under  command  of  Rear  Ad- 
miral Sands,  up  the  river,  even  as  far 
as  Alexandria.  Any  ship  of  the  Amer- 
ican navy,  with  a  competent  pilot, 
knowing  the  waters  of  the  Potomac, 
can  approach  Washington  as  far  as 
the  Kettle  Bottom  shoal.  This  shoal 
does  not  extend  for  more  than  one- 
quarter  of  a  mile,  but  it  is  sufficient 
to  pre\-^nt  vessels  of  heavy  draft  from 
coming  over  it,  except  at  very  high 
tide  and  even  then  the  risk  of  doing  so 
is  dangerous.  It  has  been  the  desire 
of  the  officials  of  the  navy  on  many 
occasions  to  give  the  citizens  of  the 
national  capital  a  view  of  the  best 
ships  of  the  American  navy,  when,  in 
addition  to  the  residents  of  Washing- 
ton thousands  of  the  people  of  the 
country  have  been  congregated  here  in 
attendance  upon  encampments  of  the 
firand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  simi- 
lar national  celebrations,  but  it  has 
been  a  matter  of  physical  impossibility 
to  do  so.  An  officer  of  the  navy  speak- 
ing of  the  Kettle  Bottom  shoal,  which 
virtually  makes  Washington  abso- 
lutely defenceless,  said:  "it  does  seem 
too  bad  that  the  big  ships  cannot 
reach  Washington,  even  though  the 
only  g:>3d  they  could  probably  do 
v>-ould  be  to  impress  upon  the  people 
of  tlie  capitol  some  iderf  of  the  formid- 
able force  that  Uncle  Sam  has  upon 
the  seas.  Such  a  photograph  as 
would  be  presented  by  a  half  doezn  of 
the  battleships  of  the  United  States 
navy  in  the  harbor  at  Washington 
would  be  ten  thou.sandfold  more  ad- 
vantage than  all  of  the  descriptive 
stuff  that  could  be  written  in  many 
years.  It  would  be  an  education  of 
the  utmost  importance  to  our  legis- 
lators and  would  give  them  a  personal

the  action  ul   the  grand  jury. 

Benoit  was  arrested  Wednesday 
shortlj-  after  his  arrival  in  Duluth.  xla 
was  caught  spending  marked  money, 
which  had  been  sent  In  a  decoy  leticr 
by  the  postofhce  officials,  clearly  es- 
tablishing his  guilt.  His  run  was 
over  the  Great  Northern,  between  Du- 
luth and   VV'innineg. 

Default  was  brought  to  the  city  j-es- 
terday  in  custody  of  United  .States 
Marshal  Mallory.  He  admits  having 
set  tire  to  the  jail  in  question  on  the 
r.it'ht  o;  July  18.  The  services  of  an 
interpreter  were  required  at  the  hear- 
ing, and  tliiee  witnesses  from  the  re- 
sei  vation  were  al.^o  on  hand.  It  is 
stated  that  Default  bore  a  fancied 
eiv-mity  against  a  man  who  occupir-d 
thf  rear  portion  of  the  jail  for  lodsrin*;

Although  the  body  of  Charles  Pavelka 
was  thoroughly  di.ssected  byCoroner  Boy- 
er  this  morning,  not  a  trace  of  a  bullet 
could  Ije  found  in  the  remains. 

After  the  finding  of  the  revolver  by 
Chief  Troyer  and  Dei)Uty  Sheriff  Levy,  it 
was  decided  to  disbiter  the  remains  of 
Pavelka  and  endeavor  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  any  bullets  had  entered 
the  body.  The  coroner's  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  death  caused  by  the  thrust  of 
a  knife  blade,  but  Dr.  Linneman  testi- 
fied on  the  witne.ss  stand  that  the  wound 
might  have  been  made  by  a  bullet,  a-s  the 
l>ody  was  .so  badly  decomposed  that  it 
was  impossible  to  decide  exactly  how  it 
had    been    made. 

In  the  ho!>e  of  finding  a  bullet  in  the 
man's  body  which  wouid  fit  the  empty 
cartridges  in  the  revolver.  Coroner  Boyer 
and  Capt.  Reschc  of  the  police  depart- 
ment went  out  to  the  cemetery  this  morn- 
ing, had  the  body  disinterred  and  Dr. 
Boyer  thoroughly  di.s.sected  all  parts  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  wound.  The  body 
was  in  the  last  stages  of  decomposition 
and  the  examination  was  a  very  unsatis- 
fac-tory  one.  The  bullet  might  have  en- 
tered his  Ijody  and  passed  completely 
through  it.  or  might  have  lodged  in  the 
remains  and  fallen  out  as  decomposi- 
tion to<)k  place. 

The  finding  of  the  revolver  containing 
the  emi)ty  cartridges  is  at  any  rate  a 
I  strong  link  in  the  chain  of  evidence 
against  Skerlez.  The  police  believe  they 
can  secure  witnesses  who  will  identify 
the  revolver  as  l)elonging  to  Skerlez.  Had 
they  been  able  to  do  this  and  also  secure 
one  or  mere  bullets  which  fitted  the  emp- 
ty cartridges,  the  ca.se  against  Skerlez 
would  have  been  a  very  strong  one. 

The  evidence  of  the  revolver  will  be  for- 
warded to  the  attorney  general  of  the 
state,  who  is  now  considering  the  mat- 
ter, and  it  should  be  sufficient  to  war- 
rant him  in  causing  extradition  proceed- 
ings against   SKerlez  to  be  commenced.. 

The  body  of  Pavelka  was  again  interred 
after  the  examination  this  morning.

Then  come 
the  four  representatives  from  H.  B. 
Duryea's  stable — Tanya,  Artful,  Kcse 
of  Dawn  and  Pionetr,  all  of  which  by 
their  work  this  se:ison,  have  gained 
firm  supporters.

London,  Aug.  27.— The  Associated 
Press  learns  in  connection  with  the

NO  CONFIRMATION 

Of  the  Rumoreif  Fall  of  Port 
Arthur. 

Paris,  Aug.  27.— The  rumored  fall  of 
Port  Arthur  is  not  confirmed  in  any 
quarter  here.  On  the  contrary,  it  is 
said  in  government  quarters,  that  in- 
formation received  shows  that  the  Ja- 
panese staff  is  firmly  convinced  from 
the  recent  efforts  that  the  taking  of 
j  the  fortress  by  storm  will  probably  be 
I  impossible  and  that  the  staff  advises 
tho  adoption  of  a  new  plan,  namel>, 
its  slow  reduction  by  siege. 

GREAT  BATTLE 

Expected   To  Be  Fought  At 
Liao  Yang. 

Tokio.  Aug.  •27.-The  belief  is  growing 
here  that  a  great  and  decisive  battle  will 
be  fought  at  Liao  Yang.  Gen.  Kuropat- 
kin, who  had  iin  opiKirtunity  to  a»>andon 
Liao  Yang  and  to  remove  the  bulk  of  his 
stores  and  the  majority  of  his  army  from 
that  place,  evidently  has  chosen  to  re- 
main and  give  battle.  He  has  concen- 
trated his  forces  and  intrenched  care- 
fully. .       , 

Confidence  is  felt  here  that  the  Japan- 
ese commander  in  chief,  Field  Marshal 
Oyama.  with  his  splendid  united  armies 
will  out-general  Gen.  Kuropatkin  and 
force  him  to  give  battle  on  at  lea><t  two 
of  his  fronts  and  eventually  succeed  in 
defeating  him  decisively. 

NOTHING^JDEFINITE 

Has  Been  Received  at  Tokio 
From  the  Front. 

Tokio,  Aug.  27.— No  tidings  of  a  definite 
character  from  Port  Arthur  or  Liao  Yang 
have  reached  the  public  today.  It  is  un- 
derstood that  a  lull  followed  the  des- 
perate fighting  of  the  eailier  half  of  the 
week  at  Port  Arthur.  The  lull  was  for 
the  purpo.se  of  allowing  the  tired  men  to 
rest,  arranging  certain  things  in  t!ie  plan 
of  attack,  and  for  completing  preparations 
I  for  pre,ssing  the  att<ick  home  heavier.  The 
i  Japanese  guns  continue  to  shell  the  de- 
i  fences  of  the  fortress,  but  the  majority 
of  the  forces  are  not  engaged.  Port  Ar- 
thur is  proving  harder  to  reduce  and  cap- 
ture than  the  general  public  of  Japan 
expected.  The  public  which  has  been 
confidently  awaiting  the  fall  of  the  fort- 
ress daily  for  the  pa.st  month  is  disap- 
pointed at  the  dela.v.  Much  regret  is  ex- 
pressed at  the  heavy  losses,  but  the  na- 
tion is  unwavering  in  its  grim  determin- 
ation to  hammer  and  harass  Port  Arthur 
until  Jt  falls  and  is  prepared  to  pay  the 
ccst,  however  heavy  it  may  be.

It  is  also  confirmed  that  the  Japane.se 
silenced  a  small   fort  near  Golden   hill. 

The  Japanese  line  on  the  west  is  ap- 
proximately, according  to  the  advices  re- 
ceived here,  three  and  a  half  miles  from 
the  European,  or  new  town,  where  there 
liave  been  no  conflagrations,  although 
numerous  Individual  fires  have  occurred 
there.

.servants  are  allowed  in  the  European 
town,  the  Russians  being  afraid  of  spies. 

Since  Aug.  21,  the  Russian  ships  have 
not  been  firing  shells.  On  Aug.  22,  a 
Japanese  shell  fell  in  the  dock  yard, 
causing  some  damage.

RUSSIANS  HOLD  POSITIONS 

fti  Spite  of  Fierce  Attack  By 
Japanese. 

St.  Petersburg.  Aug.  27.— The  firi,t 
battle  of  what  may  be  regarded  as  a 
general  advance  of  the  Japanese  on 
Liao  Yang  was  fought  on  August  26, 
with  the  result  that  the  Russians  at 
the  close  of  fighting  still  held  the  posi- 
tions and  had  inrtlcted  great  loss  on 
the  Japanese,  completely  dismantling 
several  batteries  which  attempted  to 
l>ombard  the  main  position  at  Liand- 
iansian.  The  Russian  losses  altogeth- 
er were  1450   killed   or   wounded. 

A  long  official  telegram  has  beon 
received  at  the  war  office,  but  it  dots 
not  give  a  hint  of  what  is  transniring 
today.  It  is  more  than  probable, 
however,  that  the  Japanese  have  re- 
sumed their  attempt  to  reach  Liao 
i'ang.  The  silence  on  this  point  of  tiie 
special  dispatches  filed  at  Liao  Yang 
this  morning  rather  confirms  this  vie  .v. 
The  hottest  fighting  occurred  in  the 
valley  of  the  Lan  at  a  small  trioutaiy 
of  the  Taitse,  around  Tsegow,  a  place 
between  Anping  and  Liandiansian. 
Gen.  Kuroki's  first  aim  apparently  was 
lo  separate  the  two  principal  Itussian 
positions  ,as  forecasted  in  these  dis- 
patches August  26.  The  Russians  in 
the  valley  ol  the  Lan  lost  1045  men. 
Gen.  Kurcki's  army  ad^^anccd  in  three 
strong  columns,  one  northward  along 
the  valley  of  the  Sindahia,  a  tributai-i. 
of  the  Taitse  as  far  as  Liaodmtan, 
whence  a  portion  of  this  force  marched 
westward  to  Miao  pass,  threatening 
Anshanshan,  the  other  portion  pushing 
up  the  stream  to  Tunsunpu,  four  rniles 
southwest  of  Liandiansian,  where  it 
was  stopped  by  Gen.  Kuropn '.kin's 
Cossacks.  The  second  column  inarch- 
ed along  the  high  road  and  occupied 
Erdahe,  Avhence  the  Japanese  batter- 
ies shelled  Liandiansian,  a  couple  of 
miles  northwest,  until  the  fire  of  the 
Russian  guns  silenced  them.  Several 
Japane.sc  batteries  were  completely  dis- 
mantled and  were  abandoned  by  their 
gunners. 

The  fighting  at  Tsegow  was  of  the 
most  desperatet  kind.  The  Japanese 
had  the  advantage  of  the  mountainous 
country,  advancing  along  a  ridge  ex- 
tending from  Tantsiaputzie  to  Siao- 
lindzy.  The  latter  place  is  situated  on 
the  high  road  ten  miles  southeast  of 
Liao  Yang.  Possession  of  this  point 
would  render  Liandiansian  and  Anping 
untenable.  It  is  not  improbable  that 
Kuroki  will  therefore  repeat  his  at- 
tack in  this  direction.  The  Japanese 
advance  was  characterized  by  boldness 
and  arouses  the  belief  in  military 
circles  that  either  Gen,  Kuroki  has  re- 
ceived considerable  reinforcements  or 
G^n.  Kuroki  has  sent  the  greater  por- 
tion of  his  army  north,  leaving  only  a 
couple   of   corps    at    Liao    Yang. 

The  absence  of  news  of  a  Japanese 
movement  along  the  Taitse  river  in  or- 
der to  tlank  Liao  Yang,  confirms  the 
latter  view  as  it  would  expose  the  at- 
tackers to  being  cut  off  by  Gen.  Kuro- 
patkin's   main  army  from   the  north. 

Towards  the  east  the  battle  was  es- 
pecialy  severe.  Bayonets  were  used 
and  there  the  Russians  lost  1000  men.

FOR  SOME  TIME  YET. 

It  Is  Believed  Port   Arthur 
Will  Hold  Out. 

Che  Foo,  Aug.  27.— The  latest  reports- 
from  Port  Arthur  are  to  the  effect  that 
the  Japanese  In  their  attack  during  the 
night  of  Aug.  22  captured  Poyodo,  a  tort 
midway  Ijetween  Takushan  and  the  east- 
ern defences,  and  reduced  another  fort 
immediately  east  of  the  railroad.  Poydo 
mounted  only  two  small  guns  when  the 
Russians  were  in  possession  of  it.  The 
alssault  was  preceded  by  heavy  artillery 
tire  from  the  Takushan  where  the  Japan- 
ese have  big  naval  guns.  The  Russians 
lost  considerably  before  they  were  com- 
pelled to  retire.  The  fort  was  not  occu- 
pied by  the  Japanese  as  it  is  behind  a 
moat  which  the  Japanese  in  no  instance : 
have  been  able  to  cross.  | 

Recent  arrivals  here  who  were  in  Port  • 
Arthur   as   late   as   Aug.    24,    believe    that  I 
the  Ru.ssians"   resistance  wil      prove  sue-  | 
ces.sful   for  some  time  yet.     They  explain  ]

Etseshan  fort.    The  Japanese  feinted  con-  j 
stantiv  In  attempting  to  do  so  and  in  the" 
meanwhile  by  the  utmost  lat>or,  raised  the 
summit  of  a  smaller  hill  behind  it  to  the 
level  of  Etseshan  by  means  of  Sindbags 
and  there   they  mounted   guns   which   as- 
sisted matCT-lally  in  the  reduction  of  the 
fort  east  of  the  railway.    This  fort  is  the 
northernmost  of  the  eastern  defences  and 
with  other  positions   reduced   or   occupied 
renders   the  Japanese  position   in  the   vi- 
cinity of  the  railway   threatening   to   the 
Russian    hopes.     It   is    obviou-<*   that       the 
Japanese    expect    to    enter    Port    Arthur 
from   the  north. 

Confirmation  has  been  obtained  of  the 
announcement  made  in  these  dispatches 
Aug.  18  to  the  effect  that  the  Japanese 
drove  the  Russians  from  their  positions 
at  Louisa  bay  and  Pigeon  bay.  'The  Jap- 
anese vangu3rd,  numbering  500  to  'WO  men. 
penetrating  into  th&  fort  situated  on  the 
highest  hill  of  the  Liaoti  mountain,  the 
southernma^t  mountain  of  the  Kwan 
Tung  peninsula,  incidentally  captured  an 
incompleted  battery  on  the  west  shore 
of  the  Liaoti  promontory  and  then  retired. 
The    Japanese    fleet    during    the'    attack. 


JAPS  REPULSED 

In  All  Their  "Attacks  on  Fri- 
day, Aug:ust  26. 

St.  Peter.-^burg,  Aug.  27.— The  general 
staff  has  received  a  dispatch  from  Gen. 
Sakaroff  giving  lengthy  detailed  account 
of  the  fighting  of  Aug.  2«i.  He  says  that 
on  that  day  the  Japanese  took  the  of- 
fensive along  the  whole  front  of  the  Man- 
churian  army.  At  an  early  hour  the  Jap- 
anese occupied  the  railroad  at  Henchu- 
antsa,  Tolunchal  and  Hanchuanpu,  re- 
pulsing the  Russian  advance  ikjsIs.  To- 
'wards  noon  the  attack  In  the  quarter 
ceased.  Befcnc  dawn  the  Japanese  were 
concentrated  against  the  Russian  advance 
detachments  of  the  .\nshanshan  position. 
Th<*  Japanese  force  consisted  of  a  di- 
vision and  a  half  with  artillery.  The  Rus- 
sian advance  guard  retired  on  the  main 
position.  The  Japanese  attack  there  was 
not  obstinate.  The  Russian  lo.s.ses  on  the 
southern   front   were    150   men. 

A  cannonade  began  southeastwards  at 
5:30  and  an  hour  later  a  fusllade  was 
maintained  along  the  whole  southeastern 
front  by  the  Japane.sg  infantry  against 
the  right  flank  of  the  Ru.s.sian  position. 
This  attack  was  repulsed  at  7  a.  m.  At 
11  a.  m.  a  Japanese  battery  of  twenty- 
four  guns  on  Tuhsinpu  hill  was  silenced 
and  put  out  of  actifin  by  the  Russian  bat- 
teries and  the  Russian  cavalry  dispersed 
the  Japanese.  At  1  p.  m.  the  Japanese 
made  a  hot  attack  against  Kofynt.s^i, 
and  considerable  Japanese  forces  were 
discovered  In  the  neighborhood  of  Loadin- 
tan. 

All  the  Japanese  attacks  were  repulsed, 
and  the  Ru.ssian  troops,  taking  the  offen- 
sive, drove  the  Japanese  back  towards 
the  Mahikau  valley.  The  Russian  losse.'* 
there  were  about  2f)d. 

In  an  eastern  direction  at  Dawn  the 
Japanese  took  the  offensive  aeainst  the 
whole  front  on  the  Russian  right.  The 
trcops  retired  from  their  advanced  posi- 
tion, thus  hindering  the  action  of  the  ar- 
tillery. The  engagement  at  that  point  was 
serious  and  became  a  hand-to-hand  fight. 
The  Rus.sians,  according  to  this  report, 
lost  about  1000  killed  or  wounded.  Since 
noon  heavy  rains  have  been  falling  and 
the  streams  were  again  rising.

The  schol- 
arships are  to  be  named  after  the  em- 
peror and  empress  and  awarded  to 
the  children  of  deserving  soldiers  and 
sailors  killed  or  wounded  in  the  war.

Chief  Government  In.^pec- 
tor  Ramsay  and  State  Veterinarian  Vanes 
made  a  favorable  report  to  the  authori- 
ties at  Washington,  who  have  issued  an 
order  to  give  a  clean  bill  of  health  to 
all  cattle  that  have  been  dipped  or  show 
no  signs  of  scab. 

This  practically  removes  the  quaran-

stockmen  to  sell  shipments  for  both  kill- 
t -3  and  feeders  without  dipping  at  the 
terminal  points.

I     phant  and  Black  Cocker 
g  Spaniel  Dog. 

g  Everything   In  Readiness 
S        For  Opening  of  Fair 
o  Next  Monday. 

"Wild  beasts  and  human  beings  are 
much  alike  in  traits  and  moods,"  said 
Thomas  Hurd,  manager  of  the  trained 
wild  animal  exhibition  that  will  be  oi»e 
of  the  big  features  during  the  state 
fair,  last  night,  after  he  had  taken  a 
dozen  meditative  puffs  at  his  cigar. 
"Wild  animals  like  and  disiike  strongly. 
Anj-one  who  has  mixed  much  with 
beasts,  domestic  and  wild,  knows  this. 
Of  course,  it  is  more  interesting  to 
watch  the  outworkinars  of  these  hu- 
man traits  in  wild  creatures  that  come 
from  afar  and  are  generally  known  to 
be  ferocious.  t*ne  of  the  strangest 
cases  that  has  come  under  my  notice 
is  a  downright  love  affair  between  our 
elephant  'I-ir  and  a  little  black  cocker 
spaniel  dog  that  happened  to  run  into 
the  stadium  one  day,  when  'Lil'  was 
feeding.  "Lil'  is  a  (luiet  old  girl  and 
never  mixes  much  with  the  camels  or 
ponies  that  are  always  with  her  during 
her  leisure  moments  or  loiiHng  hours 
from  her  work  of  giving  the  funseekers 
a  ride  up  and  down  the  esplanade,  and 
in  fact,  never  showed  any  real  inter- 
est in  anything  but  her  meals  until 
this  cocker  spaniel  came  in  her  way. 

"It  was  a  case  of  love  at  first  sight. 
flThey  looked  into  each  other's  eyes  and 
it    was    all    over,    so    far  as    the    inde- 
pendence if  eithir  was  concerned,  from 
that  time  on.   'L.iV  would  run  after  the 
spaniel,  but  not  meaning  any  harm  it 
she  should  catch  him;  they  would  play 
with  ropes  and  rubber  balls,  and      at 
nisrht  you  could  not  chase  the  spaniel 
from  'Lil's'  side  for  "Lirs'  newly-made 
friend  curled  up  beside  her  triuik  and 
thus  they  slept  till  morning  .     This  big 
hulk    of   an    elephant    "Lil'    is   over     50 
years  old,  and  ha.s  been  in  the  circus 
and  carnival  business     twenty      years 
that  we  know  of.      Still  this  is  the  first 
heart   affair   that   we   have   noticed   in 
the   six   years   she   has    been    with    us. 
Her  keeper   "Christo'   looked   upon  her 
as  immune,  and  was  no  more  likely  to 
fall   in   love   than  she  was  to  climb  a 
lightning  rod.      It  is  a  sight  to  see  the 
big   'L.iV   and  the  mite  of  a  dog  play 
tug-of-war  with  a  rope.  'Lil'  will  wrap 
her  trunk  around  one  end  of  the  rope 
and  the  dog  set  his  teeth  firmly  in  the 
other.  Then     the      battle       begrns. 

Though  'Lil'  is  strong  enough  to  toss 
the  dog  500  feet  through  the  air,  the 
canine  always  comes  out  the  victor. 

He  writhed  and  wriggled  as  though 
he  were  shaking  a  rat  to  pieces,  and 
*Lir   with   just  enough  resistance       to 
make  it  sport  for  the      dog.       follows 
wherever  the  dog  leads.      This       love 
business  is   rather  a      serious       thing 
among  animals,  as  it  is  in  the  human 
family,    when    it    gets    crossed.        You 
know  how  vain  lions  are,  still  they  are 
no  more  so  than  a  good-looking  man. 
The  girls  of  the  li^n  family  have  got 
an  eye  for  beauty  in  tlie  other  sex  and 
as  a  rule  the  leader  of  the  lion  group 
is  a  handsome  type.  The  lions  that  will 
be  seen  here  during  the      state      fair 
are  conceded  to  be  the  finest  collection 
and  the  best  lookin  glions  that  may  be 
seen  In  any  menagerie  or  zoo,  here  or 
abroad,    and   the   group   is   led   by       a 
kingly   lion     called       AIcKinley.       The 
head    of   McKinley   is    a   study    for    an 
artist,  and  by  the  way.  Is  the  subject 
it  several  paintings  by  different  arists 
*His  eyes  are  well  set  and  shine  clear, 
hi.4  nose  dog  length.      his      lips      just 
curved  enough  to  suggest  a  good  heart 
and  his  mane  is     thick     and      glossy. 
Proud  lions,  like  vain  people,  are  jeal- 
ous   and    a   newcomer   sets    the    leader 
of  the  group  invariably  in  a  rage.  One 
day  last  summer  Mr.  Hurd  received  a 
lion  from  Berlin.  Germany,  and  decided 
to  have  him  work  with  the  big  group 
of   performing   lions.       Mr.    Newcomer 
was  placed  in  the  big  arena  and  intro- 
duced   to    the    group    in    lion    fashion, 
but   M(Kinley  did  not  seem  to  care  a 
little  that  there  had  been  added  a  new 
lion  actor,  and  the  unwelcome  lion,  who 
inn<  cenlly   put    McKinley   into   a   tant- 
rum   wasr  a   male   and   a   picture       of 
h'-ailh  and  strength.   He  did  not  get  a 
stage   fright   form   the   ugly  stare       or 
howling  iif   McKinley,   but     sized       up 
things    and    squared    off    for   whatever 
nii^hl  happen. 

McKinley  had  been  running  things 
his  way  for  a  long  time,  and  felt  his 
imr>oitance,  so  he  had  to  do  .something 
or  lose  his  jcb  as  boss  of  the  lion 
company.  All  the  lady  lions  stood 
ar.  iind,  shyly  taking  in  the  stranger, 
but  gradual'y  backing  awaj-  as  if  they 
ftit  instilnctivey  that  a  fierce  scrap 
would  begin.

That  evening  was  one  conducent  to 
lor;g  remembrance.  We  had  no»;  yet 
had  our  supper;  we  were  very  hungry. 
And  everything  we  ate  that  night-just 
common  things  you  eat  at  home — were 
exquisitely  fiavored  with  conditions 
that  made  them,  as  Don  said,  divine! 
How  true  of  the  earth,  earthy:  But 
such  things  as  washing  dishes  were  be- 
neath us.  We  heajjed  balsom  after 
balsom  on  te  bonlire  till  the  flames 
leaped  up  high — very  high! — like  our 
spirits.  For,  out  on  the  waters  of  the 
lake — wonderfully  calm! — was  the 
witchery  of  shadows  therefrom.  Had 
one  been  out  on  the  water,  what  a  com- 
position would  this  fire  have  made, 
with  its  crimson  reflection  and  with 
wild,  irregular  background.  It  was  the 
only  light  to  be  seen,  save  those  of 
the  stars.  And  we  were  the  only 
human  beings  in  the  immediate  region. 
Indeed,  had  we  lingered  there  for  a 
month  we  might  never  have  encoun- 
tortd  more  than  a  single  roving  land- 
looker  or  perhaps  an  Indian. 

We  were  all  glad  to  be  alive,  and  I 
tnink  particularly  Dave,  who  sat  near 
the  young  lady,  a.  sylph  of  a  thing, 
with  such  eyes!  Can  eyes  speak?  Well, 
1  s-hould  say  they  can!  When  she  used 
her  voice  that  night  it  was  to  sing. 
Dave  sang  too.     We  all  sang. 

Along  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Su- 
perior tViere  are  sometimes  tables  of 
rotk,  often  stretching  with  uniform- 
ntF9  for  many  yards  square.  One  of 
these  spaces  had  been  discovered  by 
Myrna,  who  had  a  passion  to  get  to  the 
water  and,  as  she  said.  "Poke  it  with 
a  stick."  Myrna  had  a  fondness  also 
for  dancing,  and  it  was  she  who  sug- 
gested our  having  a  "hop"  down  there. 
As  Myrna  had  magnetism,  we  all  be- 
came imbued  with  the  purpose  and 
flo<.ked  thence. 

When  we  went  back  to  the  fire  it 
was  ver>'  late;  it  seems  needless  to  say 
we  had  "lunch.  One  can  only  remem- 
ber that  it  was  far  into  the  night 
when  we  rose  from  our  var.ious  loung- 
ing and  sitting  positions  and  prepared 
for  sleep.  Such  things  as  exact  time 
were  immaterial,  for  the  next  day  held 
no  cares — only  promises  of  rest.  It  is 
mostly  after  affairs  in  the  city  that  one 
wearily  notes  the  time  and  thinks  how- 
near  the  morning  business  hour  is  al 
hand. 

Even  after  late  hourp  w-e  rose  early 
the  next  morning.  Sleeping  out  in  a 
tent  has  a  delightfully  exhilarating 
effect,  and  it  is  natural  to  feel  like  be- 
ing up  early,  even  before  the  breezes. 
It  is  noticeable  up  this  way  that  on 
summer  dawns  all  nature  is  hashed 
until  far  into  the  morning. 

The  stream  is  llie  place  in  which  to 
wash. 

Our  stream,  as  was  discovered  later, 
was  much  the  same  in  appearance  as 
the  numerous  others  that  ran  through 
the  hills  and  ridges  following  the  shore. 
Some  of  these  streams  possess  bits  of 
scenery  that  are  fine;  and  one  keenly 
enjoys  it  because  it  ccmes  as  a  dis- 
covery, one  can  walk  and  climb  In 
places  where  no  human  presence  has 
been  before.  Two  such  creeks,  not  far 
from  Grand  Marais.  have  held  interest 
for  the  angler,— the  Devil's  Track  ana 
Kadon.  The  eliffs  along  these  rise 
sometimes  very  close  together;  they 
are  high,  often  a  hundred  and  a  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet.  Tho.se  looking 
down  from  the  brinks  express  a  won- 
der at  the  rushing  water  below,— how- 
it  has  in  years  made  such  a  bed!  Dow  n 
in  the  canon  it.self.  as  you  follow  the 
sharp  windings,  there  seem  to  be  walls 
surrounding  one— so  sudden  the  turns 
—and  how  very  far  the  sky  above! 
The  din  of  the  rushing  waterfall  some- 
where ahead  stirs  ones  heart  with  the 
knowledge  of  its  strength  so  much 
mightier  than  human.  It  seems  like 
surcease  to  leave  it  in  the  rear. 

Always,  after  having  crossed  the 
waters  of  the  stream,  when  perhaps 
there  was  no  further  passage  on  the 
other  side,  one  is  quite  relieved  to 
leave  its  powerful  current  and  to  place 
foot  on  the  bank  again.  It  keeps  the 
traveler  alert  sometimes  for  a  few 
minuses  after  passing  comes,  per- 
chance, a  fall  of  stones  followed  by  a 
rush.  A  dead  tree  has  lost  Us  def;- 
perate  hold  on  the  soft  clay  far  above. 
It  reaches  with  a  splash  the  water  m 
the  bottom  of  the  gorge. 

There  is  a  place  in  the  river  bed  on 
the  Devil's  Track  where  one  can  go 
no  further.  It  was  attempted  once 
and  a  life  wa.s  almost  lost.  Urged  by 
the  desire  to  gain  the  upper  falls  a 
youth  crossed  a  rush  of  water  below 
a  cascade— crossed  to  climb  a  high 
bank,  for  the  cliffs  were  impassable  on 
the  one  side.  This  bank  was  steep 
and  dangerous;  indeed,  so  dangerous 
that  A'hen  the  adventurer  had  man- 
aged to  reach  half  its  height  he  feared 
as  much  to  turn  down  as  to  pull  him- 
self to  its  utmost  reach.  But  this  lat- 
ter he  accomplished,  leaving  a  friend 
behind,  only  to  find  himself  in  a  trap. 
Further  passage  up  stream  he  soon 
found  utterly  impossible.  There  was 
danger  anywhere  along  the  cascade 
and  waterfall,  which  latter  swept 
closely  down  around  the  wall  on  that 
side.  Seemingly  there  was  afforded  no 
passage  back,  for  as  far  as  one  could 
see  away  in  the  wilderness  were  farth- 
er cliffs  unsurmountable.    To  g'o  back 
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ANOTHER   WATERFALL    ON    KADONC  CREEK. 
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as  he  came  was  so  undesirat  le  that  ho 
attempted  crossing  the  stream  in  the 
vain  hope  of  discovering  some  unseen 
way  to  lead  back  on  the  other  wall  of 
the  chasm.  This  seemed  impps-sible 
but  the  lad  was  desperate.  In  doing 
so  he  lost  foothold  in  the  current  over 
the  smooth  rocks  forming  the  river  bed 
— was  swept  along,  blindly  plunging— 
but  managed  to  reach  the  shore  be- 
fore he  reached  the  falls.  He  was  de- 
cidedly cool;  and  he  decided  to  do  the 
inevitable;  return  by  the  same  w-ay 
he  arrived.  The  ground,  bushes  and 
rocks  broke  and  rolled  away  at  the 
slightest  disturbance  from  his  feet  '-.a 
he    decended.    Exhausted,    q^  i^i&X.    lie 


reached  the  stream. 

There,  with  his  wiser  friends,  he  rest- 
ed on  the  chill,  long  moss;  together 
they  talked  over  the  matter  of  return- 
ing. Near  by  was  one  of  those  large 
beds  of  pink  blossoms — Linnae,  I  be- 
lieve— growing  over  the  masses  of  mcsb 
in  bell-shaped  profusion.  S,weet  blos- 
soms they  were,  filling  the  air  wilii 
intoxicating   odor. 

Kadone  creek  is  unlike  the  Devil's 
Ti-ack  inasmMch  as  it  resembles  a 
mountain  torrent.  And  too,  its  mouth 
offers  none  of  the  inducements  to  vis- 
itors  as    does   the    latter.

The    newest    of    the    Swiss  i 
eiderdowns  is  considered  smart  for  house  | 
gowns    of    every    description.      Contrary  i 
to  the  clumsy  weave  we  are  apt  to  as-  j 
soclate    Willi    the    above-named    fabric,   j 
the    new    Swiss    eiderdown    assumes    a  j 
fineness    and    softness    which    make    it  j 
entirely  different.     It  can   best   be  com-  \ 
pared  to  the  texture  of  chiffon,  although  j 
the  fleecy  surface  conveys  a  suggestion  j 
of    warmth    and    comfort    which    chiffon  j 
does  not   afford.     The  accordion-pleated  | 
veiling    and    crepe    de    chine    gowns    are  | 
all    considered    smart   and    are   made    in  ; 
every   color.     White  for  the  moment   Is  ; 
the  most  fashionable,  but  the  pale  pinks 
and    blues,    mauves    and    grays    of    the 
palest    silvery    shade,    make    up    charm- 
ingly.    Deep   collars,    the   ends   in    front 
reaching    to     the     waist    and     trimmed 
with  bands  of  lace  entre  deux,  are  part 
of  every  gown,  and  the  collar  is  accor- 
dion   pleated    also.      A    thin    silk    lining 
is   necefsary   both   for   warmth   and    be- 


cause  the  accordion  pleating  Is  so  full 
and  wide  that  It  gives  alm.ost  too  shape- 
less an  appearance,  while  with  the  lin- 
ing and  gown  sewed  together  at  the 
side  seams  more  semblance  of  line  may 
be  obtained. 

The  sole  negligee  or  Interior  getup  of 
any  pretension  which  does  not  fall  In 
a  graceful  train  Is  that  composed  of  a 
jacket  and  petticoat.  Such  a  toilet 
being  now  recognized  as  seemly,  and 
even  smart,  for  the  breakfast  table  or 
Informal  callers,  the  petticoats  designed 
for  them  are  bewllderingly  charming. 
Fitting  snugly  at  the  top.  they  spread 
below  the  knee  Into  bouffant  flounces, 
held  out  by  others  underneath.  Fes- 
toons of  lace,  ribbon,  velvet  or  chiffon 
garnitures  of  some  sort  give  still  fur- 
ther elaborateness.  The  short  jacket 
worn  with  such  a  jupon  matches  In  ele- 
gance. Maize  ribbon  and  French  lace 
in  alternate  stripes  shaped  one  dainty 
loose  jacket  worn  with  a  petticoat  of 
maize  brocade.  Printed  delaine  In  pale 
blues  and  pinks  is  the  texture  of  an- 
other Jacket  which  Is  in  form  something 
like  a  belted  kimono.  A  variation  from 
sameness  In  this  Is  made  by  puffed 
under  sleeves  of  white  lace,  which  add 
a  dressy  stamp  to  the  conventional 
model.  Since  this  department  of  dress 
admits  of  Indulgence  In  individual  fan- 
cies, some  of  the  deep  collars  and  sleeve 
effects  take  on  an  old-time  quaintness. 
More  capes  and  collars,  the  circular 
falls  of  lace  which  cover  the  shoulders 
of  many  house  toilets,  suggest  a  lavish 
expenditure  of  money.  But  these  gar- 
nlshings,  which  often  button  at  the 
back,  child-bib  fashion,  are  frc'iuently 
only  of  imitation  entelle,  which  is  daily 
growing  more  beautiful  and  less  ex- 
pensive. Anywhere  that  it  can  be  used 
with  correctness  lace  Is  employed, 
though  many  an  exquisite  getup  Is  en- 
tirely without  a  touch  of  it.  Velvet 
bebe    ribbons    likewise    come    Into    the 
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scheme  of  the  newest  effects,  and  for 
all  thin  textures  footings  are  employed 
In  many  charming  wa/s.  Introduced 
as  entre  deux  and  as  edgings  for  frills 
and  flounces,  a  colored  fiwiss  eiderdown 
negligee  or  gown  may  be  made  to  reach 
a  point  of  uncommon  elegance  through 
this  simple  garniture.  If  the  texture 
employed  with  It  Is  plain  the  footing 
may  be  of  the  point  tl'esprit  species, 
but  the  plain  nets  are  productive  of 
daintier  results.  Many  furbelows  mark 
the  new  house  effects  when  they  are 
Intended  for  the  outsidti  eye.  But  the 
regulation  kimono  still  holds  its  own 
for  practical  purposes,  and  surely  no 
negligee  ever  reached  u  more  popular 
place   In   public   favor. 

Judging  from  the  bewildering  display 
of  negliges  to  be  seen  i.i  the  shops  the 
tea  jacket  Is  passe.  Intitead  of  all  the 
exquisite  details  of  bow.s  and  furbelows 
which  have  characterized  this  garment, 
the  newest  effects  call  ):or  some  dainty 
but  simple  little  affair  which  may  be 
slipped  on  at  odd  moments.  Of  this 
class  there  is  no  end.  Cne  of  the  luxu- 
ries of  the  season  which  ranks  with  the 
necessaries  is  a  short  ni>gllgee  which  is 
called  a  kimono,  but  which  bears  no  re- 
semblance to  this  garment.    It  Is  cut  so 


that  It  falls  In  pointed  effect  front  and 
back  and  at  the  sleeves,  making  four 
points  in  all.  One  of  the  daintiest  ones 
shown  is  made  of  soft  white  silk  vollo 
and  is  lined  with  baby  blue  china  silk, 
the  color  of  which  shows  through  the 
voile.  It  is  finished  with  deep  bands  of 
the  silk.  Another  pretty  idea  is  the 
shawl  neglige.  This  useful  little  wrap 
Is  made  of  white  or  colored  embroidered 
silk  shawls,  fitted  on  the  shoulders  and 
under  the  arms  for  the  sleeves.  On  one 
side  the  fringe  is  turned  back  for  the 
depth  of  five  Inches,  so  that  it  forms  a 
deep  collar  in  the  back  and  a  band  down 
each  side  of  the  front.  The  fringe  on 
the  other  side  hangs  around  the  bottom. 
The  Japanese  silk  shawls  are  especially 
desirable  for  this  purpose.  A  very  pret- 
ty neglige  wrap  for  an  invalid  or  one 
who  Is  convalescent  Is  a  garment  called 
the  Marguerite.  A  practical  one  is  of 
robin's  egg  blue  French  flannel.  It  was 
made  of  a  yard  and  three-quarters 
length  of  the  flannel  and  lined  with 
white  India  silk.  The  length  was  slit 
In  the  middle  of  the  back  to  the  depth 
of  six  inches  to  form  a  collar.  White 
lace  was  cascaded  about  this  and  fell 
daintlty  down  the  front.  The  points  of 
the    lower    corners    of    each    end    were 


turned  back  and  caught  lightly  to- 
gether to  form  cuffs.  This  showed  the 
facing  of  white,  around  which  white 
lace  was  gathered.  A  bow  of  white  rib- 
bon at  the  neck  finished  the  garment. 

A  new  costume  d'interieur  Introduced 
last  winter  is  made  In  two  pieces— loose, 
flowing  skirt  and  long  neglige  or  mati- 
nee.    Sometimes  both  skirt  and  matinee 
arc   machine-plaited,    but   the   most   ex- 
pensive employ  a  myriad  of  tiny  tucks 
and   insertions.     Enormously   largo    col- 
lars ornam'nt  everything  used  for  house 
wear.    They  are  so  large  that  they  look 
like  caricatures.  One  does  not  find  many 
models    of    robes    d'interieur    in    Paris. 
W'hen    a    new    pattern    is    found    to    be 
satisfactory  every  one  grasps  It  and  It 
Is    used    until    something    else    quite    as 
pretty   comes   along.     All    the   piegnoirs 
and    house    dresses    are    comparatively 
short    for  none  touch  the  ground  mora 
than 'a    few    inches.      One    particularly 
pretty  sky  blue  batiste  peignoir  Is  made 
with   a   deep    yoke    extending   In    points 
over   the    shoulders.     The    material    has 
embroidered  spots  in  white  thread.  Stole 
ends  of  white  Irish  lace  extend  from  the 
yoke  in  front  to  the  knees.     The  pnn- 
cesse    worn    underneath    was    of    white 
batiste,    fastened    at    the    waist    with    a 
blue  ribbon.    All  the  peignoirs  are  made 
open  down  the  front,   and  are  thus  not 
I   only  easy  to  put  on.   but  may   be  worn 
i  over  a  pretty  petticoat  and  corset  cover. 
I   Another   extremely   dainty   dishabille    in 
i  white  crepe  de   chine   gives  an   idea  as 
I   to   how   most  of   the   very   dressy   robes 
i   d'interieur  are  fashioned.     A  great  deal 
'   of   fulness   about   the   shoulders  charac- 
t  terlzes  most  of  them.    In  this  particular 
i   one,   tiny   ruffles  of   the   crepe  de   chine 
are   used   down    the   front,    and    Malines 
lace  is  employed  in  the  sleeve  ruffles  and 
yoke   empiecement.     Still   another  elab- 
orate peignoir  is  mousseline  "ole"  has  a 
wide  collar  of  white  linon  edged  with  an 
entredeux  and  volants  of  Valenciennes. 
A  wider   volant   is  used  on    the   bottom 
of  the  peignoir  and  also  as  a  jabot. 

The  long  kimono  negliges  are  strictly 
Japanese  and  are  made  of  the  cotton  or 
silk  crepes  or  the  Swiss  eiderdowns. 
The  bands  come  by  the  piece  and  are 
an  addition  to  the  gowns.

CHARMING  ROBE  DE  CHAMERBS. 

In  the  newest  of  the  Swiss  eldertowns 
the  material  has  taken  to  Itself  a  new 
fineness  and  softness  which  makes  It 
totally  different  from  the  thick  and 
somewhat  clumsy  weave  we  used  to 
know  under  that  name.  The  overworked 
adjective  chiffon  might  well  be  used 
to  describe  the  new  style,  although  the 
fleecy  surface  conveys  an  Idea  of 
warmth  and  comfort  which  chiffon  does 
not  afford.  The  comfortable  bedroom 
gown  pictured  Is  In  pale  pink  Swiss 
eider,  botmd  all  around  with  a  fainter 
shade  of  pink  satin  ribbon,  and  the  bind- 
ing edged  with  a  novelty  catstitch  braid 
In  which  black,  white  and  geld  are  in- 
terwoven. The  back  Is  semifitted.  and 
the  fronts  loose,  the  handsome  cord 
girdle  confining  the  soft  folds  to  the 
figure.  The  sleeve  is  loose  and  plain, 
and  flares  in  bell  or  pagoda  style  over^. 
the  hand.  The  neck  is  cut  out  slightly,, 
and  two  capelike  epaulettes  over  the 
shoulder,  each  edged  with  a  narrow 
ruching  of  ribbon,  bring  the  garment  up 
to  the  present  style  requirements. 

SMART  HOUSE  JACKET. 

The  vogue  of  those  smart  and  com- 
fortable little  garments  Increases  daily, 
and  their  adaptability  is  not  the  least  oC 
their  charms.  Cut  loosely,  and  with 
sleeves  large  enough  for  comfort,  they 
may  be  slipped  on  over  the  shirtwaist  or 
house  gown;  and  Instances  have  not 
been  lacking  where  they  have  made 
smart  summer  evening  wraps,  the  more 
delicate  tints  and  elaborate  trimmings 
being  selected  for  this  purpose.  A  very 
good  mode  is  that  pictured,  in  which  the 
back  Is  plain  and  full,  cut  with  a  bias 
fold  in  the  center  so  that  there  Is  a 
graceful  outward  flare  to  the  design.

This  may  not  be  noticed  unless 
one   is   careful   to   watcii   the   condition 
of  the  head.    The  rash  may  or  may  not 
result  In  something  serious,   but  In  any 
case   It  is   well  to   do   what  one   can   to 
keep  the  head  cool  and  the  hair  fresh.

A  Recent  Parisian 
Felt  Hat  Novelty. 

NOVEL  SHAPE  IN  '^'HITE  WITH 
TOUCH  OF  BLACK. 

The  new  white  felt  shapes  will  be  worn 
by  all  ages,  from  the  baby  to  the  grand- 
mother, and  they  are  sure  to  prove 
equally  becoming  to  all.  The  white  hat 
certainly  does  add  much  to  the  youth- 
fulness  of  the  appearance,  and  even  the 
owners  of  white  locks  nowadays  prefer 
to  look  as  youthful  as  possible.  The 
shape  shows  the  new  thort  back  that 
clings  close  to  the  head,  while  the  front 
turns  upward  In  a  becoming  flare.  The 
edge  Is  bound  with  black  velvet  stitched 
In  heavy  whitesllk,  and  the  trimming  Is 
simply  a  scarf  of  flexible  white  felt 
braided  in  a  tressed  white,  black  and 
gold  braid.  The  little  touch  of  gold,  un- 
obtrusive, but  indispensable,  maintains 
all  of  its  cachet  In  tie  new  autumn 
showings. 

THE  SIDEWISE  TRIMMING, 

Another  presentation  of  the  roll-brim 
sailor  is  seen  In  this  illustration.  Here 
the  crown  is  higher,  narrows  almost  im- 
perceptibly at  the  top,  end  the  bandeau 
fits  In  at  the  back  and  side,  giving  a 
smart  tilt  to  the  shape.  The  shape  is  in 
pearly  white  felt,  with  an  edge  and 
trimming  band  of  while  suede,  all  of 
the  leathers  being  especially  good  style 
for  the  fall  hats,  although  they  are 
usually  combined  with  velvet  to  tone 
down  the  effect  somewhat.  Here  black 
paon  velvet  straps  start  from  each  side 
of  the  crown  and  are  tucked  In  beneath 
the  bandeau,  seeming  to  hold  the  roll  of 
the  brim  in  position.  At  the  left  side  a 
long  black  quill  Is  thri.st,  the  rounded 
point  coming  to  the  front  and  the  quill 
end  piercing  the  brim  in  the  back. 

AN  ELABORATE  TRIMMING    -- 

A  pale  shade  of  turquoise  blue  is  se- 
lected for  this  dainty,  comfortable 
breakfast  gown,  the  appliques  of  pearl 
white  chiffon  cloth  showing  up  with  ex- 
quisite effect  against  the  faintly  tinted 
background.  The  design  is  a  lotus  lily 
and  foliage,  and  these  are  padded  to 
bring  the  flowers  and  leaves  into  high 
relief.  The  connecting  parts  of  the  de- 
sign are  flat  and  couched  with  a  white 
and  gold  cord,  a  thicker  variety  of  the 
same  edging  the  stole  collar  and  long 
ends  that  give  such  grraceful  dignity  to 
the  gown.    The  back  Is  the  new  French 

pattern,  where  the  fulness  }3  provided 
with  a  full  bias  Uile  In  the  c^rtter,  and 
the  underarm  portion  being  widely  gored, 
the  cut-out  shape  being  thus  somewhat 
fanlike.  The  fronts  are  plain,  the  over- 
hanging stole  collar  and  ends  finishing 
the  design.  The  sleeve  is  a  full  pagoda, 
tight  and  plain  at  the  too  and  flaring 
widely. 


For  the  Early  Autumn  Days. 


Felt  hats  for  early  fall  have  appeared 
In  the  stores,  although  the  days  are 
still  sweltering.  Two  styles  of  hats 
have  appeared,  some  rather  foreign  or 
mannish  looking,  with  round  crowns, 
like  overturned  bowls,  and  rounded 
brims,  others  flat,  broad  sailors.  The 
first  have  the  brim  bound  In  leather.  In 
some  cases,  and  a  leather  belt  around 
the  crown.  One  such  was  bound  In 
white  and  also  had  a  white  feather  pom- 
pon. The  hat  itself  was  a  deep  tan. 
Another  prettier  one  had  a  crown  of 
seal  brown  and  a  brim  of  tan.  The  brim 
was  well  rolled,  and  in  front  It  was 
bent  so  as  to  make  a  continental  hat  of 
It.  Folds  of  brown  and  orange  velvet 
encircled  the  brim,  and  the  pompon  was 
of  orange  feathers.  Both  of  the  flat 
hats  were  white.  One  of  them  was 
trimmed  with  folds  and  loops  of  shades 
of  dull  blue  and  a  white  feather.  An- 
other had  folds  of  white  and  striped 
blue  ribbon  around  the  brim.  The 
feather  in  front  was  white,  touched 
with  black.  This  style  was  repeated  in 
black. 

The  showing  of  trimmings  for  fall  In- 
cludes a  big  display  of  narrow  bandings 
running  all  the  way  from  three-eighths 
to  three-quarters  of  an  Inch  In  width. 
These  are  mostly  In  silk  and  In  the 
gayest  combinations.  Pompadour  effects 
are  also  in  evidence.  Some  of  thes?! 
show  a  touch  of  gold  in  their  makeup; 
Indeed,  gold  is  regarded  very  highly  for 
fall.  It  will,  however,  in  all  probability 
not  be  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  it 
was  a  year  ago.  It  will  be  a  touch  hero 
and  there,  forming  a  very  attractive 
relief  from  the  silk.  In  the  same  man- 
ner velvet  is  employed,  making  Its  ap- 
pearance in  little  tucks  and  applications 
on  even  the  narrowest  of  these  bands. 

Military  effects  in  coque  feathers  and 
hackle  continue  to  be  in  demand,  and 
the  owl's  head  appears  with  breast  or 
wings  attached.  These  make  stylish 
trimming  for  the  small  turbans  to  wear 
with  the  tailored  suits  for  early  fall. 
The  fashion  idea,  both  here  and  in 
Paris,  is  to  wear  a  much  more  elaborate 
hat  with  the  tailored  suit  than  hereto- 
fore. In  fact,  a  hat  of  the  picture  order 
is  no  longer  considered  out  of  place  with 
a  plain  tailored  suit  This  is  a  sugg-js- 
tlon  that  has  been  made  for  the  fall 
style. 

As  for  the  new  colors,  the  new  green 
will  be  more  on  the  myrtle  than  the 
emerald  shades,  though  the  latter  will 
still  retain  favor  to  some  extent  Cock's 
comb  red  is  one  of  the  new  names  for 
the  vivid  shades  of  burnt  orange.  In 
fact,  there  Is  an  unusually  long  list  of 
names  to  choose  from  when  the  new 
yellows  and  burnt  oranges  are  under 
discussion.  Nasturtium,  or  capucine, 
which  Is  the  French  name  for  that 
flower,  is  the  name  applied  to  the  new 
yellows  and  oranges  by  some  milliners. 
Others  still  call  them  leather  colors; 
and  yet,  a^ain,  they  are  called  copper 
shades.  Or  course,  tnere  might  be  some 
slight  difference  in  the  shades  of  yellow, 
but  in  the  main  they  are  our  old  friends, 
the  burnt  oranges,  which  almost  inva- 
riably come  to  us  at  the  beginning  of 
each  fall  season. 

It  is  a  whispered  fact  that  high  color- 
ing will  be  one  of  the  keynotes  of  style 


in  the  new  millinery.  These  will  be 
mainly  exploited  in  the  new  trimmings, 
particularly  In  the  new  ostrich  plumes 
and  tips,  in  the  coq  and  brackle  feath- 
ers, in  the  large  roses,  which  are  to  be 
the  flowers  par  excellence  of  the  winter 
season,  and  in  the  new  velvets.  This 
employment  of  high  colors  means  the 
Increasing  vogue  of  the  one-color 
scheme,  or  the  shaded  effect,  being  the 
combination  of  several  shades  of  the 
one  color  in  the  new  millinerj',  rather 
than  the  combination  of  several  oppo- 
site colors.  Thus  the  all  red,  blue,  green 
or  brown  hat  will  show  the  use  of  from 
three  to  five  shades  of  one  color,   these 


being  carried  out  in  the  material  of  the 
hat  and  Its  several  trimmings.  Never 
has  there  been  a  season  when  all  the 
millinery  materials  could  be  made  so 
well  to  serve  the  ends  of  fashion  in 
carrying  out  any  particular  style  idea 
than  Is  to  be  noted  today  in  this  ex- 
ploitation of  the  combination  of  several 
shades  of  one  color.  The  increasing 
tendency  toward  the  development  of  this 
shaded  combination  will  result  In  a 
woman  having  more  hats  If  she  Is  to 
be  distinctly  in  the  fashion  than  has 
been  the  case  in  some  seasons,  for  the 
colored  hat  must  correspond  with  the 
suit  or  costume  with  which  it  Is  worn.

He  saw  signs 
of  greatne.ss  in  Mrs.  Carter  wh?n  she 
was  obscure  iti  the  cast  of  "The  I'gly 
Duclcling,'  and  in  a  few  yeara  his  judg- 
ment was  proved  by  the  "arrival"  of 
Zaza.  Mr.  Belasco  has  been  careful  ni 
his  plans  for  widening  the  r-ange  of  War- 
field's  performances,  and  it  will  be  in  the 
new  play  that  the  actor  first  will  depart 
from  favorite  Hebrew  roles.  Just  what 
story  "The  Music  Master"  tells  has  not 
))een  revealed  in  full,  but  it  is  .said  War- 
field  will  play  an  Italian  of  the  Kast  Side. 
This  is  a  dLstinct  d.?parture  from  the 
Hebrew  type,  and  the  actor's  opcnmg 
performance  will  be  awaited  with  more 
interest  than  his  first  presentation  of 
"The  Auctioneer."  The  new  production 
will  be  th,.»  deciiling  test  of  the  playci  s 
adaptability.  Should  he  fail  as  the 
Italian  lix^  argument  will  be  made  that 
he  Is  a  "one-part"  actor.  But  Mr.  Bj- 
lasco  and  Mr.  Warfield  have  no  thought 
of  failure,  and  the  past  justifies  them  in 
optimism.

Everyone  visiting  Duluth  for  the  fiist 
time  during  the  warm  months  grows 
enthusiastic  over  the  manifold  advant- 
ages of  this  city  as  a  summer  resort. 
Outsiders  appear  to  appreciate  the 
climatic,  scenic  and  all  other  natural 
conditions  even  more  than  do  residents 
of  the  Zenith  City  themeslves.  Per- 
haps there  is  some  truth  to  the  .say- 
ing that  familiarity  breeds  contempt, 
lie  that  as  it  may,  the  fact  renianis 
that  local  people  are  very  apt  to  fmjjot 
to  what  extent  they  are  blessed  by 
nature,  until  some  non-iesident,  froin 
the  hot  and  dusty  regions  to  the  Eaat 
West  or  South,  comes  along  and  gets 
enraptured  over  the  beautiful  sccneiy 
hereabouts,  healthful  atmosphere,  ccol 
summer  weather  and  a  dozen  and  one 
other  local  advantages  which  are  to  be 
found    nowhere   else    in    the    country. 

Such  persons  happen  along  quite  fre- 
quently at  this  season  of  the  year  and 
though  all  of  them  are  pretty  certain  to 
express  their  pleasure  at  the  conditions 
existing  here,  few  think  of  puttins? 
these  thoughts  down  in  writing.  There- 
fore, J.  H.  Mason,  of  Kansas  City, 
Kansas,  who.se  entiiusiasm  would  al- 
low nothing  less  than  a  written  ex- 
pression, is  doubly  deserving  of  the 
thanks  of  residents  of  the  Zenith  City.

STANDPOINT. 

On  leaving  our  Southern  Kansas 
home  some  four  weeks  since  in  quest 
of  a  place  in  which  to  cool  off,  we, 
my  wife  and  I,  departed  from  th^ 
usual  custom  of  our  pecple  and  in- 
stead of  seeking  the  mountairks  of 
oClorado,  we  turned  our  faces  North- 
ward, having  concluded  to  see  what 
Northern  Minnesota  could  do  for  us. 
Arriving  at  Duluth  we  sought  direc- 
tions from  reliable  residents  as  to  a 
place  In  which  to  locate  and  were  ad- 
vised to  try   "The   Point." 

We  said;  "Where  is  The  Point/" 
and  what  is  "The  Point?"  We  were 
told  that  "The  Point"  is  a  narrow  is- 
land some  seven  miles  long,  lying  south 
of  the  city,  and  to  reach  which  w.? 
should  go  to  Booth's  dock  and  take  the 
free  ferry,  which  would  land  us  across 
the  bay  near  the  end  of  the  street  car 
line  on  "The  Point,"  where  we  should 
board  the  car  and  go  out  about  three 
miles,  to  Thirtieth  street  and  get  off 
and  by  searching  we  might  find  "quar- 
ters," but  our  friend  thought  it  doubt- 
ful, yet  notwithstanding  this.  Tie 
thought  the  chance  worth  the  effort 
as  we  would,  in  his  judgment  be  well 
rep)aid  if  we  succeeded. 

We  did  as  directed  and  after  a 
search  of  some  two  hours  or  more,  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  located  on  the  lake 
beach  about  midway  of  "The  Feint," 
where  we  have  a  full  view  of  the 
beach  each  way,  the  whole  length  of 
the  island  and  where  we  can  stand 
and  look  out  over  this  great  lake  and 
drink  in  with  every  breath  full  drafts 
of  this  pure,  invigorating,  life-giving 
atmosphere,  the  effect  of  which  is 
wonderful  upon  a  somewhat  worn  nerv- 
ous  system. 

We  are  very  much  pleased  to  find 
here  a  fine  class  of  people — a  people  In 
which  the  hoodlum  element  is  very  con- 
spicuous by  its  absence — a  clean  com- 
munity, which  is  doubtless  largely  at- 
tributed to  the  fact  that  no  one  is 
allowed  to  sell  intoxicating  Iquo/s  on 
this  island. 

There  is,  however,  one  lack,  which  we 


have    noticed    and    that    is    a    place    uf 
I  public  worship.      It  seems  that  no  such 
i  services  are  held  here.       We  asked  one 
'lady   about    this   matter   and   she   said- 
j  There    is    no    lel'gion    here.       I    was   a 
.  good  Methodist  before  coming  here  to 
I  live."       And   there    was   a  note   of  re- 
!  gret    in    the    voice.        The    same    lady 
j  said    later    that    "some    of    the    people 
j  go    over    to    the    city    to    church."

They  ^^ere  told  that  after  Ih  y 
had   enteied   that   good   land   and   were 
■  enjoying  its   blessings,   that    "when    ye 
have  eaten  and  are  full,  then   beware, 
lest  you  forget  the  Lord,   that  brouerht 
you  out   of  the  land  of  Egypt  and  out 
j  of  the  house  of  bondage."       If  we  are 
'  in   that    same    danger,   and    we    doubt- 
less are,  then  we  need  to  heed  the  same 
-warning.       This  Is   undoubtedly   one  of 
I  the  greatly  favored  spots  of  this  truly 
great    and    wonderful   land   of   ours;    a 
I  place   where   the   weary  can   come   and 
I  rest;    a    place    where    a     man      wh'jse 
I  breathing   is   so   difficult    that   life   is   « 
burden,    may    come    and    ftii   his    lungs 
with  pure  air,  with  ease  and  comfort, 
and  again  enjoy  the  great   blessing  of 
living.

A 
cloud  appears  abov*  ;the  horizciu  The 
air  is  oppressive,  plotia  leaf  on  shore 
IS  stirred  and  not  a  ripfce  on  the  water. 
The  cloud  rolls  on.  llashes  of  light- 
ning appear.  A  rolf  d^distant  thunder 
is  heard.  A  wind  passes  over  the  lake. 
She  cjuivers,  arouses  irom  her  slumb- 
ers, seems  to  yawijt  and  shake  off  the 
lethargy  in  which '  S'hd  has  b^jen  en- 
veloped. The  black  (Ckiud  rolls  on,  her- 
alded by  the  thunder's  roar,  and  its 
path  lighted  by  electricity.  Soon  the 
storm  king  in  all  his  lury  is  upon  her, 
arousing  her,  urging  her  on,  lashing, 
buffeting.  Indeed,  it  .yould  seem  that 
the  very  "Prince  oT  t'le  Power  of  the 
Air"  had  been  turned  loose  and  given 
fuU  sway  to  "hurt  the  earth  and  the 
sea."  Then  it  is  that  she  rises  in  the 
mighty  rage  of  her  fiorce  wrath,  and, 
contending  Avith  the  appalling  fury  of 
the  storm  king,  she  seems  to  seek  to 
outdo  him.  revelling  in  the  work  of  de- 
struction. Tlien  woe  to  the  hapless 
vessel  that  is  so  unfortunate  as  to 
come  within  range  of  her  mighty 
power.  Even  after  the  storm  has  gone 
by  she  continues  to  rage  for  hours, 
hurling  her  mighty  billows  against  the 
beach,  "terrible  as  an  army  with  ban- 
ners," as  though  in  the  fierceness  of 
her  anger  she  would  o^*  erride  and  gloat 
over  the  inoffensive  jshore,  and  thus 
gorge  her  insatiable  appetite  for  ven- 
geance. 

Here,  on  the  following  morning,  our 
driving  party  can  witness  such  a  fas- 
cinating display  of  power  and  gran- 
dure  as  is  rarely  seen  but  by  compara- 
tively few  people.  C>ur  party  will  be, 
practically,  during  the  whole  drive,  in 
full  view  of  all  vesseLs  either  entering 
or  leaving  the  ports  of  Duluth  and  Su- 
perior. Here  may  be  seen  many  kinds 
of  craft,  from  the  monster  steamer, 
with  its  10,000  tons  burden,  and  even 
more,  moving  silently  and  majestically 
along  and  creating  scarcely  a  ripple  on 
the  water,  to  the  fine  sailing  yacht  ana 
rowboat.  Also,  the  little  gasoline 
launch,  which  goes  huiTying  and  sput- 
tering past  the  grefit  steamer  as 
though  it  would  scomlully  say,  "Huh! 
you  are  too  slow  for  n  e.  I  have  the 
v.orld  on  my  shoulders  and  must  hurry 
to  deliver  it  at  its  deMination,"  when, 
at  the  same  time,  one -hundredth  part 
of  the  load  of  the  4)ig  steamer  would 
sink  the  poor  little  Jhirg  to  the  bot*oin, 
never  to  be  heard  of  more.  And  thus 
these  vesselsseem  to  iRustrate  to  the 
writer  the  different  ch;tracters  of  some 
men  he  has  known. 

But  why  attempt  to  describe  all  the 

beauties  of  this  wondctful  inland  sea, 
which  she  spreads  before  the  dwellers 
on  "The  Point,"  when  they  never  have 
been,  and  never  can  be  fully  described, 
for  the  reason  that  ?he  rarely,  if  ever, 
presents  two  pictures  which  are  ex- 
actly alike. 
This  party  would  also  be  in  full  view 

of  a  large  part  of  the  city  of  Duluth. 
In  the  evening  its  profusion  of  fine 
lights,  in  connection  vlih  those  along 
the  canal,  produce  a  very  beautiful 
effect.  Well,  so  much  "or  the  lake  side 
of  the  drive. 

On  the  other  hand,  they  will  be  pass- 
ing fine  groves  of  stately  young  pine?, 
and  also  other  trees  here  and  there, 
through  which  they  have  glimpses  and. 
in  many  places,  fine  views  of  the  more 
placid  waters  of  the  b.vy  beyond,  with 
its  many  sail  and  ro  v'xiats  filled  with 
young  people  in  holiday  attire:  and 
also  tho  bathers,  in  scant  attire,  all 
TircKlucing  a  very  anioiated  and  pic- 
turesque scene. 

We  have  thus  taken  a  little  inven- 
tory of  what  nature  has  done  here. 
Now  add  to  this,  fine  houses,  some  of 
which  are  already  here,  and  others 
v.ill  come,  yes  and  they  are  bound  io 
increasingly  continue  to  come:  These 
v.ill  Include  fine  la,wns,  tastefully  laid 
out,  with  plats  of  floAVers  and  plants 
here  and  there,  all  carefully  kept,  and 
fountains  galore,  for  there  is  no  lack 
of  water,  for,  of  coune.  the  city  will 
have  put  in  a  good  s:-stem  of  water- 
works and  sewerage  before  Ihat   time. 

Tho  writer  visited  a  park  only  a 
few  days  since  which  does  not  com- 
pare at  all  in  natural  :vdvantages  with 
this  island,  and  was  told  that  15,000 
people  visited  that  plac?  the  day  before.

It  was  a  fine  place,  but  it  was  made 
so.  Now,  if  the  city  ^vould  secure  all 
the  land  which  can  row  be  had  for 
park  purposes,  and  t'nen,  with  Lake 
avenue  a  good  boulevard,  let  the  city 
pains  here,  as  to  plat-s 
plants,  and  walks  and 
Paul  has,  with  «'omo 
park:  and  like  Minneajolls  has  done  at 
Lake  Harriett,  let  them  surround  this 
island  with  a  line  of  good  lights  to 
light  up  both  the  boulevard  and  the 
water  in  the  evenln.g.  and — well,  I  will 
rest  my  ca.se  right  her?,  for  I  am  sure 
th?t  an  unprejudiced  public  will  agree 
with  me,  that  with  ruch  improvements, 
"The  Point"  would  be  ;he  eoual  of  any 
summer  resort  in  this  country.

Its  beauty  is  in  its  wonderful  setting 

and  because  it  seeiViS  like  some  lonely 

mountain  torrent, — this  after  one  has 
left  its  mouth  half  a  mile.  The 
accompanying  illustrations  show  two 
of  the  waterfalls  on  this  stream.  Cme 
is  known  as  the  second  falls.  I  think 
that  the  picture  was  taken  som.e  hun- 
dred feet  above  the  stream  below,  to 
which  the  falls  drop:  and  that  the 
rocky  wall  opposite  rises  above  the 
opening  through  which  the  falls  pass, 
to  a  height  very  impressive,  since  it 
is   crowded    by   mighty    spruce. 

The  waterfall  in  the  other  illustra- 
tion is  a  farther  falls;  and  as  far  as  I 
know  has  been  seen  only  by  the  photo- 
grapher who  took  the  picture  of  :t 
one  morning  at  five  o'clock.  He  is 
anxious    to    hold    it    as   a    discovery. 

We  caught  many  a  brook  trout  on 
several  O'f  these  streams  when  oit"  on 
some  of  our  jaunts  that  lasted  the  day 
through.  Those  that  stayed  in  camp 
kept  the  fire  always  burning:  and 
would  have  supper  ready  on  our  re- 
turn. It  was  quick  work  for  each 
to  turn  cook,  and  clean  those  fish  and 
fry    them    in    flour. 

The  last  night  but  one  we  spent  sit- 
ting   late    around    the     bonfire.        We 


knew  that  the  next  and  last  night  was 
to  be  given  up  to  rest  that  we  might 
make  an  early  start  the  following 
morning.  And  when  we  did  attempt 
to  sleep  this  night  it  seemed  useless. 
I  woke  about  three  o'clock  in  the 
morning  hearing  noises  arcvmd  the 
fire.  When  I  went  out  I  discovered 
in  its  gypsy  light  three  ladies  of  our 
party  and  one  of  the  men.  The  girls 
had  their  hair  down,  and  one,  Myrna, 
was  robed  in  scarlet;  she,  with  the 
others,  created  an  effect  picturesque 
and  witch-like.  Nothing  approached 
the  realistic  till  we  lunched  en  dough- 
nuts and  bananas.  Forget  this  last 
sentence;  and  conjure  up  night,  with 
so  little  of  dawn  In  the  east  that  tbe 
moon  shone  there  a  very  silvery  thread. 
Far  over  the  quiet  lake  appeared  the 
lights  of  a  passing  steamer.  Such 
boats  are  ships  of  romance.  And  oh! 
—there  was  wafted  from  the  north 
such  a  fairy,  scented  breeze! 

But  all  the  charm  of  camping  drev.- 
to  a  close:  and  we  made  an  early 
start  cm  the  appointed  morning  for 
Grand  Marais,  that  we  ml.?ht  meet  the 
afternoon  boat  there.  In  that  Utile 
town  we  spent  several  hours — some  of 
the  time  in  going  through  the  well 
kept  lighthouse  with  the  keeper,  Mr. 
John  ,  W^oods. 

The  next  mc^rning  we  were  in  Du- 
luth: the  trip  was  a  thing  of  the  past; 
and  how  far  away  seemed  alerady 
that  Httle  frequented  spot,  that  desert- 
ed camp  of  ours!

A  generator  is  a  producer  of  electricity, 
and  a  motor  Is  a  consumer  of  the  same; 
and  it  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  freakissh 
traits  about  the  most  freakish  potfntial 
agent — electricity— that  the  generator  and 
I  motor  may  be  duplicate  machines,  identi- 
jcal  in  every  detail  of  construction,  and  can 
be  used  for  either  purpose,  says  the  Xew 
York  Pre.ss. 

An  electric  car  can  le  stopped  at  any 
point    on    tiie    road,    rained    clear    of    the 
track,   and    its   wheels   turned    rapidly    by  j 
any    available    method.      Its    molurs    then  1 
become  generatc^r.s  and  will  tlirow  a  pow-  j 
erful   electric  current  back   into   the  ton- 
ducting  wires,  instead  of  absorbing  it.  1 
Although    the   tecjinicaiities  surrounding  1 
electrical   industries   are   appalling  to  the  1 
average  man.    the   principle   of  producing  | 
the  current  and  adapting  its  energy  to  the  ; 
various  requirements  of  driving  machinery 
and  cars  and  of  creating  light  is  simple.  ] 
Take  a  small  rod  of  soft  iron,  wind  around  i 
it  a  number  of  turns  of  fine  insulated  cop-  ' 
per  wire  and  connect  the  end  of  the  wire 
to  the  two  plates  of  any  electric  lottery, 
and   you   have  a  tirimitive  electric   plant. 
Tne  little  rod  of  ircm  becomes  an  electro- 
magnet,   and   attracts   steel   or  iron   as   a 
common  horseshoe  magnet  does.    If  a  sec- 
ond rod  is  prepared  in  the  same  way  and 
placetl   opposite   the  first,   the  mutual   at- 
traction will  be  strong;   but  if  the  wires 
connecting    to    the    battery    be    changed 
abt>ut    the    direction    of      the    current    is 
changed,    and   the   magnets   repel   instead 
of  attracting  each  other. 

Suspend  them  so  that  they  can  move 
freelv  and  arrange  to  change  the  current 
reguiarlv  and  at  the  proper  times,  and 
these  rods  will  alternately  attract  and  re- 
pel each  other,  and  there  is  m(  tion  and 
power  in  an  infinitesimal  degree.  Techni- 
cally, it  is  a  power  plant,  consisting  of  a 
chemical  generator  connected  to  an  alter- 
nating current  motor. 

I'p  to  this  point  the  greatest  scientist 
knows  no  more  about  the  causes  of  this  | 
motion  than  any  man  who  is  able  to  read 
these  lines.  Why  the  chemical  hath  pro- 
duces the  electric  current,  what  the  cur- 
rent is  and  how  it  instanly  transforms 
the  iron  into  a  magnet  are  mysteries 
which  not  even  a  Faraday,  an  Edison  or  a 
Thcmscn  attempt  to  explain. 

For  manv    years   efforts   were   made   to 
obtain    motion    and    power    in    the    above 
manner  which  would  be  of  practical  use. 
Electro-magnets    of    large    size    were    ar- 
ranged in  groups,  similarly  to  the  spokes 
of  a  wheel,   to  revolve  rai>idly   past  each 
other;  but  the  large   consumption   of  ex- 
pensive  chemicals    is    the    batteries,    with 
a   correspondingly    insignificant   result   in 
power,    gave    no    encouragement    from    a 
commercial  point  of  view,  and  it  was  not 
,  until  the  discovery  that  the  batterv  could 
:  be  entirely  eliminated  that  the  possibilities 
!  of  electricity  as  a  factor  in  the  great  in- 
i  dustrial  world  appeared. 

Some  time  in  the  (iOs  Professor  Henry 
gave  his  little  son.  for  a  plaything,  one  of 
these  experimental  electro-magnetic  ma- 
chines which  had  been  discarded  as  use- 
less. No  battery  or  chemicals  accompanied 
the  gift,  so  the  little  chap  amused  himself 
bv  twirling  the  contrivance  "oy  hand. 
Tiring  of  this,  he  reached  out  for  other 
worlds,  and  surreptitiously  securing  a  gal- 
vanometer, one  of  the  little  instruments 
used  by  the  professor  for  mea.'suring  cur- 
rent, lie  hooked  on  the  wires  in  the  way 
he  had  .seen  his  father  attach  them,  and 
continued  his  twirling.  While  he  was  thus 
engaged  the  professor  arrived,  and  glanc- 


ing at  the  galvanometer.  wa5  astonished 
to  see  indications  of  an  electric  cuirent. 
Taking  a  hand  in  the  twirling,  he  found 
unmistakable  evitlence  that  by  rapidly  re- 
vc'lving  these  magnets  in  front  c^f  each 
otJier  jtJi  electric  current  of  considerable 
energy  was  produced  without  the  agency 
of  any  electric  battery.  The  true  genera- 
tor had  been  found,  and  the  dawn  of  the 
electrical  age,  with  all  its  marvelous 
wealth  of  scientific  and  commercial  ex- 
ploitation and  success.  ofK-ned. 

As  an  instance  of  the  scientific  phrase- 
ology wiiich  confronts  a  student  it  may  be 
noted  that  this  simple  discovery  by  .p.  play- 
ful boy  is  diagnosed  by  Faraday  as  the 
law  of  electro-magnetic  induction— tliat 
"the  electrical  pressure  generated  in  a  coil 
of  wire.  Ity  relative  motion  between  it  and 
a  magnetic  field,  is  directl.v  proportional  to 
the  rate  of  change  of  inter-linkings  ot 
turns  and  lines  of  force." 

"So,"  as  Mr.  Dooley  says,  "There  yez 
ar-re." 

Crude  and  clumsy  apparatus  was  (|Ui(kly 
designed  and  built,  and.  en  being  belted  to 
a  steam"  engine,  gave  an  amount  of  current 
which  no  instrument  then  in  use  could 
measure. 

These  early  generators  were  called  dyna- 
mos and  were  used  exclusively  to  pjoduce 
arc  lights.  A  few  years  later  tiie  discovery 
was  made  that  If  a  duplicate  generator 
was  carried  to  any  desired  distance  and 
connected  by  wires  to  the  first,  a  corre- 
sponding rotation  was  obtained.  The 
current  generated  in  the  first  machine 
went  over  the  wire  to  the  second  m.a- 
chine  and  operated  it.  This  was  another 
surprise. 

Tnat  its  value  was  instantly  appreciated 
is  shown  by  tiie  fact  that  in  Cleveland  in 
18S4,  without  waiting  to  build  new  ma- 
chines, two  Brush  arc  light  dynamcs 
which  had  dene  service  for  .several  years 
were  obtained.  One  was  connected  to  an 
engine  in  a  convenient  building,  the  other 
was  attached  to  tiie  axle  of  an  <  'd  horse 
car.  A  wire  was  strung  along  tliC  track 
and  the  first  electric  car  wa.s  commer- 
cially introduced,  and  electric  traction 
and  electric  power  were  before  a  wonder- 
ins  world. 

I'pon  tills  simple  principle  of  one  elec- 
tro-magnet passing  rapidly  before  another 
are  built  all  electric  light  dynamcs.  great 
pow<r  generators  and  motors  of  every 
description,  from  the  tiny  fan  motor  to 
the  great  1-00  horse-power  railroad 
motors. 

The  details  of  the  larger  machines  are 
most  complex,  and  the  heaviest  type  of 
scientific  and  mathematical  knowledge  has 
been  engaged  in  determining  the  most  effi- 
cient methods  of  winding  the  magnets  and 
designing  the  machines  to  produce  the 
quality  and  quantity  cf  current  required. 
For  lighting  purposes  a  current  of  moder- 
ate flow  but  very  high  intensity,  or  volt- 
age, is  needed;  for  power  purposes  a  cur- 
rent of  ample  Acpw  but  of  moderate  in- 
tensity is  desirable. 

Electrical  engines  are  meeting  all 
these  shades  of  requirements  with  marvel- 
ous skill  and  ingenuity,  but  underlying  it 
all  is  the  mystery  of  the  nature  of  the 
current.  They  can  evoke  the  giant,  can 
direct  its  energy  into  a  hundred  channels, 
can  control  it  with  masterpieces  of  scien- 
tific and  mechanical  achievement,  can  de- 
stroy It.  But  what  it  is  remains  tin- 
solved.     It  is  still  the  great  unknown!

JACK  DOYLE'S  RELEASE 

By  Philadelphia  Ends  Long 
and  Picturesque  Career. 

Chicago,  Aug.  27.— "The  release  of  Jack 
Dovle  bv  Philadelphia."  says  Fred  Pfeffer, 
"is"  probably  the  end  of  the  IMg  league 
career  of  one  of  the  greatest  all-round 
players  who  ever  wore  the  spikes.  Doyle's 
career  was  long  and  picturesque.  It  lasted 
through  fourteen  years  of  big  league  ball, 
and  was  always  marked  witli  vivid  colors. 
Through  his  later  years  Jack  lost  much 
of  his  old  skill  with  the  bat  and  speed  in 
Ijase-running,  but  he  never  lost  his  ability 
to  jabber  at  the  umpire. 

"Dovle  was  a  catcher  when  he  first  came 
into  fast  company,  and  was  with  Colum- 
bus in  the  old  American  a.ssociation.  Then 
he  went  to  Cleveland,  still  as  a  catcher. 
Cleveland  gave  him  to  New  York,  and  he 
afterward  plaved  with  Baltimore,  Wash- 
ington. Brooklyn,  Chicago  and  Philadel- 
phia, which  was  quite  a  circuit.  1  believe 
Jack's  liest  days  were  with  Baltimore, 
where  he  certainly  played  wonderful  ball. 

"Dovle  never  pretended  to  be  a  pitcher, 
but  out.side  of  that  position  he  could  play 
any  place  and  do  it  well.  He  was  a  quick 
and  skilled  first  ha.'^eman;  he  could  take 
care  of  second,  third  or  short  in  fine  fash- 
ion, and  he  was  an  excellent  outfielder. 
When  in  his  prime  he  was  always  good  for 
a  .3(>J  mark  at  the  bat,  and  there  were  few 
men  who  could,  steal  bases  as  he  did  right 
along.  He  was  always  either  an  intense 
favorite  or  a  target  for  the  bleacliers. 
They  either  loved  him  or  abhorred  him. 
There  was  nothing  half-way  about  Doyle 
—he  was  one  of  the  most  noted  of  play- 
ers, and  one  of  the  most  capable  in  every 
line."

Owners  of  the  better  clas:?  of 
horses  wih  have  the  usiial  overnight  $1000 
handicaps,  which  will  be  given  at  inter- 
vals  throughout   the   .sea.son. 

A  new  condition  of  the  new  California 
Jockev  club  provides  that  in  .stake  handi- 
caps the  minimum  weight  for  a  3-year-old 
shall  not  be  less  than  100  pounds,  while 
4-year-olds  and  upward  mu.st  not  carry 
less  than  105  pounds.

Younger  Blood  Needed  to 
rake  Places  of  Wan- 
ing Stars. 


It  is  very  evident  that  the  National 
league  clubs  of  the  second  division  are 
preparing  to  strengthen  next  sea-son  by 
securing  the  best  players  to  l>e  had  from 
the  minor  leagues  throughout  the  coun- 
try. The  Philadelphia,  Brooklyn  and 
Boston  clubs  esp»ciall.v  are  scouring  the 
country  for  young  players  and  they  are 
meeting  with  fair  success,  judging  from 
llK^  number  of  players  they  have  signed. 
However,  if  half  of  them,  or  even  a  quar- 
ter of  the  numbei,  turn  out  to  be  fast 
enough  for  major  league  company,  then 
tho  clubs  may  leel  that  their  efforts  have 
betMi  suc<;e.-!sful.  Since  the  raid  of  tlie 
American  league  on  some  of  the  be-t 
players  of  the  National  league,  which 
was  durin.sr  the  base  bail  war,  it  has  been 
necessary  for  tlie  teams  of  the  old  loagae 
to  build  up  with  youngsters.  The  Chicago 
club  started  building  three  years  ago  and 
has  been  very  sucissful.  Manager  Selee 
having  a  bunch  of  youngster.s  wlio  liave 
made  good,  and  who  promise  Ix^tter  re- 
sults later  on.  It  is  tiie  same  with  Cin- 
cinnati and  St.  Louis.  Brooklyn,  Phila- 
delphia and  Boston  were  too  slow  ia  be- 
ginning the  task  of  building  up  with 
yomig  blood  and  now  they  must  start  as 
Chicago  and  the  others  did  two  or  three 
years  ago. 

Th.e  American  league  teams  are  doing 
the  same  thing,  as  many  of  the  .-lar.s 
whom  tliey  secured  during  the  war  are 
beginning  to  lose  their  usefulnes.s  and 
younger  lilood  is  needed  to  take  thiir 
places.  Brooklyn  will  hav<>  a  V)ig  bunch 
of  youngsters,  .is  not  fewer  tlian  eight 
have  already  been  signed  and  President 
fib'oets  i.s.  still  scouring  the  country  for 
more.  Chicago  Jia-i  also  signed  a  number 
of  .voung  players,  going  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific  coast  in  the  search  for 
material.  The  only  Pacific  coast  player 
signed  is  Outfielder  Carney,  who  has  b.^en 
highly  recommended,  while  Schulte  in  the 
New  ork  league  is  the  outfielder  at  the 
other  end  of  the  line. 

President  Hart  is  still  looking  for 
promising  material  and  may  sign  more 
before  the  end  of  tlie  season.  Manager 
Hughey  LHifty.  of  Philadelphia,  luxs 
sigiied  six  so  far  and  Ls  looking  for  more. 
Cincinnati  is  not  losing  any  time,  iia\  ing 
Ted  Sullivan  out  on  a  hunt  for  young 
pla.vers  among  the  smaller  leagues.  The 
sai7ie  can  be  said  of  the  other  big  league 
clubs.  In  the  American  leagu<>  the  Chi- 
cago While  .So.\  have  a  number  of  play- 
ers farmed  out,  so  that  all  Charlie  Co- 
miskey  v. ill  have  to  do  is  to  "pull  the 
strins?."  He  lias  a  call  on  about  eight 
young  players,  two  of  whom  are  with 
Milwaukee.  Cleveland  also  has  string.-j 
out  for  at  least  .seven  players  and  the 
others  are   JiOt   far  behind. 

Next  season  will  find  the  big  league 
clubs  trying  out  more  ycungsters  tliaa 
ever  before,  and  many  of  them  will  come 
from  tlie  American  association.  Eighteen 
w<^re  taken  from  the  associatioJi  hist  .sea- 
son and  seventeen  or  them  made  good. 
Some  of  the  Eastern  league  and  Pacific 
coast  leaque  men  who  wcie  drafted  by 
the  National  and  American  1-jagu*!^  found 
their  way  to  the  American  ass^ociation, 
and  15C  (ioul.t  the  .same  order  will  pre- 
vail  again   next  year.

The  announcement  in  many  quarters 
during  ilie  |)icseni  base  ball  S'-a.'^o.i  that 
a  further  handicap  to  the  pitchers  would 
be  necessary  ne.vt  seasan  has  lirouglit  con- 
siderable opposition  from  the  leading 
pitchers  of  the  big  leagues,  ^especially  in 
the  National  league.  There  have  been 
various  propositions  by  which  the  pitch- 
ers might  be  handicapped,  such  as  re- 
ducing tho  number  of  callcKi  balls  to 
■three  instead  of  four,  and  also  to  length- 
en the  pitching  distance.  This  latter  sug- 
gestion does  not  meet  with  any  favor  at 
the  hands  of  most  pitchers,  although 
there  are  many  players  who  believe  that 
another  five  fw?l  would  not  stop  the 
effective  work  of  the  stars.  Another  sug- 
gestion, originating  from  Bob  I'nglaub, 
of  the  New  York  club,  is  that  the  number 
of  called  balls  be  reduced  to  three  and 
call  only  th^^  first  foul  ball  a  strike  in- 
stead of  the  fir.st  two  fouls,  as  now  in 
vogue.  Tile  latter  projMjsition  has  met 
with  considerable  favor,  but  the  one  most 
favored  and  which  seems  to  be  fair  to  all 
is  the  one  which  was  originated  a  year 
ag-o— that  is  to  reduce  the  number  of 
called  balls  to  three.  In  that  way  the 
pitcher  would  be  forced  to  put  the  ball 
over  the  plate,  as  he  could  not  afford  to 
take  chances  on  throwing  a  wide  one.  for 
by  so  doing  he  would  place  himself  in 
the  hole  and  the  batter  would  then  have 
all  the  best  of  it.  The  committee  on  rules 
can  well  afford  .o  consider  the  propo.'jed 
change  at  any  rate. 

AUTOMATIC  TYPEWRITER. 

It  Is  Only  Necessary  to  Talk 
to  It. 

Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Aug.  27.— Thomas  A. 
McCall,  of  thLs  city,  claims  wonders  for 
a  machine  which  he  has  just  perfected 
to  ids  satisfaction.  It  is  an  automatic 
typewriter,  run  by  electricity,  which, 
when  It  receives  impresc^ions  from 
the  sound  of  the  human  voice  will  record 
and  reproduce  them  in  printed  char.ic- 
ters  on  the  paper  in  the  typewriter.  The 
machine  is  capable  of  reproducing  ;'6iJ0 
.selected  words.  These  are  each  arranged 
on  separate  small  discs  which  connect 
with  the  proper  keys  of  the  writing  ma- 
chine. The  sound  of  a  word  communi- 
cates wiih  the  proper  disc,  and  is  thus 
transcribed  automatically.  The  words  se- 
lected are  those  in  most  general  use  but 
thei"^  can  be  varied  to  suit  all  require- 
metits.  The  machine  is  also  an  auto- 
matic translator.  The  sound  impressions 
in  CJerman  may  be  arranged  to  communi- 
cate with  their  English  equivalent,  or 
vice  versa,  and  the  instrument  may  bo 
adapted  to  usa  in  any  two  languages.  The 
inventor  has  applied  for  •pat/?nts.

Ryan  told  the  writer  not  .so  very  long 
ago  tliat  he  did  not  have  an  idea  that 
he  would  whip  Fitzsimmons  three  years 
ago  when  there  was  considerable  talk  of 
a  match  between  them.  "But  he  Is  my 
money  now,"  said  the  champion.  "1  havo 
hajd  a  long  and  weary  wait  for  him  to 
get  to  my  size  and  now  ho  Is  right 
where  I  want  him." 

Wliile  Fitzsimmons  is  being  dubbed  the. 
"grand  eld  man  of  the  ring'  it  would  be 
well  to  point  to  the  fistic  career  of  one 
Joseph  Youngs,  who  has  earned  much 
coin  and  fame  fighting  under  the  name 
of  Tommy  Ryan.  The  most  ancient  dope 
to  be  found  in  regard  to  Fitzsimmons 
dates  eighteen  years  back.  Now  Ryah 
is  only  34  years  of  age,  but  still  on.3  can 
find  in  the  records  where  he  enga^fed  In 
battle  eighteen  years  ago  and  he  lias  been 
fighting  steadiJy  ever  since,  it  Is  true 
that  he  has  earned  the  unenviable  sobri- 
quet of  "Easy  Money  T(»mmy"— a  title 
that  iK-longs  to  him  In  some  respect*— 
but  still  it  must  l>e  remembered  that  he 
has  been  taking  the  bitter  with  the  sweet. 
For  every  ten  suckers  that  he  assaulted 
he  picked  a  tough  one.  H.e  has  fougbt 
"Kid  "  McCoy,  Jack  Root,  Tommy  West, 
Jack  O'Brien  and  all  of  the  good  ones, 
and  all  of  them  outweighed  him  at  least 
ten  i>junds.  Ri.^ht  now,  after  ,elght'--€n 
years  in  the  ring,  he  Ls  as  good  as  ever— 
at  least  his  last  session  in  the  ring,  when 
he  walloi>ed  Jack  O'Brien  unmerciful. y, 
would   lead  one   to   believe   so. 

Rvan  has  always  been  at  a  disadvan- 
tage H<-  is  really  a  welter  weight,  but 
what  man  of  that  division  would  draw 
thirty  cents  with  him'.'  Some  will  .say 
Jo<'  Walcott.  Now  a.s  to  Walcott,  Ryan 
has  excellent  reasons  for  not  wanting  ^ 
mix  with  him.  In  the  first  place,  eve^i 
though  he  should  beat  the  Barbadoes 
black— and  it  would  be  almost  a  certain- 
ty—he would  get  no  credit  for  the  victory. 
The  old  gag  would  be  handed  out,  "«  al- 
cott  laid  down  again."  This  is  strictly 
straight  dope.  "Kid"  Carter  made  Wal- 
cott go  through  the  ropes  twice,  an« 
what  Rvan  did  to  the  "Brooklyn  >A  hirl- 
wind  "  was  a  shame.  He  gave  him  such 
a  beating  In  six  rounds  that  he  never 
recov^-red   from   the   shock. 

Ryan  ha-s  been  fighting  longer  thaji 
any  living  American  fighter,  and  right 
now  he  looks  as  dangerous  a-s  ever.

Aug.  27.— Like  the 
Veriest  amateur  in  the  prize  rintf.  Jack 
Munroe.  of  Butte.  Moat.,  went  down 
and  out  before  <l'hampion  James  J.  Jef- 
fries last  nig-ht  in  the  second  round. 
The  man  from  the  mining  "aisirict 
made  such  an  extremely  sorry  showing 
that  the  great  throng  in  Mechanics' 
pavilion  roundly  hooted  him  as  he  pro- 
tested to  Referee  Graney  against  the 
decision  that  had  been  given  in  favor 
of  Jeffries. 

The  two  gionts  had  not  been  In  the 
ring  two  minutes  when  it  was  foreseen 
that  the  aspirations  of  Muiiroe  would 
be  'luickly  disposed  of.  The  miner  was 
scared  and  av  kward.  and  Jeffries  in 
the  lirst  round  had  him  twice  on  the 
canvas  taking  the  count. 

Jtffries  directed  his  bombardment 
against  the  stomach  of  his  opjK>neut, 
and  each  shot  was  followed  by  a  blow 
on  the  jaw  that  s^nt  Munroe  to  his 
knees.  Jeffries  went  back  to  liis  corner 
after  the  opening  round  with  a  sneer 
and  a  laugh  on  his  swarthy  face,  while 
^luni'jes  seconds  busied  themselves 
"With  smelling  salts  and  restoratives. 
AVhen  the  two  came  together  for  the 
second  round  the  laugh  on  the  '  hani- 
pion's  visage  changed  to  a  Ixvk  of  de- 
tei-mination  that  boded  ill  to  the  miner. 

Furty-five  seconds  after  the  gong 
sounded  for  the  second  round  Munroe 
\\as  lying  on  the  floor  a  bloody,  bruised 
mr.3s  of  humanity,  with  Jeffries  stand- 
ing over  him,  ready  if  necessary,  to  put 
the  quietus  on  the  championship  ambi- 
tions  of  his  adversary. 

The  miner  was  too  dazed  to  rise  to 
his  feet,  and  the  timekeeper  counted 
him  out,  but  the  husky  man  fDm 
Fouthern  California  did  not  understand 
that  the  victory  was  already  his,  nor 
could  Munroe  realize  that  his  pugilistic 
star  had  so  early  set.  and  the  two  men,

I     His      seconds      immediately      began 

■  working    on    him    to   freshen    him,    and 

I  when  he  came  to  realize  that  the  fight 

had    gone   Jlgainst    him    he    arose    and, 

gomg   over   to   Referee   Graney,    began 

to  protest. 

The  huge  crowd  understood  from  his 
protesting  gesticulations,  the  purport 
of  his  talk  to  Graney.  and  a  mighty 
volume  of  jeering  and  hissing  evi- 
denced the  sentiment  of  the  spectators, 
many  of  whom  had  pla^-ed  money  on 
the  miner  that  he  would  stay  at  least 
double  the  number  of  rounds  before  the 
champion.  From  the  time  the  bell 
rang  for  the  commencement  of  the 
buttle  to  the  time  that  the  count  of  tea 
had  been  uttered  against  Munroe.  only 
four  minutes  and  forty-tive  seconds 
had  elapsed. 

The  fight  demonstrated,  if  nothing 
else,  that  the  world  has  yet  to  produce 
a  pugilist  who  will  displace  James  J. 
Jeffries  as  champion  of  the  world. 

A  great  throng  witnes.sed  the  contes-t. 
Estimates  of  the  number  in  attend- 
ance range  from  7000  to  9000.  and  it 
IS  believed  that  the  gate  receipts  will 
approximate  $35,000. 

The  miner's  showing  was  a  disap- 
pointment to  those  who  had  confidence 
that  he  would  at  least  repeat,  in  some 
degree,  his  performnnce  in  Butte,  when 
Jeffries  failed  to  put  him  out  in  four 
rounds.  The  first  few  moments  of  the 
oi>ening  round  he  made  some  show  of 
aggressiveness,  but  that  he  was  thor- 
oughly scared  was  evident  from  the 
manner  in  which  he  broke  ground  and

Miiiion.s  of  men  and  a  few  women  have 
attended  boxing  contests,  and  poets  have 
•written  lines  uf  ver.se  concerning  the  his- 
toric prize  ring  struggieij,  but  few  ever 
hear  or  can  tell  of  the  scenes  tliat  follow 
the  downfall  of  a  hero  of  the  roped  arena, 
says  the  Philadelphia  North  American. 

When  the  shouting  throngs  slowly  wend 
their  way  from  the  ring  side  ami  a  beaten 
eiar  is  led  tenderly  from  the  ring  to  the 
diiigv  partKioued  space  called  a  dressing 
rooin.  scones  follow  that  would  bring 
teurs  to  the  eyes  of  the  stout-hearted. 
Thev  are  truly  scenes  of  heart  interest 
thai  occur  in  the  fighters'  room  after  a 
h^rd-fought  battle   is   lost. 

Si:i'  e  the  late  lamented  Xonpareil.  Jack 
Detiii»ey.  went  down  to  defeat  before  the 
Biipfiior  .skill  of  Bob  Fiiz.-immons.  and 
the  trumpeters  of  the  prize  ring  heralded 
the  coming  of  a  new  wonder  in  tlie  freak- 
ish Antipodean,  worlds  championships 
have  changed  almost  with  the  .seasons. 

It  was  in  H'Jl  tliat  Fitzsimmons,  a  vir- 
tual unknown,  battered  down  the  seem- 
Inglv  invincible  Dempsey.  and  really 
broke  his  heart.  To  this  day  the  pathetic 
B-eiu's  that  to-)k  place  in  the  lo.ser's  ilress- 
Ing  room  at  New  Orleans  are  tenderly,  if 
not  farfully.  discn.^.sed  by  the  fight  lover 
of  tho.se  gone-by  days. 

Poor  Dempsey  was  the  pride  of  all 
Am<Ti<an  sport.^men.  He  had  thrown 
aside  the  coopers  tools  to  take  up  pugil- 
i.sm.  ,    _ 

A  i4entleman  and  a  .sohol.ir.  Jack  Demp- 
sey mingled  with  all  classes  and  endeared 
him-;*  ir  to  the  lover  of  the  mill.  His  vic- 
torif>  were  clean  cut.  and  it  .seemed  that 
the  man  could  never  be  born  who  could 
■wrest  from  him  his  championship  honors. 

Fut  he  w;is  a  mere  plaything  in  the 
h^nus  of  the  lanky  one.  who  frequently 
begi?»d  him  to  give  up  a  hopeless  battle 
an<l  only  knocked  him  out  when  to  pun- 
ish him  further  would  be  brutal.  That 
victorv  was  the  making  of  Fitzsimmons, 
on'^  of  the  mo.st  remarkable  figures  in  the 
world   of  athletics. 

Following  the  defeat  of  Demp.sey  came 
the  second  of  the  thunderbolts  to  Ameri- 
can prize  ring  men— the  sensati'mal  vic- 
torv of  Corbett  over  the  mighty  Sullivan, 
wliioh  brought  about  the  downfall  of  the 
sei'ond  of  the  "Three  .\merican  Jacks" 
and  opened  up  a  new  arena  in  the  fight- 
ing buslne.ss. 

Th^re  was  a  great  contrast  in  the  ac- 
tion.s  of  Dempsey  and  Sullivan  after  the 
reft  r.-e  had  counted  the  fatal  ten  seconds. 
Tlie  former  cried  as  If  his  heart  would 
break,  and  his  closest  friends  could  not 
con.sole  him.  Dempsey's  defeat  was  his 
ruination.  He  went  into  rapid  decline  and 
died  of  what  the  plivr^lcians  pronounced  a 
broken  h'^art.  He  worried  ««o  that  he  be- 
came a  phy.sical  wreck  and  at  hl.s  death 
w«s  w.   obj.'f-t  of  charity. 

With  Sullivnn  it  was  different.  "Hard 
lines,  boys."  he  said  to  the  few  old  friends 
•who  .gained  admission  to  his  quarters, 
••hut  I  am  glad  the  championship  was 
•won  bv  an  Ameriean."  Calling  for  a 
b'.ttle  ./  wine.  Sullivan  partook  freely  of 
the  .sizzling  hubbies  and  soon  forgot  his 
troubles. 

It  was  just  like  Sullivan.  He  afterward 
r'-'murked:  '•\Vhafs  the  use  of  crying 
ovr  spilled  milk.  I  did  the  same  thing 
to  many  a  good  fellow,  but  it's  all  In  the 
p.Tnie." 

Puliivan  had  held  the  f^hamolonship  for 
twelve  vears.  A  dozen  years  have  pas.sed 
since  Corbett   beat   down   the  bulky  Boa- 


lonian,  and  in  that  time  theie  have  been 
three  heavywelglit  champions,  namely, 
Corbett.    Fitzsimmons    and    Jeffries. 

No  man  ever  took  defeat  so  hard  as  did 
Corbett  when  I^anky  Bob  handed  him  that 
sclar  plexus  blow  at  Carson  City.  After 
gaining  his  feet  he  raved  like  a  madman 
and  tried  to  a.ssault  Fitzsimmons  and 
everyone  within  reach.  After  going  to 
his  dressing  room  lie  was  like  a  caged 
tiger  and  refused  to  be  comforted.  He 
paced  up  and  down  the  little  room  long 
after  Fitzsimmons  and  his  party  and 
most  of  the  spectators  had  left  the  arena. 
He  calmed  down  and  began  to  cry.  Be- 
tween sobs  he  could  be  heard  to  say: 
••Well.  1  lost,  but  1  am  the  better  man. 
Fitz  must  fight  me  again.  He  Is  not  the 
champion." 

After  a  long  season  of  triumphs.  Fitz- 
simmons himself  tasted  of  the  bitter  pill 
of  defeat.  At  Coney  Island  the  Australian 
had  his  laurels  wrested  from  him  by  the 
giant  Jeffrios.  He  took  his  defeat  man- 
fully, ev^eu  though  he  did  shed  a  few  tears 
and  appeared  to  be  in  a  stupor.  Still, 
many  who  saw  the  veteran  at  Coney 
Island  after  he  left  the  ring  a  fallen 
champion,  were  compelled  to  turn  away. 

The  late  Rose  Julian,  the  lighter's  wife, 
who  cheered  him  on  to  victory  at  Cnrsoii 
City,  was  present  and  looked  after  his 
want.'^  before  and  after  the  lifaht.  Sae 
cried  bitterly,  and  at  one  tmie  her  emo- 
tions gi^t  the  better  of  her  and  sh^  wa^ited 
to  strike  her  husbands  conaueror.  Fitz- 
simmons had  notlilng  to  say  and  gave 
Jeffries  all  the  credit  due  him  for  the  vic- 
tory. 

The  defeat  of  the  little  colored  wonder. 
George  Dixon,  by  Terry  McGovern  fur- 
nished one  of  the  most  pathetic  scenes  in 
the  antials  of  pugilism.  Battered  almost 
beyond  recognition,  the  bronzed  fighter 
from  Boston,  who  held  the  championsnin 
against  the  world's  greatest  lighting  men 
In  his  class  for  more  than  thirteen  vears. 
was  almost  carried  to  a  waiting  hack  and 
removed  to  the  Hotel  Delavan.  owned  by 
his  manager,  Tom  O'Rourke.  He  simply 
could  not  be  comforted  and  refused  to 
t  talk. 

I  His  cries  were  piteous,  and  there  was 
I  not  a  dry  eye  among  the  friends  who  filled 
:  the  hotel  room.  Dixon  was  placed  In  bed. 
;  and.  covering  his  head  with  the  pillows,  he 
wept  for  hours,  refusing  t<>  take  consola- 
;  tion  in  the  fact  that  his  friends  still  stuck 
I  by  him. 

•■()h.  It's  too  bad,"  he  moaned.  "I 
I  should  have  known  better.  Here  I  am 
I  after  my  long  career  as  a  fighter,  and  I 
!  have  not  got  a  penny."  He  was  assured 
that  his  friends  would  caie  for  him,  but 
I  this  only  added  to  his  .-sorrows. 

A  well-known  newspaper  artist  who  was 
!  In  the  li>>te|  was  sent  for.  It  was  thought 
that  owing  to  his  friendship  for  the  little 
i  fighter  he  might  be  the  means  of  cheering 
I  Dixon.  When  he  looked  into  the  room  he 
!  ran  out.  with  the  remark  that  he  could 
'  not  stand  to  see  the  sorrowful  sight. 
I  Frank  Erne  wept  like  a  child  when  Ter- 
'  rv  McGovern  knocked  him  out  at  Madi- 
'  son  Sonare  Garden.  He  was  an  artist 
'  with  the  glrvves,  and  it  was  thought  he 
would  easily  defeat  the  Brooklyn  boy.  but 
I  was  like  a  novice  before  the  rushes  of  his 
I  anta ironist. 

i  When  Terry  McGovern  was  knocked 
,  out  at  Hartford  by  Young  Corbett,  he.  too, 
1  cried,  but  it  was  anger  that  brought  the 
'  tears.  Terrv  cursed  his  luck,  and,  claim- 
ing that  the  victory  of  the  Denver  boy 
I  was  a  chance  one.  would  not  listen  to  the 
1  comforting  words  of  his  friends.  He 
chased  Corbett  from  city  to  city  and  fre- 


quently roundly  abused  his  conqueror. 
Finally  he  got  the  return  match  which 
he  sought,  and  that  Corbett  won  again 
is  well  known. 

Little  Danny  Dougherty,  the  bantam- 
weight, wlio  is  the  only  Philadelphian  who 
ever  held  a  fistic  championship,  took  his 
defeat  by  Harrv  Forbes  very  much  to 
liL-art.  When  the  Chicago  boy  knocked 
Dougherty  out,  the  latter  cried  piteously, 
and  even  Forbes  was  moved  to  tears  at 
the  sight  of  his  late  foe. 

Forbes,  shortly  after  gaining  the  cham- 
pionship, lost  It  to  Frankie  Neil  at  San 
Franci.sco,  but  took  his  defeat  good  na- 
turedly,  claiming  that  it  was  a  chance 
blow  and  that  ho  was  the  victim  of  a  dis- 
honest referee.

His  time  by  quarters  was:  quar- 
ter, 2994:  half,  59;  three-quarters,  l:2il%; 
mile.    1:5934. 

In  the  2:00  pacing  class.  Cheery  Lass 
was  the  choice.  She  lost  the  second  heat 
bv  breaking,  but  won  the  others. 

Mazetto  was  strongly  backed  to  take 
the  2:<}9  trotting  event  l)ut  was  badly 
off  form  and  landed  outside  the  purse.

St.  Louis,  Aug.  27.— The  entry  Hat  for  the 
Marathon  race  to  be  competed  at  the 
Olympic  games  Aug.  30.  Is  the  best  that 
has  ever  been  received  for  a  similar  race, 
either  at  Paris  or  Athens.  Thirty-two 
joung  men,  representatives  of  many  na- 
tions, will  compete  for  the  laurel  crown 
of  victory,  emblematic  of  the  Olympic 
Chamnionshlp  of  tlie  world. 

Naturally  the  United  States  leads  all 
other  countries  in  the  matter  of  entries, 
but  by  no  means  does  it  lead  all  in  qual- 
ity. Never  since  the  renewal  of  tnese 
games  has  there  been  such  an  open  race, 
for  today  It  ai)pears  as  if  the  race  lx;longs 
to  any  man.  Amerlcai  s  who  will  com- 
pete have  the  advantage  over  the  ma- 
ojrity  of  their  foreign  rivals,  in  that 
nearly  three-fourths  of  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Stars  and  Stripes  have  com- 
peted in  a  Marathon  race.  The  countries 
represented  are  F/ance.  Cuba,  the  Phllip- 
pine.s.  Cape  Colony,  South  Africa,  Zulu- 
land.  South  Africa;  Ireland,  Greece  and 
America. 

From    a    historical       and       sentimental 
standpoint  the  entries  of  the  Grecians  are 
of   particular  Interest,    for  it  was  a  Gre- 
I  cian  soldier  who   made  the  name  of  this 
i  '.ace  famous,  and  it  was  at  Athens  in  lS9'j

course,  and  said: 

'All  I  can  say  is  that  I  am  surprised 
at  the  speedy  victory.  It  was  that 
left  hook  to  the  jaw  in  the  first  round 
that  did  the  work.  I  guess  he  feit  a 
few  of  those  body  blows  also.  This  fel 
low  is  not  in  Corbett's  or  Fitzsim- 
mons' class.

There  was  actually  nothing 
to  this   fight.* 

So  utterly  crestfallen  was  Munroe 
over  his  crushing  defeat  that  he 
begged  to  be  hurriedly  taken  away 
from  his  dressing  room  and  he  waa 
quickly  taken  out  of  the  building. 
When  asked  for  a  statement  concern- 
ing the  fight,  he  refused  to  be  inter- 
viewed, saying  that  he  had  nothing 
to  say. 

Referee  Graney  stated  after  the 
fight: 

••Jeffries  is  the  greatest  fighter  that 
ever  entered  the  ring  and  tonight  he 
put  up  the  best  fight  that  I  have  ever 
seen.  I  don't  know  where  they  are  go- 
ing to  find  a  man  to  beat  him." 

Graney  was  asked  about  the  incident 
in  the  ring  following  his  decision  and 
said: 

•Munroe  came  to  me  in  rather  a 
threatening  manner  and  asked  why  I 
called  off  the  fight.  His  question  was 
so  absurd  that  I  could  not  prevent 
myself  from  laughing  at  the  man,  and 
told  him  that  there  was  no  calling  oft 
of  the  fight,  'you  are  put  out.'  That 
is  all  there  is   to  it." 

Billy  Delaney,  chief  trainer  of  Jef- 
fries, was  highly  pleased  at  the  show- 
ing made  by  the  champion.      He  said: 

"Of  course,  I  was  greatly  surprised. 
I  expected  the  fellow  to  put  up  a  bet- 
ter fight.  The  only  question  now  is, 
who  next?*  So  far  as  I  am  concerned, 
I  would  be  pleased  if  Jeffries  would 
step  out  of  the  ring  for  good.  Before 
they  can  bring  up  another  man  to 
fight  him,  who  will  be  capable  of 
making  some  kind  of  a  showing  before 
him,  two  or  more  years  may  pass. 
Now,  two  years  of  idleness  will  spoil 
any  'man  and  in  the  event  that  Jef- 
fries has  to  wait  that  long,  I  shall  ad- 
vise him  never  to  fight  again.

When  a  ba.se  ball  umpire  makes  a  bad 
decision  which  affects  the  result  of,  or 
actually  decides,  a  clo.se  game,  the  play- 
ers who  lose  and  the  spectators,  too,  if 
It  Is  a  defeat  for  the  home  team,  are 
unanimous  in  the  cry  of  •robbery."  The 
umpire  is  called  names  of  which  •■tliief" 
is  the  most  respectable  and  gentle,  and 
.sometimes  ho  is  actually  mobbed.  Many 
times  wlien  ihe  umpire  is  blamed  for  a 
defeat  it  was  not  his  fault  at  all.  The 
majority  of  the  cl.«o  decisions  which 
are  disputed  are  given  correctly  by  tlie 
average  umpire,  but  these  remarks  con- 
cern cases  where  umpires  make  actually 
incM>rrect  decisions.  It  is  one  of  the 
mysteries  of  human  nature  why  the  um- 
pire is  of  necessity  treat-sd  as  a  personal 
and  collective  enemy  by  the  players  and 
the  public.  It  often  happens  that  a  play- 
er ir.ake.s .  an  error  which  brings  defeat 
on  the  home  club— much  more  often  than 
it  can  be  laid  to  the  umpire,  yet  no  one 
ever  saw  the  players  of  a  club  surround 
and  yap  at  the  fielder  whose  error  lost 
a  game,  nor  yet  has  a  home  crowd  ever 
threatened  to  mob  the  maker  of  such  a 
costlv  error.  It  would  be  considered 
highly  unsitortsmanlike  for  either  players 
or  spectators  to  maltreat  a  player  who 
brought  defeat  on  his  side.  Why  is  it 
any  leas  unsportsmanlike  to  l>erate  an 
umpire  for  the  .same  thing?  Take  the 
major  league  umi)ires  of  today,  as  a  rule, 
and  no  player  on  any  team  tries  harder 
to  do  his  work  i)erfectly  than  do  the 
men  who  liandle  the  indicators.  Including 
the  calling  of  balls  and  strikes,  an  um- 
pire in  every  game  ha-s  more  •chances" 
to  make  errors  than  all  the  rest  of  the 
players  put  together.  If  a  shortstop  haa 
a  busy  day  and  misses  one  out  of  a 
dozen  or  fifteen  chances,  he  is  excused 
even  if  the  mistake  lost  the  game.  If  an 
umniro  makes  one  raLstake  out  of  150  he 
is  'rotten*'  and  many  worse  things  in 
the  minds  of  the  fanaUcs.  This  is  :in 
entirely  distorted  view  of  things  and  an 
honest,  imi>artial  umpire  is  entitled  to 
as  much  consideration  as  a  hard  working 
player.  If  the  jjlayer  is  Incapable  he  Is 
not  kept  In  the  game  longer  than  is 
necessary  to  find  a  better  man  for  his 
place.  The  same  Is  true  of  an  umpire. 
But  there  are  a  lot  more  gOi>d  players 
than  there  are  umpires,  good,  bad,  or  In- 
different, consequently  the  ta.sk  of  re- 
placing an  incapable  umpire  is  a  difficult 
one.  There  Is.  however,  one  official  la 
the  major  league  ranks  who  Is  not  en- 
titled to  anv  consideration  from  public  or 
players  either,  and  for  the  simple  reason 
that  he  has  no  consideration  for  either 
players  or  spectators.  The  one  exception 
to  the  rule  is  O'Loughlin,  who  ought  to 
be  one  of  the  best  umpires  in  the  game 
on  natural  abili  y.  He  has  come  to  con- 
sider his  own  dignity  ail  Important  and 
pays  more  attention  to  upholding  that 
than  to  his  decisions.

Waiting  For  Long  Prom- 
ised Line  of  Railway      § 
From  Duluth.  a 

One  of  the  rtourishint?  and  n.rst  prom- 
ising towns  en  the  United  Stales  side 
of  the  Canadian  Northern  road  is  War- 
road.  Minn.,  a  growing  town  that  is 
popularly  called  the  "Minnepota  Gate- 
way to  c'anfida."'  It  is  situated  on  the 
east  side  of  the  Warroad  river,  .and 
with  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  on  tht 
north. 

Ongrcssman  Halvor  Pteener.^on  of 
Crookston.  in  whose  district  the  town 
is  located,  was  in  Duluth  at  the  same 
time  as*  the  congressional  committee  on 
rivers  and  harbors,  having  returned 
from  a  trip  to  Warroad  and  other 
points.  He  claim?  there  is  more  tratfic 
at  that  place  than  is  generally  under- 
stettl  at  this  distance.  While  here  Mr. 
Steenerson  said  there  are  sixty  steam- 
ers on  the  Lake  of  the  Woo<is.  besides 
the  pleasure  craft,  and  that  a  new 
steamer  is  now  being  built  at  War- 
road. 

Warroad  boasts  a  larg*^  grain  ele- 
vator, three  tine  hotels,  tv.o  churches, 
one  a  Baptist  and  the  other  a  Tathnlics 
two  butcher  shops,  four  general  stores, 
a  hardware  store,  a  restaurant,  besides 
numerou.s  other  business  places.  Sev- 
eral business  blocks  and  a  number  of 
fine  residences  are  being  erected. 
Among  the  residences  going  up  are 
those  of  C.  A.  Moody,  United  States 
deputv  collector  of  customs,  lo  cost 
J6t;00,  and  to  have  all  the  furnishings 
and  modern  improvements  possible  for 
a  place  like  Warroatl.  and  that  Albert 
Uerg,  former  secretary  of  state,  just 
across  the  river,  and  costing  $.'»000. 

The  citizens  of  Warroad  claim  that 
the  place  has  a  great  future  before  It. 
The  business  houses  deal  largely  with 
Duluth  wholesale  houses,  also  with 
other   American    towns    along    the    line

of  the  railroad.  The  people  there  art 
said  to  bi^  anxiously  waiting  for  a  long 
premised  line  oi  railway  Irom  Duluth 
to  coimect  with  the  Canadian  North- 
ern, and  which  wiH  give  them  direct 
connection  with  this  city  for  all  their 
supplies.  They  urge  that  the  business 
interests  of  Duluth  push  the  matter 
btfore  the  Twin  Cities,  take  the  mat- 
ter up.  and  go  after  the  trade,  which 
they  feel  should  come  to  the  head  of 
the   lakes. 

The  statistics  which  have  been  com- 
piled from  the  custom  house  reports 
snov.ing  the  business  of  Warroad  give 
the  total  imports  in  1903  as  5,509,436 
pounds,  as  compared  with  oOS,43i) 
pounds  in  l&dO.  This  does  not  include 
railroad  construction  material.  The 
freight  receipts  of  the  port  on  imports 
onlv  totaled  $19,441.87  in  li»03,  as  com- 
pared with  $3669.31  in  1900.  Tiie  total 
exi;>orts  in  1903  were  19.95)S,705  pounds, 
the  ticket  sales  $5911.70  in  1903,  as  com- 
pared with  exports  of  2.431.Zo5  pounds 
and  ticket  sales  of  $1381.25  in  1900.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  am  cunt  of  business 
for  1904  will  be  doubled  over  that  of  last 
year.  Complaint  is  being  made  by 
the  interests  there  of  the  long  haul  of 
thetr  freight  from  Duluth,  via  Winni- 
peg.

Many  of  the  older  resi- 
dents of  Duluth  will  remember  the  little 
city  as  it  appeared  when  the  rich  iron 
mines  wero  first  opening  up.  A  little 
frame   hotel,    a   saloon    or    two    and    a 


.  general  store  almig  v.ith  half  a  dozen 

'shacks  comprised  the  village  which  has 

since    become    one   of    the   largest    and 

most   thriving  of  the  many  prosperous 

lev*  ns  on   the   ranges. 

The   birth    of   the   town    of   Ely    was 
occasioned  by  the  discovery  and  open- 
ing  up  of  the  famous  Chandler  mine, 
the  second  oldest  property  on  the  ^  er-  j 
milion   range,   which  commenced   ship-  , 
ping  in  1888.       The  following  year  tl»e  I 


Pioneer  mine  commenced  shipping  and 
from  then  until  the  bursting  of  the 
boom  Ely  grew  and  thrived  like  the 
typical   Western   city. 

It  is  now  one  of  the  most  substantial 
towns  in  Northern  Minnesota,  and  few 
would  recognize  in  the  backwoods 
settlement  of  log  shacks  shown  in  the 
above  picture,  the  thriving  little  city 
of  nearly  5000  people,  which  bears  the 
name  of  Ely  today.

Trade  Improves  Some  what 

on  a  Better  Crop 

Outlook. 

New  York.  Aug.  27.— R.  G.  Dun  &  Co.'s 

weekly    Revi«  w    ot    Trade    says:      Trade 

has    improved    somewhat,    chiefly    bcause 

of  better  crop  respects  and  the  fact  that 

last   week's   variations  in   prices  of  steel 

products  failed  to  demoralize  that  in- 
dustry. The  industrial  atmosphere  is 
still  "disturbed  by  labor  controversies, 
however,  and  it  will  t>e  impossible  to 
fully  restore  national  prosperity  until 
the     proportion      of      voluntarily     imem- 

£  loved  wage  earners  is  greatly  reduced, 
ijspatches  from  leading  cities  indicate 
Irregular  conditions,  but  there  is  in- 
creasing confidence  in  the  future.  Pros- 
pects are  considered  bright  on  the  Paci- 
fic coast,  because  of  the  high  prices 
paid  for  farm  products.  Foreign  com- 
merce at  this  port  for  the  last  week  was 
unfavorable,  exports  showing  a  loss  of 
$l,(J91.9u5.  as  compared  with  the  same 
»veek   last   year,   while  imports  decreased 


$.3.2t;7,773.  Price  uncertainty  still  dom- 
inates the  steel  and  iron  market.  Var- 
ious iiroductions  fire  placed  on  recent  re- 
duction, but  whatver  the  injury  may  have 
been,  the  result  has  certainly  militated 
against  recovery  at  a  most  eritical  time, 
and  til'?  hope  that  still  more  attractive 
(piotations  may  prevail  causes  postpone- 
ment in  placing  contracts.  While  bus- 
iness is  deeidtdly  quiet  on  the  whole, 
contracts  have  bten  placed  covering  a 
large  tonnage,  which  leads  to  avert  the 
threatened  demoralization.  New  busi- 
ness is  reported  in  steel  rails  for  both 
domestic  and  foreign  account.  Struct- 
ural steel  feels  the  effect  of  labor  con- 
troversies in  the  building  trades,  but  there 
is  encouragement  in  large  purchases  for 
railway  bridge  and  elevated  roads.  The 
pig  iron  outlook  has  been  lirightened  l)y 
the  restoration  of  several  blast  furnaces 
to  the  active  list  and  southern  producers 
have  been  compelled  to  purchase  large 
quantities  of  coke  on  account  of  the  bi- 
tuminous coal  strike,  which  has  proved 
more  stubborn  than  expected.  Instead 
of  increased  activity  with  th"  proximltv 
of  abundant  raw  material,  cotton  goods 
experienced  a  further  curtailment.  Re- 
vival of  speculation  and  high  prices  for 
raw  cotton  are  responsible.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  loeate  the  exact  extent  of  the 
advance  except  .on  port  trade,  because 
^o  little  actual  domestic  busienss  has  oc- 
curred. Recent  reductions  on  standard 
bleached  goods  had  the  desired  effect  of 
clearing  up  stocks  and  former  quotations 
have  bten  restored.  Activity  has  con- 
tinued in  jobVdng  circles  owing  to  the 
presence  of  numerous  out-of-town  re- 
tail buyers,  but  this  business  has  had 
no  appreciab  J  effect  on  the  primarv  mar- 
ket. In  the  other  prominent  textile  in- 
dustries   the    mills    are    fairly    active. 


Bc'ot  and  shoe  shops  of  New  England 
have  received  sufficient  additional  fall 
contracts  to  give  practical  assurance  of 
activity  well  into  October.  Liberal  pur- 
chases by  prominent  interests  gave  an 
additional  sarength  to  the  hide  market, 
but  trade  in  foreign  dry  hides  is  restrict- 
I  ed    by    limited    receipts. 

I  Sales  of  sole  leather  are  of  moderate 
i  proportions,  a  firm  tone  prevailing  be- 
i  cause  of  small  production. 
1  Failures  this  week  numbered  205  in  the 
i  United  States,  against  170  last  year,  and 
Canada  thirty,  compared  with  thirty- 
three   a   year  ago.

Its 
central  figure  is  a  young  architect,  lit 
had  served  long  with  an  establishe<l 
firm,  and  had  bfen  advanced  with  fair 
rapidity  until  oons  of  the  firm's  mem- 
bers became  of  age  and  entered  Its 
service.

Would  he?  For  answer  let  it  be 
known  that  the  caller  had  all  kinds  of 
monej',  with  friends  galore  in  the  same 
fortunate  situation.  But  the  young 
architect  was  a  bit  dampened  by  the 
fact  that  when  he  called  on  the  woman 
who  was  to  be  pleased  with  the  dwell- 
ing if  it  was  in  anyway  possible  (the 
caller  had  emphasized  this  repeatedly) 
she  returned  his  card  with  word  that 
she  then  was  quite  too  busy  to  see 
him.

This  came 
with  an  unpleasant  shock,  too,  for  it 
accompanied  the  information  that  the 
job  had  just  been  thrown  up  by  one 
of  the  best-known  firms  of  architects 
in  the  city,  or  in  the  country  for  that 
matter.  This  firm,  the  woman  told 
him  fretfully,  had  urged  upon  her 
ideas  that  she  hadn't  thought  of.  hadn't 
even  hinted  to  them.  They  might  be 
all  right,  she  admitted,  though  she 
showed  plainly  that  she  didn't  think 
anything  of  the  kind,  but  they  didn't 
pleaL;e  her.

And  the  young  architect  has  to  handle 
her  with  a  deal  of  tact,  besides  watch- 
ing carefully  to  see  that  the  man  who 
puts  up  the  funds  doesn't  get  cold  feet 
through  the  extravagance  of  the  out- 
loy.  But  as  to  the  latter,  the  provider 
has  expressed  himself  as  vastly  pleas- 
ed, and  as  another  offset  the  architect 
is  saved  the  usual  difficult  duty  of 
making  good  excuses  to  the  owner  for 
each  and  every  contractor's  deficien- 
cies. Other  business  has  come  from 
this  success,  unusual  as  its  character 
is,  and  from  one  dwelling  to  be  built 
immediately  as  a  direct  result  of  the 
first  customer's  recommendation  the 
young  architect  hopes  to  cerate  no 
small  reputation  .for  himself— enough, 
he  hopes,  to  more  than  over  balance 
the  damage  that  may  accrue  from  the 
"grand"  stairway  of  the  mistress' 
house,  which  is  from  her  own  design, 
with  no  more  modification  than  the 
architect  could  disguise,  and  which, 
from  all  available  information,  is  to  be 
one  of  the  weirdest  bunch  of  "winders' 
ever. 

A  SAPPING  ATMOSPHERE. 

Current  weather  forces  itself  on  the 
attention.  Hot  summei's  and  cool 
summers  have  been  noticeable  in  recent 
years,  but  for  unceasing  clamminess 
the  past  few  weeks  have  been  the 
limit.

The  location  is  one  of  the  most 
charming  imaginable,  in  the  midst  ot 
an  estate  of  30(X)  acres,  with  a  large 
castle  and  a  great  number  of  buildings, 
fields  and  forests,  all  of  which  are  a 
part  of  the  institution.  Nor  should  one 
forget  the  chain  of  charming  lakes, 
and  the  long,  low  stone  bridge  acix)as 
it,  the  hills  and  rocks  on  all  sides  and 
the   fresh   summer  air. 

iJeing  a  normal  school,  only  teachers 
are  admitted.  Those  from  Sweden  pay 
for  board  only.  Foreignei-s  pay  a  small 
tuition.  The  courses  are  arranged 
principally  for  the  summer  month.s. 
There  is  one  course  of  six  weeks  and 
a  shorter  one  of  four,  for  sloyd  and 
games  courses.  There  are  other  cour- 
ses for  training  teachers  in  .school  cook- 
ing, in  gardvrning  and  in  needle  work, 
ivilh   pv.'nods  of  varying  lengths. 

Here  is  a  surprising  number  of  for- 
eigners, especially  English  and 
caiis.  Sometimes  as  much  as  thirty  to 
forty  per  cent  are  foreigners.  Each 
comes  and  is  agreeably  surprised  to 
find  so  many  conipatriot.s.  But  even  if 
he  found  none  he  would  not  long  re- 
main a  stranger.  It  is  the  foreigner's 
Constant  snrpri.se  to  find  that  nearly 
all  the  native  students  speak  FJnglish, 
Gorman  and  French  with  great  free- 
dom.

I  department,   which  necessitated  his  re- 
!  moval    to    St.    Paul,    Mr.     Wilsey    was 
I  superintendent    of    the    Lake    Superior

!  friends  here.     He  left  the  railway  com- 
pany's  employ   at   Tacoma   last   spring, 
evening,  land  settled  in  Spokaiw,  Wash.    Though 
he  could  not  be  called  rich,  he  was  well 
enough  provided  to  keep  the  wolf  from 
the  door. 

Mr.  Wilsey  has  recently  become  con- 
nected with  a  company  manufacturing 
an  irrigation  device  that  is  built  on  en- 
tirely new  lines  and  promises  to  be  a 
money-maker,  and  this  will  be  agree- 
able news  to  the  hundreds  of  his  friends 
too,  I  still  living  in  Duluth.  He  is  now  sec- 
j  retary  and  general  manager  of  the 
Current  Motor  and  Irrigation  company, 
of  .Spokane. 

The  current  motor,  which  this  com- 
pany manufactures  and  sells,  is  a  re- 
cent invention,  but  it  has  been  put 
into  use  and  has  proved  a  success,  and 
hence  cannot  be  considered  as  an  ex- 
periment. It  is  what 
a  going  concern. 

It  is  an  automatic  arrangement  by 
which  the  current  of  a  fairly  rapid 
stream  is  made  to  operate  a  pump  for 
distributing  water  over  adjacent  land. 
The  owner  sets  the  machine  in  position 
and  it  runs  itself,  so  that  all  he  need 
do  is  to  control  the  distribution  of  the 
water.  There  are  no  canals  to  build, 
nor  is  there  any  quarrel  with  a  canal 
company  about  the  amount  of  water 
used. 

The  invention  was  the  result  of  an 
accidental  discovery,  and  the  story  will 
explain  the  principle  on  which  it  %vorks. 
The  inventor  was  seated  one  day  on 
the  end  of  a  barge,  going  down  the 
Snake  river,  when  he  reached  behind 
him,  picked  up  a  shovel  that  happened 
to  be  lying  there,  and  carelessly  placed 
the  blade  in  the  water.  Noticing  the 
action  of  the  current  on  the  shovel,  he 
felt  the  force  transmitted  to  his  arm. 
This  ?et  him  to  wondering  if  it  were 
not  possible  to  construct  a  blade  that 
would  i-est  on  the  surface  of  the  stream 
and  could  be  made  by  the  action  of  the 
current  to  oclUate  and  generate  power.

ment.   the  necessary  automatic  attach- 
ment   was    rigged    up    and    the   current 
motor  became  a   reality. 
I     The  work  of  the  motor  company  is  a 
I  good   deal   wider  In   scope  than   merely 


selling  motors.  It  will  be  able  to  buy. 
at  a  low  figure,  land  tha.t  is  supposed 
to  be  valueless,  becituse  it  cannot  be 
irrigated  without  an  expensive  pump- 
ing plant.  This  land,  by  irrigating  with 
the  current  motor  device,  can  be  made 
the  lawyers  call  [extremely  valuable,  and  the  difference 
I  in  value  will  be  the  company's  profit. 

One  of  these  irrigating  machines  has 
been  operated  for  some  sionths  in  the 
Yakima  valley,  with  a  suc<"ess  equal  to 
anticipations. 

It  is  now  proposed  to  install  a  station 
at  Lewiston,  Mont.,  with  a  plant  cap- 
able of  Irrigating  a  tract  of  at  least  100 
acres.  The  machintry  is  now  being 
made  in  Spokane,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  plant  will  ,be  in  operation 
within  the  next  fexf  vyeeks. 

The  need  of  such  a  machine  has  been 
felt  in  Snake  and  Clearwater  rivers  for 
a  long  time,  and  there  have  been  pre- 
vious attempts  to  produce  one  to  fill 
the  want.  Water  wl^eels  and  motors 
innumerable  have  be^n  installed,  as 
well  as  pumping  plants,  but  their  im- 
practicability or  expense  of  oi>eration 
has  made  them  u^^eles.'?.  The  concern 
with  which  Mr.  \\"ilsey  is  connected 
can  boast  that  it  has  perfected  a  de- 
vice that  will  take  care  of  small  areas, 
the  power  being  furnished  by  the  cur- 
rent of  the  stream  ai  d  the  machine  not 
affected  by  high  or  lo\<-  water.  Its  con- 
struction is  aiso  simple,  so  that  the 
experi-  1  farmer    or    ranchmen    can    operate      it 


himself,  not  needing  the  services  of  an 
expert,  and  without  fear  of  throwing 
the  complicated  g<>aring  out  of  order.

That  fre- 
quently the  sedate  fishing  story  so 
changes  its  character  that  insensibly 
It  finds  itself  outside  the  realm-s  cf 
respectabilitv.  and  installed  in  a  place 
of  Its  own  "in  the  heart  of  a  ti Sher- 
man. As  an  expert  in  the  listtning 
business.  1  will  admit  th  U  frequently 
It  takes  a  close  observer  to  distinsuisli 
the  one  from  the  other,  and  will  say, 
at  the  same  time,  that  following  a  fi.-h 
Btory  through  all  the  changes  and 
chan<-es  of  20  years'  telling  yield.'  al- 
most as  much  interest  and  variety  to 
the  listener  as  to  the  story-teller  him- 
self. 

But,  of  course,  tastes  differ.  I  have 
often  wondered  wh.it  opinions  on  this 
Bubject  are  held  by  the  young  man. 
•who,  one  evening,  sought  from  the  Oid 
Angler  information  on  tiout  rtshing 
•with  which  to  regale  the  readers  of 
the  morning  paper.  He  found,  .-itting 
around  the  fire,  three  ge'ierations  >f 
an:;;er3,  wearied  with  themselves  and 
vith  each  other,  and  eager  for  a  di- 
version. 

It  was  a  stormy  night.  Snow  and 
sleet.  ..Iternating  with  a  pouring  rain. 
had  been  falling  all  day.  The  sun 
had  not  shone  for  a  we-^k.  The 
Btreams   had   been    frozen    for   months. 


j  Although  it  was  spring  by  the  almanac 
wi:itcr  lingered.  Everybody  wa3  in- 
j  patient  with  the  weather,  but  the 
:  fishermen  were  in  black  despair.  In 
the  mind  of  every  one  of  them  llngerf^d 
the  old  superstitious  fear  that  each 
I  spring  makes  him  morose,  the  haunt- 
1  ing  fear  that  something  may  happen; 
I  the  earth  turn  in  her  courses,  mayhap, 
.  the  season  change,  or  the  sun  spots 
j  prove  over  active,  that  will  prevent 
'  the  summer  ever  coming  again— that 
j  bless-^d  summer  that  seems  far  more 
I  desirable,  these  winter  days,  than 
; heaven. 

The  first   few  points   as  to  the  open- 
i  ing  of  the  season,  the  size  of  the  trout 
that    might    lawfully      be      taken,     the 
number  one  man  was  allowed  to  catch 
;  in    a    day,    the   efficiency   of    the    game 
;  laws    and     the     increasing    rigidity     in 
j  their  enforcement  were  discussed  with 
i  entire    unanimity,    as    were    the   resulis 
i  of    several    test    cases    that    had    been 
!  brought  in   the  vicinity  the  preceediug 
year.        Now,    the    Old    Angler    is    gen- 
erally   "agin'    the   government,"    but   in 
,  the  case  of  protecting  the  young  trout 
so    that    they    may  grow    to  a  size   that 
will    warrant    him    in    some    effort    to 
catch    them,    he   applauds   every   effort. 
This  information  was  too  general  for 
the    young    man.    however,     who    was 
plainly  of  the  opinion  that  there  must 
be  some  definite  rule  for  the  guidance 
of  beginners. 

"Do  you  fish  up  stream  or  down?" 
he  asked,  pencil  in  hand.  "In  deep 
water  or  .shallow?  What  kind  of  bait 
do  you  use?  or  is  it  better  to  fish  with 
flies""  The  old  man  cautiously  took 
up  the  argument.  "Now,  young  man, 
that  all  depends.  Of  course,  .some- 
times. In  some  places,  at  certain  times 
of  the  year.  If  everything  is  jusi  right 
we  do  fish  up  stream,  otherwise  we 
fish  down.  If  the  fish  are  in  the  deep 
water,  why,  that's  the  place  to  catch 
them.       Sometimes,    though,    they    are 


on  the  ritiles,  sometimes  at  the  head 
of  them,  .sometimes  at  the  foot.  Some- 
times they  lie  at  the  cold  .springs  or 
run  up  the  small  streams  and  some- 
times they  are  not  anywhere.  I  re- 
member a  time  when  the  only  place  I 
could  find  a  trout  big  enough  to  catch 
was  in  Tommy  Smith's  old  well,  and 
mad  enough  he  was  when  I  caught  it. 
although  he  had  bantered  me  to  do 
it. 

"As  for  bait— it's  all  right  to  use 
bait  except  when  they're  feeding  on 
files.  Early  in  the  season  they  take 
minnows,  you  know.  But  there  are 
times,  when,  if  one  must  have  trout, 
one  has  to  use  a  bunch  of  red  wornui, 
or  go  home  with  an  empty  basket. 
Indeed,"  the  Old  Angler  went  on,  set- 
tling to  a  monologue  which  included 
as  audience  not  only  the  young  man, 
but  the  son  and  gr;indsons  aleraay 
mentioned,  "when  a  trout  grows  old 
and  cunning,  nothing  will  fool  him. 
Once,  long  ago,  there  was  a  terrible 
big  trout  up  in  Lewis'  pool.  Every 
fellow  who  fished  the  'Sock  had  hooked 
him  one  time  or  another,  but  he  always 
got  away,  bit  off  the  snood  or  some- 
thing. I  tried  to  catch  him  myself  a 
dozen  times.  One  day  I  was  sitting 
by  the  pool,  wishing  I  was  as  smart 
Every  i  as  the  old  trout,  when  splash,  a  young 
I  robin  fluttered  out  of  the  nest  on  a 
limb  above  the  pool  into  the  water  oo- 
low.  In  a  minute  there  was  a  rush,  a 
gleam  of  yellow  and  the  old  trout  hr.d 
thrown  himself  clear  out 
and  had  swallowed  the 
whole. 

"What  did  I  do?      Well  young  man. 
I    climbed    that    tree    in    short    order. 
Got     another    of    those    young    robins, 
baited   my  hook  with   it   and  threw   in. 
just  as  lightly  as  I  could.       In  a  min- 
ute   there    was    another    rush,    aucther 
gleam    of    yellow    and    again     the    old 
;  trout    jumped    clean    out    of    the    water 
j  as    he    swallowed    the    robin,    and    in    a, 
I  minute    more    I   had    him    hooked.        It 
was  lucky  I  wa.sn't  fishing  with  any  of 
I  this    trifling,    newfangled    rigging   tncse 
,  boys   use.   and   that  I   wasn't   bothered 
1  with   a  reel   to   look  after,   or  I    would 
j  have    lost    him.    sure.       As    it    was.    it 
I  took  me  a  devil  of  a  while  to  get  him 
out.       My    son    here   would    have    been 
scared   and    lost  him,    but   I'm   used    to 
bigger  fish   than  he  is,  and  this  was  a 
big    one,    sure. 

"Good,  did  you  say?  What,  to  eat?" 
drawled,  the  old  man,  in  reply  to  a 
question.  "Lord,  man,  we  didn't  try 
to  eat  him.  He  was  so  full  of  hooks 
we  sold  him  for  old  iron,  you  know," 
and  he  smoked  on  tn  silence. 

"Bait?"    continued    he,    returning    to 
his  chair  after  a  glance  of  inquiry  out 
of    the    window.

L' :rd!  when  the  b.g 
dam  up  Wister's  creek  broke,  three  ov 
four  years  ago,  and  flooded  the  whole 
valley,  the  cellars  along  the  way  ran 
full  of  catfish,  antl  the  women  jusL 
kept  them  there  to  use  when  they 
wanted  to  tell  spring.  One  man  from 
up  that  way  told  rie  that  they  could 
back  a  big  wagon  into  the  stream 
anywhere,  put  in  the  tail  board  and 
drive  out  with  a  load  of  catfish  for 
.  market.  Its  never  that  way  with 
trout,  though.  Sometimes  I  begin  to 
be  afraid  I  won't  know  a  trout  when  1 
see  it.  they  get  so  scarce. 

"You  want  to  know  how  many  I've 
caught  in  my  life,  you  say?  Now, 
young  man,  you've  asked  me  a  pretty 
hard  question.  I've  fished  a  goe>d 
many  years,  and  been  fairly  lucky. 
I  couldn't  say  of  course  how  many  I've 
'  caught,  but  I  wouldn't  be  surprised,  if 
'  you  put  them  end  to  end,  that  I've 
caught  25  miles  of  trout  in  my  time. 
Yes,   quite   25   miles.    Maybe   more."

But  it's  spill 
bamboo,  Kentucky  reels,  silk  lines, 
flies  of  every  size'  and  color.  Now,  I

"Did  you  ever  .sit  down  and  figure," 
said  the  man  with  a  pencil,  to  the  New 
York  Sun.  "just  how  hig  a  swath  the 
humble  dairy  cow  cuts  in  the  world,  or. 
more  properly  speaking,  in  this  country? 
If  you  haven't  you  will  doubtless  be  sur- 
prised to  know  that  she  adds  $2':5,C0<1,(K0  a 
vear  to  our  wealth. 

"There  are  about  ll.OCO.OOO  dilry  cows 
Ir  the  United  States,  which  are  yielding 
about  1.375,oijO,CCO  pounds  of  butter  a  year. 
.At  15  cents  a  pound  this  foots  up  over 
|::W.'J00.00O.  ,      ^ 

"The  averaife  annual  yield  of  butter  to 
the  cow  is  1:.^  pounds,  and  if  the  farmer 
knew  how  to  feed  his  cattle  properly  he 
could  bring  this  average  to  3iW  pounds,  or 
about  the  cost  of  the  cow  in  the  first 
place. 

"Most  fanners  who  have  never  investi- 
gated or  studied  the  matter  imagine  that 
all  that  is  necessary  to  feed  a  cow  is 
about  what  he  thinks  she  ought  to  liave. 
The  fact  is  that  everv  cow  must  fii  st  have 
enough  food  for  body  maintenance,  then 
whatever  she  gets  over  and  alK>ve  that 
goesinto  milk  or  meat— which,  depends 
i;i)on  the  br«»od. 

"If  a  cow  is  bred  along  dairy  lines— that 
is,  if  her  sire  is  a  full  blo.>ded  dairy  ani- 
mal—she  will  not  have  the  usual  natural 
tendency  to  convert  into  meat  her  exces-s 
of  feed,  but  will  turn  it  out  In  milk.  If 
she  is  fed  from  the  time  she  drops  her 
calf.  Is  regularly  milked  and  made  com- 
fortable, quiet  and  contented,  the  more 
feed  she  gets  the  more  milk  .she  gives. 
There's  a  g^ood  bit  in  keeping  any  animal 
contented  and  happy,  especially  if  she  is 
a  good  milker. 

"Some  may  think  that  such  an  enor- 
mous vield  of  butter  as  would  result  from 
proper  feeding  of  all  these  cows  would 
bring   ruin    to    the   industry.     This    would

I'll 
not  knock  one  inch  off  that  twenty- 
five  miles  I  told  you  I'd  caught,  not 
one  inch."

"Listen  to  that  now,"  said  the  old 
man.

It  happened  that 
Braverman  was  expecting  a  trunk  and  he

"For  instance.  In  Denmark  it  costs,  in 
round  numbers,  about  twice  what  it  does 
in  th<^  Northwest  to  produce  butt.»r.  In 
Germany  the  cost  is  but  little  le.ss  than 
in  Denmark,  and  so  it  runs  through  all 
the  countrle-s  that  offer  us   a  market. 

"In  fact,  there  is  a  lot  of  butter  now 
being  exported  by  the  big  creimerlcs.  ami 
they  find  it  easy  to  average  30  or  L'S  cents 
a  pound.  The  price  abroad  at  present 
prohibits  butter  from  general  use,  but 
with  a  production  double  what  we  now 
have  we  could  afford  to  offer  it  abroa<l  at 
a  figure  that  would  still  give  us  plenty  of 
mai-gin. 

"It  will  take  a  good  many  years, 
though,  to  bring  the  average  up  to  even 
200  pounds  to  the  cow.  since  much  of  th-: 
stock  is  poor.  an<l  proper  feeillng  is  an 
Idea  that  th<^  dairy  associ:Llions  find  It  dif- 
ficult to  propagate.  Present  prices  aie 
satl.-*factory.  however,  and  the  good  cow. 
one  that  is  properly  managed,  will  net  its 
owner  from  $30  to  $40  a  year. 

"The  butter  business  is  rapidly  drifting 
into  the  hands  of  the  big  creamery  com- 
panies, of  which  there  are  a  large  num- 
ber, especlaJly  in  the  West  and  North- 
west. Thev  have  not  only  been  raising 
the  standard  of  butter,  but  they  have 
been   gra<iually  putting   up  the   price. 

"Thev  have  stations  scattered  all  over 
the  countrv.  easy  of  acces.^  to  the  farmer. 
The  owner"  of  a  dairy  herd  buys  a  patent 
separator  that  turns  out  the  butter  fat, 
and  the  creame-ies  pay  him  a  maximum 
of  22  cents  a  pound  for  this.  The  skim 
milk  he  feeds  to  his  pigs,  and  every 
month  the  creamery's  little  check  for 
about  $2.50  or  $3  a  cow  comes  in  very 
handy."

Someone  has  called  the  Philippine 
Islands  the  cradle  of  the  race.  I  don't 
take  much  stock  in  that,  but  I  am  con- 
vinced that  they  are  a  wonderful  part 
of  the  globe,  about  which  we  don't 
know  half  as  yet.  For  one  thing,  they 
contain  enough  races  and  languages  to 
stock  the  world,  and  among  them  there 
has  been  enough  to  fill  a  large-sized  his- 
tory. Corporal  Jamison  says  each 
Island  is  a  distinct  little  world  floating 
on  the  great  deep. 

No  doubt  you  have  seen  stories  about 
the  treedwellers  and  cavemen  on  some 
of  the  Islands.

seek  a  very  timid  tribe  said  to  Inhabit 
the  central  part  of  the  island. 

We  were  compelled  to  make  paths 
with  hatchets,  and  travel  was,  of  course. 
Blow.  We  parted  the  leaves  and  peered 
carefully  ahead  ere  making  even  the 
slight  noise  of  chopping.  We  were  well 
up  on  woodcraft,  and  were  able  to  get 
quite  close  to  unsuspecting  birds  and 
animals,  and  even  to  capture  a  few. 
But  It  was  the  second  day  out  before 
we  found  the  least  track  of  humanity. 
Then  It  was  accidental.  While  climbing 
a  small  knoll  two  of  my  men.  walking 
close  together,  broke  through.

I 
want  an  appointment  as  governor  of 
this  Island.  Then  I  want  plows,  horses, 
garden  tools,   vehicles,   axes,   saws   and 


lot  more  things  like  that  Olve  m# 
these  and  the  land,  and  I  will  soon 
transform  these  people  so  they  will 
be  a  credit  to  the  American  govern- 
ment.   Are  you  with  me.  Captain?" 

"You  don't  want  much."

Captain,  It  Is  your  expedition  that 
planted  civilization  In  this  Island." 

Well,  we  returned  to  our  headquar- 
ters, and  I  recommended  McCarty's 
plan.  The  fellow  talked  the  Colonel 
and  everyone  else  Into  a  warm  sanc- 
tion of  It.  and  when  the  tw-t  weeks 
were  up  he  had  his  appointment  as 
governor  of  the  island  and  most  of  the 
tools  and  appliances  he  had  asked  for. 
In  addition,  half  a  dozen  of  his  com- 
rades were  commissioned  to  go  and 
build  the  new  sultan  a  palace.

Packers  Again  Positively 

Refuse  To  Confer  With 

Strikers. 


Formal  Request  By  Allied 

Trades  Council  Turned 

Down. 


Chicago,  Aug.  29.— Application  was 
made  to  the  packers  by  the  stock- 
yards* strikers  today  for  a  conference, 
the  purpose  being'  to  bring  about  peace 
In  the  industrial  conflict  raging  at 
Packinglown.  The  conference  was 
refused  by  the  packers. 

The  application  came  in  the  form  of 
a  communication  from  the  Allied 
Trades'  council  and  was  sigiied  by 
President  Matthew  Carr,  of  the  allied 
trades.  The  re<|uest  was  .sent  imnie- 
diatt-ly  after  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
executive  board  of  butcher  workmen 
and  the  allied  trades'  conference  board, 
and  wiis  addres.sed  to  J.  Ogden  Armour 
and   his  associates. 

Mr.  Armour,  upon  receipt  of  the 
communication,  called  the  heads  of  the 
other  packing  plants  into  session.  When 
the  meeting  of  thf  packers  ended  a 
communication  was  addressed  to  Presi- 
dent Donnelly  and  his  a.ssc-ciates.  de- 
clining the  conference  the  strikei-s  had 
afcked  for.  The  reason  given  was  that 
no  good  could  come  from  such  a  con- 
ference.

Chicago.  Aug.  2?.— The  executive 
board  of  the  Amalgamated  Meat  Cut- 
ters and  Butcher  Workmens'  union  ad- 
journed after  a  short  session  and  the 
members  went  to  confer  with  the  allie  1 
trades  council.  It  was  admitted  thi.t 
a  proposition  for  settling  the  strike 
had  been  arranged  and  would  be  pre- 
sented to  the  council  for  action,  but 
the  details  were   wilhhld. 

Thtie  was  no  indication  of  the  im- 
mediate realization  of  the  break  in 
the  ranks  of  the  strikers  anticipated 
by  the  packers.  Early  trains  arriving 
at  the  stock  yards  were  thr<mged,  about 
13.0110  men  and  women  l>eing  taken  in. 
The  crowii,  however,  proved  to  be  the 
usual  throng  of  strike  breakers,  and 
there  was  no  suggestion  of  disorder. 
Desertions  from  the  ranks  of  the  strik- 
ers were  no  greater  than  usual  on 
Monday.  They  approximated  about 
one  hundred. 

But  when  the  anticipated  stampede 
failed  to  mateiialize  it  proved  a  dis- 
appointment to  the  packers.  The  labor 
representatives  will  meet  the  alder- 
maiiic  mediation  committee  today  and 
the  peace  proposition  will  be  taken 
up  again  tomorrow. 

With  the  strike  relief  funds  depleted 
and  crowds  of  men  vainly  scrambling 
for  food  at  the  commls«ary  stores,  it 
taxed  the  labor  leaders  to  lind  a  way  to 
prevent  a  stampetle  from  the  union 
ranks  today. 

"Wait  until  tomorrow  and  we  shall 
present  to  the  packers  a  peace  i>ropo- 
siticn  which  they  cannot  decline  to  ac- 
cept." they  told  the  men.  "There  Is 
nothing  left  for  the  men  but  uncondi- 
tional surrender."  said  a  packer.  "The 
leaders  should  not  hesitate  in  calling' 
the  strike  off  so  that  the  men  who  aie 
anxious  could  find  work.  Many  of  them 
Avill  be  rehired  in  packing  town,  but 
there  are  thousands  who  must  look 
elsewhere  for  employment,  and  they 
should  be  released  so  they  can  begin 
their  hunt  for  work  outside  the  stock 
yards." 

It  is  understotid  that  the  peace  pact 
which  the  leaders  have  prepnreil  pro- 
vides that  the  men  shall  be  taken  back 
as  union  men  and  the  wage  scale  in 
effect  before  the  strike  be  recognirf'r?. 
The  effort  of  the  leaders  is  to  device 
yome  means  c>f  surrender  that  can  be 
construed    as   a   "settlement." 

Two  hundred  employes  of  the  Am- 
erican tan  factory  are  said  to  have 
gone  on  strike  because  cans  were  fur- 
nished the  packers.  The  management 
refused  to  say  whether  this  was  a 
strike  or  r.ot.

Fortress  at  Port  Arthur  Ex- 
pected to  Hold  Out. 

Liao  Yang,  Aug.  29. — Numerous  re- 
liable reports  which  have  reached  here 
through  a  dispatch  carrier  and  other 
persons  to  the  effect  that  despite  the 
extiene  Japanese  measures  of  the  past 
fortnight  to  perfect  a  blockade  of  Port 
Arthur  by  means  of  sinking  all  junks 
near  that  place,  the  Russians  outside 
Port  Arthur  are  considerably  under- 
e.stimated,  as  is  also  the  resisting 
power  of  the  fortress,  which  is  likely 
to  hold  out  for  two  months,  and  pos- 
sibly until  January,  even  under  such  a 
strength  of  assault  as  the  Japanese  arc 
using. 

Contrary  to  the  belief  here  that  the 
Japanese  had  taken  the  outer  forts 
at  Port  Arthur,  it  is  now  understood

MOWED    DOWN    JAPANESE. 

Mukden,  Aug.  29.— In  the  fighting  of 
Aug.  26  the  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
ninth  Saraisk  regiment,  with  a  battery, 
executed  a  particularly  successful 
flanking  movement  on  the  Japanese 
extreme  right.  The  Russians,  unper- 
ceived.  got  in  the  rear  of  the  Japanese, 
whole  columns  of  whom  were  mowed 
down  liefore  they  were  able  to  extricate 
themselves.

St.  Petersburg,  Aug.  29.— An  ofTiclai 
dispatch  from  Liao  Yang  dated  yes- 
terday, to  the  general  staff,  reporting 
the  continued  Japanese  advance  on 
Sunday,  confirms  the  report  that  Gtn. 
Routkovsky  was  killed  during  the  re.ar 
guard  engagements  and  adds  that  Col. 
Von  Raaben  was  also  killed.  The 
total  of  the  Russian  lo.sses  on  Sunday 
is  not  known,  but  is  estimated  that  400 
men  were  killed  or  wounded.  The 
losses  of  the  Japanese  were  consider- 
able. 


WILL  NOT  SURRENDER. 
London,  Aug.  29. — A  St.  Petersburg 
dispatch  to  a  news  agency  .says  that 
the  mother  of  Major  General  Fock 
has  received  a  message  from  the  gen- 
eral, who  is  one  of  the  Russian  com- 
manders at  Pert  Arthur,  saying  that 
the  Russians  have  plenty  of  stores  and 
adding  that  the  fortress  will  not  sur- 
render.

We  have  a  like  lntt:>rest 
in  good  government,  for  its  bles.-*iiigs  are 
not  ivstiicted  by  the  narrow  limits  of 
state  lines. 

There  is  .something  in  this  high  latitude 
which  leads  to  riglit  thinking  and  right 
doing,  for  Vermont  has  been  invarialjle 
Hlignod  with  the  l>est  judgment  and  the 
patriotic  conscience  of  the  American  peo- 
ple. In  every  cri-sis  from  the  revolution 
until  now  her  suns  have  proven  them- 
selves worthy  of  their  priceless  inheri- 
tence.  . 

We  have  entered  upon  a  campaign  of 
far-reaching  moment.  We  are  to  deter- 
mine tho  policies  tliat  shall  be  in  force 
and  tlie  administration  which  Shall  be  in 
l>.)Wer  for  four  years  to  come.

A  Female  Immigrant  Be- 
comes a  Mother 
En  Route.

THE  BIDS  ARE 
ALL  FAULTY 

Result  of  Bids  For  Lester 
Park    Bridge    Un- 
satisfactory. 

All  four  bids  for  the  bridge  over 
Lester  river  may  be  rejected  by  the 
council  and  an  order  passed  for  a  rc- 
advertisement,  at  the  meeting  this 
evening. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  public 
works  this  morning,  a  report  was  re- 
ceived from  City  Engineer  McGilvrny 
which  resulted  in  the  four  bid.3  bcmg 
sent  up  to  the  council  without  recom- 
mendation in  regard  to  the  letting  ot 
the   contract. 

The  city  engineer  has  gone  over  the 
plans  and  specifications  submitted  by 
the  bidders,  and  none  of  Ihein  were 
found  to  be  in  accordance  wii,h  i.l»e 
specifications  called  for  in  the  adver- 
tisement. The  bid  of  A.  Y.  Bai'ne. 
of  St.  Paul,  comes  nearest  to  being 
acceptable.  It  complies  with  all  the 
specifications  with  the  exception  of 
the  fact  that  the  bridge  constructed 
by  them  will  be  pin-conected  instead  of 
riveted.  This  bid  was  the  second  low- 
est  being  $10,3C0. 

The  lowest  bid  was  that  of  the  North- 
western Steam  Boiler  works  of  this 
city,  which  submitted  a  bid  of  $10,275. 
No  plans  were  submitted  with  t'.iiS 
bid,  however,  and  it  cannot  therefore 
be   considered. 

A.  Y.  Bayne  also  submitted  a  second 
bid,  calling  for  a  structure  to  cost 
$11,000,  but  in  the  opinion  of  the  city 
engineer  the  specifications  for  this 
bridge  called  for  less  sectional  area 
than  that  retiuired  in  the  advertise- 
ment. 

The  fourth  bid  was  from  the  St. 
Paul  Foundry  company,  but  the  speci- 
Ikalions  in  this  bid  were  reported  by 
tile  city  engineer  to  be  defective  in  the 
same  respect  as  those  in  the  second 
bid    of    A.    Y.    Bayne. 

As  a  result  of  the  engineer's  report 
the  board  of  public  works  at  the  meet- 
ing this  morning,  decided  not  to  let 
the  contract  to  any  of  the  bidders,  and 
the  whole  matter  will  be  referred  co 
the  meeting  of  the  council  this  even- 
ing without  any  recTTmmendation  by 
the  board. 

It  is  possible  that  the  council  will  de- 
cide to  let  the  contract  to  A.  Y.  Bayne 
rather  than  suffer  the  expense  and  d?- 
lay  of  re-advertising,  as  his  firot  bid 
is  for  a  bridge  which  differs  but  little 
from  the  one  called  for,  and  is  ilie 
lowest  bid  which  can  be  consideiei 
at  all.

out the  usual  form  of  iransportation. 

Somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  Lake  Ne-

SHERIFF  BUTCHART  PASSES  AWAY 
PEACEFULLY  SUNDAY  MORNING 


He  Had  Been  Troubled 

With  Diabetes  For 

Several  Years. 


Was  a   Man  of  Large 

Heart  and  Strong 

Character. 


Sheriff  Butchart.  who  has  been  ill  for 
some  time  and  whose  death  has  been 
hourly  expected  since  last  Friday, 
passed  away  at  4:30  yesterday  morn- 
ing. Mr.  Butchart's  family  and  his 
friends  had  been  prepared  for  his 
death  for  several  days,  and  he  himself 
had  known  that  he  could  live  but  a 
short  time.  For  two  days  before  his 
death  Mr.  Butchart  had  had  uncon- 
scious spells,  and  Saturday  morning 
he  fell  into  a  comatose  condition  which 
lasted  until  his  death  occuiTed  yester- 
day  morning. 

The  sheiitT's  death  was  caused  by  a 
large  c.irbuncle  on  the  back  of  his 
neck.  This  carbuncle,  however,  was 
the  outcome  of  diabetes,  with  which  he 
had  been  troubled  for  .several  year.s. 
No  one  outside  of  his  family  wa-s  aware 
of  this  fact,  however,  as  Mr.  Butchart 
always  seemed  to  be  in  perfect  health. 
He  was  taken  ill  while  in  Colorado,  a 
short  tmie  ago.  He  was  in  a  mining 
camp  when  the  first  symptoms  were 
perceived,  and  immediately  went  to 
Denver,  where  he  was  advised  by  phy- 
sicians to  return  home  at  once,  whi<h 
he  did.  Since  that  time  he  had  been 
under  the  care  of  the  doctor.  The  first 
of  last  week  his  life  was  dei^paired  of, 
but  in  the  middle  of  the  week  hopes  of 
his  recovery  were  entertained  till  Fri- 
day morning,  when  it  was  seen  that 
death   was   near.

Elevated  Road  Engineers  Be- 
hind the  Subway  Men. 

New  York,  Au^.  29— Fifteen  hundred 
members  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Locomo- 
tive Engineers,  representing  localities 
within  300  miles  of  New  York,  at  a  meet- 
ing here  yesterday  unanimously  voted  to 
support  the  contention  of  the  motor  en- 
gineers employed  on  the  elevated  road, 
that  the  men  employed  in  the  subway  , 
shall  be  paid  the  union  wage  of  $3.5ii  for 
a  nine-hour  day.  Instead  of  $3,  for  a  ten- 
hour  day,  the  rate  at  whicii  General  Man- 
ager Bryan,  of  the  Interborough  Rapid 
Transit  company,  proposes  to  pay  the 
subway  motormen. 

The  men  would  not  discuss  the  po.sslblll- 
ty  of  a  strike  being  ordered  in  the  ele- 
vated in  case  Mr.  Bryan  does  not  grant 
the  demands  of  the  brotherhood. 

Besides  the  discussion  of  local  condi- 
tions, the  meeting  consldAred  the  question 


of  the  introduction  generally  of  electricity 
in  place  of  steam  power  on  railroads  not 
only  in  the  vicinity  of  New  York,  but 
also  throughout  the  country.  Tne  men 
are  convinced  that  this  is  coming;  more 
qmckly  than  is  commonly  believed,  and 
the  greatest  part  of  yesterday's  .session 
was  devoted  to  the  consideration  ot  this 
subject. 

DAVID  B.  HILL 
IS  TO  RETIRE 

Democratic   Leader  An- 

Dounces  That  He  Will 

Quit  Politics. 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  29.— David  B.  HIU 
In  a  conversation  with  friends  here  yes- 
terday, announced  that  he  intends  to  re- 
tire from  politics  Jan.  1,  next,  and  that 
no  matter  wh.at  the  result  of  the  coming 
campaign  may  i>e  in  state  or  national,  he 
will  relinqui:sh  the  leadership  of  the  Dem- 
ocratic partv  in  New  York. 

He  added  that  in  event  of  Demorat  suc- 
cess this  fall  he  would  not  accept  any 
position  under  the  national  Democratic 
administration,  or  again  become  a  candi- 
date for  election  to  any  office  whatever. 

Former  Senator  Hill  made  these  state- 
ment.s  on  the  eve  of  his  birthday  annl- 
ver.sary,  which  comes  today.  Ho  was 
born  Aug.  2;>.  1S43. 

In  partial  explanation,  he  said  that  he 
had  intended  to  take  such  a  it  ion  a  year 
ago,  but  was  persuaded  by  some  close 
personal  friends  to  defer  doing  so  until 
after  the  presidential  election  this  year. 
Having  been  engaged  in  aetive  i)olitlcs 
since  hia  youth,  and  having  served  as 
city  attornev,  alderman  and  mayor  of 
Elinira.  member  of  the  legislatuie.  lieu- 
tenant governor,  governor  for  .seven  years 
and  United  States  senator  for  six  years, 
he  feels  that  he  has  been  sufficiently  hon- 
ored by  his  party  and  that  he  ha.^  render- 
ed poHtical  service  durinpr  a  period  of 
vears  sufficient  to  entitle  him  to  be  re- 
lieved of  further  active  political  effurcs. 
He  desires  to  devote  more  time  to  Ins 
personal  affairs  and  professional  duties 
than   he  ha.s  in  the  past. 

Mr.  Hill  will  continue  his  work  in  the 
present  campaign,  and  to  his  fiiends 
said  he  would  always  maintain  his  inter- 
est in  Democratic  success,  but  only  a^ 
a  private  citizen.

943  %7  in  IWJ.  Part  of  the  falling  off 
shown  in  the  comparison.s  is  due  to  tho 
discontinuance  of  one  industrial  payment 
amounting  to  $5.0(>i,<W0,  which  figured  lu 
the  returns  uf  Sept/?mber  last  year.

A  Baby  Parade. 

An  event  of  national,  if  not  of  inter- 
national interest,  is  the  Baby  Parade, 
which  is  held  annually  at  Asbury  park, 
N.  J.,  says  an  exchange.  From  a  small 
beginning  this  event  heis  grown  to 
such  proportions  that  it  requires  the 
time  and  attention  of  a  committee  of 
fifteen  of  the  city's  prominent  men  to 
complete  the  arrangements  and  carry 
out  the  various  details,  and  entails  an 
expenditure  of  thousands  of  dollars  in 
cash,  which  is  raised  annually  by  tax- 
ation. The  particularly  distinctive 
feature  of  this  event,  which  attracts 
entries  from  all  parts  of  the  civilized 
world,  is  the  originality  of  such  a  par- 
ade. 

Words  are  Inadequate  to  describe  the 
scene  of  1000  infants,  bedecked  in  their 
finest,  surrounded  by  floral,  patriotic 
and  other  original  decorations,  cared 
for  and  fondled  by  expectant  and  fond 
parents,  as  they  march  in  battle  array 
before  the  judges,  who  are  to  award 
prizes  for  best  decorations,  best  coo- 
tunies.  best  looks,  etc.,  while  the  count- 
less thousands  of  spectators  look  on 
and  applaud,  and  sweet  music  fills  the 
air.  It  is  a  scene  never  to  be  forgotten 
by  those  fortunate  enough  to  witness 
the  paarde.  In  past  years  the  partici- 
pants have  represented  nearly  every 
state  in  the  Union,  including  twins, 
triplets  and  the  like,  as  well  as  repre- 
sentatives of  the  foreign  countries. 
China,  Japan,  Africa  and  other  foreign 
countries  having  been  represented  in 
the  parades  of  the  past. 

The  object  of  that  parade  is  simply 
for  the  entertainment  of  the  summer 
guests.  It  was  originally  confined  to 
one  event,  but  the  commission  now  in 
charge  have  enlarged  the  scope  of  the 
affair  and  the  celebrations  in  connec- 
tion with  it  furnish  a  continual  round 
of  amusement  for  three  full  days.  Fairy 
Land  is  now  represented  by  a  queen, 
whose  coronation  %vill  take  place  on 
the  evening  of  Aug.  29,  this  year.  The 
coronation  will  be  followed  by  the 
queen's  ball.  Aug.  30,  during  the  after- 
noon, there  will  be  a  grand  firemen's 
parade,  followed  In  the  evening  by  the 
queen's  masquerade  fete,  which  was 
such  a  decided  success  last  year.  It  is 
expected  that  20,000  people  will  appear 
on  the  streets  of  the  city  and  the  beach 
on  this  evening  en  masque.  Hops  will 
be  held  in  the  large  hotels  and  on  the 
beach,  making  a  continual  round  of 
mirth  and  gaiety,  in  which  the  queen 
and  her  court  in  full  regalia  will  take 


part.  On  the  31st,  during  the  afternoon, 
the  famous  baby  parade  will  take  place 
as  a  fitting  climax  to  the  three  days' 
celebration.  The  prizes,  decorations, 
etc.,  will  all  be  on  a  more  elaborate 
scale  this  year. 

The  city  has  expended  nearly  $300,- 
OOo  in  acquiring  and  improving  the. 
beach  front  during  the  past  year  and  a 
half.  Two  large  and  handsome  casins 
have  been  constructed  on  the  ocean 
front  and  the  illumination  furnished 
from  the  city's  own  plant,  consisting  of 
thousands  of  incandescent  lamps,  be- 
sides the  big  arc  lights,  makes  the 
scene  one  which  is  wonderful  to  be- 
hold. 

It  is  here  that  the  celebration  above 
referred  to  will  be  held  this  year,  and 
with  the  increased  facilities  and  ad- 
ditional attractions,  the  last  week  in 
August  will  be  a  gala  one  in  Asbury 
park  this  year.  It  is  expected,  taking 
past  years  as  a  basis,  that  upwards  of 
100,000  people  will  witness  the  celebra- 
tion this  year.  The  entries  have  al- 
ready begrun  to  come  in  and  the  vari- 
ous committees  will  continue  their 
work  from  now  until  the  close  of  the 
events  on  Aug.  31. 


About  Pearls. 


"Do  pearls  die?"  That's  a  question 
which  is  often  asked  by  women,  who 
possess  them,  says  the  Brooklyn  r^agle. 
?:xperts  who  are  considered  aulhorxt'.es 
say  they  do  not.  However,  there  are 
two  kinds  of  real  pearls,  the  glo&sless 
and  the  bri:iiant  oiits;  the  latter  are 
the  most  precios.  La  perle  vive.  the 
live  lustrous  pearl,  never  dies.  There 
are  necklaces  in  museums  whicn  are 
two  or  three  centuries  old  and  tlie 
pearls  are  as  alive  as  some  pearls  juct 
fished  out  for  the  adornment  of  tne 
showy  throat  of  our  modern  millionaire 
women.  About  forty  years  ago,  a 
necklace  of  priceless  pearls  was  put 
into  one  of  the  drawers  of  the  Bank 
of  France,  and  recently  it  was  taken 
out,  and  the  paper  in  which  it  was 
wrapped  fell  to  pieces,  but  the  pearl 
was  as  brilliant  as  ever.  Mrs.  Thiers' 
pearl  necklace,  worth  over  a  million  of 
francs,  on  show  in  the  Louvre  museum 
has  been  there  for  ever  thirty  years 
and  the  yearls,  if  they  have  chansed 
at  all  are  more  lustrous  and  more  ahve 
than  ever. 

However,  pearls  ought  to  be  worth 
as  much  as  possible.  The  Orientals 
who  prize  pearls  more  than  any  othdr 
people,  have  their  servants  put  them 
on  and  walk  in  the  sun,  for  there  is  a 
belief  that  the  pearl  is  affected  by  the 
rays  of  the  sun,  that  they  add  to  its 
opalescence.  Beside  the  Orientals  be- 
lieve that  pearls  must  be  worn  next 
to  the  skin,  and  that  even  perspiration 
adds  to  their  luster.

Escanaba— After  completely  circling 
Ijake  Michigan  on  tlie  yacht  Onaway.  a 
party  of  three  Escanaba  young  men  have 
returned  home  after  an  absence  of  six 
weeks.  The  members  of  the  party  were 
j.  H.  Stonehouiie,  Bert  Cotton  and  Fred 
Gamache.

Christ's  definition  of  the  Father,  as 
given  in  John  xiv,  8  and  9,  was  the 
text  chosen  by  Bishop  W.  F,  McDowell 
in  his  sermon  yesterday  morning  at 
the  First  M.   E.  church. 

The  reply  to  Philip's  question  as  to 
the  nature  of  God  waf.  the  theme  on 
which  Bishop  McDowell  dwelt 

"The  best  of  the  definitions  we  have 
not  gleaned  from  dictionaries,  but  from 
life  itself,"  ,said  the  speaker.  "I  am 
thankful  that  Philip  was  not  a  proud 
man.  Our  pride  frequently  stands  in 
the  way  of  our  getting  the  great  truths. 
Had  lie  been  too  proud  to  ask  concern- 
ing God  we  never  would  have  had  that 
great  definition.  'When  ye  have  seen 
Me  ye  have  seen  the  Father."  Christ 
might  have  said  that  God  was  an 
omnipresent  being,  omniscient  in 
knowledge  and  omnipotent  in  power, 
but  how  much  better  t)  Philip  was  the 
definition  He  gave? 

•  If  you  should  ask  for  a  definition  of 
a  sermon,  and  I  should  tell  you  that  a 
I  sermon  is  a  discourse  on  some  subject, 
prepared  with  a  view  to  persuasion, 
you  might  gain  some  idea  of  what  a 
I  sermon  was.  But  if  I  should  bring  be- 
fore you  Phillips  Biooks  or  Henry 
Ward  Beecher  and  have  them  preach  a 
seimon  to  you,  what  ari  infinitely  better 
idea  of  a  sermon  you  would  gain.

The  report  which  has  been  going  the 
rounds  of  the  fruit  commission  houses 
over  the  country  that  Armour  &  Co., 
who  control  the  refrigerator  car  lines, 
are  going  out  of  the  fruit  business,  has 
been  confirmed  by  one  of  the  general 
representatives  of  the  comp^any  in  an 
inte*-view  with  the  Chicago  Packer,  one 
of  the  foremost  journals  published  m 
the  interests  of  the  trade. 

According    to    the    reports.    Armour 

&  Co.  have  been  cleaning  up  tiieir 
stocks  of  fruits  and  produce  at  their 
various  branch  houses  throughout  tne  j 
country  and  will  discontinue  the  busi-  j 
ness.  For  some  time  past  the  com- 
pany has  been  dealing  in  vegetables, 
apples  and   potatoes. 

George  J.  Brine,  general  representa- 
tive of  Armour  &  Co.,  confirms  the  re- 
port that  the  company  is  going  ouc  of 
the  fruit  and  produce  business,  but  he 
has  declined  to  discuss  the  causes 
which  led  to  the  step.  Mr.  Brine  says 
the  company  has  decided  that,  here- 
after, when  the  Armour  car  lines  ai"e 
employed  in  the  transportation  of 
fruits  and  other  produce,  the  contents 
of  the  cars  will  be  owned  by  othtrs 
than  Armour  &  Co. 

This  action   on  the   part   of  the  Ar- 
mour people  is  regarded   by  the  fruit 
commission    men    and    produce       mer- 
chants as  quite  significant  in  the  light 
of  the  recent  decision  of  the  interstate  ; 
commerce  commission  against  the  prac-  j 
tice  of  railroads  in  leasing  refrigerator 
cars   fur   the  fruit   trade   from   a  con- 
cern that  was  already  in  the  fruit  busi- 
ness and  competing  with  the  shippers 
who  must  use  the  cars.      Since  the  Ar- 
mour car  lines  have  been  getting  the 
business,   freight  rates  and  refigerator 
rates   have  gone   up   to  such   a  figui-e 
that   the    fruit   shippers   have    claimed  i 
them  to  be  ruinous  and  Armour  &  Co.  j 
have  been  accused  of  attemuting       to  1 
force  the   other  companies  eut  of   the 
busiress.

ONE  THING  MADE  PLAIN. 

Judge  Parker,  in  a  letter  to  John  G.  Milburn, 
has  made  clear  his  position  on  the  Philippine  ques- 
tion and  it  is  the  right  one.  His  position  as  outlined 
in  his  address  of  acceptance  was  clear  enough  for 
those  who  did  not  purposely  wish  to  misunder- 
stand him. 

But  as  there  had  been  some  criticism  of  his  lan- 
guage on  this  issue  as  being  obscure,  Mr.  Milburn 
addressed  this  note  to  him  at  Esopus:  '1  have  no- 
ticed m  some  quarters  a  disposition  to  criticise  the 
words  'self-government,'  used  by  you  in  connec- 
tion with  the  future  of  the  Philippine  islands,  as 
meaning  something  less  than  independence;  and  I 
venture  to  ask  you  if  I  am  not  right  in  assuming 
that  'self-government,'  as  you  used  the  phrase,  is 
identical  with  independence,  pol'tical  and  terri- 
torial?" 

In  reply  Judge  Parker  said:  "You  are  entirely 
right  in  assuming  that  as  I  employed  the  phrase 
'self-government,'  it  was  intended  to  be  identical 
with  independence,  political  and  territorial.  After 
noting -the  criticism  referred  to  by  you,  I  am  still 
unable  to  understand  how  it  can  be  said  that  a 
people  enjoy  self-government,  while  another  na- 
tion may  in  any  degree  whatever  control  their  action. 
But  it  takes  away  all  possible  opportunity  for  con- 
jecture, it  shall  be  made  clear  in  the  letter  of  ac- 
ceptance that  I  am  in  hearty  accord  with  that  plank 
in  the  Democratic  platform  which  advocates  treat- 
ing with  the  Filipinos  precisely  as  we  did  the  Cu- 
bans; and  I  also  favor  making  the  promise  to  them 
now  to  take  such  action  as  soon  as  it  an  prudently 
be  done.'' 

This  settles  that  matter  and  settles  it  right.  To 
treat  the  Filipinos  exactly  as  we  did  the  Cubans  is 
the  right  way.  And  to  make  them  the  promise  im- 
mediately is  the  right  thing  to  do.  Anybody  who 
says  it  is  not.  and  says  it  honestly,  can  not  distin- 
guish the  difference  between  right  and  wrong. 


A  DEFENSE  OF  PIE. 

People  who  love  pie  and  are  accustomed  to 
hearing  that  article  of  food  abused  and  blamed  for 
many  of  the  ills  to  which  the  human  stomach  is 
heir  will  learn  with  pleasure  that  pie  has  an  able 
defender  in  the  person  of  A.  J.  Miller,  M.  D., 
of  St.  Louis.  His  contribution  on  the  subject  ap- 
pears in  the  September  number  of  Medical  Talk 
and  was  written  in  answer  to  an  article  condemn- 
mg  pie  written  by  the  editor  of  that  magazine  for 
the  August  number.  The  editor,  after  saying  that 
it  was  not  healthy  to  eat  pie.  asks:  "And  why  spoil 
the  nice,  fresh  fruit  bj*  cooking  it?" 

Dr.  Miller  says:  "This  sounds  very  nice,  but  are 
3'ou  spoiling  anything  by  cooking  it?  I  doubt  it. 
There  are  many  peoi)ie  who  dare  not  eat  raw  fruit, 
yet  they  can  eat  all  the  cooked  fruit  they  v.ish  and 
it  does  not  affect  them  at  all.  But  the  pies  of  our 
mothers  were  just  as  healthy  as  anything  else  you 
could  eat.  And  why  should  they  not  be.  They 
were  made  from  pure  leaf  lard,  flour,  salt,  water, 
sugar,  and  berries,  or  fruit,  thoroughly  baked  and 
just  as  easily  digested  as  bread  and  butter.  And 
why  should  they  not  be?  Can  any  one  give  me  any 
sane  reason? 

"Because  one  person  ought  not  to  eat  certain 
things  is  no  reason  why  the  article  should  be  con- 
demned or  forbidden  to  others.  I  know  a  doctor  in 
this  city  who  breaks  out  with  an  eczematous  erup- 
tion if  he  eats  oatmeal,  and  because  of  this  he  will 
not  allow  any  of  his  patients  to  eat  oatmeal!  How 
absurd!"' 

Good  for  Dr.  MiUer!  An  important  point  in 
this  physician's  discussion  and  one  that  closely 
agrees  with  The  Herald's  opinions  in  this  matter 
is  contained  in  the  following: 

"Too  many  of  our  doctors  are  only  imitating 
some  one  else,  and  are  only  repeating  what  some 
doctor  said  a  century  or  two  ap^o.  These  men  do 
not  think  or  observe  things  for  themselves. 

"Because  100  year?  ago  some  old  dyspeptic  doc- 
tor whose  stomach  was  debauched  with  tobacco 
and  whisky,  ate  a  piece  of  pie  and  it  did  not  agree 
with  him.  he  at  once  condemned  pie,  and  the  medi- 
cal profession  today  without  any  cause  w-hatever  is 
condemning  pie  on  general  principles." 

Aiiother  writer  in  the  same  magazine  after  rclat- 
mg  the  great  love  and  respect  entertained  for  an 
old  doctor  who  had  learned  by  experience  to  dis- 
card many  drugs  and  dispense  v.ith  much  cutting 
and  operating  that  he  formerly  practiced,  makes 
a  similar  point  m  this  way: 

"In  the  first  five  years  of  a  doctor's  piactice 
he  knows  it  all,  gives  many  drugs,  cuts  every  one 
who  will  allow  him  to,  and  is  jealous  of  other 
physicians.  During  the  next  five  years  he  knows 
less,  cuts  less,  and  is  kinder  to  other  physicians. 
In  five  years  more,  if  he  continues  to  practice,  he 
generally  becomes  a  broad-minded,  useful  citizen. 
If  not,  he  becon«?s  a  hopeless,  incorrigible  old 
fogy." 

In  calling  attention  to  this  matter  The  Herald 
has  no  desire  to  discriminate  against  the  young 
physician.  A  young  man  with  a  brain  of  his  own 
to  reason  with  is  a  much  safer  guide  to  health  than 
an  old  man  who  depends  entirely  upon  the  dog- 
matic assertions  of  the  incurable  ignoramuses  who 
wrote  some  of  the  medical  books,  A  great  many 
doctors  know  things  that  are  not  so  simply  be- 
cause they  read  them  in  print  or  were  taught  these 
untruths  at  college. 

In  the  matter  of  eating  as  in  everything  else, 
experience  is  the  best  teacher  and  pie  is  often 
blamed  for  indigestion  when  in  fact  the  cause  is 
eating  too  much  other  food  before  the  pie  is  taken 


or  a  result  of  injuring  the  stomach  with  tobacco, 
whisky  or  drugs. 

The  editor  of  Medical  Talk  admits  that  his  ob- 
jection to  pie  is  subject  to  all  the  exceptions  that 
Dr.  Miller  stated,  but  contends  that  the  cooking 
of  fats  or  oils  contained  in  pie  crust  or  in  frying 
meats  effects  a  chemical  change  in  the  oil  and  cre- 
ates oleic  acid  and  glycerine,  both  of  which  are  in- 
digestible. Supposing  it  does,  is  there  sufficient 
poison  in  this  to  injure  the  health? 

As  to  the  spoiling  of  fruits  by  cooking:  Not 
long  ago  a  Duluth  physician  was  heard  to  remark 
that  he  would  not  eat  raw  fruit  or  vegetables  unless 
they  were  carefully  peeled  and  washed  for  fear  of 
infectious  disease  germs.  While  one  would  cook 
,'11  fruit  the  other  would  eat  all  raw.  And  there 
you  are.  "What  is  one  man's  meat  is  anoiher  man's 
poison."  If  a  person  finds  from  experience  that  any 
particular  food  disagrees  with  him,  let  him  re- 
frain from  its  use.  But  those  who  discover  no  ill 
effects  from  pie  should  not  let  anybody  attempt  to 
scare  them  away  from  it. 

It  will  generally  be  found  that  if  a  man  does  not 
eat  too  much  or  abuse  his  stomach  by  other  ex- 
cesses, the  character  of  the  food  he  takes  does  not 
matter  much. 


THAT  TARIFF  PLANK. 

As  a  matter  of  course,  when  the  men  who 
framed  the  Democratic  national  platform  made  the 
statement  that  "protection  is  a  robbery  of  the  many 
to  enrich  the  few,"  they  meant  Republican  protec- 
tion, the  kind  that  is  now  on  the  statute  books.  It 
is  unfortunate  that  they  did  njt  say  that  in  so  mony 
words,  because  in  denouncing  protection  as  rob- 
bery without  this  qualification,  the  enemies  of  the 
party  are  given  an  opportunity  to  criticise  this 
plank  by  calling  attention  to  the  apparent  insin- 
cerity of  the  platform  when  compared  to  the  actual 
performance  of  the  Democratic  party  in  the  past. 

For  instance  a  Republican  exchange  notes  the 
fact  that  Vice  Presidential  Candidate  Davis  en- 
dorses the  Democratic  platform  in  its  entirety,  in- 
cluding the  declaration  regarding  protection,  And 
then  quotes  his  own  language  when  m  the  senate 
to  show  that  he  does  not  believe  protection  is  a 
robbery. 

The  fact  is  that  while  there  are  a  few  Demo- 
crats who  believe  that  the  custom  houses  should 
be  abcjlished,  their  number  is  constantly  decreasing. 
Even  a  great  majority  of  the  followers  of  Mr. 
Bryan,  who  undoubtedly  dictated  the  tariff  plank  in 
the  St.  Louis  platform,  believe  in  a  tariff  sufficient 
to  meet  the  difference  in  the  cost  of  production  so 
that  home  manufacturers  may  be  placed  on  an  equal 
footing  w-ith  those  in  other  countries. 

But  all  Democrats  and  not  a  few  Re- 
publicans believe  that  when  the  tariff 
is  so  high  as  to  completely  shut  out  all  foreign  com- 
petition it  is  robbery  of  the  many  to  enrich  the 
few,  which  it  is.  When  the  voter  reads  the  Dem- 
ocratic tariff  plank  he  should  know  that  this  is  the 
kind  of  protection  that  is  denounced  as  robbery. 


H!LL*S  ANNOUNCEMENT. 

David  B.  Hill  declares  that  he  will  retire  from 
politics  permanently  on  Jan.  i  rext.  He  enumer- 
ates the  number  of  political  honors  that  have  been 
bestowed  upon  him  and  declares  that  they  have 
been  entirely  sufficient  and  all  that  he  deserved. 
Furthermore,  after  the  present  campaign  he  says 
he  will  only  take  an  interest  in  political  affairs  as  a 
private  citizen. 

There  has  been  much  unfavorable  comment  on 
the  possibility  of  Mr.  Hill  being  appointed  secre- 
tary of  state  in  case  of  the  election  of  Judge  Parker 
and  it  is  probable  that  his  present  announcement  is 
made  with  a  view  of  disarming  those  critics.  This 
will  no  doubt  have  the  result  of  helping  Judge 
Parker's  chances  for  election.  Because  it  cannot  be 
denied  that  the  sage  of  Wolfert's  Roost  is  far  from 
popular,  gven  with  conservative  Democrats  of  the 
East. 

But  will  a  duck  cease  to  swim?  Mr.  Hill  did  not 
say  that  as  a  private  citizen  he  would  refrain  from 
offering  his  valuable  advice  as  to  the  appointing  of 
members  of  the  cabinet  or  as  to  the  other  patron- 
age at  the  disposal  of  the  president.

That  1903  gave  the  United  Slates  640,000,000 
bushels  of  wheat.  This  year  we  are  going  to  be 
shy  of  that  production  from  60,000,000  to  100,000,000 
bushels.  Suppose  we  export  but  120,000,000  bushels 
of  that  crop  instead  of  200,000.000  bushels  we 
shipped  for  the  year  previous,  there  will  be  left  in 
this  country  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  crop 
year  the  smallest  visible  supply  for  many  years.  It 
comes  at  a  time,  too,  when  we  can  ill  afford  it,  for 
other  countries  arc  about  as  shy  of  wheat  and  there 
is  bound  to  be  a  very  large  demand  upon  us  from 
Russia  and  Japan.  Thousands  of  acres  have  not 
been  cultivated  this  year  simply  because  it  is  im- 
possible to  get  farm  labor.  The  drift  of  our  peo- 
ple from  farms  to  cities  and  the  settling  of  immi- 
grants in  cities  instead  of  upon  farm  lands  are 
about  as  serious  problem.s  as  we  have  confront- 
tng  us.

That  France  has  464,566  saloons  to  supply  the 
wants  of  her  39,000.000  people.  Her  consumption 
of  alcohol  is  4.81  gallons  per  capita  per  year.  The 
United  States  consumes  1.74,  and  Canada,  0.51  gal- 
lons,  the   least   of  all   countries. 

That  the  world's  occupations  are  changing  rad- 
ically. The  old  basic  occupations,  particularly  that 
of  farming,  show  a  shrinkage  that,  even  consider- 
ing the  vastly  increased  use  of  machinery,  is  ap- 
palling. On  the  other  hand,  in  this  country  alone, 
the  ranks  of  the  artists  have  swollen  173  per  cent 
in  twenty  years.  During  the  same  time  the  number

"The  Eastern  lumber  buyers  who  come 
up  here  are  somewhat  surprised  to  find 
Low  low  the  stock."?  really  are."  said  one 
of  the  local  lumber  shippers  who  is  fre- 
quently seen  in  the  lobby  of  the  Spalding. 

"The  buyers  down  East  have  a  Fort  of 
an  idea  that  we  have  been  bluffing  in  all 
these  reports  of  being  sold  close  up,  but 
Ihey  are  finding  out  that  the  situation  is 
even   more  serious  than   they  supposed. 

"The  buyers  are  coming  here  in  quite 
la^rge  numbers.  They  are  in  the  market 
mostly  to  fill  out  certain  stocks  and  it 
gives  them  a  jolt  to  find  that  the  manu- 
facturers are  not  disposed  to  split  up  tiieir 
stock  on  hand  to  sell  small  portions  of  it. 
The  interests  owning  the  lumber  aie  hold- 
ing out  to  either  sell  ail  or  none  and  they 
are  keeping  the  prices  up  firm. 

"You  don't  hear  so  much  about  West- 
ern lumber  this  fall.  The  fact  of  the  mat- 
tor  is  the  We.stern  manufacturers  overdid 
tJie  business  to  a  considerable  extent  last 
yeai-  and  this  year  they  are  paying  for 
it.  One  of  the  Duluth  lumbermen  who 
has  recently  returned  from  a  trip  in  the 
AVest  says  that  there  have  been  sixty- 
three  failures  among  lumber  concerns  out 
there.  Last  year  the  Western  lumbermen 
flooded  our  market  and  affected  prices, 
but  this  season  they  are  not  a  factor  to 
bo  considered.  If  the  wholesaler  wants  to 
fill  out  his  stocks  he  will  find  that  all 
'bear  talk'  is  useless.  He  will  have  to 
pay  the  price  the  manufacturers  have  set 
or  go  without. 

"Here  are  five  mills  operating  on  the 
Duluth-Superior  harbor.  Only  one  of 
them,  the  Muir;iy-McC;inn  is  running  with 
two  shifts.  Even  the  Alger-Smith  mill, 
whicli  has  in  former  years  been  opeiating 
with  two  shifts,  now  uses  but  one.  Some 
of  the  other  mills  axe  nearlng  the  close  of 
their  run  for  the  season.  This  means 
curtailed  production  of  lumber,  also  that 
there  will  be  mighty  little  of  it,  as  com- 
pared with  other  years,  on  the  docks  for 
sale  after  the  saws  quit."

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A  Young  Toledo  Incorrig- 
ible Is  Now  In  Police 
Toils. 

Toledo.  O.,  Aug  29.— A  safe  cracker 
and  only  12  years  old:  Such  is  the 
record  of  one  Toledo  youngster,  who 
is  the  biggest  problem  Probation  Of- 
ficer Beecher  of  juvenile  court  has  as 
yet  ran  up  against.  The  boy  doesn't 
come  from  the  slums  and  doesn't  have 
the  handicap  of  ""getting  a  bad  start." 
He  comes  from  a  fine  family  and  has 
a  nice  home,  but  he  has  an  irresistible 
desire  to  steal. 

He  stole  'nis  mother's  watch  and 
chain.  He  stole  money  from  his  fath- 
er. He  stole  from  the  contribution 
box.  He  stole  a  horse  blanket  and 
then  he  went  out  and  stole  a  horse. 
After  that  happened  he  was  brought 
into  juvenile  court.  He  professed  to 
be  very  sorry  and  promiseci  to  be  good. 
He  was  put  on  probation  and  rei)orted 
regularly.  He  even  found  some  keys 
and  brought  them  promptly  to  Mr. 
Beecher  and  told  him  he  was  going 
home  early   every   night. 

All  the  time,  however,  he  was  tell- 
ing ""whoppers,"  for  his  mother  came 
in  and  told  Mr.  Beecher  that  he  stayed 
out  until  niidnight  night  after  night  and 
she  couldn't  do  anything  with  him. 
On  Saturday  he  reported  he  was  doing 
fine  and  went  out  Sunday  and  cracked 
a  safe  belonging  to  a  stone  contractor. 

He  broke  a  window  and  gained  en- 
trance to  the  office  during  the  day- 
time while  the  office  was  deserted.

Forming  in  three 
divisions,  on  Fourth  street,  neai-  Third 
avenue  west,  the  parade,  which  ex- 
tended for  seven  blocks,  marched  to 
the  site  of  th*'  new  church.  In  the 
procession  were  the  following  organ- 
iatizons,  marching  in  the  order 
named:

F.;  Cathedral  court,  C.  O.  F.;  St.  Cle- 
ment's court,  C.  O.  F.;  St.  Anthony's 
court,  C.  O.  F.;  St.  Louis  court,  C.  O, 
F.      Several  carriages  followed. 

Streets  along  the  line  of  march,  from 
the  starting  point  of  the  parade  to 
the  church,  were  lined  with  peo'ple 
awaiting  to  view  the  imposing  spec- 
tacle, and  at  the  site  of  the  new 
buTlciing  all  available  space  was  taken 
by  the  crowd.  So  many  were  on  hand 
to  see  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone 
that  a  ixjrtion  of  the  crowd  could  not 
get  within  a  block  of  the  place  where 
the  ceremony  was  being  held.  The 
throng  appeared  to  be  about  equally 
made  uji  of  men,  women  and  children. 

Arriving  at  the  church  the  leading 
societies  took  their  places  in  and  about 
the  incompleted  structure.  The  multi- 
colored banners  of  the  various  or- 
ganiatizons,  with  the  society  caps  and 
uniforms,  added  to  the  general  effect 
of  the  scene.  Several  United  States 
tlags   were   also   in   evidence. 

The  ceremony  of  laying  and  blessing 
the  stone  began  at  3:4r",  p.  ni.  Bishop 
McGohick,  with  his  assistants,  ad- 
vanced from  the  St.  Jean  de  Baptiste 
rectorate,  located  one  block  directly 
cast  of  the  church.  After  pronounc- 
ing the  Latin  ritual  of  the  church  and 
blessing  the  granite,  the  ecclesiastical 
procession  proceeded  around  the 
church,  the  bishop  spraying  holy 
water  over  the  walls  and  giving  them 
his  Messing.  The  following  priests  as- 
sisted in   the  ceremony:

Copies  of  The  Duluth  Evening  Herald. 
News  Tribune,  various  church  relics  and  a 
document  in  Latin,  giving  particulars  of 
yesterday's  event,  were  placed  in  the 
cornerstone.  The  document  is  translated 
as  follows:

B.  Cullum 
mavor  of  Daluth;  on  the  twenty-eighth 
dav  of  the  month  of  August  this  corner- 
stone was  bles.sed  and  laid  in  the  faith  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Ciirist.

'"The  event  took  place  under  the  rector- 
ship of  Rev.  D.  Guillet,  having  as  curates

At  the  conclusion  of  the  ce-emonieK 
Bishop  McGolrick  briefly  addr--ss<d  th'- 
people  assembled.  speaKlng  of  the  signiti- 
cance  of  the  liying  of  the  corner  stone, 
and  saying  that  it  marked  the  bei;inning 
of  a  new  era  for  the  families  of  tiie  par- 
ish. 

"It  is  an  indication  of  the  strength 
and  perseverance  of  th^^  people  as  well  as 
of  the  good  priests  who  have  directed  the 
work,  and  I  am  glad  to  have  had  a  part 
in  their  endeavors."  he  continued.  "This 
liandsome  new  building:  now  in  course  of 
construction  will  be  a  fitting  monument 
to  their  efforts.  It  will  be  a  splendid 
manifestation  of  the  Catholic  faith.  a 
church  for  the  head  of  the  famil.v;  an  in- 
stltutlim  which  will  aid  you  in  bringing 
your  children  up  properly;  a  church  wnere 
the  priests  will  not  talk  to  you  of  poli- 
tics or  attempt  to  infynence  your  secular 
Interests.  You  may  t>f  a  Democrat  or  a 
Republican  and  still  receive  the  same 
cor.slderation.  It  will  devote  itself  en- 
tirely to  the  saving  of  souls." 

Bishop  McGolrick  saM  he  was  glad  that 
the  Catholic  church  knows  no  difference 
in  men.  asserting  tha":  it  was  as  much 
for  the  laboring  man  its  for  the  million- 
aire. H^  expressed  thanks  that  these 
churches  are  built  by  the  poor,  who  con- 
tribute from  their  daily  wages  to  its  sup- 
port. 

Rev.  A.  Hartman.  of  the  parish,  closed 
the  exercises  by  an  address  in  French. 
In  his  address  he  alluded  to  the  bright 
future  of  the  congregation,  and  expressed 
the  hope  that  the  French  people  of  Du- 
luth would  do  their  btat  toward  its  sup- 
port. In  conclusion  he  thanked  the  Catho- 
lic societies  taking  pp  rt  in  the  parade, 
and  said  he  hoped  he  would  see  them 
again  at  the  dedlcatiDn  of  the  church

The  dust  raised 
by  Webb's  machine  was  so  great  that  I 
could  absolutely  see  nothing  at  all.  The 
track  was  not  the  best  in  the  world,  and 
the  low  banking  permitted  the  machines 
to  slide  on  the  turns.  1'he  result  was 
that  every  time  they  'skidded'  a  tremend- 
ous dust  cloud  was  lifted.  Into  one  of  these 
I  came  while  chasing  Webb.  Tiiis  was  on 
the  second  turn  of  the  first  mile.  I  was 
going  fast  and  was  blinded  so  completely 
that  I  had  no  time  to  do  anything,  and  the 
first  thing  I  knew  1  was  being  picked  up 
and  was  getting  into  Webb's  machine.

Che  Foo,  Aug.  29.— Severe  fighting  was 
resumed  at  Port  Arthur  on  Aug.  27.  ac- 
cording to  Chinese  who  left  there  on  the 
evening  of  the  twenty-seventh.  Between 
Aug.  22  and  2o  there  was  some  fighting, 
but  it  wad  les.s  severe  than  that  on  the 
twcnty-stventh.  One  of  the  Chinese  was 
arrested  and  compelled  to  carry  the  dead 
from  the  battlefield  of  Palichuang,  which 
the  Japanese  attempted  to  capture  on 
Aug.  26.    Thirty  carts  were  used  to  carry  j 

the  dead,  numbering  400.  from  the  trench- 
es and  outskirts  of  the  city.  A  pciiice- 
man  told  the  Chinese  that  the  efficient 
.soldiers  in  the  garrison  at  Port  Arthur 
numbered    over    lO.ixiO.

HEAVY  LOSSES 

Inflicted  On  the  Russians  Dur- 
ing: Their  Retreat. 

St.  Petersburg,  Aug.  29.— The  operations 
around  Liao  Yang  have  undergone  a  com- 
plete change.  Owing  to  the  delay  in  the 
concentration  of  Gen.  Kuropatkin's  army 
as  a  result  of  the  terrible  condition  of  the 
roads,  the  Japanese  seized  the  opportun- 
ity to  attack  the  slow-moving  corps,  and 
severe  lighting  occurred  Aug.  2i-28,  in 
which  the  Russians  lost  another  1000  men, 
and  they  now  proljably  will  have  to  accept 
a  general  engagement.  Gen.  Kuropatkin 
himself  describes  the  latest  phase  of  the 
hostilities  in  a  long  dispatch  to  the  em- 
peror as  follows: 

The  Japanese  began  at  dawn  Aug.  27 
two  movements  designed  to  cut  off  the 
First  and  Fourth  corps.  The  First,  sta- 
tioned at  Ansiianshan,  half  way  between 
Haicheng  and  Liao  Yang,  experienced  the 
most  serious  difficulty,  owing  to  had  roads. 
The  Japanese  under  Gen.  Oku  tried  to 
flank  this  corps  from  the  e.ast.  In  the 
meanwhile  Gen.  Kuroki,  abandoning  his 
pressure  of  Gens.  Ivanoff  and  Herschel- 
mann.  drove  a  wedge  between  the  Secrmd 
and  Fourth  corps,  which  were  stationed 
west  of  Liandiansian,  a  strong  defensive 
ixisition  In  the  hills  twenty-four  miles 
southwest  of  Liao  Yang. 

The  Russians,  greatly  impeded  by  their 
iirtiilery  ar.d  commissariat,  fought  a  series 
of  rear  guard  actions  in  order  to  cover 
the  retreat  of  their  impediment  to  Liao 
Yang,  in  which  they  were  successful. 
The  first  corps  wliich  figured  at  the  battle 
of  the  Yalu  and  in  the  fighting  at  Motien 
pass,  again  sustained  the  brunt  of  the 
fighting,  and  suffered  the  majority  of  the 
losses,  including  General  Routkovsky 
and    Colonel    "Von    Raaben. 

The  First,  Second  and  Fourth  corps 
combined  under  the  command  of  Goii. 
Zaroubaieff,  and  the  Tenth,  Seventeenth, 
and  Third  corps,  under  Gen.  I\anoff, 
forming  the  eastern  contingent,  succeeded 
in  -affecting  a  concentration  at  Liao  Y'ang 
without  further  loss. 

The  whole  six  corps  of  which  two  are 
Euiopean  troops,  have  now  formed  a 
semi-circle  within  a  radius  of  six  or  tight 
miles  01  Liao  Yang.

Minn.,  Aug.  30.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— William  Chounard,  who, 
on  Jan.  26  last,  shot  and  killed  his  wife, 
Dcra.  in  a  disreputable  house  which 
they  conducted  at  Cass  Liike.  was 
hanged  here  shortly  after  1  o'clock  this 
morning,  the  last  attempt  to  save  his 
life,  by  asking  the  supreme  court  to 
grant  a  reprieve,  having  failed  yester- 
day. The  execution  was  well  conduct- 
ed. The  trap  was  sprung  by  Sheriff 
Hardy  at  1:07.  after  the  condemned 
man  had  repeated  the  Lord's  prayer 
with  Father  Murphy,  of  Bemidji.  who 
accompanied  him  to  the  scaffild. 
Chounard's  neck  was  broken  by  the 
fall,  and  death  was  practicaily  instan- 
taneous. Doctors  Wilcox  and  Hardin 
pronouncing  him  dead  at  1:14.  Chou- 
nard inainluined  his  conuosure  to  the 
end.  walking  to  the  scaffold  without 
assistance.  "I  have  nothing  to  say," 
was  the  answer  he  made  when  asked 
if  he  desired  to  make  a  statement. 

Strong  efforts  were  made  by  Choun- 
ard's relatives  and  attorneys  to  save 
his  life,  the  claim  being  made  that  he 
was  cnlzed  by  drink  when  he  shot  his 
wife  and,  therefore,  the  deed  was  v.lth- 
aut  premeditation,  but  the  district  and 
supreme  courts  refused  to  interfere.

Shanghai.  Aug.  3t).-A  revival  of  Boxer- 
Ism  is  reported  from  Tamingfu.  in  the 
southwestern  part  of  Pe  Chili  province, 
215  miles  from  Tien  Tsin.  Over  twenty 
American  missionaries,  including  women 
and  ciiildren,  have  been  obliged  to  evacu- 
ate Tamingtu  owing  to  intenued  massacres 
on  the  part  of  the  Boxers,  who  call  them- 
selves -Tsaiyun."  The  local  telegraph 
company  refused  to  transmit  a  message 
frxm  these  missionaries  to  American 
Minister  Conger  at  Pekin.  Fortunately, 
however,  an  English  friend  in  Honan 
forwarded  their  mespas^.  whereupon 
Yuan  Saika,  viceroy  of  Pe  Chili  province, 
dispatched  urgent  ordei.s  for  their  protec- 
tion. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  tlie  local  author- 
ities gave  them  no  protection,  and  tliere 
was  no  hofx?  of  continuing  their  work,  the 
missionaries  camn  om.  They  traveled  in 
safetv.  Grave  doul>ts  are  felt  in  some 
quarters  here  as  to  t.>-  real  intentions  of 
Tie  Hiang.  who  is  at  present  absent  from 
PekIn  on  a  visit'  to  the  southern  pro- 
vinces.

Czar's  Ukasels^ot  So  Magnani- 
mous as  Reported. 

London.  Aug.  30.— The  seeming  magna- 
nimity of  the  czar's  manifesto  vanishes 
on  close  examination.  The  announce- 
ment that  the  Finnish  military  district  is 
to  be  abolished,  and  that  the  grand  duchy 
hencefarward  is  to  be  incorporated  with 
the  St.  Petersburg  military  district,  is 
certainlv  not  regarded  as  a  conce.-^sion  by 
Finlanders,  since  it  removes  the  ia^t  trace 
of  the  Finnish  national  army.

r/J'*^®  Weyerhaue-seis  are  to  employ  about 
500  men  near  Virginia,  this  winter.  The* 
company  is  building  camps,  roads  and  a 
railroad  for  the  work.  The  railroad  has 
been  connected  with  the  line  of  the  Du- 
luth. Virginia  &  Rainy  Lake  road. 

Cloquet  lumljcr  continues  to  move  quite 
freely  through  this  port. 

The  vesselmen  claim  that  they  are  easi- 
ly handling  all  the  luml)er  to  be  shipped 
along  the  lakes,  with  two-thirds  of  the 
entire  tonnage  of  the  Lake  Carriers'  as- 
sociation. One-third  of  the  ves.sels  In  the 
association  were  put  out  of  commls.slon 
early  in  August  with  the  view  of  keeping 
the  lumber  rate  firm  and,  it  is  claimed, 
the  move  was  entirely  successful. 

The  limiber  manufacturers  on  the  other 
hand,  claim  that  their  business  has  not 
decrea.sed  one-third  as  the  retirement  of 
tho  vessels  would  indicate.  It  Is  said  that 
the  rail  shipments  of  lumber  to  the  East 
have  affected  the  vessel  trade  from  all 
the    large   lake  ports. 

A  great  deal  of  lumber  that  formerly 
went  through  Chicago,  by  rail,  is  now 
.''aid  to  be  going  to  Lake  Micliigm  and 
across  by  car  ferries,  when  it  continues 
a  rail  .lourney  to  the  E.ast.  The  lumber- 
men claim  that  the  route  is  preferable 
because  there  Is  less  delay  and  thev  have 
heen  fighting  shy  of  car  demurrage  in 
the  Chicago  .vards. 

The  car  ferry  business  is  .a  comparative- 
ly new  feature  in  the  lumber  trade  for 
a  few  years  ago  very  little  lumber  went 
East  by  the  car  ferry  route. 

Northern  lumlx^rmen  scout  the  idea 
that  the  yellow  pine  manufacturers  are 
cutting  Into  their  business  to  any  extent 
yet.  They  claim  that  so  long  as  wliitc 
pine  is  procurable  it  will  continue  to  be 
the  favorite  limber  for  all  con- 
struction, but  that  when  the 
supply  is  reduced  to  such  pro- 
portions that  the  Northern  mannfac 
turers  can  no  longer  meet  the  demand 
then  yelow  pine  or  some  other  timb.^r  will 
be  substituted.  Tntil  that  condition  doei 
occiir  they  are  not  worrying  over  anv  in- 
roads in  their  business  to  be  made  by  the 
yelow  pine  manufacturer.^.

I  erly   speaking,    pike     and   pickerel     are 

I  interchangeable    terms,    and    the    mus- 

I  kellunge    is    a    larger    member    of    the 

same  family.     The  so-called  "wall-eyed 

pilce"    should    be   eliminated    from    the 

discussion  at  the  outset,  as  it  is  no  pike 

at  all.     Its  proper  name  is   "wall-eye," 

sometimes  called   "pike  perch,"   and   it 

has  not  the  remotest  relationship  with 

the   true  pike. 

The  scientific  name  of  the  pike  family 
is  "lucius."  The  common  pike  or  pick- 
erel is  Lucius  lucius,  and  its  extreme 
length  is  four  feet.  The  "musky"  is 
lucius  masquinong,  and  in  its  maturity 
it  runs  from  four  to  eight  feet  in 
length,  some  specimens  reaching  as 
high  as  100  pounds  in  weight.  The  dif- 
ference between  the  pike  or  pickerel 
and  the  "musky"  is  not  so  great  but 
that  it  leaves  room  for  argument,  but 
there  are  marked  differences.  The 
"musky"  is  of  the  same  general  form 
as  the  pike,  but  its  head  is  a  little 
larger.  The  cheeks  are  naked  below, 
while  those  of  the   pike   are  scaly  all

Secretary  of  State  Files 

Answer  to  Anti-Third 

Termers'  Suit. 

Madison.  Aug.  30. — The  attorneys  for 
.'^lec-retary  of  State  Walter  L.  Houser 
filed  his  answer  with  the  clerk  of  the 
supreme  court  last  evening  in  the  suit 

brought  against  him  on  Aug.  9  last  by 
the  nominees  of  the  anti-third  term 
Republican  state  ticket,  headed  by 
Samuel  A.  Cook,  to  compel  him  to 
place  their  names  in  the  Republican 
column  on  the  official  ballot,  and  to  re- 
strain him  from  placing  the  names  of 
the  I..a  Follett  nominees  in  that  col- 
umn. 

The  answer,  which  is  a  voluminous 
document,  sets  up  that  the  matters  In 
the  complaint  were  not  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  any  tribunal 
I  other  than  that  created  and  established 
by  section  25.  of  the  Wisconsin  statutes 
of  189S,  which  is  the  old  state  central 
commiltoe.  headed  by  Gen.  G.  E.  Bry- 
ant; that  the  plaintiffs  have  no  rem- 
edy in  law  or  equity  except  as  provid- 
ed in  said  statute:  that  the  matter  is 
not  within  the  jurisdicion  of  a  court 
of  equity;  that  the  relators  have  no 
right  to  maintain  the  suit  in  the  name 
of  the  state,  and  that  the  complaint 
recites  no  question  of  public  rights. 

In  biief,  the  answer  denies  all  of  the 
alleg.ations  upon  which  the  suit  rests. 

The  answer  claims  that  of  tlie  1656 
delegates  to  the  state  contest.  515  1-5 
La  Follette  delegates  were  uncontest- 
ed. The  contests  are  reviewed,  and  the 
number  of  delegates  alleged  to  be  in 
favor  of  the  governor  is  535  1-3. 

An  account  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Republican  convention  is  given,  and 
also  an  account  of  the  contest  before 
the  national  Republican  committee  and 
the  credentials  committee  of  the  na- 
I  tional  convention  over  the  delegates-at- 
I  large. 

I  It  is  claimed  th.tt  the  nation.il  com- 
jmittee  had  no  authority  to  pass  upon 
]  the  regularity  of  the  Republican  state 
i  convention  of  Wisconsin,  and  that  Its 
decision,  or  that  of  the  credentials  com- 
'  mittee  of  the  national  convention,  or 
'  the  national  convention  itself,  must  be 
I  considered  null  and  void,  so  far  a.s  the 
!  party  within  the  state  is  concerned. 

The  defendant  declares  that  the  other 
stale  central  comm.ittee  has  a.esumed 
jurisdiction  over  the  controversy,  and 
that  tribunal  should  be  allowed  to  de- 
cide it.  It  is  admitted  that  sixteen  of 
twenty-two  members  of  that  commit- 
tee are  strong  adherents  of  the  gover- 
nor. 

It  is  stated  that  eleven  of  the  thir- 
teen presidential  electors,  chosen  by 
the  two  state  gatherings,  have  notified 
the  secretary  of  state,  in  writing,  that 
they  desire  to  have  their  names  go  on 
he  La  Follette  ticket.

MR.  FOSTER'S  PLATFORM. 

The  Bemidji  Sentinel,  a  Republican  paper,  which  is 
supporting  Congressman  Buckman  for  re-election  in  the 
Sixth   district,  makes  this  comment: 

"Bumptious  Mr.  Foster,  of  Meeker,  who  is  a  candidate 
for  the  seat  now  occupied  in  congress  by  the  Hon.  C.  B. 
Buckman,  has  a  platform  which,  an  exchange  says,  is 
of  few  words  (very  unlike  Mr.  Foster)  and  without  'fol- 
dc-rol.'  Let  us  sec;  the  first,  very  first  statement  is  that 
Foster  favors  the  election  of  United  States  senators  by 
direct  vote  of  the -people;  that  trusts  should  be  prohibit- 
ed; that  the  tariffs  should  be  revised;  that  the  tariff  on 
lumber  should  be  taken  off;  in  reciprocity.  If  this 
'platform'  differs  any  from  a  Democratic  candidate's, 
where  is  it?  If  Mr.  Foster  is  elected  on  that  platform 
and  then  lives  up  to  it,  what  party  will  he  have  to  line- 
up with?  Then  why  ask  the  Republicans  to  nominate 
him?" 

Well,  perhaps  for  the  same  reason  that  Republicans 
of  Minnesota  have  repeatedly  sent  to  congress  and  to 
the  senate  Hon.  Knute  Nelson,  who  recently  said: 

"My  views  on  the  protective  tariff  are  well  known.  I 
believe  a  tariff  is  justifiable  and  necessary  to  the  extent 
of  making  up  the  difference  of  cost  in  production  here 
and  abroad,  but  where  the  tariff  exceeds  that  amount  it 
is  liable,  in  my  mind,  to  indirectly  help  trusts  and  other 
industrial  combinations." 

If  this  platform  differs  any  from  a  Democratic  candi- 
date's, where  is  it?  The  fact  is  that  there  are  only  two 
of  the  present  Republican  congressmen  from  Minne- 
sota who  have  expressed  themselves  as  being  in  favor  of 
standing  "pat"  on  the  tariff.  All  the  others  profess  to  be 
in  favor  of  revising  the  tariff  downward  and  in  favor  of 
reciprocal  trade  relations  with  Canada.  But  the  trouble 
is  that  when  they  reach  Washington  their  hands  are 
tried  by  the  bosses  of  the  Republican  party  and  they  are 
unable  to  accomplish  anything  along  the  lines  proposed 
by  Mr.  Foster. 

If  the  people  of  Minnesota  desire  their  wishes  car- 
ried out,  instead  of  sending  democratic  Republicans  to 
congress,  they  should  send  democratic  Democrats.  It  is 
true,  as  the  Sentinel  intimates,  that  if  Mr.  Foster  is 
olected  to  congress  on  that  platform,  he  will  be  com- 
pelled to  line  up  with  the  Democrats  in  order  to  accom- 
plish anything.

HOW  IT  COULD  BE  DONE. 

Speaking  of  Judge  Parker's  declaration  in  favor  of  in- 
dependence of  the  Philippines,  the  Detroit  News  says: 
"Judge  Parker  does  not  explain  how  territory  once  an- 
nexed to  the  United  States  can  be  legally  alienated  from 
the  Union  by  an  act  short  of  that  of  the  nation  itself, 
acting  in  its  unlimited  sovereignty  through  a  change  in 
the  fundamental  law.  Congress  has  no  such  power;  at 
least  it  cannot  be  found  in  the  powers  expressly  delegat- 
ed to  congress  in  the  constitution,  and  all  other  powers 
are  reserved  to  the  people  or  the  states,  or  they  do  not 
exist  at  -ill.  Could  congress,  by  mere  act,  cede  Alaska 
back  to  Russia,  or  New  Mexico  or  Arizona  back  to  Mex- 
ico, or  could  it  set  up  one  or  all  of  these  territories  in 
sovereign  independence?  The  suggestion  is  contrary  to 
every  American  conception  of  the  strictly  limited  pow- 
ers of  the  national  legislature,  and  would  be  rejected  by 
every  intelligent  voter  in  the  country.  Yet  congress  has 
precisely  the  same  power  over  the  fate  of  Alaska.  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona,  as  it  has  over  the  fate  of  the 
Philippines.'' 

In  the  first  place  the  Philippines  have  never  been  an- 
nexed to  the  United  States.  They  were  simply  pur- 
chasd  by  the  United  States.  And  the  senate  was  careful 
to  state  in  a  resolution  parsed  at  the  time  the  treaty  with 
Spain  was  ratified  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  con- 
gress to  make  them  an  integral  part  of  the  Union.  New- 
Mexico,  Arizona  and  Alaska  were  all  annexed  v.-ith  the 
purpose  in  view  of  granting  them  ultimate  statehood. 

The  constitution  gives  congress  no  express  power 
to  purchase  territory  and  govern  it  outside  the  constitu- 
tion and  yet  it  has  been  done  in  the  case  of  Porto  Rico 
and  the  Philippines,  and  the  supreme  court  has  sus- 
tained the  action  of  congress  in  so  doing.  If  congress 
has  that  power  without  any  constitutional  authority, 
then  it  would  seem  reasonable  to  suppose  that  it  has 
similar  power  with  regard  to  the  sale  or  other  disposal  of 
territory  so  purchased. 

But  should  tiiere  be  any  doubt  on  this  point  congress 
could  submit  to  the  people  a  constitutional  amendment 


David  H.  Chamberlain,  of  Massachusetts,  who  was 
formerly  governor  of  South  Carolina,  writes  a  letter 
to  the  Springfield  Republican  in  which  he  vigorously  ad- 
vocates the  driving  of  both  automobiles  and  trolley  cars 
from  public  roads.     He  says  in  part: 

"The  toleration  now,  as  well  as  the  first  allowance,  of 
automobiles  on  our  highways  or  dirt  roads— and  this 
is  equally  true  of  trolley  cars — is  something  that  ought 
never  to  have  come  to  pass,  and  ought  now  to  made 
peremptorily  and  entirely  to  cease.  What  earthly  reason 
that  will  bear  a  moment's  exmination  can  be  given 
why  electric  cars  more  than  steam  sars  should  be  per- 
mitted to  destroy  the  use,  all  the  safety  and  comfort,  as 
well  as  the  pleasure,  of  our  public  highways?  It  is  an 
outrage— I  measure  my  words — to  permit  either  trollies 
or  automobiles  to  intrude  on,  usurp  and  spoil  for  their 
proper  and  designed  purposes  our  historic  and  common 
public  roads,  which  the  poorest  and  obscurist  must 
frequent  and  use. 

"It  is  idle,  too,  to  pass  statutes  to  regulate  the  speed 
of  automobiles.  They  cannot  be  effectively  executed 
even  in  and  near  our  cities,  nor  executed  at  all  in  the 
country,  except  in  rare  cases.  But  speed  is  not  the  thing 
that  is  the  nuisance  primarily.  It  is  the  presence  of  the 
automobiles  in  any  way  or  at  any  speed  on  our  high- 
ways. These  machines  of  themselves,  even  when  stand- 
ing still,  are  a  terror  to  99  horses  out  of  100.  A  horse, 
the  average  horse,  cannot  be  so  trained  or  habituated  to 
automobiles,   or   even   to  trollies." 

This  is  certainly  a  proposition  for  a  drastic  remedy, 
but  the  time  may  soon  come  when  the  people  will  con- 
clude that  this  the  only  adequate  solution  of  the  prob- 
lem. As  the  people  of  Minnesota  are  now  agitating  the 
matter  of  establishing  trolley  lines  in  the  country  districts 
they  will  be  interested  in  reading  what  Governor  Cham- 
berlain has  to  say  on  this  matter: 

"Is  there  any  hardship  or  injustice,  great  or  small,  in 
requiring  automobilists,  and  even  trolley  companies,  to 
build  and  use  their  own  roads?  None  whatever.  Our  sin 
and  folly  in  letting  trollies  enter,  in  the  first  instance, 
upon  our  highways  w-ill  of  course  compel  us  to  reimburse 
them  for  their  extra  expenditure  in  removing  their  tracks 
from  the  highways  to  their  own  rights-of-way;  but  when 
that  has  been  done,  give  them  short,  but  reasonable, 
time  in  which  to  depart  entirely  and  forever  from  our 
highways,  where  they  must  perpetually  be  a  nuisance  to 
the  lives  and  limbs  of  our  citizens,  as  well  as  destroying 
all  safety  and  pleasure  in  driving  horses  on  our  high- 
ways. 

"As  to  automobiles,  they  have  no  rights  whatever  to 
be  cared  for  by  the  public  in  our  highways,  none  what- 
ever. Let  them  be  made  to  'go,'  and  let  them  not  be  al- 
lowed to  'stand  on  the  order  of  their  going.'  " 

If  the  times  does  come  when  the  people  decide  to 
banish  automobiles  from  the  public  highways,  the  many 
owners  of  these  machines  who  evince  no  regard  for  hu- 
man life  and  human  limb  will  have  themselves  to  blame 
for  their  banishment.  And  as  The  Herald  has  previously 
remarked,  whatever  the  final  solution,  the  innocent  w^ill 
suffer  for  the  acts  of  tHe  guilty.

This  is  a  direct  result  of  the  filthy  con- 
ditions that  have  been  permitted  to  exist  in  the  alleys  of 
that  section  during  the  spring  and  summer. 

The  Herald  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  pest 
of  some  kind  might  be  expected  as  a  result  of  this  un- 
sanitary condition  and  the  prophecy  is  verified.  Some 
of  these  filthy  alleys  have  not  been  properly  cleaned 
yet,  although  they  have  dried  up  sufficiently  so  that  the 
filth  is  not  so  noticeable  as  earlier  in  the  season. 

In  view  of  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria,  it  would 
seem  that  the  health  department  might  with  propriety 
invest  in   some  chloride  of  jime  or  other  purifiers  and

MR.  FOSTER'S  PLATFORM. 

The  Bemidji  Sentijiel,  a  Republican  paper,  which  is 
supporting  Congressman  Buckman  for  re-eleclion  in  the 
Sixth  district,  makes  this  comment: 

"Bumptious  Mr.  Foster,  of  Meeker,  who  is  a  candidate 
for  the  seat  now  occupied  in  congress  by  the  Hon.  C.  B, 
Buckman,  has  a  platform  which,  an  exchange  says,  is 
of  few  words  (very  unlike  Mr.  I*'oster)  and  without  'fol- 
dc-rol.'  Let  us  sec;  the  first,  very  first  statement  is  that 
Foster  favors  the  election  of  United  States  senators  by 
direct  vote  of  the  people;  that  trusts  sliould  be  prohibit- 
ed; that  the  tariffs  should  be  revised;  that  the  tariff  on 
lumber  should  be  taken  off;  in  reciprocity.  If  this 
'platform'  differs  any  from  a  Democratic  candidate's, 
where  is  it?  If  Mr.  Foster  is  elected  on  that  platform 
and  then  lives  up  to  it,  what  party  will  he  have  to  line 
up  with?  Then  why  ask  the  Republicans  to  nominate 
him?" 

Well,  perhaps  for  the  same  reason  that  Republicans 
of  Minnesota  have  repeatedly  sent  to  congress  and  to 
the  senate  Hon.  Knute  Nelson,  who  recently  said: 

"My  views  on  the  protective  tariff  are  well  known.  I 
helieve  a  tariff  is  justifiable  and  necessary  to  the  extent 
of  making  up  the  difference  of  cost  in  prodnction  here 
and  abroad,  but  where  the  tariff  exceeds  that  amount  it 
is  liable,  in  my  mind,  to  indirectly  help  trusts  and  other 
industrial  combinations." 

If  this  platform  differs  any  from  a  Democratic  candi- 
date's, vyrhere  is  it?  The  fact  is  that  there  are  only  two 
of  the  present  Republican  congressmen  from  Minne- 
sota who  have  expressed  themselves  as  being  in  favor  of 
standing  "pat"  on  the  tariff.  All  the  others  profess  to  be 
in  favor  of  revising  the  tariff  downward  and  in  favor  of 
reciprocal  trade  relations  with  Canada.  But  the  trouble 
is  that  when  they  reach  Washington  their  hands  are 
tried  by  the  bosses  of  the  Republican  party  and  they  are 
unable  to  accomplish  anything  along  the  lines  proposed 
by  Mr.  Foster.

And  if  the  property  owners  fail  to  make  these  connec- 
tions it  should  be  done  by  the  city  and  charged  up  to 
the  property.  There  is  no  sense  in  going  to  the  expense 
of  building  sewers  and  then  permitting  property  owners 
to  use  their  own  judgment  as  to  making  connections. 
They  ought  to  be  glad  of  the  opportunity.  The  West 
Duluth  Commercial  club  might  with  propriety  take  up 
this  matter  and  not  only  make  it  a  point  to  see  that 
sewer  connections  are  made  wherever  possible,  but  also 
to  see  that  citizens  and  officials  do  their  duty  in  the 
matter  of  keeping  their  premises  clean.

David   H.    Chamberlain,   of   Massachusetts,   who   was 
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vocates  the  driving  of  both  automobiles  and  trolley  cars 
from  public  roads.     He  says  in  part: 

"The  toleration  now,  as  well  as  the  first  allowance,  of 
automobiles  on  our  highways  or  dirt  roads— and  this 
is  equally  true  of  trolley  cars — is  something  that  ought 
never  to  have  come  to  pass,  and  ought  now  to  made 
peremptorily  and  entirely  to  cease.  What  earthly  reason 
that  will  bear  a  moment's  exmination  can  be  given 
why  electric  cars  more  than  steam  sars  should  be  per- 
mitted to  destroy  the  use,  all  the  safety  and  comfort,  as 
well  as  the  pleasure,  of  our  public  highways?  It  is  an 
outrage — I  measure  my  words — to  permit  either  trollies 
or  automobiles  to  intrude  on,  usurp  and  spoil  for  their 
proper  and  designed  purposes  our  historic  and  common 
public  roads,  which  the  poorest  and  obscurist  must 
frequent  and  use. 

"It  is  idle,  too,  to  pass  statutes  to  regulate  the  speed 
of  automobiles.  They  cannot  be  effectively  executed 
even  in  and  near  our  cities,  nor  executed  at  all  in  the 
country,  except  in  rare  cases.  But  speed  is  not  the  thing 
that  is  the  nuisance  primarily.  It  is  the  presence  of  the 
putomobilcs  in  any  way  or  at  any  speed  on  our  high- 
ways. These  machines  of  themselves,  even  when  stand- 
ing still,  are  a  terror  to  99  horses  out  of  100.  A  horse, 
the  average  horse,  cannot  be  so  trained  or  habituated  to 
automobiles,   or   even   to  trollies." 

This  is  certainly  a  proposition  for  a  drastic  remedy, 
but  the  time  may  soon  come  when  the  people  will  con- 
clude that  this  the  only  adequate  solution  of  the  prob- 
lem. As  the  people  of  Minnesota  are  now  agitating  the 
matter  of  establishing  trolley  lines  in  the  country  districts

HOW  IT  COULD  BE  DONE. 

Speaking  of  Judge  Parker's  declaration  in  favor  of  in- 
dependence of  the   Philippines,   the   Detroit   News   says: 
"Jiulge   Parker  does  not  explain  how  territory  once  an- 
nexed to  the  United  States  can  be  legally  alienated  from 
the   Union  by  an  act  short  of  that  of  the  nation  itself, 
acting  in  its  unlimited  sovereignty  through  a  change  in 
the  fundamental  law.     Congress  has  no  such  power;  at 
least  it  cannot  be  found  in  the  powers  expressly  delegat- 
ed to  congress  in  the  constitution,  and  all  other  powers 
are  reserved  to  the  people  or  the  states,  or  they  do  not 
exist  at  -ill.     Could  congress,  by  mere  act,  cede  Alaska 
back  to  Russia,  or  New  Mexico  or  Arizona  back  to  Mex- 
ico, or  could  it  set  up  one  or  all  of  these  territories  in 
sovereign  independence?     The  suggestion  is  contrary  to 
every  American  conception   of  the   strictly  limited  pow- 
ers of  the  national  legislature,  and  would  be  rejected  by 
every  intelligent  voter  in  the  country.     Yet  congress  has 
precisely  the  same  pov.'cr  over  the  fate  of  Alaska,  New 
Mexico    and    Arizona,    as    it    has    over    the    fate    of    the 
Philippines.'' 

In  the  first  place  the  Philippines  have  never  been  an- 
nexed to  the  United  States.  They  were  simply  pur- 
chasd  by  the  United  States.  And  the  senate  was  careful 
to  state  in  a  resolution  passed  at  the  time  the  treaty  with 
Spain  was  ratified  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  con- 
gress to  make  them  an  integral  part  of  the  Union.  New- 
Mexico,  Arizona  and  Alaska  were  all  annexed  v.-ith  the 
purpose  in  view  of  granting  them  ultimate  statehood. 

The  constitution  gives  congress  no  express  power 
to  purchase  territory  and  govern  it  outside  the  constitu- 
tion and  yet  it  has  been  done  in  the  case  of  Porto  Rico 
and  the  Philippines,  and  the  supreme  court  has  sus- 
tained the  action  of  congress  in  so  doing.  If  congress 
has  that  power  without  any  constitutional  authority, 
then  it  would  seem  reasonable  to  suppose  that  it  has 
similar  power  with  regard  to  the  sale  or  other  disposal  of 
territory  so  purchased. 

But  should  there  be  any  doubt  on  this  point  congress 


berlain  has  to  say  on  this  matter: 

"Is  there  any  hardship  or  injustice,  great  or  small,  in 
requiring  automobilists,  and  even  trolley  companies,  to 
build  and  use  their  own  roads?  None  whatever.  Our  sin 
and  folly  in  letting  trollies  enter,  in  the  first  instance, 
upon  our  highways  will  of  course  compel  us  to  reimburse 
them  for  their  extra  expenditure  in  removing  their  tracks 
from  the  highways  to  their  own  rights-of-way;  but  when 
that  has  been  done,  give  them  short,  but  reasonable, 
time  in  which  to  depart  entirely  and  forever  from  our 
highways,  where  they  must  perpetually  be  a  nuisance  to 
the  lives  and  limbs  of  our  citizens,  as  well  as  destroying 
all  safety  and  pleasure  in  driving  horses  on  our  high- 
ways. 

"As  to  automobiles,  they  have  no  rights  whatever  to 
be  cared  for  by  the  public  in  our  highways,  none  what- 
ever. Let  them  be  made  to  'go,'  and  let  them  not  be  al- 
lowed to  'stand  on  the  order  of  their  going.' " 

If  the  times  does  come  when  the  people  decide  to 
banish  automobiles  from  the  public  highways,  the  many 
owners  of  these  machines  who  evince  no  regard  for  hu- 
man life  and  human  limb  will  have  themselves  to  blame 
lor  their  banishment.  And  as  The  Herald  has  previously 
remarked,  whatever  the  final  solution,  the  innocent  will 
suffer  for  the  acts  of  the  guilty.

After  being  thoroughly  tested  and 
accepted  bj-  the  city  engineer,  the  tar 
macridam  mixing-plant  will  be  return- 
ed to  its  owners  because  of  the  lefu^til 
of  the  company  to  file  a  nt-w  bond 
pi  jtc-cling  the  city  from  damages  r;?- 
sulting  from  suits  for  infringement  of 
patent.  The  plant  has  been  m  use 
by  P.  McDonnell,  the  contractor,  on  his 
E;ist  Superior  street  contract,  and  it 
was  passed  upon  favorably  by  the  city 

engineer. 

L.ISI  Monday  evening  at  the  meeting 
of  the  ci»un'.iU  the  plant  was  fonnaliv 
acc<-pted  and  the  purchase  price  or- 
dered paid  on  c)i:dilioM  that  the  com- 
pany f?:sr.ed  tile  new  bond  prepared  oy 
the  city  attorney.  Mr.  Fesler,  in  -as 
leiter  to  the  company,  gave  three  rea- 
sons for  demanding  the  new  bond.

The  company  in  replying  to  Mr. 
Fesler's  letter  stated  that  the  city 
was  imposing  additional  conditions  by 
requiring  a  ne\v  bond  in  place  of  one 
tlr,-ady  ar.proveti,  and  that  it  refused 
t'>  comply  with  such  new  onditiins.

rect and  fraudulent  accounts  of  the  num- 
ber of  stamps  cancelled  at  his  office,  with 
a  view  to  increa.sing  Iiis  compensation. 
His  hearing  was  set  to  occur  at  12:15 
o'clock  tomorrow.  Mr.  Price  furni.-hed 
bond  in  th.-  sum  of  JJtX)  and  was  released 
from  custod.v.

NEGRO  TRUSTY 
IS  LYNCHED 

Assaulted   Girl  In  Jail 

Kitchen  WItli  a 

Razor. 

Laramie.    Wyo..    Aug.    30.— Joe    Martin, 

colored,  was  lynched  by  a  mob  of  3>*) 
men  in  fri>nt  of  Judge  Carpenters  house 
at  s  o'clock  last  night. 

Martin  was  a  trusty  in  the  county  jail. 
He  attacked  a  white  girl  named  Krause 
in  the  jail  kitchen  and  slashed  her  face 
and  arms  with  a  razor.  One  man  was  in- 
jured b.v  Martin  wliile  entering  the  jail  to 
drag   off    the    prisoner. 

After  assaulting  Miss  Krause  with 
razor,  Martin  was  i)laced  in  a  cell 
the  county  jail.  Last  night  a  moli 
several  hundred  men  formed  outside  the 
jail.  The  first  intimation  that  Sheriff  Cook 
had  of  the  contemplated  lynching  was 
wiien  two  masked  men  appeared  in  tlie 
kitchen  of  the  jail  house  and  with  guns 
levelled  at  him.  told  him  that  there  were 
200  men  waiting  outside  for  the  negro  and 
that  he  had  better  not  attempt  to  make 
any  trouble  for  them.  In  tiie  meantime 
another  masked  m.an  had  entered,  and 
while  the  first  held  the  sheritT  the  third 
took  the  keys  of  the  jail  from  the  siieriffs 
pocket,  and  then  tiie  three  started  for  the 
negro's  cell.  On  the  way  they  met  Dr. 
Miller,  who  had  been  summoned  to  attend 
to  the  wounds  on  Martin,  self-inflicted 
with  the  .same  razor  with  which  he  had 
assaulteil  the  girl  and  Turnkey  Jones. 
They  were  both  compelled  to  stand  against 
the  cage  of  the  cells  with  their  f;icos  turn- 
ed away  from  the  mob.  The  negro  was 
then  taken  from  his  cell  and  hurriedly 
marched  through  the  court  house  into 
the  street.  Arriving  at  a  lamp  post  a 
short  distance  from  the  jail,  the  negro 
was  quickly  strung  up  to  the  post.  During 
the  entire  proceeding  he  did  not  speak  nor 
attempt  to  resist  the  mob.  The  lynching 
occurred  at  about  S  o'clock,  and  within  an 
hour  th.e  streets  were  deserted. 

Acting  Coroner  Grant  took  charge  of 
the  body  of  the  negro  and  turned  it  over 
to  an  undertaker. 

Miss  Krause  would  undoubtedly  have 
been  killed  by  Martin  had  not  the  wife  of 
Sheriff  Cook  held  him  in  her  arms  until 
his  rage  had  cooled  and  until  lie  could  l>e 
taken  from  the  kitchen.

CHICKEN 
SEASON 

Opens  Thursday  and  Many 

Duluth  Parties  Are 

Going. 

Flutereed,  Famous   Chi- 
cago Bay  Stream,  Is 
'  Fished  Out. 


The  open  season  for  trout  in  Minnesota 
comes  to  a  close  tomorrow,  the  last  day 
of  August.  This  fact  is  not  disappoint- 
ing to  the  average  Duluth  sportsman, 
however,  for  witli  the  end  of  the  trout 
season  comes  the  opening  of  the  chicken 
season,  and  one  naturally  turns  from 
fishing  to  hunting  at  this  time  of  the 
year. 

It  l)ecame  lawful  to  angle  for  the  spec- 
kled Inhabitants  of  Minnesota's  streams 
on  April  15,  allowing  four  months  and  a 
half  in  which  the  fisherman  n^igiit  follow 
his  favorite  sport.  Fishing  at  Northern 
Miniiesota  points,  particularly  along  the 
north  shore  and  about  Isle  Royale,  has 
not  Ix^en  very  good  this  year,  owing  to 
low  water  largely  and  few  of  those  going 
after  trout  returned  with  a  good  string  of 
them.  The  open  season  for  bass,  pike  and 
all  other  food  fishes  inhabiting  the  Inland 
lakes  and  streams  of  Minnesota  does  not 
come  to  a  close  until  March  1. 

Local  gunners  are  anticipating  a  good 
season's  sport  with  the  chickens,  for  the 
birds  are  reported  to  be  numerous  all 
through  the  northern  seelion  of  the  state 
this  year.  Commencing  Thursday,  and 
lasting  until  the  first  day  of  November, 
it  will  be  lawful  to  shoot  snipe,  pinnated 
gri>use  and  prairie  chicken,  woodcock, 
upland  plover,  and  any  variety  of  wild 
duck,    goose  or   brant. 

The  open  season  on  the.se  last  named 
water  birds  extends  to  December  1.  Any- 
one killing  (luail,  partridge,  pheasant  or 
ruffled  grouse  in  September,  however, 
or  during  the  first  half  of  the  following 
month,  will  be  very  liable  to  get  into 
trouble  with  the  game  wardens,  for  the 
law  protects  these  birds  until  Oct.  15, 
the  open  season  lasting  from  the  middle 
of  October  until  Dec.  15. 

Ruffled  grouse,  commonly  called  part- 
ridge, prairie  chicken  and  pinnated  grouse 
are  reported  to  be  unusually  plentiful  in 
the  vicinity  of  Duluth  and  along  the  lines 
of  railroads  running  through  the  northern 
part  of  the  state.  Until  recently,  within 
the  last  two  or  three  years,  the  rulTled 
grou.se  was  al)Out  the  only  bird  worth 
going  after  in  this  territory,  exclusive  of 
the  aquatic  fowl.  Prairie  chicken  or  pin- 
nated grouse  were  scarcely  ever  seen 
about  here.  Flocks,  even  individual  birds, 
were  few  and  far  between.  But  now  all 
this  is  changed.  With  the  burning  off  of 
the  forests  came  the  prairie  chicken  and 
pinnated  grouse,  both  of  which  furnish 
excellent  .sport  for  the  hunter.  The  i)irds 
appear  to  be  well  satisfied  with  the  old 
burnings  as  a  substitute  for  the  native 
prairies,  and  their  numbers  increased  at 
a  rapid  r.ate,  until  now  Hocks  of  them 
are  to  be  found  in  many  of  the  outlying 
districts.  Every  new  season  finds  them 
in  some  new  place.  They  are  quite  num- 
erous about  Carlton,  it  is  said,  at  the 
I)resent  time.  Heretofore  they  have  been 
unknown  In  that  vicinity.  Almost  any 
of  the  stations  in  this  state  along  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  Creat  Northern 
roads  offer  good  chicken  and  grous.-  hunt- 
ing for  the  enthusiastic  sportsman  and 
his  dog.  They  generally  find  it  harder 
work  to  hunt  the  birds  through  the  burn- 
ings, climbing  over  logs  and  dodging 
tree  tops,  tlian  on  the  western  prairies, 
but  the  extra  toil  only  adds  zest  to  the 
sport,  and  makes  the  birds  seem  all  the 
more  to  be  desired. 

The  sale,  exposing  for  sale  of  the  ship- 
ment by  common  or  private  carrier  of  any 
of  these  game  birds  is  prohibited  by  the 
game  laws,  for  which  the  true  sportsman 
is  duly  giateful,  for  it  is  such  measures 
as  these  that  keep  the  game  birds  from 
being  entirely  exterminated. 

Many  Duluth  parties  have  already  gone 
to  their  favorite  ciiicken  hunting  gnjunds 
to  be  read.v  for  the  opening  ot  the  sea- 
son, and  others  are  in  the  thick  ot  their 
preparations. 

Parties  returning  fHom  north  sihoro 
flsliing  trips  this  year  report  very  poor 
fishing,  as  a  general  rule.  Water  has 
b^en  very  low  in  the  streams,  and  many 
of  them  have  been  fished  pretty  well  out. 
The  Flutereed  river  at  Chicago  bay,  long 
a  favorite  resort  for  anglers,  has  seen  its 
last  days,  and  will  attract  very  few 
sportmen,  if  any,  next  year.  When  it 
was  easy  to  take  a  basketful  in  a  short 
time  a  couple  of  years  ago.  this  year 
an  average  of  twenty  or  twenty-five  a 
day  was  about  the  best  possible. 

There  is  much  better  fishing  far  nearer 
home

HURT  BY  DYNAMITE. 


Victim   of  Explosion  Wants 
Large  Uama§:es. 

William  A.  Kinney  yesterday  began 
suit'  in  the  district  court  against  Con- 
tra<;toi  Hugh  .Steele  demanding  dam- 
ages in  the  sum  of  $7500  for  injuries 
which  Kinney  claims  he  received 
through  the  negligence  of  Steele  in 
employing  an  incompetent  foreman. 

Kinney  claims  that  in  the  fall  of  1898 
Steele  was  engaged  in  raising  a  wreck 
at  the  east  end  of  the  Duluth  hiirlwr 
and  that  in  the  work  dynamite  was 
used.  He  claims  that  the  dynamite  had 
to  be  thawed  out  and  an  old  boiler 
was  used   for  this  purpose. 

The  complaint  states  that  on  Octo- 
ber 21  a  piece  of  dynamite  w^as  being 
thawed  out  on  a  boiler,  which  was  not 
fit  for  the  purpose  as  there  was  no 
mean.-  of  regulating  the  heat.  Kinney 
declares  that  he  saw  a  blue  flame  about 
a  stick  of  dynamite  and  jumped  from 
the  scow,  where  the  explosive  was 
being  heated.  Just  as  he  touched  the 
dock  the  dynamite  exploded,  killing 
all  of  the  men  on  the  scow.  Kinney 
escaped,  but  alleges  that  he  received 
serious   injuries.

New  York,  Aug.  30.— Philip  Wein- 
zeimer,  president  of  the  Building 
Trades  alliance,  who  has  twice  been 
indicted  for  extorti.3n,  has  resigned  his 
leadership,  and  William  P.  Nifon, 
president  of  the  Reliance  LKibor  club, 
of  Marble  Cutters,  was  elected  his  suc- 
cessor. Mason  has  been  for  a  long 
time  an  active  factor  in  the  all'sni,e. 
but  he  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  more 
conservative    element. 

As  the  accumulative  evidence  against 
Weinzeimer  was  made  to  public,  op- 
position to  him  in  the  ranks  of  the 
alliance  became  more  pron>unced, 
though  imediately  after  his  first  indict- 
ment, the  delegates  gave  him  a  un- 
animous vote  of  confidence.  His  own 
organization,  where  he  has  enjoyed  the 
powers  almost  of  a  dictator,  dissatis- 
faction has  occurred  almost  equal  to 
revolt. 

In  his  letter  of  resignation,  Wein- 
zeimer said  he  realized  that  persistenc-j 
on  his  part  in  retaining  the  office  would 
not  only  jeopardize  the  present  move- 
ment, but  Mould  be  against  the  i>es.t 
interests  of  organized  labor.

'and  felt  sh(x-ked,  threw  my  hands  up 
to  my  face  and  cried  .several  times,  'My 
God,  I  am  ruined.'  " 

The  author  tells  of  her  unhappy  life 
with  her  lirst  husband,  of  the  discov- 
ery that  he  drank  to  excess,  and  his 
death  .shortly  aftt.   she  left  him. 

"Then  I  prayed,"  the  story  continues, 
■"that  the  Lord  might  send  me  a  hus- 
band. I  knew  1  could  not  support  my- 
self and  my  niother-ln-law  and  her 
daughter,  and  so  1  asked  the  Lord  to 
send  me  a  provider.  I  told  him  that  I 
had  nolKidy  picked,  and  would  be  will- 
ing to  take  any  man  who  would  treat 
me  well." 

It  was  the  day  after  this  prayer  that 
she  met  in  Ho'.den,  David  Nation,  who 
was  then  editor  of  the  Warrensburg 
Journal.  She  and  Nation  were  married 
six  weeks  later,  and  the  author  says 
she  was  unhappy  during  the  twenty- 
four  years  she  lived  with  the  man 
whose  name  she  bears.  She  says  he 
deceived  her  in  so  many  little  things. 
She  advises  husbands  and  wives  not  to 
deceive  each  other.  She  says  that  It  Ifl 
the  beginning  of  misunderstandings 
which  lead  to  unhappy  lives. 

Mrs.  Nation  describes  her  career  !n 
Kansas,  setting  forth  the  details  of  all 
of  her  raids  and  the  good  she  hoped 
to  ac<omplish  by  them.  The  whole 
story  is  a  demand  for  better  living  by 
men   and    women.

CONDITIOJI^^OF  CROPS 

Shown  By  Weekly  Reports  of 
Weather   Bureau. 

Washington,  Aug.  30.-The  weather  bu- 
reaus weekly  summary  of  crop  condi- 
tioi's  is  as  follows: 

While  the  latter  part  of  the  week  was 
abnormallv  cool  in  the  Ohio  valley,  lower 
lake  region.  Middle  Atlantic  states  and 
N'tw  England,  the  temperature,  as  a 
v.hcle.  was  favorable  for  maturing  crors. 

Freezing  temperature  is  reported  from 
Central  Wyoming  and  11^ ht  fiosts  fiom 
Colorado,  Montana  and  portions  of  Ohio, 
Pennsvlvania  and  New  York.  Although 
cool  weather  has  prevented  rapid  develop- 
ment of  corn  in  the  Ohio  valley  and  lake 
region,  the  crop  as  a  whole  has  experi- 
f 'iced  decideil  improvement.  Much  of 
liat  prostrated  by  winds  in  the  previous 
wtek  in  Indiana  and  Illinois  is  straight- 
ening. Early  corn  has  already  matured 
in  Southern  Missouri  and  is  ripening 
rapidlv  in  Nebraska  and  South  Dakota, 
cutting  being  in  progress  in  the  first 
I'amtd  state  and  in  Kansas.  The  re- 
jKirts  indicate  that  from  three  to  four 
weeks  of  favorable  weather  will  be  re- 
fiuired  to  mature  the  late  crop. 

The  week  was  practically  rainless  In 
the  spring  wheat  region  of  Minnesota  and 
the    Dakotas,    affording    faborable   weath-

{ markets,  and  also  that  the  old  name  of 

rnacaroni  is  more  or  less  of  a  handicap 

on  the  grain  itself. 

I     It  was  all  right  when  it  was  supposed 
!that  it  was  fit  only  for  making  macar- 
oni,   but    it    h;\s    now    been    discovered 
!  that    it    is    good    for    milling    purposes, 
I  and  buyers  want  to  get  rid  of  the  old 
idea   as  much  as   possible   by  dropping 
the  old  suggestive  name. 

This  will  be  decided  by  the  boards 
tomorrow,  and  it  is  quite  likely  that 
the  change  will  be  nvade. 

There  may  be.  some  slight  changes 
in  the  rules  of  grading  macaroni,  or 
durum,  wheat.

Big  Steamer  Wolvin  Meets 
With  Delay  In  Un- 
loading. 

Coal    Now    Coming  In 

Faster  Than  It 

Goes  Out. 


The  big  new  steamer  Augustus  B.  Wol- 
vin. which  an-ived  in  the  Duluth  harbor 
shortly  after  12  o'clock  last  night  with 
a  cargo  of  10,000  tons  of  coal,  consigned  to 
the  Northwestern  Fuel  company,  is  today 
for  the  first  time  in  her  brief  career  ex- 
periencing a  delay  in  the  unloading  of 
her  cargo. 

There  is  such  a  rush  of  boats  at  the  coal 
docks  that  all  new  arrivals  have  to  wait 
their  turn  before  discharging  their  loads, 
and  the  Wolvin,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
she  is  the  largest  and  most  important 
freighter  on  the  lakes,  has  to  takes  her 
turn  with  the  rest.  She  is  now  Iving  in 
the  bay  a  few  hundred  yards  in  front  of 
the  tug  olTice,  where  her  monster  yellow 
hull  is  plainly  visible  from  sever.il  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  city,  giving  many  Du- 
luthians  their  first  opportunity  to  see 
the  big  vessel.  There  is  but  one  boat 
ahead  of  her  at  the  dock,  so  that  she  will 
probably  be  able  to  start  unloading  oper- 
ations tonight  or  tomorrow. 

Coal  receipts  show  signs  of  falling  <iff, 
and  the  docks  have  all  they  can  do  to 
handle  the  fuel,  which  appears  to  be  com- 
ing in  by  boat  faster  than  it  is  being 
shipped  out  by  rail.  Tiurteen  cargoes 
have  arrived  the  last  two  davs.  including 
that  of  the  Wolvin,  which  carries  iieailv 
double  the  amount  of  the  tadinarv  l)Oat. 
Last  month's  record  of  271,<lO  l<")ns  re- 
ceived will  iiardly  be  equaled,  h()vvever. 
The  receipts  so  far  this  montii  have  been 
216,«,i00  tons,  which  is  far  above  the  avei- 
age.  Last  month  the  receipts  of  the 
fuel  were  the  largest  in  the  history  of 
the  port  of  Duluth.

There 
is  no  CK-casion  for  alarm  over  the  spread 
oif  social  revedution.  whirli.  he  says,  is  In 
progr<iss  here  to  even  a  greater  extent 
than    in   Europe. 

"At  first  in  the  nature  of  an  importa- 
tiojii  from  Germany,"  he  continued,  "the 
doctrines  of  Soeiallsm  appear  to  have 
spreael  to  a  considerable  class  of  those 
who  call  them.«»elves  native-born  Ameri- 
cans. ,   ,. 

•During  the  last  five  .years  espectelly 
the  movement  seems  to  have  gone  for» 
ward  by  k-a!>.s  and  bounds,  until  now  I 
find  many  Americans  wi;om  I  have  met 
admitting  their  belief  in  many  of  the  doc- 
trines of  Socialism,  whereas  ten  years  ago 
they  would  have  as  etjoii  thought  ot  call- 
ing  themselves   anarchists. 

•'In  Europe  there  is  no  opportunity  of 
anything  but  a  peaceful  revolution;  the 
military  powers  are  too  strong.  In  th© 
United  States  there  Is  the  opportunity,  I 
tliink,  but  not  the  d*f.-^ire.  for  any  such 
radical  xneafcures.  But  though  the  move- 
ment is  of  slow  giowth.  it  is  certain,  ana 
the  day  will  come.  In  the  lifetime  <'f  the 
young  men  of  today,  when  this  country 
will  be  ruled  according  to  the  doctrine* 
which   Soeialists   ti-ach. 

"Strikes,  of  which  you  seem  to  have 
manv  and  the  trust.-^.  which  I  liear  so 
many  persons  sp/aking  of  as  a  menace 
to  the  country's  future,  are  only  stepping 
stones  It  th^  development  of  Socialism 
and  should   'i.<i  accepted  philosopincally."

Catches  Fire  In  Unknown 

Way  While  Out 

Playing. 


After  suflfering  untold  agony  for 
twelve  or  fifteen  hours  as  the  result  of 
fearft'.l  burns  received  yesterday,  Ed- 
wir.  Chrislensen,  the  o-year-old  son  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Christ ensen,  of  515 
East  Fifth  street,  died  this  morning, 
without  recovering  from  the  delerium 
into  which  he  had  fallen. 

The  littli  boy  went  out  yesterday  af- 
ternoon to  play  with  some  companions, 
and  shortly  afterwards  came  running 
mto  the  house  v.ith  his  clothes  atlame. 
His  mother  seized  a  blanket  and  wrap- 
pn^g  it  around  the  little  feilow,  suc- 
ceeded finally  in  extinguishing  the 
ilames.  His  clothes  were  nearly  burned 
from  his  body,  and  after  cutting  them 
away  und  putting  him  to  bed,  she  sum- 
inoned  a  d>ctor. 

The  lad  v.as  raving  in  a  delerium 
wlien  the  dov?tor  arrived.  He  was  found 
to  be  fearfully  burned  about  the  ne.k 
and  chest  and  was  suffering  terrible 
agony.  His  wounds  were  dressed  and 
anasthetios  administered  to  relieve  him 
of  his  agony.  A  nurse  was  also  en- 
gaged to  dress  his  wounds,  and  every 
effort  possible  made  to  allay  the  pain. 
He  was  delerious  thriughout  the  night 
and  died  this  morning  without  recover- 
ing consciousness. 

The  grief-stricken  parents  have  been 
endeavoring  to  find  out  how  the  lad's 
clothing  became  ignited,  but  up  to 
the  preseat  time  have  not  been  able 
to  discove."  the  cause.  During  his 
ravings  he  frequently  called  upon  iiis 
little  companions  and  several  tinics 
stated  that  "Stans"  was  a  bad  bjy  for 
throwing  a  stick  at  him.  He  maae 
no  mention,  however,  of  the  mannor 
in  which  hij  clothing  became  ignitv.d, 
and  he  did  not  re-over  consciousntt^s 
to  aliov."  his  parents  to  question  hiai 
along  this  line. 

The  only  explanation  the  parents  can 
think  of,  IS  that  the  b  »ys  must  ha.-e 
been  playing  with  matches,  which  in 
.'^ome  mariner  ignited  the  little  fellow's 
clothes. 

The  boy  was  the  son  of  John  Christ- 
ensen,  the  .Superior  street  photo- 
grapher.

RESULTS  OF  FIRST  DAY'S  BATTLE 
FAVORABLE  TO  RUSSIAN  ARMY 

GREAT  MEAT  FAMINE  I  Not  a  word  Has  Been  Received  Either  at  St.  Peters- 
burg or  Toklo  Since  9  O'clock  Tuesday  Evening. 


All  Union  Men  Employed  By  Inde- 
pendent Packers  Ordered  Out. 

Six  Hundred  Stock  Handlers  In  the 
Chicago  Yards  Quit  Work. 


Chicago,  Aug.  31.— President  Don- 
nelly has  ordered  1500  butcher  workmen 
emr^loyed  in  the  independent  pat^'king 
plants  to  cease  work  after  today.  He 
said  that  if  these  men  continued 
slaughtering  cattle  they  would  be 
handling  .<5tGck  previously  looked  after 
by  the  men  who  take  the  places  of  the 
stoik  handlers  selected  to  quit  work 
today. 

The  manager  of  the  Union  Stock 
Yards  and  Transit  company  said,  In 
anticipation  of  the  strike  of  the  *tock 
handlers,  men  had  been  in  traming  to 
take  the  places  of  deserting  weighers, 
and  that  tifty  of  such  men  are  avail- 
able at  unce.  He  said  further  no  trou- 
ble was  expected  in  handling  the  stock. 
Famine  in  meat  is  dechtred  by  the 
Ptiikevs  to  be  the  probable  result  of 
their  new  move  in  the  strike  against 
the  packers.  Orders  have  been  issued 
f(.r  a  general  strike  of  all  butcher 
workmen  throvighout  the  coimtry. 
They  are  ex  petted  to  go  out  tomrrow. 
The  order  will  affect  in  all  about  2000 
rr.en  in  Chicago  in  independent  plantF. 
The  order,  if  observed,  will  also  affect 
independent  plants  of  large  capacity 
in    the   following   cities: 

East  St.  Louis.  t>maha,  St.  Louis, 
Kansas  I'ity.  Sioux  City,  New  York, 
Milwaukee,  Syracuse,  Stickney,  111., 
and  hundreds  of  small  plants  through- 
out the  country  which  employ  from  t«-n 
to  twenty  nun.  Altogether,  union  offl- 
ciala  ^.^ert  that  ILMHX-  m»n  will  sr-) 
out,  'and  the  meat  supply  w'il  be  seri- 
ously crippled  leaving  as  the  only 
supply  the  output  of  the  big  packers 
by  their  non-union  help.  Today  the 
pickets  surrounding  the  yards  were 
largely   increased,    the       yards       being 


watched  for  several  blocks  away. 
Strike  breakers  were  warned  not  to 
leave  the  yards,  as  there  is  an  ugly 
feeling  existing  against  them. 

At  10  o'clock  the  600  stock  handlers 
in  the  stockyards  un.saddled  their  cow 
ponies  and  putting  them  in  the  barns 
quit  work.  The  men  marched  out  of 
the  yards  and  were  greeted  by  cheers 
by  the  union  pickets. 

The  packers  say  it  is  Donnelly's  aim 
to  create  a  meat  famine,  which  he 
thinks  will  arouse  the  public  to  such 
a  pitch  of  indigation  that  a  settlement 
would  be  forced. 

"Donnelly  is  undertaking  the  im- 
possible," said  a  representative  of  one 
of  the  packers.  "There  is  little  chance 
of  a  meat  famine.  The  independent 
packers,  who  by  their  collusion  with 
the  unions  have  profited  much  during 
the  strike,   will  suffer  most." 

Donnelly  is  said  to  be  depending  up- 
on the  union  drivers  for  the  success  of 
his  attempt  to  make  meat  scarce. 

It  is  flso  said  that  an  attempt  will 
be  made  to  shut  off  the  ice  supply  from 
every  retail  market  in  Chicago,  since 
all  meat  products  are  to  be  en  the 
unions'  "unfair"  list. 

In  addition  to  the  stock  handlers,  125 
special  policemen  and  nearly  400  pen 
cleaners,  drivers  of  refuse  wagons  and 
laborers  employed  by  the  Union  stock- 
yards ciuit  work.  Efforts  are  making 
to  call  cut  the  switchmen  at  the  yards, 
employed  by  the  Chicago  Junction 
Kailroad  company.  They  will  vote  on 
the  question  tonight. 

Frank  F.  Hawley,  grandmaster  of 
the  Switchmen's  Union  of  Nor+h 
America,  has  been  summoned  to  Chi- 
cago with  the  view  of  getting  switch- 
men throughout  the  Unite<i  States  to 
refuse  to  handle  cars  containing  any- 
thing for  the  packers. 


The  Armies  Were  Bivouacked  For  the  Night  at  Last 
Reports  After  an  All  Da/s  Battle. 

The  entire  absence  of  news  from  the  battlefield  of  Liao  Yang  up  to  noon  today  is  not  ex-  g 
plained  by  any  advices  from  either  St.  Petersburg  or  Tokio.  It  is  now  midnight  in  Manchuria  | 
but  no  word  has  been  received  of  events  since  9  o'clock  last  night,  when  it  was  announced  that  g 
the  fierce  battle  that  raged  all  day  yesterday  ceased  at  9  o'clock  and  both  armies  had  bivouacked  a 
on  the  field.  The  only  surmise  to  be  drawn  from  this  absence  of  both  press  dispatches  and  offi-  X 
cial  reports  is  that  the  telegraph  lines  have  been  cut  north  of  Liao  Yang.  Gen.  Sakharoff  yes-  g 
terday  reported  that  a  large  Japanese  force  was  advancing  northward  along  the  Taitse  river 
west  of  the  railroad.  Such  a  movement,  if  accomplished,  would  interpose  this  force  between 
Liao  Yang,  the  Russian  base,  and  Mukden,  and  would  cut  Kuropatkin's  communication  north. 
Added  probability  is  given  this  surmise  by  the  fact  that  yesterday  the  Associated  Press  received 
almost  hourly  dispatches  from  Liao  Yang,  one  timed  at  6 :49  p.  m.  detailing  the  battle  up  to  that 
hour  being  received  in  New  York  at  1:15  p.  m.,  while  up  to  noon  today  no  advices  have  been 
received.

St.  Peteisburg,  Aug.  31.— Success 
crowned  the  Ru.ssian  arms  the  first 
day  of  the  great  battle  of  Liao  Yang, 
and  the  utmost  confidence  prevails  here 
that  the  issue  of  the  fight  will  be  a 
complete  victory  for  Gen.  Kuropatkin. 
From  dawn  until  yesterday  the  battle 
raged,  fii-st  in  the  center  and  left  and 
then  on  the  right  of  the  Russiaji  lino. 
The  Japanese  charged  gallantly  and 
desperately  in  an  effort  to  break  the 
center,  and  then  in  the  afternoon  came 
a  movement  against  the  opposite  rtank. 
This  attack  was  delivered  from  the 
west,  but  Gen.  Kurcipatkin  had  evi- 
dently anticipated  just  what  happened, 
for  he  not  only  met  and  repulsed  it.  but 
actualy  was  able,  by  superior  force,  to 
overlap  and  envelop  the  Japanese.  Last 
night  both  armies  bivouacked  in  their 
positions. 

No  attempt  was  made  by  Lieut.  Gen. 
Sakharoff  in  his  report  to  estimate  the 
Japanese  losses,  except  to  say  that 
they  were  extremely  heavy,  and  the 
Russian  losses  were  only  approxi- 
mated at  3000.  No  Russian  general  offi- 
cers fell. 

Gen.  Kuropatkin's  force  occupied  po- 
sitions forming  a  semi-circle  about 
Liao  Yang,  the  flanks  resting  on  the 
Taitse  river,  east  and  west  of  the 
city. 

The  battle  divided  itself  into  two 
periods.  After  a  preliminary  bombard- 
ment of  the  Russian  lines  on  the  right 
and  center,  the  Japanese  infantry  ad- 
vanced to  the  attack,  charging  the 
Russian  center.  Although  repeatedly 
checked  they  came  on  with  bulldog 
tenacity,  hurling  themselves  againsi 
the  Russian  positions  with  the  bayone'. 
There  were  many  bloody  hand  to  hand 
encounters.  By  noon  the  Japanese  ac- 
tually succeeded  in  ocupying  a  portion 
of  the  Russian  trenches.  Then  Gen. 
Kuropatkin  sent  fcrAvard  some  re- 
serves, delivering  a  series  of  counter 
attacks,  recaptured  the  lost  positions 
and  drove  back  the  Japanese  all  along 
the  line. 

The  attack  on  the  center  having 
failed,  the  second  half  of  the  fight  be- 
gan at  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  when 
the  Japanese  tried  to  turn  and  roll  up 
the  Russian  right.  Here  also  they 
failed  but  only  after  a  desperate 
struggle,  which  was  continued  until  9 
o'clock  at  night. 

Reserves  dispatched  in  time  by  Gen. 
Kuropatkin  at  last  succeeded  not  only 
in  checking  the  Japanese,  but  in  en- 
veloping and  driving  them  back  in 
great  confusion.  During  the  progress 
of  the  battle  Gen.  Kuropatkin  encour- 
aged his  men  on  the  fighting  line  by 
sending  out  the  news  of  progress. 

The  Japanese  flank  movement  from 
the  west  began  Monday  from  Chandia- 
pudi,  three  miles  southeast  of  Thakhe, 
which  is  11  miles  northwest  of  Liao 
Yang.  ,     ^  ,    ,, 

One  of  *he  striking  features  of  ihe 
battle  was  the  sp'^endid  work  of  the 
Rus^sian  artillery,  in  which  arm  tne 
Japanese  heretofore  have  excelled.  In 
a  dispatch  filed  late  last  night  by  one 
of  the  Associated  Press  Russian  cor- 
respondents he  says  that  a  report  was 
current  at  L«ao  Yang  that  forty-six 
Japanese    guns    were    captured    during 

the  dai-.  .     ,-,^    „  . 

There  is  great  rejoicing  in  St.  Peters- 
burg over  the  news  on  the  bulletin 
boards.  The  dispatches  pcsted  there 
are  surrounded  by  eager  crowds.  "The 
officials  of  the  war  office,  although  they 
have  not  yet  received  advices  in  re- 
gard to  today's  events,  are  in  hign 
spirits.  The  Japanese,  who  have  bten 
continuously  advancing  for  a  week  are 
<;aid  to  be  exhausted  afte.-  yester- 
hard  and  unsuccessful  fighting, 
doubt  exists  here  that  if  the 
offers  Gen.  Kuropatkin 
w'iil  not  fail  to  follow  up  the  advantage 
he   has  achieved. 

RETAKE  POSITIONS. 

Russians  Force  Japanese  Back 
In  Many  Places. 

St.  Petersburg,  Aug.  31.— Lieut.  Gen. 
Saliharoff.  telegraphing  to  the  general 
staff  on  the  conclusion  of  yesterdays 
sixteen-hours  of  fighting  around  Liao 
Yang,  estimates  that  the  Russian  cas- 
ualties throughout  the  day  were  3000. 

The  battle  ended  at  9  o'clock  last 
night,  when  many  positions  occupied 
by  the  Japanese  were  retaken  and 
again  held  by  the  Russians.  The  re- 
port from  Lieut.  Gen.  Sakharoff  Is  as 
follows: 

From  5  o'clock  this  morning  until  9 
tonight  the  Japanese  forces  attacked 
our   front   positions   before   Liao  Yanif 


and  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Tait.«e 
river.  Both  their  artillery  and  rifle  fire 
were  intense.  Their  main  efforts  were 
directed  against  our  center  positions 
and  left  flank,  but  numerous  attacks 
were  repulsed  alnng  the  whole  line. 
Our  troops  made  several  counter  at- 
tacks, culminating   in  bayonet  fighting. 

Many  positions  vvhich  had  been  occu- 
pied by  the  Japanese  were  retaken  at 
4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  During  the 
artillery  attack  our  batteries  did  very 
effective  work.  About  4  this  afternoon 
the  enemy  was  observed  attempting  to 
turn  our  right  flank  with  con.siderable 
forces,  but  several  battalions  of  re- 
serve® advanced  and,  after  a  fierce  en- 
gagement, checked  the  Japanese  and 
compelled  them  to  retire.  The  battle 
continued  until  .ifler  dark  and  only 
ended  at  9  o'ckK-k. 

The  spirit  of  our  troops  Is  excellent 
and  the  men  arf  rejoiced  over  the  news 
of  the  heroic  behavior  of  the  garrison 
at  Port  Arthur,  the  repulsing  of  Japan- 
ese attacks  upon  which  has  been  com- 
municated to  them.  Our  cjasuailties 
today  have  been  considerable,  reaching 
about  3000.  The  Japanese  losses  must 
have  been  heavy. 

TOOK  FORTY-SIX  CANNON. 

Russians  at  Liao  Yang  Filled 
With  Pleasure. 

Liao  Yang,  Tuesday,  Aug.  30,  8  p.  m. 
(Delayed  in  transmission.)— The  town 
has  been  filled  with  joy  owing  to  a  re- 
port that  the  Russians  took  forty-six 
cannon  today. 

The  Japanese  assault  en  the  Rus- 
sian center  was  desperate  in  the  ex- 
treme. The  Japanese  losses  were  very 
great.  The  attack  was  sustained 
mainly  by  the  Eighth  Siberian  regi- 
ment. The  fighting  at  Wafangow  can- 
not be  compared  with  what  occurred 
today.  Shells  shrieked  over  the  town 
from  early  morning.  People  who  occu- 
ied  positons  on  housetops  had  a  mag- 
nificent spectacle.  Fine  rain  has  be- 
gun to  fall. 

HILLS  TREMBLED 

With   Fierce"~TrtiIlery  Fire 
Around  Liao  Yang. 

St.  Petersburg,  Aug.  31.— A  dispatch 
to  the  Official  Mesenger  from  Liao 
Yang  under  date  of  Aug.  30,  says: 

"All  around  Liao  Yang  the  hills  are 
trembling  today  from  the  artillery  fir', 
which   has  not   ceased   for  a   moment. 


Liao  Yang  has  become  the  center  of 
a  terrific,  sanguinary  engagement,  but 
we  are  prepared  for  it.  Hospital  trains 
are  in  readiness  and  other  trains  are 
bringing  in  reserves,  stores  and  forage, 
together  with  artillery  and  rifle  ammu- 
nition. 

"Today's  battle  seems  to  be  devoted 
by  the  Japanese  to  an  artillery  fight 
with  the  object  of  searching  out  our 
positions. 

''The  Japanese  advance  has  con- 
tinued uninterruptedly  since  Aug.  24. 
Yesterday  it  led  to  a  number  of  ac- 
tions a.s  the  Russians  drew  in  upon 
their  defenses,  but  these  actions  were 
nothing  compared  with  today's  en- 
counter."

Republicans,  the  ex-senator  declared  "is 
one  of  humbug  and  false  pretenses— pecu- 
liarly Rooseveltish  in  all  Its  essential 
characteristics.  The  president  through 
himself  and  his  late  private  secretary 
manage  and  direct  every  detail  while  ex- 
perienced politicians  of  long  .service  in  the 
party   are   bru.shed   asld«   and   ignored. 

"When  the  president,"  the  speaker  con- 
tinued, "has  particularly  desired  to  im- 
press upon  the  country  the  greatness  or 
goodness  of  his  deed.?,  but  has  preferred 
to  refrain  from  communicating  to  the 
public  directly  through  his  messages  or 
addresses-  -he  has  employed  the  agency 
of  certain  magazine  writers,  some  of 
whom  have  not  heen  particularly  familiar 
with  political  affairs,  but  who  pos.«e.ss  a 
breezy  and  entertaining  style  of  composi- 
tion and  are  under  obligations  to  him, 
for  various  courtesies  extended  to  tiiem 
at  the  White  House— whereby  he  might 
better  reach  the  public  ear  and  influence 
public  opinion." 

Mr  Hill  then  cited  a  magazine  article 
by  William  Allen  White,  on  the  subject 
of  "How  Roosevelt  Uncovered  the  Postal 
Frauds"  and  proceeded  at  considerable 
length  to  analyze  the  article  in  question. 
lie  said  it  was  an  effort  to  convince  the 
people  that  the  president  was  not  re- 
sponsible for  the  postal  frauds  m  his  ad- 
ministration and  that,  notwithstanding 
his  long  neglect  to  prosecute  them,  he 
was  really  the  exalted  instrument  which 
exposed  them.  If  the  article  wa*  not 
dictated  at  the  White  House,  th«.*peaker 
declared,  it  was  at  least  inspired  there. 
It  would  fail  of  its  purpose,  however,  be- 
cause it  is  not  true— because  it  has  been 
embellished  for  political  effect  and  will 
not  stand  the  test  of  examination.  "In 
extolling  the  president,"  the  former  sena- 
tor went  on,  "an  attack  is  made  upon 
the  two  Republican  United  States  sena- 
tors from  this  state— Messrs.  Piatt  and 
Depew— who  were  active  Republicans  be- 
fore either  Mr.  White  or  Mr.  Roosevelt 
was  born.  ,  , 

"Here  is  what  L-?  said:  'When  it  (the 
investigation)  touched  the  president  a 
friend  and  political  sponsor.  State  Senator 
Green,    of   Bmghamton,   New    York,    and 


when  he  was  about  to  be  indicted  for 
crookedness,  the  two  senators  from  New 
York  jind  every  prominent  Republican  la 
the  state  begged  for  mercy,  and  then 
thr<?atened  President  Roosevelt  for  al- 
lowing Bristow  to  indict  Green.' 

"If  irue  this  is  a  most  .serious  accusa- 
tion. It  virtually  accuses  our  two  Re- 
publican United  States  senators  and  also 
'ewry  prominent  Republican  in  the  state' 
with  a  crime.  But  it  uplifts  Roosevelt  and 
he  apparently  delights  to  be  exalted  at 
the  exp«;nse  of  others." 

"Who,"  the  speaker  inquired,  "but  the 
president  him.self  could  have  furnished 
hiin  this  exclusive  information  which  he 
now  discloses    to  the  public. 

"It  Is  believed  that  the  charge  Is  utterly- 
groundless;  that  its  publication  wa.s  In- 
tendeil  as  a  spectacular  and  sensational 
lierformance;  and  that  it  was  concocted, 
especially  to  aid  the  president  in  the  pres- 
ent contest  riigardless  of  its  damaging 
effect  upon  otiiers.  Being  false  in  one- 
essential  particular  the  whole  article 
should  be  discredited. 

"Of  course,  if  Senator  Depew  admits 
th.?  accusation  and  confesses  his  guilt, 
then  1  withdraw  my  denunciation  of  the 
publication  In  question.  If  Senator  Green,, 
or  Senators  Piatt  and  Depew  in  his  be- 
half, ever  threatened  President  Roosevelt 
b.causa  of  Senator  Green's  indictment,  it 
was  the  president's  personal  and  official 
duty  to  have  .mmediately  exposed  the* 
dastardly  attempt  to  intimidate  him  at 
the  time'  it  was  made  and  not  have  wait- 
ed until  after  his  nomination  was  secure 
and  the  necessity  for  the  manufacture 
of  some  political  sensation  In  the  presi- 
dents beiialf  in  this  campaign  was 
deemed   desirable." 

Mr.  Hill  then  took  up  the  Phlbpplne 
question  contending  that  the  people  of 
those  islands,  when  it  safely  can  be  done 
should  be  given,  not  merely  self  govern- 
ment, but  Independence.  He  argued  for 
the  election  of  United  States  senators  by 
the  people.  Referring  to  Senator  Dcpew'» 
candidacy  for  re-election  the  former  sen- 
ator said:  ,  , ,  . 

"Decent  men  o'  all  parties  would  great- 
ly prefer  him  to  the  grafter  and  grocery 
man  now  at  the  head  of  the  Republican 
oreanTzation  in  this  state,  who  speculates 
in  the  securities  of  trusts  and  takes  his 
chances  and  then  squeals  on  his  asso- 
ciates to  induce  them  to  share  his  owa 
losses."

"The  article  was  not  inspired  at  the 
White  House,  and  the  president  fur- 
nished none  of  the  facts."

■Washington,  Aug.  31.— One  of  the 
most  interesting  economic  pamphlets 
recently  issued  by  the  United  States 
Geological  Survey  is  a  report  made  Dy 
Dr.  Joseph  Hj'de  Pratt  on  the  produc- 
tion of  abrasive  materials  in  1903.  On 
account  of  their  close  relation  to  so 
many  manufacturing  industries  the  ab- 
rasive materials  constitute  an  import- 
ant group  of  mineral  products.  Few- 
people  know  the  great  extent  to  which 
the  arts  are  dependent  upon  abrasives 
or  understand  their  value,  uses,  and 
modes  of  occurrence. 

The  aggregate  value  of  the  produc- 
tion of  abrasive  materials  in  1903 
amounted  to  $1,493, '303,  the  largest  on 
record  since  these  statistics  have  been 
collected.

There  is  consider- 
able   variation    in    the    quantity    and 
value  of  the  infusorial  earth  produced 
in  the  United  States  from  year  to  year,

The  tar  macadam  mixingr-plant, 
"Which  the  company  refused  to  sell  to 
the  city  under  the  new  conditions  im- 
posed in  regard  to  the  bond,  will  not 
be  removed  from  the  city  at  present 
but  will  be  used  in  finishing  up  the 
contracts    now    under   way. 

The  plant  has  been  turned  over  to  P. 
McDonntil,  the  local  contractor,  by  the 
company,  and   Mr.   McDonnell  will  use 

It  in  completing  the  Twenty-third  ave- 
nue east  contract  and  other  paving  jrb3 
now  under  way.  Mr.  McDonnell  will 
have  ch.irge  of  the  ifluiu  duriinjt;  the 
remaindei'  of  the  prest-nt  season  and 
the  comp.iiiy  will  thtn  decide  what 
final   disposition    will    be   made   of   it. 

The  ihurousfh  test  given  by  <,'cn- 
tractor  M  Donuell  t^i  the  plant  during 
the  laying  of  the  East  Superior  street 
pavement,  proveil  its  elTicitiicy  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  city  engineer,  and 
had  the  company  been  wilhng  to  guar- 
antee the  city  against  suits  for  dam- 
ages for  infringements  of  patents,  it 
would  have  been  p»urchased.  This  the 
company  refused  to  do  and  asked  for 
the  return  of  its  bond,  stating  that 
since  the  city  desired  to  impcse  n' w 
con<litions,  it  was  not  longer  willing 
to  sell   the  machine. 

The  city  is  out  nothing  on  the  deal, 
since  the  c-iuractoi-  has  paid  the  com- 
pany for  the  use  of  the  plant  durinp: 
the  two  months  it  has  been  in  the  city. 

The  reason  advanced  for  the  pur- 
chase cf  the  plant  by  the  city  was 
that  it  could  t»e  rented  out  to  con- 
tractors anil  enable  the  smiiU  contrac- 
tors to  bid  on  paving  contracts,  giv- 
ing greater  comoetition.  It  is  daim- 
eii  by  some  of  the  aldermen  that  the 
plant  would  i»rove  to  be  more  of  a 
burden  than  a  blessing  to  the  city, 
since  the  contractors  \><.>uld  have  no 
interest  in  keeping  it  in  good  shape, 
and  it  could  be  used  for  only  one  job 
at  a  time.  They  claim  that  the  con- 
tractors would  make  no  effort  to  hurry 
their  work  an<l  that  the  plant  might 
be  used  by  one  contractor  during  the 
frreater  part  of  the  season. 

The  cost  of  the  plant  wns  to  be 
fS250.  It  will  probably  be  purchased 
by  one  of  the  local  firms  of  contractors 
at  the  <^nd  of  the  present  seas.  n.

Frazee,    Minn.,    Aug.    31.— Special    to 

The  Herald.)— Thousands  cf  dollars  are 

to    be    spent    on    harnessing    the    vast 

power   of    the    Otter    Tnil    river   to    bo 

used    for   generating   power    to   supply 

electricity  for  Detroit  and  power  for 
business   concerns. 

The  syndicate  consists  of  J.  K.  West 
and  E.  G.  Holmes,  of  Detroit,  and 
other  capitalists.  A  large  tract  of 
land  on  both  sides  of  tlie  Otter  Tail 
liver  has  been  purchased  and  a  large 
dam  and  a  high  reservoir  will  be  bu.lt 
as  soon  as  authority  can  be  secured. 
The  syndicate  recently  applied  to  the 
district  court  for  power  to  construct 
the  dam  and  the  court  anocinted  a 
commission  consisting  of  A.  H.  Wilcox, 
Frazee;  Hans  Hanson,  Detroit;  and 
r.  E.  Netland,  Audubon.  They  have 
examined  the  lands  and  the  pronosed 
site  for  the  works  but  have  not  made 
a  final  report  to  the  court. 

When  the  matter  came  before  the 
commission  recently,  Senator  Daly  Per- 
ham  appeared  fcr  Mrs.  Herricks,  and 
J.  H.  Ualdwin,  Frazee.  appeared  for 
the  Commonwealth  Lumber  company, 
of  Frazee  and  Minneapolis.  Mrs.  Her- 
rick  and  others  wanted  certain  dam- 
ages for  lands  affected  and  the  Com- 
moQwealth  Lumber  company  wished 
to  protect  their  vast  lumber  operatijiis 
and  interests.  The  syndicat"e  prom- 
ised to  protect  the  company  and  no: 
to  interfere  with  its  rights  and  the 
commission  took  the  matter  under  ad- 
visement and  will  report  to  the  dis- 
trict court. 

It  is  expected  that  the  matter  of 
compensation  and  rights  will  be  quick- 
ly settled  to  allow  the  company  lo 
begin  the  construction  of  the  dam.

Cincinnati,  Ohio,   Aug.   31. — Believing 

there  is  a  possibility  that  Frankie  Har- 

ter  knows  more   than   she  has   told   of 

the  tragedy  which  cost  the  life  of  her 

foster  mother  and  of  her  lover,  Leonard 

Druin,  detectives  started  following  a 
new  trail.

Frankie  Harter  will  be  required  to 
write  a  copy  of  the  letter  that  Diuln 
is  supposed  to  have  written  before  he 
ended  his  own  life,  denying  that  he 
killed  Mrs.  Harter.  The  letter  will  also 
be  compared  with  specimens  of 
Frankie's  writing  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  police.

H.  E.  Hoard,  of  Montevideo,  and  W. 
F.  Kelso,  of  Hallock,  were  nominated 
for  railroad  commissioners. 

By  resolution  the  state  central  com- 
mittee was  empowered  to  fill  any  vac- 
ancies. 

The  chairman  was  authorized  to  ap- 
point six  members  at  large  for  the 
state  central  committee,  after  consult- 
ing with  the  candidates. 

The  counties  then  handed  in  the 
names  of  members  selected  for  the 
state  central  committee.  Upon  mo- 
tion of  L.  A.  Rosing,  Ramsey.  Henne- 
pin and  St.  Louis  counties  were  au- 
thorized to  increase  their  number  from 
two  to  three  members.

The  report  ivas  read  by  Albert 
Schaller,  of  Hastings,  and  the  platform, 
as  recommended,   was  as  follows: 

'VVe  abide  in  the  spirit  of  the  consti- 
tution and  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence; in  the  grreat  historic  prin- 
ciple of  the  L'emocratic  party — equi! 
rights  for  all  and  special  privileges  to 
none. 

••\Ve  pledge  our  allegiance  to  the 
candidates  and  platform  adopted  by 
the  Democrat!':  national  convention; 
we  rejoice  in  the  promise  therein  givea 
to  restore  constitutional  government 
aiKJ   return  to   the  ways  of  peace. 

"We  approve  the  bold  and  clear 
statements  in  tne  national  platform  for 
revision  of  the  tariff:  we  urge  tariff 
conventions  with  Canada,  and  we  espe- 
cially demand  that  the  tariff  on  coal 
and  lumber  be  at  once  abolished. 

"We  cordially  confer  in  the  motion 
to  equip  with  adequate  powers  the  in- 
terstate commerce  commission  that  it 
may  establish  just  and  reasonable 
rates,  both  to  release  citizens  from 
extortion  and  to  protect  them  from  dis- 
crimination by  which  chiefly  the  trusts 
overcoj^ie  comiietition  and  by  favor  of 
the   tariff,   fatten   on  the   community.

"T\'e  demand  that  the  state  railroad 
commission,  which  Is  clothed  with 
ample  authority  to  put  into  effect  just 
rates,  shall  exercise  in  their  full  vigor 
the  powers  cdrferred  on   them  by  law. 

"The  law  f.Tfbidding  merger  of  com- 
peting lines  ot  rsillway  should  be  en- 
forced  against   eA-^ry   offender.

Hugh  Steele  Asks  Recov- 
ery From  Ely  For  Con- 
tract Work. 

Hugh  Steele,  the  contractor,  this 
morning  filed  suit  against  the  city  of 
Ely  asking  judgment  in  tlie  sum  of 
$3688.  The  complaint  states  that  Mr. 
Steele  made  a  contract  with  the  city 
cf  Ely  to  lay  an  intake  pipe  and  gate 
valve  for  the  waterworks  of  the  city 
of  Pjly.  Thomas  McGilvray  being  the 
consulting   engineer. 

The  pipe  was  to  be  in  Long  Lake 
and  when  the  contractor  got  out  into 
the  lake  he  found  that  the  bottom  was 
composed  of  scft  mud,  covered  with 
vegetable  growth,  which  would  make 
a  poor  bed  for  the  intake  pipe.  Thtre- 
upon,  so  it  is  claimed,  Mr.  Steele,  upon 
the  advice  of  the  consulting  en:;ineer, 
laid  a  bed  of  rock  for  the  pipe  to  lie 
on,  using  922  yards  of  rock,  which  is 
said  to  be  worth  S4  per  yard.  This 
was  not  in  the  original  contract  but 
the  con.5ulting  engineer  deemed  it  nec- 
essary and  advised  the  city  to  pay 
Steele's  claim  but  set  no  price  on  the 
work.  Mr.  .Steele  says  he  has  put  in 
his  claim  but  the  city  has  refused  .to 
pay  it  and  he  asks  that  he  be  civen 
judgment  in  the  sum  named. 

The  C.  H.  Phinney  Liind  company 
began  suit  against  the  Coolidge-Schus- 
sler  company,  asking  $350  damages.  It 
claims  that  the  lefendants  took  cer- 
tain cedar  posts,  ties  and  other  things, 
which  did  not  belnog  to  it  from  lands 
in  Itasca  county.

THE  DEMOCRATIC  TICKET.

But  while  properly  condemning  Mr.  Williams  for  his 
apparent  insincerity  in  this  matter,  the  speaker  justi- 
fied the  disfranchisement  of  the  negroes  of  the  South 
in  these  words: 

"I  do  not  wish  to  contest  the  proposition  that  per- 
sons may  be  properly  excluded  frc:Ti  the  suffrage  on 
account  of  lack  of  education,  and  if  in  the  Yazoo  district 
this  is  what  has  been  done,  and  nine-tenths  of  the  male 
c'tizens  of  voting  age  are  excluded  by  qualifications 
which  apply  equally  to  everybody,  I  do  not  criticise  Mr. 
Williams*  acceptance  of  the  election;  but  I  would  ven- 
ture to  point  out  that  the  nine-tenths  of  the  male  citizens 
of  voting  age  in  Mississippi  are  being  governed  with- 
out their  consent  by  reason  of  such  disqualification  and 
therefore  asuming  that  all  people  are  within  the  equal 
protection  of  the  laws  in  Mississippi,  and  that  the  amend- 
ments to  the  constitution  are  all  enforced  there  as  they 
ought  to  be,  the  Republican  party  in  the  Philippines  is 
only  qualifying  the  principle  of  the  consent  of  the  gov- 
erned as  it  is  qualified  in  Yazoo  district  for  the  benefit 
of  Mr.  Williams,  to-wit:  by  making  it  applicable  only 
to  persons  who  have  sufficient  intelligence  and  fitness 
to  govern  themselves,  and  not  to  people  so  ignorant  that 
they  do  not  know  their  own  interests." 

While  Secretary  Taft  made  a  good  point  there  hf's 
attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  if  he  justifies  a  small 
fraction  of  the  people  of  Mississippi  in  depriving  the 
large  majority  of  the  privilege  of  participating  in  their 
own  government — if  one-tenth  is  justified  in  govern- 
ing the  other  nine-tenths — then  that  does  not  justify  the 
United  States  in  governing  the  Filipinos.  Certainly  there 
is  a  small  fraction  of  the  people  in  those  islands  capable 
of  governing  themselves  and  of  governing  the  others. 
Hence,  judged  by  Mr.  Taft's  own  standard,  they  are  en- 
titled to  govern  the  country  as  best  they  can. 

But  the  truth  is  that  both  Mr.  Williams  of  Mississip- 
pi and  Mr.  Taft,  of  Washington,  are  radically  wrong. 
Every  man  (and  every  woman  for  that  matter)  who  is 
of  proper  age  and  sound  mind  has  a  right  to  participate 
in  his  own  government  on  an  equality  with  every  other 
man  and  every  other  woman.

TAFT  ON  THE  PHILIPPINES. 

At  a  Republican  rally  held  in  Montpclier,  Vt.,  on 
Aug.  26,  Hon.  William  H.  Taft,  secretary  of  war  and  for- 
mer governor  of  the  Philippines,  delivered  an  address 
which  was  devoted  to  a  review  of  the  Philippine  prob- 
lem and  a  defense  of  the  Republican  party's  policy  in 
connection  therewith. 

It  was  a  fair  and  impartial  review  of  the  history  of 
those  inlands  since  Dewey's  victory  in  Manila  harbor, 
the  fairest  statement  of  facts  that  has  ever  come  from 
a  prominent  member  of  the  Republican  party.  The  fair- 
ness and  candor  of  the  address  is  shown  in  the  opening 
paragraph,  wherein  Mr.  Taft  admits  that  .\guinaldo

MINORITY   NOMINATIONS. 

The  Minneapolis  Tribune,  in  criticism  of  the  Minne- 
sota primary  law,  says  that  "in  larger  electorates,  where 
candidates  cannot  be  personally  known  to  voters,  there  is 
complaint  that  it  lowers  the  standard  of  public  office  by 
confusing  the  public  mind  and  leading  to  minority 
elections." 

No  matter  how  large  the  electorate  the  public  mind 
is  never  so  much  confused  as  when  nominations  are  made 
in  convention  and  no  matter  how  small  the  minority  of 
voters  choosing  the  winning  candidate,  the  minority  is 
never  so  small  as  that  which  chooses  the  w-inning  candi- 
date in  a  convention. 

When  there  are  only  delegates  to  elect  voters  take 
very  little  interest  in  primaries,  but  when  there  are 
candidates  to  select  the  voters  do  get  out  and  express 
their  preferences. 

The  opponents  of  primary  reform  may  howl  from  now 
until  doomsday,  but  the  voters  of  Minnesota  will  never 
consent  to  any  curtailment.

H.  E.  SMITH'S  CREDITORS 

Way  Take  Steps  to  Force  His 
Estate. 

The  creditors  of  the  defunct  Merch- 
Hiiis  bank,  formerly  conducted  by  H. 
E.  .Smith  in  West  Duluth,  held  a  meet- 


ing la-st  night,  in  the  rooms  of  the  West 
Duiuth  Commercial  club,  ovt-r  the 
V\  estern  State  bank,  and  decided  to 
give  Mr.  Smith  thirty  days  more  before 
asking  him  to  appear  i^etore  the  credit- 
ors and  state  what  his  plans  for  set- 
tling with  them  are. 

It  has  been  a  year  now  since  the 
bank  was  compelled  to  close  its  doors, 
and  only  10  i>er  cent  has  been  paid  in 
dividends.  The  amount  of  money  in 
the  bank  when  it  failed  is  said  to  have 
been  $1800.  The  amount  of  liabilities  is 
$::S,(M)0.  due  to  about  fifty  creditors, 
most  of  whom  reside  in  Duluth. 

Tlie  crei^litors  are  dissatisfied  that 
larger  dividends  have  not  been  paid, 
and  at  last  night's  meeting  some  of 
them  favored  proceeding  at  once  to- 
wards having  Mr.  Smith  adjudged  a 
bankrupt,  the  creditors  to  receive  a 
proportionate  share  of  the  receipts 
from  his  personal  assets  and  from  the 
assets  held  by  the  bank.  The  majority 
was  against  taking  such  action  at  the 
present  time,  however,  and  it  was  fin- 
ally determined  to  extend  the  lime 
limit.  The  following  letter  from  Mr. 
Sm'.th  was  read: 

TO  THE  CllEDITORS  OF  THE  MER- 
CHANTS BANK: 

I  understand  your  n^eeting  is  for  the 
creditors  only,  and  for  that  reason  do 
not  appear  before  you  in  person. 

As  >ou  know  the  past  year  has  been 
a  most  discouraging  one  as  far  as  dis- 
posing of  property  is  concerned,  and 
especially  such  property  as  I  possess. 

The  bankruptcy  court  is  the  recourse 
of  such  as  are  hopelessly  Involved, 
have  become  discouraged,  or  are  will- 
ing to  shift  the  V)urden  on  to  the  shoul- 
ders of  others.  I  have  not  reached  any 
of  the.^e  conclusions,  and  believj  that 
1  am  the  best  judge  of  the  situation. 

l>y  forciTig  your  debtor  to  take  such 
a  course  you  relieve  him  legally  of  his 
debts,  but  you  also  take  from  him  the 
assets  with  which  to  p;xy  said  debts, 
and   they  are  placed   upon  the  market

Makes  Attempts  to  Escape 

From  Line— Probably 

Due  to  Whisky. 


After  "fighting  Indians  with  feathers 
on  them"  through  the  bars  of  the  citj' 
lock-up  all  night,  it  took  the  united 
efforts  of  three  police  officers  to  drag 
Joseph  Roy  into  the  mujiicipal  court 
this  morning,  where  he  believed  the 
"Indians"   were  waiting  to  scalp   him. 

Roy  was  arrested  last  evening  on 
Superior  street  in  a  condition,  which 
the  officer  described  as  "soused."  He 
forcibly  objected  to  the  arrest  claiming 
that  he  was  standing  on  the  sidewahc 
to  take  electric  treatment.  He  assert- 
ed that  waves  of  el'ectricU/  were  pass- 
ing through  his  body  frt>m  the  side- 
walk and  that  it  was  curing  him  of 
some  mysterious  disease. 

The  officer  rudely  interrupted  the  cure 
and  hustled  hiin  into  the  hurry-Ui> 
wagon. 

After  being  placed  in  the  lock-up  he 
stood  up  behind  the  bars  of  the  win- 
dows overlooking  Michigan  street  and 
kept  threatening  tlie  empty  air  with 
his  clinched  fists  and  sJioving  baeic 
some  imaginery  form  from  the  window- 
sill.  He  objected  strenuously  to  be- 
ing taken  into  the  court  this  morning, 
claiming  that  the  "Indians  would  get 
iiim." 

Just  at  the  door  of  the  court  room  he 
broke  away  from  the  officers  and  ran 
down  among  the  piles  of  !5ci-ap  iron  in 
the  yard  of  the  Duluth  Metal  works. 
Here  the  officers  recaptured  hini  and  it 
re(iuired  the  united  efforts  of  Chief 
Troyer,  Detectives  Irvine  and  Terry 
to  bring  him   into   court. 

When  asked  to  plead  tc^  the  charge 
of  drunkenness  Roy  explained  to  the 
court  his  reasons  for  resisting,  stating 
that  he  feared  the  Indians  would  get 
him, 

"Probably  he  saw  the  assistant  city 
attorney,  who  is  the  chie);  of  the  Red 
Men  in  this  state,"  said  Judge  Win- 
dom,  glancing  at  T.  J.  McKeon,  one 
of  the  state  officers  of  the  fraternal 
society  bearing   that   name. 

"Meanwhile  I  think  you  had  better 
let  the  county  take  charge  of  you 
until  the  police  can  drive  away  these 
Indians.  Don't  you  think  if  you  were 
hidden  from  the  Indians  for  twenty 
or  thirty  days  they  would  go  away 
and   leave  you  alone?" 

The  prisoner  thought  they  would, 
and  received  a  sentence  of  thirty  days 
in  the  county  jail,  where  hii  w  ill  have  a 
chance  to  throw  oiT  the  eiiects  of  bad 
Bowery  whisky. 

On  being  taken  out  of  the  court  room, 
he  again  imagined  that  tne  noble  red 
men  were  after  his  walp  and  uttering 
a  scream  of  terror  he  made  a  dash 
for  liberty.  But  the  olBcers  again 
seized  him  and  carried  him  into  head- 
quarters. He  will  l>e  given  medical 
treatement  at  the  county  jail,  and  if 
his  delusions  continue  may  be  brought 
before  Judge  Middlecoff  in  the  probate 
court.

The  time  is  approaching 
when  these  men  will  be  hustling  politi- 
cally pretty  much  all  of  their  waking 
hours  that  are  not  spent  in  earning  a 
livnig.  It's  dreadful  on  the  wives,  this 
loiieliness.  The  spouse  of  a  iiustler  or 
the  Twenty-fifth  Assembly  di.sirict  felt 
it  bad  almost  before  most  of  us  were 
aware  that  active  campaigning  was  en- 
gaging more  than  a  few  heavyweight 
plan  makers  for  the  approaching  con- 
test. But  her  husband,  a  local  em- 
ploye of  your  Uncle  Sam,  had  been  di- 
rected by  the  leader  of  his  district  to 
assist  in  making  a  canvass  of  that  ter- 
ritory in  order  to  list  all  tenement 
houses  and  flat  structures.  It  lies  be- 
tween Fourteenth  street  and  Thirty- 
sixth  street,  resi^ectively,  on  the  south 
and  north,  and  between  Lexington  ave- 
nue on  the  east  and  Seventh  avenue 
on  the  west.

What  caught  and 
held  his  attention  was  the  fact  that 
his  wife  had  prepared  a  lunch  for  his 
home  coming.  It  was  an  astonishingly 
good  lay-out.  too,  and  as  he  had  been 
called  away  from  the  informal  meeting 
at  about  the  time  he  had  expected  to 
punish  a  bit  in  the  way  of  eatables,  he 
sot  to  at  the  home  provision  with  a 
relish.

RIOT  AND  MURDER 

Result   of    Enforcement    of 
Pittsburg  Blue  Laws. 

Pittsburg-,  Aug-.  31.— The  crusade  car- 
ried on  by  the  Allegheny  County  Sab- 
bath Observance  association  for  th^ 
pa.st  three  weeks,  to  enforce  the  blue 
laws  of  1794,  resulted  in  a  riot  and  mur- 
der m  Allegheny  last  night.  The  nan 
who  was  killed  wai!  identitied  at  mid- 
night as  Harry  D.  Knox,  driver  of  an 
ice  wagon.  The  enforcement  of  tl<o 
old  laws,  which  prohibit  the  sale  on 
Sunday  of  ice,  .soda  water,  candy,  ci- 
gars and  every  other  article  of  mer- 
chandise called  a  luxury'  hag  aroused 
lnt'>nse  feeling  throughout  the  county 
and  many  threats  have  been  made 
against  the  prosecutors.  Last  night 
the  chief  detective  for  the  association, 
H.  T.  Gamble,  and  two  of  his  force. 
Nelson  C  and  Harry  W.  Staikey,  were 
on  trial  for  perjury,  the  charge  being 
that  they  had  secured  the  conviction 
of  a  storekeeper,  who  proved  that  his 
store  had  not  been  opened  fnr  business 
on  .'Sunday.  About  1000  persons  had 
gathei-ed  about  the  alderman's  office 
and  when  the  hearing  was  concluded 
the  mob  made  a  rush  for  the  detectives. 
Gamble  was  knocked  down  and  ren- 
-dereU  a>.npprxscjpus  Jfoi"  9^  tiine,  while. tbc 
other  detectives  were  roughly  handled. 
Some  time  later  the  detectives  left  the 
office  under  escort  of  the  ■  aldermen's 
constables  and  the  crowd  renewed  hos- 
tilities. Nelson  Starkey  tired  into  the 
crowd  twice,  the  first  shot  wounding 
one  man  in  the  hand  and  the  second 
bullet  entering-  the  abdomen  of  Knox. 
The  wounded  man  died  while  being 
taken  to  the  hospital.

Only  two  building  are  to  be  ordered  by 
the  board  at  the  present  time,  the  Glf-n 
Avon  building  and  the  manual  trair.ing 
building.  The  latter  will  cause  several 
rooms  in  the  higii  school  to  be  vacated 
and  the.se  can  be  used  to  relieve  the  over- 
crowded condition  of  the  Washingt  n 
school.  The  Glen  Avon  school  is  also  bad- 
ly needed  at  this  time,  but  it  is  believed 
that  the  new  building  in  West  Duluth  is 
not  absolutely  needed  for  another  yeir. 

The  purchase  of  the  site  for  the  Glen 
Avon  building  has  been  authorized,  and 
J.  L..  Washburn  has  donated  a  block  of 
ground  adjoining  it  for  a  playground  for 
the  children. 

The  issue  of  $120.0()0  of  school  district 
bonds,  has  been  advertised  for  sale  in 
Duluth.  New  York  and  Boston  pajrers  and 
I'lds  will  be  opened  at  the  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  board  on  PViday,  October  7. 
The  members  of  the  board  do  not  antici- 
pate any  difficulty  in  dispoi^ing  of  the 
Issue  at  par  or  better,  and  the  money  for 
the  new  buildings  will  then  be  available. 

There  is  also  a  large  amount  of  rou- 
tine l>iLsinei<s  to  come  before  tbe  board 
Friday  evening,  and  the  meeting  will  be 
a  long  one. 

School  will  not  open  until  Sept.  12,  un- 
der the  rule  adopted  by  the  board  which 
called  for  a  late  closing  this  vear  and  a 
later  opening.  The  plan  was  adopted 
with  a  view  to  dividing  the  school  year 
into  three  equal  terms.

COLD  BLOODED 
MURDERER 

Connecticut  Farmer  Kills 

Men  to  Avoid  Paying 

Their  Wages. 

Colchp.sf.er,  -Conn.,  Aug.  31.  -That 
G«rshon  B.  Marx,  now  held  in  the  Nor- 
wich county  jail,  is  the  perpetrator  of 
a  5erifc<s  of  cold-blooded  murders,  prob- 
ably without  precedent  in  the  history 
of  Connecticut,  is  the  belief  of  the  state 
officials,  who  yesterday  began  a  syste- 
matic .search  for  bodies  on  the  Marx 
faun.  Four  murders  and  an  attempt 
to  poi?on  another  man  can,  it  is  be- 
lieved by  these  officials,  be  traced  to 
Marx.  The  bodies  of  two  of  Marxs 
victims.  Joe  Pavol  and  Joe  Palm,  have 
been  found.  Marx  is  awaiting  trial, 
charg-etl  with  the  murder  of  Pavol,  his 
wife  being  held  as  a  witness  for  the 
state.  The  two  bodies,  for  which  the 
search  has  begun,  are  those  of  an  18- 
year-old  bey  and  a  Hebrew  peddler. 

The  boy,  Avho  was  known  as 
Harry,  arrived  in  New  York 
Ircm  Russia  about  three  yearb 
ago,  and  he  came  here  scon  after 
to  work  for  Marx.  He  worked  on  the 
farm  for  about  six  months  and  then 
suddenly  disappeared.  Marx  was  asked 
to  explain  the  lads  absence,  and  said 
lie  had  gone  to  Hartford  to  find  em- 
plcyinenl.  Beyond  that  he  would  not 
talk  about  the  boy.  The-  Hebrew  ped- 
dler went  to  the  Marx  home  one  even- 
ing, two  years  ago,  and  he  lias  not 
been  seen  alive  since,  so  far  as  known. 
These  two  men.  in  the  opinion  of  the 
authorities,  met  their  death  in  the  same 
mii.nner  a?  the  two  fann  hands,  and  to 
obtain  ffositive  proof  supi>orting  their 
opinion  efforts  will  be  made  to  unearth 
their  bodies.  The  motives  for  the 
crimes  can  only  be  traced  to  an  insane 
desire  on  the  part  of  Marx  to  escape 
paying  money  to  persons  to  wiiom  he 
was  indebted.  The  two  men  whose 
bodies  have  been  found  were  six 
months  behind  in  their  "wages,  as  was 
the  young  boy,  Harry,  of  whom  no 
trace  has  yet  been  found.  The  manner 
in  whicii  these  men  met  their  death 
appears  tc  be  plain.  Marx  always  slept  | 
with  his  hired  man,  his  wife  and  four 
children  sleeping  in  an  adjoining  room.  | 
It  is  said  that  ho  dnigged  his  victims  I 
when  they  pressed  him  tot>  hard  for  \ 
their  wages,  and  then  crushed  their 
heads  with  an  ax,  or  some  blunt  instru- 
ment, after  which  the  bodies  were  dis- 
membered and  buried.  Each  of  the 
bodie.-?  already  found  bears  a  ghastly 
hole  in  the  forhead.

Causes  Fight  Among  the 

Labor  Organizations 

of  Superior. 

Labor   Day  Picnics   By 

Trades  Assembly  and 

Building  CounciL 


Members  of  local  harbor  unions,  par- 
ticularly those  who  are  delegates  from 
their  organizations  to  the  Federated 
Trades  assembly  and  Building  Trades 
council,  are  betraying  a  good  deal  of  in- 
terest in  the  trouble  now  exi.sting  be- 
tween the  two  Central  labor  bodies  of 
Superior,  the  Trades  and  Labor  assembly 
and  the  Building  Trades  council,  over 
arrangements  for  the  annual  Labor  Day 
picnic. 

Th.ings  have  come  to  such  a  pass  In  the 
city  across  the  bay  that  the  joint  celebra- 
tion and  picnic  which  was  to  have  been 
conducted  in  Superior  next  Monday,  has 
been  abandoned,  the  council  refusing  'to 
liave  anything  to  do  with  the  assembly. 
!>ecau.se  the  latter  insisted  on  allowing 
the  .selling  of  beer  on  the  picnic  grounds, 
after  the  people  had  been  given  to  under- 
stand that  no  intoxicants  were  to  be 
placed   on   sale. 

As  the  result  of  this  action  by  the 
Building  Trades  council,  taken  at  a  spec- 
ial meting,  there  will  be  two  Labor  day 
picnics  in  the  Wisconsin  town,  one  at 
Nemadji  park  under  the  auspices  of  the 
asembly,  where  beer  will  be  sold,  and  one 
at  Billings  park,  in  the  opposite  end  of 
the  city.  The  latter,  it  is  claimed,  will 
be  strictly  a  cold  water  affair.  Wonder  is 
being  expressed  by  Duluth  labor  leaders 
as  to  which  picnic  will  draw  the  largest 
crowd. 

Up  to  last  year  the  Superior  labor  or- 
ganizations .sold  beer  at  their  picnics  and 
made  money  at  it.  Last  year  the  com- 
mittee cut  out  the  sale  of  intoxicants  al- 
together. This  year  there  has  been  con- 
siderable controversy  over  the  proposi- 
tion and  some  members  of  the  Labor  day 
committee  quit  because  of  it.  Billings 
park  was  finally  decided  upon  as  a  place 
for  holding  the  celebration,  but  when  it 
was  stated  that  some  one  had  arranged 
to  sell  beer  from  a  barge  there,  a  deal 
was  made  whereby  the  celebration  was  to 
go  to  Nemadji  park,  where  the  sale  of 
bt^er  was  to  be  allowed,  all  the  profits 
of  such  sale  to  go  to  the  central  labor 
bo<lies. 

Following  this  announcement  the  spec- 
ial meting  of  the  Building  Trades  council 
was  held,  and  a  statement  to  the  public 
was  issued  by  the  secretary,  explaining 
the  facts  of  the  matter,  and  saying  that 
the  council  members  would  take  no  part 
in  either  the  assembly  or  picnic. 

Chairman  Dolan.  of  the  assembly  Labor 
day  committoe  intimates  that  the  full 
reason  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  council 
was  not  given  in  the  notice  issued  by  the 
council,  and  says  he  may  later  make  an 
intere.=!tins  statement  in  regard  to  the 
matter.  And  there  the  matter  rests.  It 
is  said  there  is  little  choice  of  the  two 
organizations  reaching  an  agreement  be- 
fore Labor  day,  which  falls  on  next  Mon- 
day.

Under  his  presidency  there 
will  be  a  session  of  the  heirs  and  of 
Lady  Curzon's  representative,  and 
many  important  questions  with  regard 
to  the  estate  will   be  decided.

in  turn,  is  but  an  entering  wedge  for 
annexation  and  a  parting  of  the  ways 
with  the  British  empire  and  the  flag  of 
England. 

It  is  a  bold  and  effective  campaign 
cry  and  it  may  swing  elections  in  tne 
future  as  It  has  done  in  the  past.  For 
the  royal  Unionist,  the  Scotch  im- 
perialist, and  the  Irish  Orangeman  rally 
to  it  each  upon  his  own  narrow  line  of 
thought  or  prejudice,  but  all  to  a  com- 
mon center. 

The  Conservative-imperial  forces  of 
Ontario,  most  active  in  Toronto,  are 
looking-  to  the  change  of  sentiment 
amongsi  the  Roman  Catholic  Trench 
of  Quebec,  where  the  desirability  of 
British  citienship  is  being  fermented 
as  against  temporarj-  commercial  re- 
ciprocation leading  to  rational  amal- 
gamation with  the  United  States. 

The  Canadian  French  Cathobc  of 
Quebec  are  not,  sentimentally,  imper- 
ialists, but  the  cure,  the  church, 
swings  Quebec,  and  estrangement  from 
Great  Britain  means  the  loss  of  those 
temporal  advantages  which  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  church  in  Canada  now 
enjoys  and  utilizes  to  an  astounding 
degree. 

VOTERS  FAVOR  RECIPROCITY. 
As  a  strictly  utilitarian  policy,  how- 
ever, reciprocity  with  the  United  States 
commends  itself  to  the  majority  of  the 
voters  of  all  the  province  of  Ontario. 
Importers,  jobbers,  wholesalers,  and 
consumei-s  reaiie  that  they  are  grad- 
ually "falling  into  the  hands"  of  the 
manufacturers.  If  they  could  strip 
the  reciprocity  question  of  its  senti- 
mental and  bigoted  aspects,  they  would 
be  for  it  by  a  large  majority.  The 
bread  aiid  butter  voice  of  the  major- 
ity cries  for  reciprocity;  but  sentimen- 
talism,   in  answer,   cries  treason. 

Jleanwhile  the  manufacturers  do  the 
lobbying;  the  Liberal  government's 
hands  are  tied  by  the  uniformly  an- 
tagonistic posture  of  the  Washington 
congress,  and  its  feet  are  bound  in 
waiting  upon  the  British  decision  upon 
Chamberlain. 

SEEK  WEAPON  AGAINST  COMPE- 
TITION. 
There  is  another  phase  of  the  ques- 
tion which  must  not  be  overlooked.  In 
Toronto  I  find  that  the  manufacturing 
interests  favor  Mr.  Chamberlain's 
tariff  plan  in  so  far  as  it  promises  both 
a  weapon  and  a  fortification  against 
competition.  But  nobody  of  foresight 
here  is  willing  to  admit  that  Canada 
will  give  England  any  further  trade 
advantages  in  exchange  for  the  all 
British  tariff  wall  that  is  anticipated. 

Canada,    by   its    Liberal   government, 
has    already    g-iven    England    a    tariiT 
preference  of  one-third  off  on  importa- 
tions,   and    the    manufacturer    of    Tor- 
onto,   l>eing    utterly    selfish    in    his    re- 
gard   of    reciprocity    with    the    United 
Stales,    is   equally    selfish    with    regard 
i  to  any  further  concessions  to  England. 
WANT    TO    SHUT    Ol'T    AMERICA. 
In    a   word,    then,   Toronto     and     the 
tariffites  of  Ontario  are  for  the  Cham- 
berlain plan  so  far  as  it  will  help  Can- 
ada by  shutting  out  the  United  States. 
But   they  are  not   for   Chamberlainism 
in  that  it  may  require  further  co-oper- 
ative concessions  from   Canada.  Cham- 
berlain's plan  for  imperial  trade  unity 
jmust   fall    to   the   ground   without     the 
I  co-operation   of   Canada.     That   is   evi- 
dent,  and   it  is   admitted  here   by  men 
of  all  shades  and  qualities  of  political 
,  belief.     And   yet,    even   now,    regarding

GRAIN  GOSSIP. 

State  crop  reports. 

North  Dakota:  The  weather  ccnditions 
over  tiie  greater  portion  of  the  state  dur- 
in.g  the  pa.st  week  wei'e  favorable  for 
harvest,  and  the  few  warm  days  caused 
considerable  advancement  of  crops,  wliicii 
have  heretofore  been  backward,  owing  to 
the  previcius  cool,  unseasonable  weatlier. 
Showers  are  reported  from  portions  of 
Grand  Forks,  McLean  and  Towner  coun- 
ties, wliich  are  beneficial  to  corn  and  late 
flax. 

While  reports  of  injury  to  wheat  by 
rust  ',iv>-  still  received,  in  a  few  sections 
the  injury  is  not  proving  as  great  as  was 
at  first  anticipated,  although  the  late- 
sown  v.iieat  has  generally  been  affected 
«iuite  seriously.  It  is  badly  shrunken,  and 
in  some  instances  tlie  heads  break  from 
the  stem,  and  there  are  a  great  many 
fit-Ids  whicii  will  not  lie  cut.  The  extent 
of  the  injury  by  rust  to  early-sown  wheat 
is  now  mori-  apparent,  as  threshing  is 
l>eeoming  gHueral  In^iie  southjjjn  see; ions. 
and  by  tlu-  middle  of  this  week  will  T)e 
Will  started  in  the  central.  In  other  sec- 
tions harvest  is  well  advanced,  except 
over  the  extreme  nortiiern  portion,  where 
some  early-s<iwn  wiieat  is  not  ripe,  and 
will  not  be  for  a  v.eek  or  ten  days  yet. 

Oats,  rye  and  barley  harvest  is  nearing 
tl'.e  close,  and  threshing  is  becoming  gen- 
eral, witl»  indications  of  good  yields. 

Flax  lias  made  favorable  progress  dur- 
ing the  recent  warm  weather,  and  some  of 
the  earlv  sown  is  ripening,  with  promise 
of  a  good  yield.  The  late  flax  is  backward, 
and  n<eds  eonsidtrable  warm  weather  to 
cause  it  to  mature. 

C(un.  while  liaving  been  benefited  by  the 
recriii  warm  weather,  is  a.s  a  rule  back- 
ward, and  while  some  reports  indicate 
favorable  prospects  for  a  fair  yield,  there 
is  much  of  it  that  will  hardly  reach  ma- 
turitv  in  time  to  escape  frost. 

.\  little  having  is  still  in  progress  in 
the  northern  sections,  wiiich  finishes  the 
harvest  of  an  excellent  crop  generally, 
and  one  of  the  best  in  this  section  in 
years. 

Minnesota:  A  drv  week,  except  for  scat- 
tered showers  on  the  2Sth  in  the  .southern 
part  of  the  state.  The  24th  was  the  warm- 
est day  of  the  week,  with  the  maximum 
temoerature  reaching  from  '.'0  to  9S  de- 
grees at  some  southern  points.  The  morn- 
ings of  the  25th  and  2Gth  were  cool.  The 
drv  weather  hm*  bei-n  very  favorable  for 
completing  stacking  in  much  vt  the  cen- 
tral and  .southern  i>ortions,  and  for  mak- 
ing sjdendid  progress  with  threshing  from 
tlie  shock.

Great  Northern  Ore  Train 

Kills  an  Unknown 

Man. 


Accident  Occurs  at  Mile 

Post  7T— Nothing  to 

Identify. 


The  body  of  an  unknown  man  was 
brought  to  Duluth  tliis  afternoon  by 
Flood  &  Horgan,  the  local  undertakers, 
for  interment. 

The  man  was  killed  yesterday  after- 
noon by  a  Great  Northern  ore  train  near 
"mile  post  No.  77  "  about  one  and  a  half 
miles  south  cf  Dunn's  claim. 

The  body  was  found  on  the  track  and 
reported  to  the  Great  Northern  company 
at  Bruokdale.  Coroner  Boyer  was  noti- 
fied and  the  bod.v  was  brought  to  Dulutli. 

The  remains  are  terriljly  mangled,  the 
head  and  one  of  tlie  limbs  being  entirety 
severed  from  the  trunk.  Tlie  faco  i;?  un- 
marred.  however,  and  would  be  ca.siiy 
recognizable  by  any  person  who  knew 
him. 

Not  a  scrap  of  paper  was  found  on  liis 
clothing  whicli  would  in  any  way  a.ssist 
in  identifying  the  dead  man.  He  is  evi- 
dently a  lumberman  of  the  l>etter  cla.ss, 
as  he  was  well  dressed  and  wore  a  pair 
of  substantial  riverman's  Ijoots.  He  has 
the  appearance  of  a  man  of  al>out  30 
y<?ars  of  age,  and  looks  like  a  man  who 
had  taken  up  tiie  work  in  the  woods  as 
a  temnorary  ma'Keshift  to  lielp  him  put 
off  a  run  of  hard  luck.  The  features 
show  considerable  refinement  and  tlie 
authorities  think  he  was  used  to  a  higlier 
station  in  life  than  that  of  a  woodsman. 

The  body  is  lying  in  the  undertaking 
rooms  of  Flood  &  Horgan  while  t.'ie  au- 
tliorities  are  making  every  effort  to  lo- 
cate .some  of  his  friends  and  relatives. 
The  case  does  not  look  promising,  how- 
ever, and  it  is  likely  that  anotlier  "un- 
known" will  be  interred  in  one  of  the 
local  cemeteries.

the  Democrats.  He  said  that  in  the  city 
of  New  York  the  Democrats  are  divided, 
and  that  is  where  their  strength  was  ex- 
pected  to   be   shown. 


RADIUM'S  EFFECT  ON  DIAMONDS. 

The  inlluence  of  radio-emanations  on 
the  constitution  of  matter  is  very  curi- 
ously illustrated  in  some  recent  ex- 
periments made  by  Sir  William 
Crookes,  says  the  London  Lancet. 
According  to  the  resulLs,  if  radium 
conies  to  be  a  common  commodity 
among  us  some  dismay  may  be  caused 
to  those  who  wear  diamonds  on  find- 
ing that  the  carbon  crystal  under  the 
influence  of  radium  tlireatens  to  return 
to  its  less  attractive  form  of  £:ra:ihite 
or  crystalline  blackz  carbon.  On  the 
other  hand,  radium  may  turn  out  to 
be  a   "diamond   improver." 

It  is  well  known  that  radium  emana- 
tions possess  the  property  of  darken- 
ing transparent  bodies  upon  which 
they  impinge,  and  now  Sir  William 
Crookes  has  shown  that  this  also  holds 
good  i  nthe  case  of  diamonds.  The 
emanations  not  only  cAf.vert  the  sur- 
face itno  graphite,  but  also  alter  the 
color  of  the  body  of  the  stone.  It  is 
there  fore  suggested  that  this  observa- 
tion may  prove  to  be  of  commercial 
importance.  For  example,  "if  off-color 
stones  can  be  lightened  their  value  will 
increase,  while  if  the  prolonged  action 
of  radium  is  to  communicate  to  them 
a  decided  color  they  would  be  worth 
much  more  as  fancy  stones."  Tliis 
may  add  considerably  to  the  business 
of  the  jeweller  who  for  a  considera- 
tion might  undertake  to  submit  "off 
jewels"  to  burial  in  ladium  for  a  sea- 
sun. 


ENGLAND'S   MILK   BILL. 

The  laborer,  it  seems,  is  content  with 
5  gallons  of  milk.  9  pounds  of  cheese 
and  15  pounds  of  butter  in  the  twelve 
months.  Artisans  and  mechanics  have 
12  gallons  of  milk.  11  pounds  of  cheese, 
and  the  same  quantity  of  butter.  Ea^h 
member  of  the  upper  class,  however, 
drinks  on  an  average  31  gallons  of  milk 
in  a  year,  eats  lO^^a  pounds  of  cheese 
and  41  pounds  of  butter. 

A  member  of  the  upper  class  drinks 
rather  more  than  six  times  as  much 
milk  as  a  laborer,  eats  just  a  httie 
more  cheese,  and  uses  three  times  as 
much   better.

John  Williams  was  caught  trying  to 
help  a  Chinaman  into  this  country. 
They  were  both  arrested,  and  then  it 
developed  that  the  Celestial  was  a 
naturalized  citizen  of  Canada.  He 
seemed  willing  to  return  across  the 
border,  but  the  Canadian  offlcials  re- 
fused to  admit  him.  There  was  a  law 
passed  last  winter  which  requires  that 
a  Chmaman,  no  matter  what  country 
he  may  be  a  citizen  of,  must  pay  $.500 
before  he  can  enter  Canada.  The  Ca- 
nadians Interpret  this  to  Include  even 
naturalized  citizens  of  their  own  coun- 
try, and  say  that  if  a  naturalized 
Chinaman  should  leave  the  country,  if 
only  to  cross  the  border  for  the  briefest 
stay,  he  could  be  required  to  pay  $500 
before  he  could  return.  Uncle  Sam  has 
now  to  decide  whether  he  has  a  right 
to  deport  a  Canadian  subject  to  China. 


CONDITIONS  IN  GERMANY. 

The   Goverment   Has    Strict !  U  J-  m.  gidding  &  co 
Supervision  of  Factories. 

The  German  factory  system,  the  right  ol 
controlling  wlilch  m  tue  lntere.«ts  of  the 
employed  is  recognized  and  regulated  by 
the  government,  is  made  the  subject  of  ex- 
haustive study  by  a  commissioner  of  tlie 

London  Times. 

The  most  stringent  regulations  are  those 
affecting  cliiidien  and  women;  and  iieieiii 
the  state  clearly  has  in  view  the  interests 
of  tlie  community  as  represented  by  ttie 
employed.  Children  may  not  be  em- 
ployed under  the  age  of  13,  and  at  that 
age  only  if  they  are  no  longer  liable  to 
attend  school,  a  condition  wiiicli  is  de- 
cided by  tlie  school  insjiector.  For  sucn 
cliildren— that  is,  tliose  from  13  to  14  years 
old— the  hours  are  limited  to  six  a  day, 
with  lialf  an  hour's  interval  for  meals. 

At  14  boys  and  girls  may  go  into  the 
factory  in  large  numbers;  but  up  to  !•> 
tliey  are  called  "young  persons'  or  (to- 
gether witli  tliose  under  14)  "youthful 
workers,"  and  are  subject  to  special  regu- 
lations. Tile  number  of  'young  persons" 
employed  in  liKil  was  335.1*12.  They  miiy 
not  be  employed  fur  more  than  ten  hour.s 
a  day,  nor  on  Sundays  and  liolidays,  nor 
during  the  liours  appointed  for  religious 
instruction,  for  contirniation,  confe:<s;on 
and  communion,  nor  in  certain  speciflea 
tiades;  their  working  day  must  not  hegin 
earlier  tlian  5:3o  a.  m.  nor  continue  laier 
tiian  8:30  p.  m.;  they  must  have  an  liours 
pause  at  midday  and  lialf  an  hour  both  In 
the  forenoon  and  in  the  afternoon,  un- 
less their  Working  «iay  is  not  mure  th:iii 
eigiit  liours,  and  no  continuous  s^iell  ex- 
ceeds four  hours.  During  the  pauses  any 
pariiciiiatioii  in  tlie  work  of  the  faettry 
is  forbidden,  and  even  to  remain  in  tiie 
rooms  i.s  allowed  only  wlien  their  own 
de;)artment  of  the  work  is  biouglit  to  a 
complete  standstill  or  it  is  inii>cssible  for 
them  to  go  elsewhere. 

Women  must  not  be  employed  between 
N:30  p.  m.  and  5:30  a.  m.;  on  Saturday  and 
on  the  eve  of  a  holy  day  liiey  must  noi 
be  employed  after  5:30  p.  m.  Their  daily 
ho-  _  of  employment  n\u3t  not  ex'"""(l 
eleven  on  ordinary  days  or  ten  on  Satur- 
day and  on  the  eve  of  a  holy  day.  They 
must  liave  at  least  one  hour's  pau^e  at 
midday,  and  those  who  have  a  household 
to  look  after  may  claim  an  extra  half 
hour.  The  number  of  women  over  10 
employed  in  1901  was  847,380,  of  whom  310,- 
■?11  were  under  21. 

Wherever  women  and  youthful  worker.** 
are  employed  in  a  factory,  the  employer 
must  give  written  notice  t<i  the  police, 
stating  the  nature  of  the  employment  and 
the  liours  of  work. 

Every  factory  must  have  a  set  of  rules 
hung  uji  in  an  accessible  place  in  eacli  de- 
partment, stating  tlie  hours  of  work,  with 
the  regular  intervals  for  meals,  the  time 
and  manner  of  paying  wage.-*,  the  leng*!! 
of  notice  required  for  terminating  em- 
ployment and  the  conditions  whicli  render 
notice  unnecessary,  and  particulars  of 
ininishments.  including  fines  and  the  ob 
jects  to  which  they  will  be  applied.  Pun- 
ishments whieh  wound  self-respect  or 
offend  .against  morality  are  inadmissible. 
The  factory  rule.s  are  legally  binding  on 
employer  and  employed;  iiut  liefore  they 
are  issued  opportunity  must  be  given  to 
adult  workers  to  express  their  views,  and 
the  rules,  witli  any  written  objections, 
must  be  submitted  within  three  days  of 
is.sue  to  the  factory  ins!)ector,  who  may 
order  amendments  if  the  rules  are  not  in 
accordance  with  the  law  or  wit  hspecial 
regulations.  All  fines  must  be  aijpli<Hl  to 
the  benefit  of  the  factory  workers,  and 
geenrally  go  to  the  sick  fund. 

German  factory  buildings  are  substan- 
tial structures.  In  the  most  modern  steel 
is  used.  The  floors  are  sound,  dry  and 
clean.  The  rooms  are  lofty,  amply  pro- 
vided with  window  space  and  generally 
lighted  from  the  roof  also.  The  practice 
of  having  several  stories  one  above  tiie 
other  is  rare  except  in  textile  mills,  and 
then  the  number  of  stories  seldom  exceeds 
three.  Wiiat  is  so  common  in  the  United 
States,  namely,  a  weaving  slied  on  tlie 
ground  floor  with  otiier  rooms  abo\e  it, 
and  the  slied  consequently  pilch  darlc,  is 
larely  seen.  The  Germans  appear  to  have 
grasped  the  fact  that  work  is  better  done 
in  a  good  than  in  a  Ijad  ligiit,  and  great 
care  is  taken  to  secure  it.  Ventilation  Is 
also   well  mana^red. 

But  the  most  striking  feature  of  German 
factories  is  their  clean,  orderly  and  well- 
kept  condition.  Tliese  qualities  seem  to  be 
universal,  and  they  extend  to  the  distiest 
and  most  untidy  departments.  The  foun- 
dry is  the  severest  test,  it  is  usually  a 
scene  of  dirt  and  disorder,  unmitigated  by 
any  attempt  to  lie  tidy  and  aggravated 
by  an  atmosphere  heavy  with  smoke  and 
gloom.  Tlie  German  foundries  are  a 
revelation.  They  are  a.s  clean  and  well 
kept  and  almost  as  light  as  any  other 
sliop.  The  remarkable  order  maintained 
is  systematic,  and  in  a  large  measure  in- 
tended to  promote  tlie  prevention  of  acci- 
dents. 

Outside  tlie  rooms  German  factories  are 
well  provided  with  sanitary,  washing  and 
dressing  accommodation.  The  w<trl<mt  n 
are  cleanly  and  careful  in  tneir  habits. 
They  geenrally  keep  a  working  suit  of 
clotiies.  and  change  before  and  after 
work.  Consequently  lockers  are  provided. 
Baths  are  common,  particularly  shower 
baths,  with  hot  and  cold  water,  and  in 
summer  they  are  much  u.sed.  German  em- 
ployers do  a  good  deal  for  their  people. 
I'hev  provide  many  comforts  and  con- 
veniences for  them  apart  from  sick  funds 
and  savings  banks.  It  is  common  to  find 
a  number  of  things  done  for  the  people. 
They  have  dining  rooms  with  or  witliout 
canteens.  As  a  rule  the  people  prefer  to 
bring  their  own  food  and  have  it  lieated 
up.  Tlien  there  are  further  developments. 
The  dining  room  has  probably  a  library 
and  a  piano;  it  is  used  for  meetings, 
games  and  choir  practices.  Tiiis  nearly 
approaches  the  full-fledged  model  factory. 
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inglj'  incredible  amount  of  tlie  chemi- 
cal   is   used. 

"Tlie  natural  color  of  butter  in  mid- 
summer, when  grass  is  plentiful,  is 
what  tile  people  want,  but  to  maintain 
the  same  shade  through  the  year,  the 
artificial  preparation  is  necessaiy. 
There  are  many  manufacturers  of  ihe 
product,  and  they  all  strive  to  get  a 
combination  that  will  make  as  clear 
a  shade  as  possible.  The  process  is, 
of  course,   guarded   carefully. 

"Butter  color  is  made  from  analine. 
and  the  desired  shade  is  technically 
called  "azo."  As  a  ver.v  small  quan- 
tity will  color  a  large  amount  of  but- 
ter, the  presence  of  the  chemical  can- 
not be  detected  by  the  taste,  but  in 
large  amounts  it  is  poisonous  to  a  de- 
gree."
